The newly renovated Geisert 
cafeteria has opened to the delight 
of hungry students, who have 
made it dear it is now the favorite 
campus dining facility. 

'The very first day we had 
almost 1,000 meals, and we've 
been averaging 700 to 800 per 
meal," said Director of Campus 
Dining Services Ron Gibson. "We 
had 1,020 meals sold for Sunday 
brunch. In the past, we averaged 
400 or so for lunch." 

Several new food options have 
been added to Geisert, as well as a 
new chef, Gibson said. 

"We just hired an executive 
chef to work initially at Geisert. 
He's going to branch out to the 
other cafeterias as well," he said. 
"We have one whole area called 
Balanced U, which offers vegan 
and vegetarian meals. We don't 
use butter or saturated fats in any 
of that food, but we do use high 
quality olive oil. We are trying to 
teach students that you can still 
eat well and have food that tastes 
good." 

Gibson said Geisert's renova¬ 
tion also included the addition of 
a larger kitchen. 

'The original Geisert cafeteria 
was built in the '60s to service only 
Geisert," he said. "Now, we have 
a restaurant-style kitchen and can 
store a lot more food. We used to 


have to get daily orders from a 
truck." 

Students have greeted the 
changes enthusiastically. 

"I definitely like the improve¬ 
ments [in Geisert]," junior account¬ 
ing major Colleen Campbell said. 
"I think it was completely neces¬ 


sary to have more seating in the 
cafeteria because last year it was 
always packed with nowhere to sit. 
I liked the food, but there weren't 
as many vegetarian options as I 
thought there'd be. 

Freshman interactive media 
major Ryan Quinn said he also 


enjoys eating in Geisert. 

"I think Geisert has become the 
cafeteria to eat at on campus," he 
said. 'The new menu has healthier 
options and overall better tasting 
food. Even with all the expanding 
done to Geisert, there is still a line 
out the door every day." 


Residence hall renovations completed for move-in

The Bradley residence halls 
underwent a major facelift this 
summer. In a project that required 
immense amounts of planning 
from multiple groups, residents 
of the dorms are enjoying the 
updates. 

Nearly every residence hall was 
a part of this large-scale revamp 
in some way. University hall now 
has updated bathrooms and no 
more cabinets under the lofts in 
the A-side rooms. 

The roof work that started last 
semester in Williams was complet¬ 
ed. Work was done on the ceilings 
and third floor in Lovelace. Geisert 


now has tile floors as well as a 
brand new, state-of-the-art cafete¬ 
ria with a much larger dining area 
and a kosher kitchen. Harper/ 
Wykoff now boasts a game room 
with brand new furniture and 
three flat screens that can easily be 
hooked up to any resident's game 
system. 

All of the buildings are now 
equipped with swipe technology, 
allowing residents to use their 
Bradley ID to enter their building. 
For those students with the new 
ID, the buildings are also equipt 
with proxy, meaning that the ID 
can be read without being swiped. 

While all of these changes have 
been great campus improvements, 
Heitz takes the cake when it comes 


to the remodel. 

It is no secret that Heitz was 
in pretty bad shape for the last 
few years. With recent updates, 
it could become one of the best 
dorms on campus. 

"I think most people are pretty 
excited to see Heitz change," said 
Executive Director for Residential 
Living Nathan Thomas. "It's the 
building that everyone acknowl¬ 
edges needs the most work so 
it's exciting to see us do work in 
there but its also exciting to see the 
actual changes." 

The ground floor and first floor 
were completely remodeled. All 
of the furniture is moveable and 
brand new. First floor RA junior 
Avalon Thomas-Roebal said that it 


has been interesting to see how her 
residents have set up their rooms 
to meet their individual needs. 

"I love the changes," Thomas- 
Roebal said. "Heitz is now, in my 
opinion, one of the best places to 
live on campus." 

While the rooms are still not 
air conditioned, all of the remod¬ 
eled bathrooms are. Next year the 
building is slated to be fully air 
conditioned along with more of 
the building following the ground 
and first floor revamp. 

"We really did a first class job," 
Thomas said. "We're looking for¬ 
ward to finishing it next summer,

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POLICE REPORTS 


•Visiting parents of a stu¬ 
dent resident at Main Street 
Commons flagged officers down 
early Sunday morning, reporting 
they'd seen a black box and black 
powder near the elevator. Inside 
the open end of the small box, 
there appeared to be a battery 
with a wire attached, as well as 
more black powder. 

Officers requested the Peoria 
police department's assistance, 
and the fire department also 
responded. The fire department 
determined the battery was a

The apartment manager was 
able to identify the suspect down 
with surveillance equipment, and 
the officers went to the suspect's 
apartment. Outside the apart¬ 
ment, officers found a black hand¬ 
print and more black powder. 

When the suspect let the offi¬ 
cers in, they observed a barricade 
light, detached from a barricade, 
on the kitchen counter. 

The suspect said he found the 
light and wanted to bring it back 
to his apartment when he acci¬ 


dently dropped it in the elevator. 
He apologized for his actions and 
was released. 

•Late Saturday night, officers 
responded to a report of several 
males beating up another male 
between Swords Hall and the 
library. 

Two student witnesses said 
they saw an altercation taking 
place between a group of males as 
a concert in the quad was ending. 
They ran over to break the fight 
up, separated the males and told 
them to leave. 

Three males were located near 


Swords Hall and placed in hand¬ 
cuffs. The victim could not be 
located, but the witnesses identi¬ 
fied two of the suspects. They 
could not identify the third sus¬ 
pect, who said he had just been 
walking near the suspects and did 
not know them. He was taken out 
of the handcuffs and released. 

The victim later arrived at 
BUPD to report the crime and 
said he was walking through the 
quad when an unknown male 
made a reference to them about 
drugs. The victim told him to go 
away, and a physical altercation 
ensued. 


The suspects were arrested 
on charges of mob action, aggra¬ 
vated battery, aggravated assault 
and disorderly conduct and 
were banned from returning to 
Bradley's campus.

Since elementary school, junior 
Sara Olson has always loved the 
first day of school. She said her 
favorite part was the surprise she 
got when she found out what was 
in store for the school year ahead. 

This year, however, was a little 
different. 

Without giving notice to stu¬ 
dents, almost all computers 
were removed from the interac¬ 
tive media labs in the Caterpillar 
Global Communications Center, 
leaving it up to students to supply 
their own laptop and an estimated 
$600 worth of software. 

"I am very upset," said Olson, 
a minor in interactive media. "We 
weren't notified, not that they 
were doing it but that they didn't 
tell us. They should have given us 
a warning so we were better pre¬ 
pared and could take out a loan to 
afford it." 

Junior sports communication 
major Kristin Disanti said she 
agrees with Olson. 

"If they told us at the begin¬ 
ning of summer it would have 
been received much better rather 
than cutting out the computer labs 
cold turkey," she said. ” Now I’m 
required to purchase $600 in soft¬ 
ware and I have to take the class 
because it is required in my major. 
The way they went about it seems 
kind of shady." 

George Brown, the interim 


department chair for interac¬ 
tive media took over for inter¬ 
active media chair Jim Foley 
once school started. Brown said 
because of the transition the 
thought to include information 
about the lab change in the wel¬ 
come e-mail was lost. 

"We seemed to have upset 
an expectation," Brown said. 
"The students probably should 
have been notified. It's one of 
those things that wasn't thought 
through, my apologies go out to 
the students." 

Brown said this change to 
transform the interactive media 
labs into collaborative labs, where 
students bring their own laptops 
to class, was planned over the 
last year. However, because of 
the condition of the computers, 
the administration was motivat¬ 
ed to make the change over the 
summer. 

"Part of the reason is that the 
machines are almost out of date," 
he said. "So the question was 
to update them or change them 
now. Because of some funding 
issues, if it wasn't done now, it 
might not have been done later." 

Without having to completely 
refurbish two whole labs with 
new computers and software, 
there was more money left to 
benefit students. 

"Instead of buying new com-

Only a month into the start of 
the Main Street Commons lease 
and some Bradley students are 
already expressing disappoint¬ 
ment. 

Last year the apartment com¬ 
plex was announced as a new 
housing option for Bradley stu¬ 
dents and many were excited 
about the promises of free tan¬ 
ning, a swimming pool, furnished 
apartments, private bathrooms 
and flat screen TVs. 

Roommates Jori Lee and 
Shabre Jones, both juniors, said 
they noticed differences between 
what they were told and what 
they actually got. 

"They didn't have a lot of the 
things they promised," Lee said. 
"We're going to have to use our 
own money to buy a router for 
internet when it seemed like WIFI 
was going to be everywhere in 
the building." 

Jones said she agreed. 

"We don't have patio furni¬ 
ture," Jones said. "There were 
supposed to be stores downstairs 
that aren't there, the kitchen is 
a lot smaller than we thought it 
would be and there is no guest 
parking at all." 

Lee said she wouldnt recco- 
mend the complex to other stu¬ 
dents. 

’The apartment is cramped," 
she said. "As soon as the lease is 
over I’m out of here." 

Senior Kevin Kelley said he 


had similar concerns. 

"It is a step up from dorms but 
the building has rough construc¬ 
tion and you can still see the ends 
of nails," he said. ’The furniture is 
also low quality so for the cost I’m 
not sure it’s worth it. We all a lease 
to an imaginary apartment, that 
was the problem." 

Like Lee, Kelley said he 
wouldn't lease again. 

"I’m a senior, but I wouldn't 
come back if I wasn't." 

Although Jones and Lee said 
the complex was not living up to 
their expectations, other Bradley 
students are pleased with the 
accommodations. 


Junior Shalyn Caulley trans¬ 
ferred to Bradley this fall and said 
the management at Main Street 
Commons has been really friendly. 

'The management is so great 
and really helpful," Caulley said. 
"Every time we've had a problem 
they have taken care of it quickly.” 

Main Street Commons General 
Manager Greg Colwell said he has 
recieved positive feedback,. 

’We’ve had an overwhelming 
positive response, especially from 
the parent end,” he said. ’The qual¬ 
ity of the furiture is upscale, it is 
not your typical run of the mill 
furniture.” 


Water line break exposes hidden Peoria history on campus

A broken water line outside 
Swords Hall last week turned up 
more than street blockages and 
water. 

"The water company and a con¬ 
tractor were able to put a sleeve 
around the break so it won't leak 
again," Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said. "To get 
to the break, they dug a hole and 
fixed it, but as water bubbled up, 
the asphalt deteriorated. Then the 
city came in, dug down sever¬ 
al feet and scooped up the bad 
asphalt. That's when they found 
old streetcar tracks surrounded by 
the original bricks that made up 
the street." 

According to an article in the 
Peoria Journal Star, the Central 


Horse and Cable Railway added 
a streetcar line from Main Street 
to an area near the intersection 
of Bradley Avenue and Institute 
Place in the late 1800s. The line 
served businesses such as the 
Peoria Knitting Co., the Peoria 
Metal Spinning Co. and the Peoria 
Watch Co., which were located on 
what would later become the cen¬ 
ter of Bradley University's cam¬ 
pus. 

The last streetcar ran on Bradley 
Avenue in 1946 and the tracks 
were eventually buried beneath 
city streets. 

"It was fascinating to get a 
quick look at history when those 
tracks came up," Anna said. "After 
the water line was repaired, they 
just sealed them back up again." 

Not only did Bradley get some 
interesting bits of history when 


the tracks were unearthed, but the 
water line breakage was not as bad 
as it could have been, he said. 

"If they'd had to shut off the 
water, we would have needed to 
issue a boil order, like last year 
when the water main broke on 
Main Street," Anna said. "Luckily 
that wasn't the case this time." 

He said the damage was taken 
care of relatively quickly. 

"The break was at around 2 
p.m. Sunday," Anna said. "By 11 
p.m., it was dug up and replaced. 
On Monday they dumped con¬ 
crete in. Everyone worked really 
hard to put it back together. It 
was a huge inconvenience for 
travelers, who ended up using the 
circle drive in front of Swords Hall 
or the parking lot by the Heuser 
Art Center to turn around."

Cheers, laughter, histori¬ 
cal tales find even dance moves 
filled the Renaissance Coliseum 
last Tuesday as Bradley put on its 
annual Freshman Convocation for 
its incoming students. 

The entire class of 2015 piled 
into the seats to hear from 
President Joanne Glasser, Student 
Body President Tricia Anklan and 
some inspirational words from 
the keynote speaker, author Justin 
Jones-Fosu. 

"Bradley University is a very 
special place with many special 
traditions," Glasser said in her 
speech. "And tonight is just one 
of them." 

Glasser covered such topics as 
making new friends, sharing new 
experiences, taking risks and some 
philosophy on how to be a happy 
student. She told the students that 
being a little nervous is normal 
and one of their main goals should 
be to make a difference in someone 
else's life. 

"Above all, in the pursuit of 
your degrees, be happy," she said. 

After her speech concluded, she 
showed the students a film about 
the history of the school and its 
founder, Lydia Moss Bradley. The 
film went on to cover all of the 
achievements the creator made 
and the evolution of the school. 

The newly elected Student Body 
President Anklan took the stage at 
the end of the film and began to 
tell her fellow students her own 
experiences here at Bradley. 


BUPD police chief emphasizes card access, campus visibility

The Bradle/ University Police 
Department's new Chief of Police 
Brian Joschko moved in this 
summer, and his experiences at 
Marquette University have pre¬ 
pared him well for the position, 
he said. 

"Marquette and Bradley are 
very similar in that they are urban 
schools just outside of downtown, 
and surrounded by challenged 
areas," he said. "Both are also 
thoroughfares to get from one 
side of the city to another, and the 
way Peoria operates is that you 
pass through campus to get to the 
city, and that allows for crimes of 
opportunity." 

Since arriving on campus. 
Joschko said he has had his eye 
on Main Street. 

"The area along Main Street 
was an area of concern initially, 
but nothing has occurred," he 
said. "We have beefed up patrols 
since [Main Street Commons] 
opened because a lot of people 
were concerned about security. 
We're not done, but we have 
taken some really good steps." 

Some of those steps, Joschko 
said, include better lighting and 
security cameras. 

"Main Street is still a priority 
for us, but Main Street Commons 
has hopefully begun the transfor¬ 
mation of Main Street," he said. 


Joschko said students can 
expect to see greater presence in 
and out of the squad car. 

"You will see more officers on 
bike patrol and we will focus 
on foot patrols in certain areas," 
he said. "We're also looking at 
technology so officers can write 
a police report right in the squad 
car. You will start to see squad 
cars parked in lots around cam¬ 
pus writing reports. This way we 
can get them back in the com¬ 
munity, and it's a deterrent for 
activity." 

Joschko said he also wants 
greater police-student interac¬ 
tion, ideally before handing out 
a ticket. 

"One of the things we're tran¬ 
sitioning on is letting officers and 
the university know that we're 
a student-centered operation. 
Officers will go and talk with 
people to establish good rap¬ 
port with the students," he said. 
"There appears to be quite a bit 
of animosity from the students 
toward the officers. That is what 
we're going to be focusing on 
changing." 

Another change to the cam¬ 
pus this summer was swipe-card 
access in Heitz Hall, and Joschko 
said he is a big supporter of the 
system. 

"I oversaw all of the card access 


at Marquette, and Bradley doesn't 
have as significant a card access 
system," he said. "There has been 
a big push in the residence halls 
for that and it's a great initial step 
in making residence halls secure." 

But card access, he said, will 
take student cooperation to maxi¬ 
mize security. 

"Card access doesn't necessar¬ 
ily make a building more secure," 
he said. "People are raised to hold 
the door for people behind them, 
but we need to teach people that 
if you're going to let someone in, 
make sure you know who they 
are." 

And card access should not 
stop at the residence halls, he 
said. 

"My vision would be to see 
card access on a greater scale, 
even into the academic buildings, 
identical to what the library has 
in place." 

From his initial meeting with 
the student body, Joschko said he 
has been impressed. 

"I thought move-in was phe¬ 
nomenal. The fraternities and 
sororities helped us a lot with 
getting people moved in, and the 
block party was outstanding as 
well," he said. "I met so many 
wonderful students. It was a very 
warm welcome to the university."

Of course, instant view services are 
also loaded with discarded and forgotten films 
that only occasionally show their heads from the 
primordial film abyss. Can we find anything of 
value in the muck of B-movies, ambitious failures 
and exploitative crap-fests?

Whafre we watching: "Kalifomia," a 1993 
film from Dominic Sena, who would go onto 
direct "Gone in 60 Seconds," "Swordfish" and 
"Seasons of The Witch." 

What does it resemble: It's strangely a lot 
like if "Collateral" met a serial-killer obsessed 
Hunter S. Thompson in "Fear and Loathing in 
Las Vegas." 

What's going on: David Duchovny plays 
Brian, a journalist researching a book on serial 
killers with his artist girlfriend, played by The 
Killing's Michelle Forbes. He decides to visit the 
locations of famous murders around the country 
and in order to pay for the trip, he asks for 
people to come along. A young up and coming 
actor named Brad Pitt plays a psychopathic 


convict named Earl who drags his girlfriend, 
played by Juliette Lewis, on the trip to escape 
his parole. Things quickly go awry, and the trip 
becomes more of an elaborate hostage situation 
filled with booze, objectification of women and 
murder. 

Why haven't we heard of this: "Kalifomia" 
has a couple of really great ideas going for it, but 
Sena is transfixed by a couple of terrible choices, 
namely Lewis' obsession with cacti, giving 
Duchovny a pile of terrible monologues to do 
and generally stating that modem art is, in Brad 
Pitt's words, "stanky." 

What works: Duchovny is essentially playing 
his most known role. Agent Fox Mulder from 
The X-Files, which is something that I will always 
watch. Juliette Lewis gets a lot of great moments 
as a girl too young to understand how far in over 
her head she is, and plays a moment late in the 
film with Pitt perfectly. 

What doesn't: If there's one thing everyone 
who watches this movie will take away from it is 
Brad Pitt does probably the worst Georgia accent 
ever recorded on film. It's mind numbingly 
bad, and it robs his character the chance to be as 
creepy as the film wants him to be. He's watching 


Forbes as she dresses, listens as she has sex with 
Duchovny and looks people in the eye as he has 
sex with Lew^s, but I was never horrified. It was 
always just kind of silly or off-putting. 

Skip to...: There's a home invasion scene 
late in the movie that's appropriately tense 
and features the aforementioned Lewis and 
Pitt talk. The film's climax takes place in an 
abandoned nuclear testing site, in a house filled 
with mannequins all left in sexual positions. It's 
creepy and goes back to the film's unspoken 
focus on objectification of women. A better 
director could have made both of these scenes 
iconic, but instead, they're just serviceable. 

The Verdict: It's an above average, but 
deeply, deeply flawed movie. Sena has no guts 
behind the camera and doesn't understand how 
to use the script as effectively as he should, 
leaving many of the film's biggest moments flat 
and forgettable, even though what's happening 
on screen is exciting and interesting. There's 
a much better, very frightening film about the 
nature of murderers and the women who flock to 
them hidden inside "Kalifomia."

A former 
cocaine addict and alcoholic, 
Maron took to the stage 
early in Boston's comedy 
scene before being a sort of 
comedian's-comedian. After 
finding some success in the 
alternative scene, he took to 
his garage, lovingly called 
"the cat ranch", invited 
fellow comedians and held 
sit down chats with funny 


that many of us wouldn't 
think of. 

What makes Maron 
the ideal host of this sort of 
longform interview show is, 
strangely, his self-centered 
nature and his years of life on 
the scene. He's got stories of 
living hard and dangerously 
and bumping up against 
nearly everyone in the 
comedy world and he's not 
afraid to share what he's seen 
and done. 

He'll tell Patton Oswalt 
to his face that he's always 
been jealous of his success. 
He'll press mallet wielding 
hack Gallagher about the 
racist and homophobic 
nature of his act. He'll bring 
in the comedians that Carlos 
Mencia stole material from to 
show the fallen star who his 
lies affected. It's blunt, but 


it makes for powerful and 
interesting listening. 

Maron's self interest 
can occasionally outshine 
his guests, but the huge 
personalities of everyone 
involved always shines 
through. Regardless of 
whether it's a performer 
you've never heard of 
before or an industry star, 
it's always an inspired and 
intriguing listen for comedy 
fans of all sorts.

puters and that's it, now we 
can buy a new camera, a tri-pod, 
a scanner and all of those things 
students have access to and 
that'll make their education go to 
the next level," he said. "The fac¬ 
ulty came to the understanding 
that this is the best approach." 

For those students who do 
not have a computer of their 
own. Brown said there are still 
two desktops in both labs for 
student use, along with over a 
dozen laptops students can rent 
from the service bureau. 

"We just purchased four 
more laptops to make sure there 
are enough to accommodate," 
Brown said. "Now there is over 
a dozen computers that students 
can access and they can also use 
their financial aid to purchase 
their own." 

Brown said in addition to 
removing the computers in the 
lab, the new freshman require¬ 
ment to have a Mac laptop is the 
first step towards making the 
Slane College of Communication 
a completely Mac laptop based 
college. He said he is a huge 
advocate for this change. 

"There are significant advan¬ 
tages to owning your own com¬ 
puter and software," Brown said. 
"When you use university soft¬ 
ware you don't own it, anything 
you create it belongs to Bradley. 
You can't make something and 
sell it as your own. 

"Without ownership they [the 
students] are kind of left behind. 
If you work on your own com¬ 
puter and software, than any¬ 
thing you create is yours, you 
own it. We're just thinking the 
way the world works." 


Jones-Fosu had high energy 
and got the audience involved 
with his humor and his video 
clips.

This fall Bradley was short 
of its goal to enroll approxi¬ 
mately 1,120 freshmen to the 
class of 2015, but members of 
InterFratemity Council and the 
Panhellenic Council are still opti¬ 
mistic about upcoming recruit¬ 
ment. 

Due to the fact there are fewer 
freshmen in the class of 2015 
as there are in the class of 2014, 
many members of the greek com¬ 
munity have been concerned that 
would effect the number of stu¬ 
dents interested in fall recruit¬ 
ment. 

"I was nervous when I heard 
that enrollment numbers were 
down, but our numbers are 
doing well," said Panhellenic 
Recruitment Chair Katie 
Clemens. "We've had about 325 
girls sign up and that is about 
40 off from where we were last 
year and we still have a few more 
weeks left." 

IFC Recruitment Chair Jake 
Adcock said he was also con¬ 
cerned about effect Bradley's 
enrollment would have on IFC 
recruitment. 

'There's been concern because 
there are less freshmen on cam¬ 
pus," he said. "But as of now, I 
am feeling good about recruit¬ 
ment and we still have a lot of 
guys interested." 

Adcock said they currently 
have 209 men signed up and 
they only need about 80 more to 
match the 282 who signed up for 
recruitment last year. 

To continue to promoting the 
greek community, IFC is host¬ 
ing a new event that will allow 
potential new members to hang¬ 
out with the guys, he said. 

"This Friday IFC is going 
to have a 'Greek Hangout' at 
Markin so those who are inter¬ 
ested in going greek can meet 
and get to know some of the guys 
and get a feel for fraternity life," 
he said. 

The event will be hosted in the 


Markin Center Performance Court 
from 8-10 p.m. tonight. Three guys 
from each chapter, a total of 42 
men, will be there to hangout and 
play bags, video games, poker and 
dodge ball. 

With Greek Hangout, Adcock 
said he hopes to show those inter¬ 
ested or curious about fraternity 
life what a great community it is 
to be a part of. 

"A lot of opportunities open up 
when you go greek," he said. "By 
joining a fraternity I have gained 
leadership skills I can use in the 
future and strong friendships." 

Clemens said Panhel is also 
making a few changes to recruit¬ 
ment in order to keep retention 
rates high and to ensure girls are 
staying a part of the greek com¬ 
munity. 

'This year, instead of getting a 
recruitment counselor on the first 
day of recruitment, girls who have 
already signed up already know 
who their recruitment counselor 
is," she said. "This is a way for 
recruitment counselors to touch 
base with the girls to introduce 
themselves, answer questions and 
even meet before recruitment even 
starts. This way they'll come into 
the process less freaked out." 

This is Senior Recruitment 
Counselor Emily Bowe's second 
year being a recruitment counselor 
and said she thinks being available 
to girls before recruitment starts is 
an excellent plan . 

"This is a really great idea," she 
said. "From past experiences and 
even going through recruitment 
myself I had a lot of questions and 
it's scary to ask questions when 
you don't know who to ask. A 
lot of times this process can be 
overwhelming for freshmen and 
transfer students. I think commu¬ 
nicating with them ahead of time 
relieves some of the fears of going 
through recruitment so they are 
not blind-sighted."

Men's Tennis looks for big year

Exuberance is in the air on the 
Hilltop for the 2011-12 Bradley 
men's tennis team as they look to 
expand on their 14-12 record last 
season, the most wins for a Braves 
team since 1990. They will also 
return seven of their top scorers 
from last season. 

"We are looking to become 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
Champions," said head coach 
Jesse Plote. 

Along with its seven top scorers 
from last season, the team added 
freshmen Michael Davis, Ahmed 
Albitar, and transfer sophomore 
Gabriel Townes. 

Last season, Bradley went on a 
six-match winning streak, its lon¬ 
gest since the 1994 season, but 
it looks to make longer winning 
streaks this year. 

Among the returners, sopho¬ 
more Hamish Weerasinghe led 
the Braves with a 21-14 record in 
doubles, and had 17 wins playing 
against the other team's top play¬ 
ers. Junior Juan Cuadrado also 
had 17 wins against opponent's 
top competition while sophomore 
Justin Abrams looks to add to 
his 26 singles wins, the most in 
Bradley history for a freshman. 

Other top returners are junior 
Eric Nguyen and sophomores 
Ashton Kalhom, Kevin Keiner, 


and Arthur Romanet. 

For the newcomers, Davis 
helped his high school team to a 
top-four state finish in each of his 
prep seasons, Albitar was one of 
the top international players, and 
Townes was one of the best players 
at Georgia State. 

"I'm excited to see how 
everyone does in the Bradley 
Invitational," Plote said, "I want 
to see all of the players build their 
games in the fall to help the team 
in the spring." 

Plote also wants to see his play¬ 
ers "become more confident" and 
"physically gain strength" as the 
season progresses from the fall 
into next spring. 

Although Drake, Creighton, 
and Illinois State have been fix¬ 
tures at the top of the Missouri 
Valley Conference standings, the 
Braves hope to crash that party 
and compete with the best teams. 

"I really feel like we are making 
a presence to compete with the top 
teams," said Plote, "It's a new tra¬ 
dition [for Bradley tennis] because 
all of those players learned to win 
last season." 

The men's tennis team begins 
individual play at the Bradley 
Invitational on September 16 at 
the David Markin Tennis Courts, 
and will play its first team match 
against Western Michigan on 
January 12.

Casandra Marschall 
transferred from 
Wisconsin-Green Bay 
before the semester. The 
incoming sophomore 
finished third overall 
at the Badger Mutual 
Insurance Women's 
Amateur at the begin¬ 
ning of the month. 
Marschall's experience 
is a must for a team 
depending on three 
freshmen. 

Coach Moan 

acquired more north¬ 
ern exposure when she 
recruited two freshmen 
from Canada. 

Freshman 
Thea Hedemann 
of Saskatoon, 

Saskatchewan is com¬ 
ing off of a dominat¬ 
ing performance at the 
Sasakatchewan Junior Golf 
Championship earlier this sum¬ 
mer. Winning the tournament by 
32 shots, she won her third straight 
championship at the tournament. 

Christie Linn, a native of 


Armundrud's hometown of 
Calgary, Alberta, had also won her 
province's junior championship 
and the two hope their success 
continues in the states. 

Fellow freshmen Katarinna 
Mangieri didn't travel as far to get 
to Bradley. Hailing from Galesburg, 
IL, Mangieri comes from a highly 
successful high school program. 
The Galesburg team won three 
consecutive conference titles and 
one sectional title, culminating in 
seventh place finish overall in the 
state. She placed second in confer¬ 
ence twice in her career and her 
two years as team captain adds 
some much needed leadership 
amongst the freshmen. 

The new recruits will play 
their first tournament September 
10th at the Redbird Invitational 
in Normal, Illinois. Although 
the team finished sixth out of 11, 
Armundrud did have 
success there last year 
finishing in the top 10. 

While Armundrud 
was usually posting 
low scores, the team 
only went as far as the 
players around her 
went.

Bradley soccer has potential 
for special season 



I'm not a prognosticator or 
Nostradamus, but it doesn't take 
a prophet to see a special season 
could be in store for the Bradley 
men's soccer team. 

After winning the Missouri 
Valley Conference Tournament 
and receiving a NCAA birth last 
season, the expectations are high 
for a repeat performance this fall. 

The Braves return 21 lettermen 
and nine of the 10 players who 
scored a goal from a season ago, 
including preseason all-conference 
selection Bryan Gaul. 

Gaul isn't just one of the best 
players in the MVC, he's one of 
the best players in the country. He 
was one of 42 players named to the 
Missouri Athletic Club Hermann 
Trophy watch list, which is award¬ 
ed to the top player in intercolle¬ 
giate soccer each year. 

In Bradley's two games this 
season, Gaul has three goals and 
assisted another. 

In a 4-1 mauling of number 21 
ranked Butler, the senior forward 
took a ball off the chest then rifled 
a 42-yard bomb that got by the 
goaltender and rippled the back 


of the net. 

Coach Jim DeRose called it one 
of the best goals in Bradley soccer 
history. 

A 1-0 shutout over Indiana- 
Purdue Fort Wayne following the 
Butler contest has the Braves a 
perfect 2-0 on the season. 

This team is talented, experi¬ 
enced, defensive-minded and has 
great coaching. There are play- 
makers in Gaul and Christian 
Meza. There are great defenders in 
Tommy Fritze and Bobby Smith. 
Even second year goaltender Brian 
Billings returns. 

The Braves have all the ingre¬ 
dients for a great season and there 
isn't another coach I would want 
to lead this team. 

Jim DeRose is entering his 16th 
season on the Hilltop and it is no 
accident he is the longest tenured 
coach in Bradley's athletic depart¬ 
ment. 

DeRose is a leader but more 
importantly he is engaging, friend¬ 
ly and a great representative of the 
university. He knows how to get 
the most out of teams and always 
has them playing their best at the 
right time. 

A year ago the Braves were one 
of the younger teams in the confer¬ 
ence and it showed. They strug¬ 
gled during the regular season to 
put all the pieces together, but by 
the end of the season DeRose had 
the Braves poised to win a MVC 
championship. 

Despite the early success, 
Bradley is far from a finished prod¬ 


uct this year. They were out shot 
21-8 against Butler and needed a 
penalty kick to beat IPFW. But the 
Braves are already showing signs 
they could be great. 

Not many teams can be out 
shot that badly by the number 21 
ranked team in the nation and win 
4-1. Then after allowing that many 
shots to Butler, Bradley came out 
and harassed IPFW defensively, 
holding them to just two shots on 
goal. 

It shows the Braves can learn 
from their mistakes and ultimately 
have a resolve to win no matter 
the scenario. The best teams don't 
always win pretty but they find a 
way to get the victory. 

Bradley is just two games into 
the season, but students need to 
realize this team has all the poten¬ 
tial to be special. Fans need to pack 
Shea Stadium and cheer the Braves 
on starting with the second home 
game of the season tomorrow 
night at 7 p.m. against Wisconsin- 
Green Bay. 

Who knows, we could be 
watching one of the best teams in 
not only the MVC but the entire 
country.

I don't always think subjec¬ 
tively when picking the NL MVP 
since my beloved Albert Pujols is 
always in the running, but when 
I do, I prefer Upton.

The top two National League 
Most Valuable Player candi¬ 
dates belong to the same team, 
and anchor the middle of the 
Milwaukee Brewers lineup. 
However, Ryan Braun has stood 
out more with his career-highs 
and league-leading numbers. 

Braun leads the National 
League with 92 runs scored, sec¬ 
ond with a .334 batting aver¬ 
age, and fifth in RBIs with 88. 
Combine those numbers with 
25 home runs, 30 stolen bases, 
a league-leading .593 slugging 
percentage and you have your 
National League MVP. Oh yeah, 
Braun has also led his team to 
an 81-54 record, the second-best 
record in the National League. 

Braun has no weaknesses in 
his game this year, and he has 
stepped up against top compe¬ 
tition. He has hit .417 against 
division-leading Arizona, 
.500 against league-leading 
Philadelphia, and even .700 
against die New York Yankees.

Vick signs new 
contract 

Philadelphia Eagles quar¬ 
terback Michael Vick signed 
a 6-year, $100 million contract 
Tuesday. 

The deal is one of the richest 
contracts in NFL history. Vick 
is now the third highest paid 
player in the NFL behind Colts 
quarterback Peyton Manning 
and Patriots quarterback Tom 
Brady. 

Vick is only two years 
removed from serving 19 
months in a federal peniten¬ 
tiary for felony dog fighting. 
He joined the Eagles after the 
2009 season. 

The Eagles won eight of 
Vick's 11 starts a season ago 
and he was rewarded with the 
NFL's Comback Player of the 
Year award. 

Miami players accept 
benefits 

The NCAA announced 
Tuesday that 12 current Miami 
football players accepted extra 
benefits from booster Nevin 
Shapiro. 

Eight of the 12 players 
were suspended between one 
and six games with the other 
four asked to simply repay 
the amount of benefits they 
received. 

The NCAA alleges Shapiro 
provided extra benefits includ¬ 
ing "meals, transportation, 
access to Shapiro's game suite, 
drinks, as well as cover charg¬ 
es at two different nightclubs, 
among others." 

Projected Miami quarter¬ 
back Jacory Harris was sus¬ 
pended for one game and will 
have to repay more than $140. 


Braves win first two games of the season

The Braves opened its 2011 
campaign with two victories on 
the road over no. 21 ranked Butler 
4-1 and Indiana-Purdue Fort 
Wayne 1-0. 

Butler out-shot Bradley 21-8, 
but the Braves scored four goals 
on its first four shots. Senior for¬ 
ward Bryan Gaul scored two goals 
and added an assist in the victory. 
Freshman Alexei Davies-Campbell 
and senior Christian Meza each 
chipped in a goal for the Braves. 

Gaul gave Bradley its lone goal 
against IPFW on a penalty kick 
in the 40th minute. The Braves 
defense was stingy allowing the 
Mastodons just two shots on goal. 

For his efforts against Butler 


and IPFW, Gaul was named 
National Player of the Week by 
collegesocceme ws .com. 

"We finished our chances well 
in the Butler game," Gaul said. 
"Our defense wasn't great, but we 


improved against IPFW and will 
only get better." 

DeRose said that the team will 
hang its hat on defense this season. 

"We've always believed in soc¬ 
cer if you don't give up goals you 


aren't going to lose games," he 
said. "And for us that's got to be 
who we are. We're not a tremen-

Where were you on Sept. 11? 

Ten years later, and most 
Americans can still answer that 
question with striking clarity. 

For then juniors Ted Burger 
and Reggie Bustinza, they were 
students at Bradley, preparing to 
begin the day as if it were any 
other Tuesday. 

"My roommates and I were 
in our off-campus house watch¬ 
ing the news after the plane hit," 
Burger said. "The image was of 
smoke and fire, so we didn't think 
much of it." 

By the time he arrived at his 
political science class in Bradley 
Hall, Burger said he knew some¬ 
thing more had happened. 


'The professor was a bit late 
because he had been watching the 
news," he said. "He reported what 
was happening, and it was the 
most bizarre experience. We were 
all in shock and didn't really know 
how to feel." 

Burger, who had been the 
Student 
Body Vice 
President at 
the time, said 
campus was 
eerily quiet 
that day. 

"At school 
we were all 
kind of disconnected because we 
spent so much time focused on our 
studies and social events," he said. 
"The Bradley bubble was shat¬ 
tered and it was surreal to see 


everyone so connected to current 
events." 

As the story continued to devel¬ 
op, Burger said students reacted to 
the uncertainty in different ways. 

"A lot of people panicked," 
he said. "I remember going to a 
nearby gas station and there were 


five or six cars waiting in line, and 
the fuel prices were skyrocketing. 
Everyone was also heading out to 
the grocery stores." 

Burger said the atmosphere on 


campus was somber. 

"Everyone knew someone 
affected by it there," he said. "All 
the classes let out early or were 
shortened. And everyone was just 
in shock, we didn't understand 
what had just happened." 

Reggie Bustinza, now the 
Associate Director of Alumni 
Relations at Bradley, said normal 
daily activities halted once the 
gravity of the situation sank in. 

"I remember it being a real¬ 
ly nice day," he said. "But a lot 
of people stayed in to watch the 
news. People skipped class, they 
weren't out on the quad, they 
weren't playing basketball, none 
of that."

•An officer heard two males 
yelling near the Garrett Cultural 
Center late Friday night.

The victim 
reported nothing missing at the 
time and later noticed property 
was missing. 


The victim stated he could 
properly identify the suspect, but 
he was not concerned about the 
property. 

•On Tuesday morning, a male 
student reported that a male sus¬ 
pect had spent the night at the 
apartment he shares with another 
student, and had been sleeping on 
the couch in the living room. 

The victim said he left the 
house for approximately 30 min¬ 


utes, and when he came back 
the suspect was gone and the 
victim discovered that his laptop 
and watch were missing from his 
bedroom.

After 13 years of planning, 
funding and waiting, Bradley 
Hillel finally has its new, and 
hopefully permanent, home on 
1532 Fredonia Ave. 

"We just moved in [last] 
Thursday," faculty advisor of 
Hillel Seth Katz said. "On Friday, 
70 people showed up for dinner, 
and 60 came for services. There 
was really great turnout. We had a 
packed house." 

While the house is new to Hillel, 
Katz said it isn't exactly new. 

"The house is about 100 years 
old," he said. "We gutted it to 
the bricks and put in extra floor 
joints so if there are a lot of people 
standing around for a party, it'll 
hold. We also tripled the size of the 
building." 

Katz said there were many 
additions to the new house includ¬ 
ing two kitchens larger than those 
in the new Geisert cafeteria. 

"You could fit two of their kitch¬ 
ens into one of ours," he said. "We 
also have a lot of storage space, 
several bathrooms, five air condi¬ 
tioning units, a laundry room and 
an extra room in the basement that 
may be finished [for student use]. 
We might use that as a hangout 
room." 

The new sanctuary is another 
point of pride for Hillel, Katz said. 

'The sanctuary seats 75 people 
right now," he said. ’We could 
probably fit 100 in with a squeeze. 
We're having new stained glass 


put in with a burning bush and 
the Ten Commandments on it. The 
lighting upstairs is great for it." 

A Rabbi at a reform synagogue 
in Peoria will be holding Friday 
night services this year, he said. 

"Friday services will be held at 
5 p.m. again this year, but they'll 
be led by Rabbi Daniel Bogard," 
Katz said. "Dinner will be after¬ 
wards at 5:45." 

So far, students seem happy 
with Hillel's new house. 

”1 am in love with it,” said 
junior Abby Baron. "It is such a 
good asset to the Jewish commu¬ 
nity and having a nicer house will 
draw more people in.” 

Baron said having more 
space will allow the organiza¬ 
tion to host more programs 
and provide for students. 

"I’m excited to watch our 
services grow because we have 
a new sanctuary,” she said. "We 
can also provide for students 
with dietary needs because we 
have room to make everything 
kosher." 

In a letter to President 
Glasser, senior electronic media 
and psychology major Gabriela 
Granote said she her expecta¬ 
tions for the new house have been 
exceeded. 

"Yesterday, for the first time, 
I walked into the new house," 
Granote said. "My eyes could not 
believe what they were seeing. The 
new house is beautiful, beyond my 
wildest dreams." 

The administration has always 
been supportive of Hillel, Katz 
said. 


"The university helped us 
find this new property," he said. 
"They've been very supportive 
with this. We've been working on 
this for 13 years." 

Granote said she is excited to 
spend her last semester with the 
new house. 

"I am so excited to be able 
to spend Shabbat in this amaz¬ 
ing facility," she said. "It will be 
wonderful to have this incredible 
house for all of our religious, edu¬ 


cational and social programming." 

Granote said she is excited for 
the future of the Hillel house. 

"It means a lot to me to be able 
to see all of the exciting changes 
for the Jewish students at Bradley," 
she said. "As well as the Jewish 
community in Peoria and partici¬ 
pate in all of it before I graduate 
this December. I believe the new 
house, kosher food options, Rabbi 
Daniel and Karen Bogard will be a 
great addition to Bradley." 


Katz said he is pleased with 
the outcome of over a decade of 
planning. 

'This is the house we wanted," 
he said. This is the house we 
built. We are very grateful for the 
support of the university and the 
community." 

Hillel's dedication will take 
place at the new house on Sept. 
21 at 4:30 p.m. President Glasser, 
Rabbi Bogard and Katz will speak 
at the event.

They call themselves a 
craft brewery because they brew 
their own beer and offer differ¬ 
ent selections daily. One added 
bonus to visiting Rhodell's is that 
you even have an opportunity to 
brew your own beer and take it 
home. 

Tanner'sOrchard 
740 State Route 40, Speer, IL 

For those of you who are new¬ 
comers to campus, Tanner's is a 
great way to spend a fall after¬ 
noon. The orchard is home to a 
goat petting zoo, a market full of 
Trader Joe's-esque products and a 
bakery where they sell their deli¬ 
cious apple cider and apple dder 
doughnuts along with the tradi¬ 
tional caramel apples. 


The orchard itself has a surplus 
of apple trees available for picking 
your own apples. This Saturday, as 
part of the American as Apple Pie 
Festival Weekend, Tanner's will be 
giving away a free apple pie every 
hour. Only a short drive away, 
Tanner's is a perfect fall activity to 
spend with new and old friends. 


Agatucci's

Although it may not look like 
much from the outside, Peoria 
natives rave about this restaurant.

Northmoor Observatory 
5805 N. Knoxville Ave. 

Little do Bradley Students 
know, Peoria has astronomical 
history. About twenty minutes 
from campus stands Northmoor 
Observatory, the home to a large 
telescope. The telescope was 
made in 1913 for the Illinois Watch 
Company in Springfield, it was 
never used to look at the stars. 
Instead it was used to coordinate 
the proper time in the clocks they 
were making. 

Eventually it was purchased 
by Bradley and was later "re¬ 
discovered" under the bleachers 
of the Bradley Fieldhouse. It was 
then re-assembled by the park 
district at the Leo Donovan Golf 
Course, where it still stands today. 

Now through the end of 
October, this observatory is open 
to the public every cloudless 
Saturday night from sunset to 
midnight. Volunteers will be on 
hand to help you see through the 
telescope so you can find planets 
and cosmos. If you are interested 
in stars this telescope is definitely 
worth the trip. 


Bradley accounting student writes self-improvement book

Commitment,

He express¬ 
es many of his 
ideas in his 
new book "The Jesse Reynolds 
Truth Behind a 

Lie: The Road to Commitment," 
published this past spring. 

Reynolds, a senior accounting 
major, said he has been writing 
since he was in the third grade. 

"I've always been a writer," he 
said. "I switched from a private 
school to a public school and felt 
like I was ahead of the other stu¬ 
dents. I began writing poetry to 
give myself something to do." 

With a story that digs deep 
into issues such as commitment 
in school, work and relationships, 
Reynolds said he wrote his book as 
a self-help book. 

"The book is a self improve¬ 


ment book in the form of a narra¬ 
tive to help readers relate it back to 
their life," he said. 

There's one important thing he 
said wants for people to under¬ 
stand. 

"The main focus of the book 
is finding what's important in 
your life," Reynolds said. "Family, 
spirituality and soul. Commitment 
isn't just a deal. It's a road. It's a 
journey." 

He said the book was helpful 
to him as he wrote and edited it 
because writing the book brought 
about a transformation in his own 
life. 

"You learn something new each 
time you read it and continue to 
grow," he said. 

He originally found inspiration 
and ideas for his book through 
an online survey based on what 
people would want to read about, 
he said. Once he had his topic 
down, he said one page turned 
into 130 pages. 

Although he has plans for five 
more books, his next book, which 
is still in the works, will be titled 
"The Unseen Conflict." Based on 
the Bemba tribe in Africa, it will 
tell the story of a boy's journey to 


become a man. 

Reynolds said learning more 
about African culture has always 
been an interest to him. 

"I hope I can give people a 
perspective on what other people 
live with every day," he said. "My 
particular interest is in the family 
life of those in the tribe." 

Reynolds said he plans to join 
Teach for America after gradua¬ 
tion. 

"I would like to teach mid¬ 
dle school mathematics because I 
think it's a core area of education," 
he said. 

Reynolds said he has had many 
people tell him he is too young to 
write about such mature topics 
because he is only 22 years old. 

"It's not about your age, it's 
about the experiences you have," 
he said. 

Reynolds will be holding a 
book signing on campus from 2- 
4 p.m. on Sept. 17 at the Garrett 
Cultural Center.

At one point, Bustinza said he 
recalls looking up at the sky and 
seeing Air Force One flying above 
Peoria. 

"I turned on the radio and 
heard them talking about it," he 
said. "I noticed there weren't any 
other planes in the sky, either. 
They shut down all the air space." 

Former Bradley University 
police officer Andrew Myers was 
not on campus the day of the 
attacks; he was working as an 
executive administrative assistant 
in the Pentagon. 

"It started as such an awesome 
day," Myers said. 'The sun was 

out, it was going to be hot, but 
it was just a really nice day." 

Myers said he parked his car, 
poured some coffee and went to 
his office, where he heard about 
the first of the planes crashing into 
the Twin Towers. 

"I brushed it off and kept work¬ 
ing," he said. 

But as news reports showed 
coverage of the second New York 
plane crash, Myers said he knew 
something was wrong. 

"My mother called to check and 
see if I was alright, and I assured 
her I was fine. Literally seconds 
after I hung up the phone, a fire¬ 
ball blew out the window," he 
said. 

Before leaving his office, Myers 


shut down his computer to 
protect any confidential infor¬ 
mation, grabbed his keys, and 
made his way to the smoke- 
infested hallway. 

"If I had been using my 
head, I could have been out of 
there in 30 seconds," he said. 
"But I just started following 
everyone else. There were 
25,000 people in the Pentagon. 

It took me 20 to 40 minutes to 
make it outside." 

Myers said one thought 
played over and over in his 
head; "I'm not going to make it 
out of here." 

"I prayed I could make it 
out to see my daughter again. 
She was nine months old at 
the time," he said. "Once I got 
out of there, I saw that there 
was smoke everywhere. People 
were badly burned, some alive, 
some dead." 

Shortly after exiting the 
Pentagon, Myers, trained as a 
military combat lifesaver, head¬ 
ed back into the building to 
help. 

"It hadn't collapsed yet," he 
said. "At the time I was scared 
to death, but at the same time it 
didn't really register." 

For hours Myers and his 
coworkers were unable to get 
through on their cell phones. 

"My wife thought I was dead, 
my parents thought the worst," 
he said. 

After hours in the heat and sun. 


Myers left to return home. 

"The parking lot was filled with 
brand new computers," he said. 
"People literally left everything 
they had and took off." 

Myers moved to Peoria after¬ 
ward to become a BUPD police 
officer until 2007, and now he 
works as a sales consultant for a 
Pekin Toyota. 

'Ten years later and I still have 


a hard time with it," he said. "It's a 
part of my life that I'll never forget. 
My little girl is what got me out of 
there." 

Myers was invited to speak on 
campus in September of 2006 for 
the five year 9/11 memorial, and 
he will be back to share his experi¬ 
ences this year. 

"A few weeks after 9/11,1 start¬ 


ed writing everything from that 
day in a journal, so I'll be reading 
from that," he said. "I share my 
story because it's my therapy." 

Myers will be speaking at 4 
p.m. in the Renaissance Coliseum 
as part of the Day of Remembrance 
program on Monday, Sept. 12.

J.C. Penney promotes sexist lowered expectations 


One of the things that has made 
the Internet such a viable place for 
news junkies is the rate at which 
stories appear, are dissected and 
then passed on. It's a world that 
in one way, allows us to have all 
the information we would want, 
but in the other way, encourages 
a knee-jerk reaction in the worst 
way possible. 

For example, last week J.C. 
Penney placed a description for 
a brand new girls' shirt on their 
website and, within hours, the 
product was taken down, pulled 
from storerooms and probably 
sold to the third world. How did 
this happen? Well, we have to look 
at the blogosphere, primarily The 
Village Voice, Gawker and Jezebel. 

The item, a gray sweatshirt 
with the words "I'm too pretty to 
do homework, so my brother has 
to do it for me," received an imme¬ 


diate and vicious backlash from 
feminist blogs, cultural commenta¬ 
tors and alternative news sources. 

Writers blamed the shirt for 
encouraging sexism, calling The 
Simpsons Malibu Stacy to mind, 
and giving girls the wrong idea 
about gender roles. J.C. Penney 
certainly didn't discourage this 
view by writing, "Who has time 
for homework when there's a new 
Justin Bieber album out? She'll 
love this tee that's as cute and 
sassy as she is," in the product 
description. 

I have to applaud bloggers who 
pressured J.C. Penney to remove 
the shirt from distribution, and I 
really have to applaud Jen Doll 
of The Village Voice for question¬ 
ing J.C. Penney spokespeople as 
to who was responsible, what 
will happen and how the com¬ 
pany views girls and their par¬ 


ents as consumers. The problem 
is, the question they're asking and 
the problems they're finding just 
aren't the right ones. 

We're looking at the shirt, part 
of a line of also sort of dumb, 
"sassy" shirts for girls age seven 
to 16, as some sort of assault on 
feminism. Writers are viewing it 
as a personal attack on their long- 
held beliefs. Really, this is another 
in a long line of products that 
push the subtle sexism of lowered 
expectations. 

This is projection by corpo¬ 
ration at its finest. J.C. Penney 
propagated the myth that women 
can get further in their lives, their 
work and their existence by being 
pretty. It'd be like a woman our 
age buying a shirt saying, "Hire 
me for my breasts," or "I'm a 
sex object that would be a great 
member of your corporation." It's 


ludicrous. This is without even 
looking into the creepy brother- 
working-for-you-because-of-your- 
good-looks subtext. 

In a thoroughly modem world 
where women are becoming 
increasingly visible in positions 
of power and authority, is this 
the message that any corporation 
should be making a viable option 
for females, much less children? 
More importantly, is the new 
Justin Bieber album that important 
to fledgling psyches? Apparently 
we have a lot to worry about.

Based on the international best 
seller by David Nicholls, "One Day/' a 
romantic drama starring Jim Sturgess 
and Anne Hathaway, proves opposites 
can attract. 

"One Day" is an extraordinary film 
with a heart -wrenching love story and 
great depth of detail. 

The film takes place in London, 
where Anne Hathaway, as Emma, shows 
her talent as she successfully pulls off 
a British accent alongside native Brit, 

Jim Sturgess, who plays Dexter. The 
date is July 15,1888, St. Swithin's Day. 
Emma and Dexter are celebrating their 
graduation from Glasgow University. 

The two couldn't be more different 
from each other. Dexter comes from a 
wealthy background, is over confident, 
and loves women. He knows what he 
wants and more or less attains it: more 
fortune, more women and fame. Emma 
doesn't have a lot of money, struggles 
with confidence and has trouble with 
dating. After their graduation, the two 
become best friends who seemingly 
can't exist without the other as they 
depend on one another to balance out 
their own weaknesses. 

Their relationship evolves over the 
years, but it is not without struggles. At 
one point, their struggles are so great 
that they spend some time apart. It's at 
this moment in the movie when you'll 
wonder when, how, and if they will ever 
reunite. 

It's easy to care about them as 
the two actors have great chemistry 
on screen. Two decades pass as you 
watch this beautiful story unfold, and 
although you learn so much about these 
characters, you still want to know more. 





The film is further enhanced by its 
location. Following Emma and Dexter 
throughout Europe is a visual holiday. 

This is much more than a typical 
love story. The depth and reality of 
Emma and Dexter's story makes you 
believe in their relationship as you see it 
unfold with all its beauty and pain 

Danish bom director Lone Sherfig 
would agree, stating in an interview, 
"You don't see the events you normally 
see on film. But things that are dramatic 
without really realizing. That's a 
great quality. 

It is impossible not 
to become involved 
in the character's 
lives. You will 
empathize 
with them in 
times of joy 
and in sorrow. 

You will follow 
Emma and 
Dexter on their 
paths to finding 
themselves and in 
the midst of it all, you 
might find new insight 
on your own. 
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Like nearly all of his films, Sam Peckinpah's "Straw 
Dogs" is hyper violent, disturbing and cerebral as an 
examination of violence in culture. 

But "Straw Dogs" was not a box office success. 
According to imdb.com, the film only grossed just over 
$11 million worldwide. In its first weekend of release 
in the United States, it was beaten at the box office by 
another exceptionally violent film, Clint Eastwood's 
"Dirty Harry." 

Reviews at the time were critical of the violence. 

■ Roger Ebert said the film "was totally committed to the 
| pornography of violence." So why remake a movie 
I that wasn't successful at the box office, never gained a 
large cult following and was seen as controversial at 
the time? 

The easy answer is money, but a lack of star 
power in both acting and directing could hinder this 
| idea. 

The remake is directed by Rod Lurie, whose 
Jr largest box office draw was 2001's "The Last Castle," 
at $18 million. Its lead actor is James Marsden, best 
known for playing Cyclops in the "X-Men" franchise. 

"Straw Dogs" would fit comfortably in the genre 
we now call "torture pom," with extreme amounts of 
L violence that may not have a ultimate point other than 
' to show more violence. 

In the original, an American man named David 
I Sumner (Dustin Hoffman) and his English wife (Susan 
George) move to her hometown in southwest England. 
Sumner is an intellectual, and the natives of the town 
distrust and dislike him, doing various deeds that 
attempt to scare him off. The most controversial scene of 
the film is a rape scene that Sumner's wife endures, which 
could easily be interpreted as her enjoying the assault. 

Ultimately, this leads to a disturbing and violent final 
half-hour of the film that may bring one question to the 
viewer's mind: What was the point of all this? 


It's possible the remake will answer this question 
in a convincing fashion, but it's not likely. Hollywood's 
fascination with remakes of horror films is not hard to 
understand. Updating Freddy Krueger or Michael Myers 
for the 21 st century makes some sense. These characters 
are popular enough to be brought forward without losing 
much of their original charm. 

David Sumner isn't a household name for famous 
movie characters. Is Hollywood that creatively bankrupt 
that it jumps on a not-very-popular film to make a quick 
buck? 

Based on box office results, the answer is probably 
yes. Over the past ten years, only once has the highest 
grossing film in a year been an original screenplay 
that was not a sequel: "Avatar," in 2009. A remake of 
"Straw Dogs" proves Hollywood doesn't care much 
about artistry or creativity: they want your money, not 
your brain. This doesn't mean the new "Straw Dogs" 
will be bad. It does mean there is little hope for original 
screenplays, when anything can be remade. 
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Services like Netflix and YouTube have made 
it easy to see the movies that have recently come 
to DVD and be able to enjoy them whenever 
you desire. Of course, instant view services are 
also loaded with discarded and forgotten films 
that only occasionally show their heads from the 
primordial film abyss. Can we find anything of 
value in the muck of B-movies, ambitious failures 
and exploitative crap-fests? We're going to find 
out in Dispatches from Instant View Purgatory. 

What're we watching: "Holy Rollers," a 
2010 film by Kevin Asch, appearing for die first 
time in the director's chair after writing and 
appearing in several other truly indie movies. 

What does it resemble: If a Hassidic Woody 
Allen would have directed "100 Pills," that movie 
would have been "Holy Rollers." 

What 7 s going on: Jesse Eisenberg plays 
Sam, a 20 year old Hassidic Jewish Rabbi-to- 
be in a poor 1990s Brooklyn neighborhood. 

His neighbor, Yosef, played by Justin Bartha 
(Doug from "The Hangover") initially gives 
him an opportunity to make some easy money 
smuggling medicine from Europe into the States. 
Sam quickly realizes out he's become an ecstasy 
mule for an Iranian cartel and finds himself more 


and more drawn to the life of easy money among 
more liberated Jews, even as his family and 
cultural responsibilities start to become at odds 
with the new life he's developed. 

Why haven't we heard of this: It's an 
unknown director with a smart screenplay and 
an indie favorite actor as the only recognizable 
name in the movie. It was pretty much destined 
for Instant View Purgatory from conception. 

What works: Frankly, a lot does. "Holy 
Rollers" is loaded with beautiful shots of the 
least beautiful parts of New York, Atlantic City 
and Amsterdam. Some of the shots as Sam rushes 
through airports, holding thousands of pills, are 
stunning in both their ability to capture a familiar 
location in a unique way and the manner that 
they build tension. Sam's slow seduction to the 
club scene and the way his costuming slowly 
changes is a subtle way to show how the ecstasy 
and cartel change him. 

What doesn't: If you're not familiar with 
Jewish customs or Hebrew, you're going to 
be lost at more than one point in this movie, 
particularly at the beginning. I think the setup 
does payoff, but I'm sure there are some people 
that would be put off by it. The biggest problem 


of the movie is its ending. I don't want to say too 
much because I recommend this movie to curious 
parties, but I'll say that if you've seen a couple 
drug dealing movies before, you'll know how 
this movie's going to go after about an hour or 
so. The characters and cinematography are still 
smart and unique, but the story isn't. 

Skip to: The scene where Sam and Leon, his 
early partner, first come back to the airport from 
Amsterdam is unbelievably tense and beautifully 
shot. A later trip back to Europe features a scene 
when Sam, distributor Jackie, and femme fatale 
Rachel all go to a nightclub. Sam watches as 
Rachel pops ex and slinks through the crowd, the 
drugs, dance and promise of sex prove to be as 
much a paradise as a hellscape for the sheltered 
Sam and Eisenburg plays the scene with the 
perfect mix of desire and fear. 

The Verdict: "Holy Rollers" captures the 
international drug trade from a unique angle and 
shoots it incredibly. Even when the stoiy falters, 
the relationships get stale and the melodrama 
goes a little too far, it's a passionate powerful 
movie that is more than worth a watch.

Ten years ago the United States 
and the world as we knew it was 
forever changed when the cow¬ 
ardly acts of Sept. 11 were carried 
out on American soil. 

Nearly 3,000 innocent 
Americans lost their lives on that 
tragic day. A day that will be for¬ 
ever burned in the memories of 
everyone, young or old, who expe¬ 
rienced it. 

No one needs to remind you 
of the events of 9/11. We all lived 
it. Everyone has his or her own 
thoughts and feelings about that 
September morning. You don't 
need me or anyone else to tell you 
how to remember, but a decade 
later we must examine where we 
are as a country. 

Is America better off in 2011 
than we were on Sept. 12, 2001? 

Ten years removed, the United 
States is in the midst of its lon¬ 
gest war in history. Longer than 
World War II and the Civil War 
combined. 4,500 Americans have 
been killed. Nearly 32,000 have 
been injured. $1.2 trillion has been 
spent. 

The pain of Sept. 11 slipped 
from the national consciousness 
long ago, but everyday American 
servicemen die fighting for the 


war that was brought to this coun¬ 
try's shores in 2001. 

We are fighting, not against 
another nation in a defined uni¬ 
form, but a group of people with 
an ideology of hate. This conflict 
is like nothing the United States 
has ever seen. 

Many question whether the 
price of war has been worth it. 
Fathers, brothers, sons and daugh¬ 
ters have perished. Families have 
been tom apart. The trillion dol¬ 
lars spent fighting has left the 
United States in massive debt. 
Afghanistan today is in no better 
shape than it was in 2001. 

But in the wake of 9/11 some¬ 
thing had to be done. Terrorism 
isn't an imaginary threat. Without 
a military presence abroad. I'm 
not sure we'd be sitting here 10 
years later without another terror¬ 
ist attack on American soil. 

The "War on Terror," defined 
by the Bush administration, was 
terribly mishandled in many areas 
and the lives lost can never be 
replaced.

Starting January, Bradley stu¬ 
dents will have the opportunity 
to spend a semester studying and 
working in Hollywood. 

"This is a great opportunity 
to participate in a career devel¬ 
opment internship/' BJ Lawrence, 
Associate Dean of the Slane 
College of Communication and 
Fine Arts, said. "Students will be 
able to network with leaders in the 
entertainment industry, and their 
classes will be taught by profes¬ 
sionals. They'll be able to go to 
movies, music studios, shows and 
even premieres." 

Bradley will be joining the 
University of Texas-Austin as one 
of only two schools involved in 
this program, Lawrence said. 

"The University of Texas- 
Austin is enabling Bradley to be a 
partner for the program," she said. 
"It's taken two or three years to 
plan Bradley's involvement." 

Lawrence said participants 
in the Hollywood Semester will 
live in the furnished Oakwood 
Apartments. 

"Stars talk about living 
there when they first moved to 
Hollywood," she said. 

Students who go to Hollywood 


will still receive Bradley credit, 
she said. 

"Twelve hours of general 
Bradley credit will be earned 
for fall and spring semesters," 
Lawrence said. "It will be counted 
as an off-campus Bradley program, 
so scholarships and financial aid 
will still cover the program cost." 

A select number of Bradley 
students will be chosen to go 
to Hollywood each semester, 
Lawrence said. 

"University of Texas-Austin is 
expecting a certain number of stu¬ 
dents from Bradley per semester," 
she said. "We have guaranteed five 
students for fall and spring semes¬ 
ters, and three students for the 
summer. Hopefully we'll be able to 
send more as time goes on." 

Lawrence said communica¬ 
tion students aren't the only ones 
who can apply for the program. 
"We are looking for students with 
any major, from any college," she 
said. "Students do need to have 
a minimum GPA of 2.5, and the 
University of Texas-Austin has 
requested that students take a 
mass media communications class, 
so students must also take COM 
101 ." 

Any students interested in 
going to Hollywood in the spring 
semester must apply soon. 


"Applications are being accept¬ 
ed now for spring of 2012," she 
said. "If students are serious about 
it, send an application to me. We 
will need to start focusing the 
direction of their internships soon. 
Students interested in going fall of 
2012 should send an application 
by next February." 


So far, students have responed 
well to the program Lawrence said 
"Students are already reacting," 
Lawrence said. "We've had stu¬ 
dents from all colleges interested 
so far. I've been thrilled with the 
results."

Westlake Hall design combines new technology with old style

Construction on the new, eco- 
friendly Westlake Hall is well 
under way, and while the architec¬ 
ture will echo the original build¬ 
ing design, technological capabili¬ 
ties wilFsee a vast improvement. 

With six times as much space 
as the original Westlake building, 
the new facility will be home to 
the ETE department and the EHS 
department, and will boast new 
educational tools. 

"It's quite a significant change 
from those who remember the 
old Westlake," Vice President of 
Business Affairs Gary Anna said. 
"The expansion will have rooms 
that are state of the art and will be 
supported with the highest levels 
of technology." 

From smart boards to flat panel 
displays, numerous classrooms 
and a 100-seat auditorium, the 
new building will provide many 
resources for students and staff. 

The new project is being built 
with the environment in mind 
as the building tries to attain 
a Leadership in Energy and 
Environment Design (LEED) gold 
certification, the second to highest 
rating a new building can have in 
sustainability. 

"Rather than wasting excess 
material during the building pro¬ 
cess, we find other uses for those 


materials," Facilities Department 
Planning Supervisor Kim Green 
said. "We log and track how mate¬ 
rials are recycled and also keep 
track of the amount of trash dur¬ 
ing construction." 

When the building is fully com¬ 
pleted, the everyday processes 
will continue to be eco-friendly. 

"Automated control systems 
will control lighting, heat conser¬ 
vation, cooling, and the conserva¬ 
tion of water allowing us to save 
substantially on energy usage," 
Green said. 

The end result is to lessen the 
impact of byproducts on the envi¬ 
ronment while also easing the 
financial burdens of energy bills. 

Westlake was originally built 
as the home for the university's 
clock-making department, and 
that tradition remains today with 
the renovation of the original 
clock tower. 

"From an architectural stand¬ 
point, it's really cool that they are 
building around the old building," 
said freshman elementary edu¬ 
cation major Stephen Nicholson. 
"It's appreciated that they are pre¬ 
serving the old while building the 
new." 

The clock tower, specifically, is 
an example of this conservation. 

"The clock tower remains a 
symbol of our history," said Anna. 

To further display the iconic 
clock tower, a new atrium is being 


built so that the clock tower can be 
seen from the inside. 

'The atrium will house some 
very fine student space for loung¬ 
ing, interaction, and studying," 
said Anna. "On the third level, you 
can actually see the Westlake clock 
tower through the skylights." 

Many students said they are 
especially pleased with its eco- 
friendly design and praise the 
university for their approach to 
construction. 

"Any steps they can do to help 
the environment is worthwhile," 
said junior graphic design major 
Jordan Carpenter. 

Others said they are simply 
happy with the renovation of out¬ 
dated building and the creation of 
a building dedicated to education 
majors. 

"Westlake was in bad condition 
before," said junior elementary 
education major Colleen Ruoppe. 
"The school is addressing the fact 
that some facilities are outdated. 
The swipe cards, Heitz hall reno¬ 
vation and Westlake renovation 
are a step in the right direction."

The new state of sports 
journalism

The fundamental role of jour¬ 
nalists is to provide accurate, trust¬ 
worthy, and objective articles to 
their readers. 

But in the area of sports, why 
has that disappeared? Why are 
sports journalists more worried 
about being first and wrong than 
second and correct? Why is it that 
the finest sports journalists at the 
top newspapers, television sta¬ 
tions, and magazines have chosen 
this path? Why are they not being 
held accountable? 

It was just over a year ago 
that the LeBron James circus 
rolled through sports media and 
destroyed the integrity of some of 
the top journalists. 

I remember the daily reports 
stating James was headed to the 
New York Knicks, Chicago Bulls, 
New Jersey Nets, and back to the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

A New York Times sports jour¬ 
nalist reported less than two weeks 
before James' televised decision 
that it was "a done deal" that 
James would head to Chicago. 

This was not the only wrong 
report throughout the James' 
coverage. Why wasn't the public 
more outraged at all of these bogus 
sources and stories? 

Although it's enjoyable for 


journalists to break stories and 
earn recognition for their hard 
work, why couldn't those same 
journalists name their anonymous 
sources to prove it was credible 
information? 

Twitter and other various social 
media outlets have changed the 
way sports journalists will report 
forever. My complaints are not 
with social media because they are 
outstanding from a fan's perspec¬ 
tive to gain access to the players 
throughout the day and beyond 
press conferences. 

However, sports journalists are 
no longer held to the same accu¬ 
rate and trustworthy reporting 
standards they were before the 
social media era. 

Bloggers have also given 
sports journalists a new challenge 
because they don't have the stan¬ 
dards of reporting that profes¬ 
sional journalists do. Blogs can 
run a speculative story based on 
a source that may not be close to 
the players or team and take the 
rewards of breaking a story with¬ 
out being reprimanded if they are 
wrong. 

When the Chicago White Sox 
traded Edwin Jackson to the 
Toronto Blue Jays, a fan (an art 
director) first reported it on Twitter, 
after speaking with a player. 

Although it may be frustrating 
for journalists to lose stories to 
bloggers and fans, it is their job to 
ensure their stories are as accurate 
and trustworthy as possible which 
gives me all the more reason to 
read their articles. I think they 
have failed in that aspect. 

Recently, Chicago and nation¬ 
al media members reported 


the White Sox had claimed Jim 
Thome and Jason Kubel from the 
Minnesota Twins off waivers, and 
had an opportunity to make a deal 
with the Twins to bring them to 
Chicago. 

However, the sources were 
incorrect and the White Sox didn't 
make any claims for Thome or 
Kubel. 

Who is holding these inaccurate 
journalists responsible for making 
a mistake? 

I understand mistakes happen, 
and some erroneous reports will 
circulate throughout the media, 
but I'm bothered by the fact that 
the top newspapers, television sta¬ 
tions and magazines are all mak¬ 
ing these mistakes. 

Worst of all, the public doesn't 
fault them for it. Yes, some of the 
elite journalists abide by the old 
standards and work for truthful 
and accurate stories, whether that 
means they are breaking a story 
or double-checking facts. But they 
don't receive the recognition they 
deserve. 

As an aspiring journalist look¬ 
ing to enter the field of sports, I 
want to strive for trustworthiness 
above all else and although the 
times have changed, the standards 
have not. Readers shouldn't settle 
for anything less.

The Bradley soccer team 
remained undefeated on the sea¬ 
son in two home matches last 
week, boosting its national rank¬ 
ing on TopDrawerSoccer.com to 
No. 23 spot.

Bradley student identification 
cards have under gone a major 
facelift, providing new features 
and tools for the convenience of 
students. 

The new ID cards serve the 
same functionality as the older 
ones, but now they have sever¬ 
al added bonus features such as 
access to dormitory entry and a 
Discover card. 

'The new card has everything 
the old one had," said Bradley 
Controller Pratima Gandhi. "The 
new one has the same swipe fea¬ 
ture, but now the new card is also 


a contact-less card. So students 
are able to tap to receive entrance 
into dorms and other buildings on 
campus." 

Heitz Hall is the only dormitory 
on campus that currently requires 
students to swipe, or "tap" to gain 
entrance. 

Resident Advisor in Heitz, 
Bryant Au, said he and his resi¬ 
dents like that their ID can be used 
to enter the dorm. 

"They're great," he said. "I 
think it's easier. Not too many 
people use the keys to get into the 
building right now, it’s definitely 
more popular to use your ID." 

Gandhi said all incoming fresh¬ 


men were given the new ID card, 
and upperclassmen students who 
would like to exchange their old 
ID can do so free of charge, though 
it is not necessary. 

"Readers on campus, like at the 
library, will still have the swipe 
option so that students can still 
swipe in using the old card," she 
said. 

In addition to the tap feature, 
the new ID cards also have a 
Discover Money Network option, 
which allows the card to also serve 
as a pre-paid debit card. 

Students and parents now have 
the ability to deposit money onto 
the card and are able to withdraw¬ 


al without additional fees from 
any ATM on campus. 

Additionally, because it serves 
a gift card, students are unable to 
overdraw. 

"I think the idea of having a 
debit card in your student ID is 
nice for freshman if their parents 
want to send them money," Au 
said. "Personally I don't use it 
because it just becomes another 
card I need to keep track of." 

Gandhi said students who 
receive payroll could choose to 
receive it through their Discover 
Money Network account, giving 
them more access to their pay-

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Security analyst speaks on Middle East, Al

CNN's Peter Bergen spoke to 
a full house last Thursday about 
the reshaping of the Muslim com¬ 
munity addressing events like the 
Arab Spring, and how the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks changed the gen¬ 
eral direction of the United States. 

Bergen is CNN's National 
Security Analyst, an accomplished 
author and adjunct lecturer at 
Harvard. 

While the ages, backgrounds 
and knowledge of the Middle 
Eastern political climate varied 
throughout the crowd, the gen¬ 
eral consensus was the same after 
Bergen finished speaking. 

Junior sociology major Jamie 
Hammond said she was not 
entirely clear on what the situa¬ 


tion was in the Middle East before 
the presentation. 

"It was very informational," 
she said. "It was helpful ,to under¬ 
stand what is going on in the 
Middle East." 

Days before the ten year anni¬ 
versary of the attacks, Bergen 
highlighted the state of Al Qaeda 
around the world a decade later. 

"A number of experts have said 
that [Al Qaeda] has almost been 
strategically defeated," Bergen 
said. 

He said Osama bin Laden's 
death is a large reason for this stra¬ 
tegic defeat. Another important 
factor was the people suppressed 
by Al Qaeda who refused to sup¬ 
port the terrorist organization any 
longer. 

"Support for bin Laden, Al 
Qaeda and suicide bombing has 


been dropping like a stone in coun¬ 
try after country in the Muslim 
world," he said. "They're realizing 
their famines are the people being 
killed in these bombings." 

Bergen said the events of the 
Arab Spring show that people in 
these countries weren't spouting 
Al Qaeda doctrine. They just want 
the same things we wanted- free¬ 
dom and a future for their children 
that won't be limited by a dictator. 

"As it turned out, when these 
countries started to protest, they 
weren't protesting the United 
States," he said. "The reason these 
people are so angry is because 
they feel their futures were sto¬ 
len." 

He also touched on the fear 
within the United States and 
called for an end to the War on 
Terror, but did not sugarcoat the 


fact that there are still residual ter¬ 
ror threats around the world. 

"On the ten year anniversary 
of the tragedy, it's time to reflect," 
Bergen said. "It might be time to 
end the so-called War on Terror." 

Sophomore history and politi¬ 
cal science major Natalie Tomes 
said she can't remember a time 
when the War on Terror didn't 
exist. 

"All I've known is the War on 
Terror," she said. "So the end of 
the War on Terror is an interesting 
policy suggestion." 

Bergen also described his meet¬ 
ing with Osama bin Laden. Bergen 
is one of very few westerners to 
ever meet the Al Qaeda face to 
face. 

The lecture was part of a 
series brought to Bradley by the 
Intellectual and Cultural Activities 


Qaeda 

Committee. Professor of philoso¬ 
phy and religious studies Robert 
Fuller organized the event with 
help from professor of sociology 
Jackie Hogan. 

Hogan said while organizing 
an event like this took a lot of time, 
it was well worth it in the end, and 
encouraged students to take part 
in the lectures. 

"I get the opportunity to meet 
these amazing people," she said. 
"I think it's a critical part of your 
education as well as becoming an 
informed citizen." 


Facebook and Twitter creates job opportunities

becoming a larger part of college 
education. 

"[Freelance writer for the 
Atlantic] Josh Sternberg is looking 
at the bigger picture, and how we 
can expect social media to show 
up in education," she said. "I did 
a lot of research and found out 
social media touches a lot of medi¬ 
ums. Some colleges have a class 
in journalism, some in sociology. 
Ours is one of the few doing it as 
a whole program or concentration 
in marketing." 

Rottier said the social media 
marketing class she teaches is 
extremely interactive. 

"At Bradley there's already a lot 
of student /professor interaction in 


class, but this was a whole new 
level, in a good way," she said. 
"The first class [last semester] was 
the most interactive experience 
I've ever had. The whole cohort 
of the group is special because of 
that. It's just cool." 

Rottier said this class is unique 
to others she has taught before. 

"This class is different in that 
it requires students to use social 
media, but not like they usually 
do," she said. "I had a lot of people 
who do this for a living speak 
to the class either in class or via 
Skype so students could see how 
people are actually using [social 
media marketing]. We also talked 
a lot about what was going on 


in social media at the time. The 
class is very free-flowing, but still 
structured." 

Rottier said it is amazing how 
quickly information spread from 
one person to another through 
social media. 

"Gilbert Gottfried made his 
infamous Japan jokes during class, 
and bin Laden's death happened 
during class too," she said. "We all 
found out about those things and 
talked about it via Twitter. We all 
got the information and were able 
to communicate with each other so 
quickly.

It's time to stand up: 

Speaker encourages students to follow their passion

In 2008, Spencer West took a 
flight to Kenya and reconstructed 
a crumbling school, brick by brick, 
from the ground up. West did all 
of this without the help of his legs. 

Spencer West spoke to a 
Bradley audience last Tuesday 
evening, and gave a humorous, 
inspiring lecture. 

Determined to find his hap¬ 
piness, West took the journey to 
Africa with the Free the Children 
Charity, an organization that 
builds schools in impoverished 
areas across the globe. 

"We all have a responsibility 
to lend a hand," said West, who 
is now a speaker for Me to We, a 
group that partners with Free the 
Children. 

Born with a genetic disease. 
West lost both of his legs at the 
age of five, and the West family 
was told he would never become 
a functioning part of society. 

He spoke of the bullying he 
experienced throughout school, 
and how much he wanted to fit in. 
Despite being told many times by 
his mother that he was different, 
and it was okay. West wanted to 


find normality. 

Eventually West attended col¬ 
lege, held a steady job and made 
many friends. Although he had all 
the material things anyone could 
want, West was still unhappy. In 
2008, West met Craig Kielburger, 
co-founder of the Free the Children 
Charity. 

"It's definitely inspiration¬ 
al," said freshman elementa¬ 
ry education major Julia Janes. 
"[Kielburger] showed how one 
person can start something big." 

After some hesitation. West 
decided he would find his happi¬ 
ness in Kenya. 

Once overseas, he instantly 
found peace. He took joy in the 
Adopt a Village Program, building 
a school, providing clean water 
and interacting with the women 
and children. After seeing the con¬ 
ditions and struggles the town 
went through. West realized that 
he never should have tried to fit 
in, but to accept his differences. 

"His story is unique," said 
freshman elementary education 
major Kelsea Hirsch. "It's some¬ 
thing I haven't heard before. I 
had never heard of the Me to We 
Organization before, but it came at 
a good time." 


When West shares his story at 
lectures around the world today, 
he does not make the loss of his 
legs the main point; rather, he 
wants his audience to find their 
passion, and to go after it. 

After sharing his life-changing 
opportunity in Kenya, West gave 
a few pieces of advice to Bradley 
students. 

First, West advised students 
to be happy every day. He even 
challenged students to post one 
thing they are grateful for on their 
Facebook or Twitter accounts once 
a week. Next, he said students 
should do something, like get¬ 
ting involved and volunteering on 
campus. 

Finally, West said we should 
stand up. He believes standing 
up can cause a chain reaction of 
courage. West gave the example 
of Lydia Moss Bradley as someone 
who stood up by providing the 
chance for students to be edu¬ 
cated. 

By making simple actions, we 
change our world and find our 
passions. West is doing just that, 
and he began by accepting his dif¬ 
ferences.

Greek Night BU poses as an exclusive event 


On Monday, Late Night BU 
hosted Greek Night BU to provide 
an alternative choice to traditional 
"Blackout Monday" activities that 
occur after InterFratemity and 
Panhellenic recruitment is com¬ 
pleted. 

For many, it was an opportu¬ 
nity to unite, socialize and catch 
up with members of the greek 
community in one central location, 
which is unlike any other greek 
event Bradley has seen. 

The event, in our eyes, was a 
success. Many students attended, 
making the expense worthwhile. 
Even though attendance at the 
event was made mandatory by 
several greek houses, the large 
amount of students who stayed 
past getting food showed their 
interest in the event itself. 

In today's article "Greek Night 
BU" the Assistant Director of 


Student Activities Dain Gotto is 
quoted saying typical LNBU bud¬ 
get is about $7,000 and that SABRC 
contributed an additional $5,000. 
That's a whole lot of money for 
an event that is catered to only 30 
percent of the student body. 

Greek Night BU was funded 
by student activities fees, which 
every student pays, both greek 
and non-greek, as well as funds 
from SABRC. Since student fees 
were used to sponsor the event, all 
students on campus were entitled 
to attend. 

With that being said, there were 
few in attendance who were not of 
greek affiliation. 

This doesn't seem fair. 

We place the'blame on the way 
the event was promoted. It was 
advertised as a greek event, for 
greek houses to celebrate the con¬ 
clusion of recruitment. 


The title of "Greek Night" cre¬ 
ates a sense of exclusiveness that 
others could not participate in. 
Even though being a part of a fra¬ 
ternity or sorority is an exclusive 
process, the late night event didn't 
need to be too. 

One could imagine that under¬ 
classmen who had just rushed and 
didn't join a house or chose not to 
participate would feel uncomfort¬ 
able attending an event for the 
greek community they chose not 
to join. 

If student funds were used to 
put on an event for a commu¬ 
nity which only makes up a small 
percent of Bradley's student body 
then it should have been hosted 
by Panhel and IFC, not Student 
Activities. 

In order to keep Bradley's 
campus unified, events funded 
by Student Activities should not 


be geared towards any particular 
group on campus. Rather, their 
funding should go toward events 
that all students, no matter what 
their extracurricular and interests 
might be, will want to attend. 

The alternative to that would 
be having a LNBU on Blackout 
Monday, without a greek-life 
theme. If the LNBU was adver¬ 
tised as a regular event, without 
the greek affiliation, the exclusive 
feeling towards the event could 
have been eliminated. 

Not to say that LNBU shouldn't 
have activities or vendors targeted 
towards the greek community, it 
just shouldn't have been adver¬ 
tised as solely a greek event. 

Blackout Monday is not an 
exclusively greek celebration, 
so an event trying to dissuade it 
shouldn't be, either.

If the aging kings of modem day indie rock are Pavement 
then Wilco is their strongest son, a collective of experimental 
individuals with a vision of what the kingdom is to become. 

Through seven studio albums of '70s inspired alt-country 
and cock rock, Wilco became one of the brashest groups of 
the millennium, all while maintaining an air of being smarter, 
more talented and more mysterious than your piddling little 
under-the-radar project. Their work can be deliberately off- 
putting (see the unbelievably frustrating "Sky Blue Sky,") but 
they can get away with it in moments of surreal, yet innately, 
inspired brilliance, like they did in their best-selling magnum 
opus, "Yankee Hotel Foxtrot."

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A p* years ago this month, a new television show 

/ j ***% debuted "The Man Trap" aired on NBC. Star 
JL Trek premiered with this episode, beginning 
one of the most successful franchises in television history, 
including five different series, along with 11 movies. To 
celebrate the 45th anniversary of Star Trek , Voice is taking a 
look at each series' pros and cons, and looks to the future for 
what's next for the franchise. 

Star Trek (1966-1969): The one that started it all, and 
introduced the world to Kirk, Spock, and Bones. Though 
the series may seem dated now, with its cheesy aliens and 
slightly heavy-handed allegories, it still brought space opera 
to television, creating an incredibly important piece of cultural 
history that introduced science fiction to millions. However, 
the show was cancelled after three seasons. The fervor 
of the fans brought about a film in 1979, which led to the 
continuation of the franchise. 

Fun Fact: The popular phrase "Beam me up, Scotty" was 
never actually used during the series. 

Star Trek: The Next Generation (1987-1994): In terms of 
ratings, the most popular show of the franchise and the 
one that franchise creator Gene Roddenberry believed best 
represented his vision of the future. It was that of a human 
utppian society with one government on Earth, and alliances 
with various races. One's appreciation of the series will 
depend on how much they believe in this vision. Some may 
find it believable, others will dismiss it as wishful thinking. 

Fun Fact: Patrick Stewart, who played Captain Picard, 
was apparently sure the show would fail, and therefore did 
not unpack his suitcases for six weeks after filming began. 

Star Trek: Deep Space Nine (1993-1999): To take the franchise 
in a new direction, producers set the third series on a space 
station, leading to many recurring characters, and frequently 
dealing with issues like religion and war. Deep Space Nine 
differed the most from Roddenberry's idealistic future of all 
the shows in the franchise, making it the most polarizing 
series of the five. It is dark, brooding, and very different from 
The Next Generation . 

Fun Fact: At 176 episodes. Deep Space Nine was the 
longest-running science fiction series on television, until The 
X-Files passed it in 2001. 





Star ' Trek: Voyager (1995-2001): One of 

Starfleet's ships, the USS Voyager, gets stuck on the other side 
of the galaxy and the series chronicles its attempts to get back 
home. What could have been a chance to show many new 
civilizations and aliens instead suffered from very inconsistent 
writing, featuring strange character decisions and storylines 
that were completely dropped for no apparent reason. While 
it features some excellent episodes, mediocrity is the most 
common reaction to much of the show. 

Fun Fact: Voyager was the first original series broadcast on 
UPN, and the longest running series on the network. 

Star Trek: Enterprise (2001-2005): The final series (so far) to 
air. Enterprise was a prequel to the original 1960's series. The 
show told the story of Starfleet's first ship and crew, but failed 
to attract a large audience throughout its run, due to a lack of 
interesting stories and characters. Ironically, its fourth (and 
last) season is regarded as the best by fans, as it tied in many 
storylines to ones that had appeared on the original Star Trek. 

Fun Fact: The series finale is widely regarded as one of the 
worst episodes of any Star Trek , as it featured cameos by two 
The Next Generation characters who received more airtime than 
a few of Enterprise's regulars. 

So what's next? A sequel to 2009's Star Trek would have 
been released in June 2012, but it has been delayed, with no 
known release date. With any luck, it will be out soon enough, 
and perhaps a new TV series will follow. Star Trek is most 
successful on television, and a new series would be a welcome 
return of a fantastic franchise.

Ten years ago, FX was one of the most 
useless and rightly forgotten networks on basic 
cable, showing non-stop reruns of some of the 
worst sitcoms of the late '90s, namely Just Shoot Me , 
the later, Charlie Sheen-dominated seasons of Spin 
City , Dharma and Greg and Married...with Children. 
There was no reason to end up there, unless you 
really liked Becker or were hung-over. 

That all changed in 2002 when FX started 
showing The Shield, creating one of the best police 
procedurals of all time and jumpstarting the cable 
boom. Within the next few years, they began 
programming edgy, often genre and taste bending 
shows like It's Always Sunny in Philadelphia and 
Archer. Their shows were often goofy or violent, 
sometimes a little of both, but it was never much 
more of a distraction, rarely anything approaching 
the illusive art as television. 

Arguably the greatest comedian of our time, 
Louis C.K. changed all of that. 

Louie premiered in the summer of 2010 with a 
blend of pitch black humor, personal experience 
and a slightly familiar but very non-traditional 
sitcom format. C.K., who stars as well as writing 
and directing most of the offerings, crafts every 
episode as a short film, creating vignettes that can 
serve as anything from a love letter to New York 

City, a retelling of a Catholic upbringing in the most

horrifying way or a long digression on the value of 
masturbation both in the secular and non-secular 
world. The format allows C.K. to experiment, and 
this experimentation has allowed Louie to become 
the most critically beloved comedies of the year. 

Louie wrapped up its second season on Sept. 8 
with more melodrama than the show had brought 
to bare before. With the implication that Louie 
may have to take care of his permanently addled 
sister's teenage daughter as well as the finale's 
pair of reveals with Louie having to deal with 
finally maturing as an adult and a father and that 
his longtime friend/romantic obsession Pamela, 
played by short-lived HBO sitcom Lucky Louie star 
Pamela Adlon, may be leaving him forever to try to 
reconnect with the estranged father of her son. 

It's more than we're used to on a show 
this noticeably low key, but the sheer breadth 
of emotion displayed in this episode is heart 
wrenching. As Louie desperately yells, "I'll wait 
for you," to Pamela as she asks him only to wave 
to her, the show escapes an easy joke and becomes 
something more akin to a Greek tragedy. 

And that's what makes Louie work. It twists and 
turns in ways that are both unexpected and also 
manage to avoid traditional cliches and it leaves 
us wondering what can possibly be coming in next 
year's third season.

What're we watching: "Wedding Daze," a 
2006 romantic comedy written and directed by 
comedian Michael Ian Black and starring Jason 
Biggs of "American Pie" fame and Isla Fisher of 
being a cute redhead fame. 

What does it look like: If "Wet Hot American 
Summer" had skewered romantic comedies 
instead of camp movies, it would have looked an 
awful lot like "Wedding Daze." 

What's going on: Jason Biggs plays 
Anderson, who proposes to his girlfriend who 
then dies of a heart attack. A year later, still put 
off by love, he randomly proposes to Katie, 
a waitress played by Fisher. The two have to 
deal with their previous love lives as well as 
convincing their parents and friends that despite 
their lack of early connection or history, they're 
very much in love. 

Why haven't we heard of this: The premise 


is ridiculous, the title is a terrible pun and 
there's jokes about Helen Keller, grave-robbing, 
applying baby oil to male friends and drinking 
pickle juice/urine in the first 10 minutes. It's an 
uphill climb. 

What works: "Wedding Daze" is hysterical, 
but almost solely for people who are already a 
fan of Black's standup. It's gloriously obscene 
and jokes turn on a dime, from disgusting to sexy 
to hilarious in a way that's absent in nearly every 
other film. There are few movies that feature 
Edward Hermann (Richard of Gilmore Girls 
notoriety) gifting his son with a used cock ring he 
purchased in Shanghai. 

What doesn't: The movie never handles 
the emotional moments in a way that balances 
the comedy. The film feels too much like "Date 
Movie," with Fisher giving an emotional scene 
with boogers hanging out of her nose and snot 
running down her lips. It doesn't work anywhere 
near as well as it should. 

Skip to: The scenes when Biggs meets 
Fisher's parents are hysterical, beginning with a 
gloriously surreal game of charades and ending 
with Fisher's step-dad, played by Matt Maloy 
(the Vice Principal from "Election") showing his 


homemade toys for Jewish children, namely the 
stuffed "Jewnicom" that recites the Talmud when 
squeezed and his non-working Star of David 
shaped "Jewla-Hoop." An early scene when Isla 
Fisher licks toothpaste off Biggs' face only to 
have him cough more paste into her eyes goes 
from awkwardly sexual to hilarious to painfully 
gut-wrenching.

'Futurama' k 


In the past decade, both Family Guy and Futurama were 
cancelled by Fox, then brought back due to strong ratings 
on cable and high DVD sales. While Family Guy has enjoyed 
high ratings since its return, its quality has steadily decreased, 
becoming too reliant on nothing more than crude jokes for half 
an hour. 

The same can't be said for the excellent Futurama , which 
has seen some incredible episodes since coming back to the 
airwaves on Comedy Central in 2010. None may have shown 
the series' creativity and gift of comedy better than last week's 
season finale, "Reincarnation." 

The episode, which tells three separate stories with an 
overarching plot, features three different styles of animation: 
an old-fashioned 1920s style film in black and white, an 8-bit 
video game reminiscent of the original Nintendo and Japanese 
anime. 

Animation has always been popular due to its ability 
to show imaginative and fantastic new ideas before those 
were capable of being produced in any sort of live action 
filmmaking. "Reincarnation" is a love letter to animation, 
showing the different methods that fun and exciting stories 
have been portrayed over the last century. Using the "three 
stories" episode formula (popularized by The Simpsons yearly 
Halloween specials) makes for an intelligent, witty and all- 
around fun episode. 

Each story is built around a comet made of 
"Diamondium," the hardest substance in the (fictional) 
universe. A love story, an existential crisis and war all come 
about from this comet, across three stories and three different 
styles of animation. The animation is beautiful and clearly 
done with respect for the style. 

Futurama's love of these different animation types is 
evident, and affectionately parodies each one with a number 
of in-jokes and references to the classics of each style. This 
episode is a must for any fan of animation, no matter the era. 


There's a lot of room for niche podcasting 
in a world as vast as the Internet, and that's 
what makes the very selective shows so 
fascinating. Not only do people have to make 
the topic intrinsically interesting, but they 
have to have fun with it. They have to make 
it worth your time. 

I wouldn't have thought Tom 
Cavanaugh, star of the short-lived but 
critically beloved Erf, and Michael Ian Black 
of The State, Stella and VH-l's l Love the ...

Presidential debates are useless 


Watching the Republican 
Presidential Debate last week, I 
was reminded of an opinion piece 
by former NBC News anchor Tom 
Brokaw in The New York Times: 

"In 1992 someone asked me 
how I would change the presi¬ 
dential debate format. I proposed 
handing each of the candidates a 
double martini in the firm belief 
that would get them beyond their 
canned answers." 

Why exactly do we keep up 
this charade of presidential can¬ 
didate debating, especially when 
the Republican nominee won't 
be known until April in all like¬ 
lihood? The first debate, which 
featured five potential nominees, 
was held May 5th, 551 days before 
Election Day. 

Throughout most debates, can¬ 
didates attack each other, attack 
the other side, and overall, say 
very little of substance. They also 
lie and exaggerate to get ahead, 
and then expect the American peo¬ 
ple to believe that they'd be the 
best possible leader of the United 
States. 

Factcheck.org found five 
major stretches of the truth in the 
Republican debate held on Sept. 
7. More were found for the previ¬ 
ous debate, held Aug. 11. Once the 
candidates are set for the final elec¬ 


tion, we can expect the same from 
whoever the Republican candidate 
is, as well as President Obama. 

Brokaw's suggestion of a dou¬ 
ble martini is not a bad one by any 
means. The candidates may not 
know the exact wording of a ques¬ 
tion, but they know the outline 
of what's coming, making it easy 
for them to think of something to 
say before the lights and cameras 
turn on. 

But there's a better suggestion 
than alcohol: get rid of the debates 
altogether. Make people do their 
own research. Look at their voting 
records as members of Congress, 
the bills they've signed into law as 
governors, their supporters, their 
detractors, and what they've said 
in interviews. 

Debates are nothing more than 
an excuse for adults to act like 
children on national television. 
During one Republican debate this 
year. Senator Rick Santorum of 
Pennsylvania rolled his eyes at an 
answer by Congressman Ron Paul 
of Texas. If we allow our elected 
officials to act like Valley Girls, 
what does that say about how seri¬ 
ously we take our politics? 

Political debates used to be far 
more civilized: look at the famous 
1858 series of debates between 
Illinois' own Abraham Lincoln and 
Stephen Douglas. Their speeches 


touch on the respect they had for 
one another, even if they held very 
different viewpoints, especially on 
the issue of slavery. The respect 
between candidates, however, 
seems to have disappeared since 
then. 

We don't need presidential 
debates, and we especially don't 
need numerous debates among 
possible presidential candidates. 
They add nothing to our coun¬ 
try, and show how much thought 
many people put into their votes. 
I'll just listen to what this guy says 
and take his word for it. 

Instead, investigate each can¬ 
didate and choose whether they 
share your values. Don't just listen 
to their words, but see what they 
actually believe by what they've 
done in office. We will have a bet¬ 
ter government if our citizens look 
into the facts and make their own 
choices when it comes to any elec¬ 
tion, whether it is national, state, 
or local.

of Blackout Monday-night fun. 

"I wanted to do this because 
it would at least curb the drink¬ 
ing, because we're providing an 
opportunity to do something else," 
she said. "At least this way people 
could have food in their stomachs 
and somewhere else to go." 

Harrison said one of the main 
challenges for Greek Night BU 
was spreading the word to stu¬ 
dents not involved with greek life. 

"I was concerned when we 
heard people thought it was only 
for greeks," she said. "We wanted 
it to show other students who we 
were, and also for other fraterni¬ 
ties and sororities to socialize." 

Assistant Director for Student 
Activities Dain Gotto said Greek 
Night BU was unique for several 
reasons. 

"This event was more catered 
to the greek community, so we 
brought in shops to sell greek 
apparel, we had a photo area, 
greek banners and letters," he 
said. "Very similar to Late Night 
BU, but we tweaked it to make 
it more appropriate for a greek 
audience." 

Another factor separating 
Greek Night BU from any other 
Late Night was the increased bud¬ 
get. 

"A typical Late Night BU bud¬ 
get is about $7,000," Gotto said. 
"This event had an additional 
$5,000 from [the Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee]." 


Funding for Late Night BU 
comes from a $65 fee that every 
student pays each semester, about 
18 percent of which is set aside for 
the events. 

The SABRC Chairperson, 
junior Crystal Rains, said the 
group contributed to Greek Night 
BU because they felt it was a wor¬ 
thy cause. 

"It was brought to us as an idea 
to address a prominent issue on 
our campus, not only by Greek 
members of the community but by 
students and residence hall staff 
who in recent years have really 
begun to fear for the safety of 
those around them on Blackout 
Monday," she said. 

Greek Night BU drew in 1,880 
people, and Rains said that proved 
the money was well spent. 

"We contributed the money 
because we wanted to see the 
event make a name for itself, so 
that it could succeed in future 
years as well," she said. "It is 
never a good thing for an event to 
fail from the start, when it's cause 
is so well intended." 

Junior Pi Beta Phi member 
Lauren Walker said she thought 
the event was successful. 

"I thought it went really well," 
she said. "It was packed with 
greeks, the food was really good 
and the basketball game was 
fun to watch. I would go again 
next year if they hosted the event 
again."

to any ATM and receive cash 
off of the card or use it like a debit 
card," she said. 

Even though the system hasn't 
been used for payroll yet. Payroll 
Coordinator Tanika Rodgers said 
she is curious to see how it will 
work. 

"I like it," Rodgers said. "I 
like the idea of the convenience. 
Many times students come in with 
checks they have held on to for 
months. With the Discover card 
they won't have to deal with that. 
In the long run it is more versatile, 
and once students see how easy 
it is to access their payroll, more 
people will sign up." 

Gandhi said the controller's 
office has been researching differ¬ 


ent ID card options over the past 
year to find what would be best 
for students. 

"Some universities have two 
cards, one to access dorms and the 
other to access money," Assistant 
controller Dennis Koch said. "But 
this way the card is all in one, 
and students don't have to carry 
around two or three cards." 

Koch said the controller's office 
has gone through several scenar¬ 
ios to help students navigate the 
system. 

"If students have any trouble 
or questions we encourage them 
to give us a call," Koch said. "We 
internally tested the system so that 
we would be able to help."

Gaul leads soccer to fast start 


Volleyball wins two of three heading into MVC

On the first day of classes this 
( semester, a professor asked senior 
soccer player Bryan Gaul what he 
planned to do after graduation. 
Gaul said he wanted to play pro¬ 
fessional soccer and the professor 
laughed off Gaul's remarks. 

But nobody's laughing any¬ 
more after Gaul has helped 
Bradley to a top-25 national 
ranking and a 4-0-2 record head¬ 
ing into this weekend's Hotels 
at Grand Prairie Classic at Shea 
Stadium. 

Gaul has led the Braves on the 
field with five goals, two assists, 
12 points and three game-win¬ 
ning goals, in addition to being a 
leader of the team off of the field. 

"Since I was about nine or ten. 
I've really wanted to go pro," 
Gaul said. "I've been playing for 
so long and putting the time in 
and time out of soccer." 

Although it is difficult to reach 
the professional ranks of any 
sport, Gaul's coaches believe he 
has what it takes to succeed at the 
next level. 

"He does that thing that all 
great players do, make the play¬ 
ers around him better," said 
coach Jim DeRose. "When he gets 
the ball, he is just as electric as 
they come." 

Gaul, a forward from 
Naperville, has already been 
named a preseason All-American 
and national player of the week 
by CollegeSoccerNews.com and 
TopDra werSoccer. com. 

"Anytime, it doesn't matter 
what sport, when you have a big- 
time scorer, he draws the atten¬ 
tion of other players and confines 
their own games," DeRose said. 
"He draws focus but still pro¬ 
duces points." 

Gaul led his high school. 


Neuqua Valley, to a state tour¬ 
nament runner-up finish while 
earning all-state honors from 
both the Chicago Tribune and 
Chicago Sun. He decided to play 
at Bradley after it earned its first- 
ever NCAA Tournament win and 
advanced to the national quar¬ 
terfinals. 

"I chose Bradley because I 
loved the stadium, I liked the 
team, they had a really good tra¬ 
dition and I wanted to be a part 
of it," Gaul said. 

Gaul expects his team 
to expand on their NCAA 
Tournament berth from last 
year and earn their first NCAA 
Tournament win since the 2007 
season. 

"We are building off of last 
year," Gaul said. "We were really 
good last year but I think we are 
very good this year. We have 
more chemistry and just have a 
better team." 

Although Gaul has led the 
team in many statistical catego¬ 
ries, he is also leading the Braves 
in numerous immeasurable ways. 

"He's willing to change his 
game if people are trying to take 
him out of the game," DeRose 
said. "He's not selfish to the point 
where he always wants to go be 
a ball magnet, he knows to drift 
away and take players away." 

While Gaul has created many 
highlight reel plays and scored 
game-winning goals in Bradley's 
fast start to the season, coach 
DeRose's favorite memory of 
Gaul hails from the team's spring 
trip to Barbados. 

"When you see the little kids 
go 'oohh and ahhh' and they 
watch him with the ball and all 
of a sudden - he was wearing 
number seven in Barbados - and 
you can hear all of the Bajans go 
'number seven,' 'number seven'."

The Bradley volleyball team 
finished the non-conference por¬ 
tion of its schedule winning two 
of three games in the Coastal 
Carolina Classic last weekend. 

The Braves defeated Iona and 
Gardner-Webb 3-0 and 3-1, respec¬ 
tively. 

Against Iona, sophomore Alise 
Tupuritis recorded a career high 17 
kills and added 13 digs. It was her 
first double-double in two years. 

In the 3-0 win over Gardner- 
Webb, Bradley had its high¬ 
est attack percentage since 2009. 
Freshman Courtney Keefe paced 
the Braves' attack tallying nine 
kills and eight digs.

LSU Boise State 


The last five BCS National 
Champions have hailed from the 
SEC, and I believe the Louisiana 
State Tigers will make it six con¬ 
secutive years. 

They have all the ingredi¬ 
ents necessary to win the BCS 
National Championship in strong 
defense, good coaching and an 
explosive offense. 

In week one, LSU faced off 
against last season's BCS National 
Championship runner-up, the 
Oregon Ducks. Oregon featured 
an offense that averaged 47 
points a game last season, and its 
defense never allowed more than 
32 points. However, LSU stifled 
the Ducks' offense, and the Tigers 
scored 40 points to put a damper 
on Oregon's title hopes. 

Oregon's running back 
LaMichael James ran for at least 
90 yards in all but one game last 
season. LSU shut the Heisman 
contender down to 54 yards rush¬ 
ing, showing that LSU's defense 
is a force to be reckoned with.

LSU won the 2007 National 
Championship with this formula, 
and they will hoist the BCS tro¬ 
phy at the end of this season.

Soon, classes will no longer be 
interrupted by the long and repeti¬ 
tive "may I have your attention, 
please" messages during audio 
emergency alerts.

The creation of the 4200 square 
foot building took ten months and 
boasts numerous amenities for vis¬ 
itors. On the first floor, the build¬ 
ing contains an area seating up to 
100 people for dinner, meetings 
and other events. 

"The best part of the house is 
the ability to fit people, unlike at 
the old house," political science 
and economics major Ben Azriel 
said. "It's nice to have a lounge for 
meetings or to just hang out." 

The second floor features offices 
and an area for worship with cus¬ 


tom stain glass windows provided 
by Bruce Kesler and his stain glass 
overlay firm. The building's fea¬ 
tures were provided by numer¬ 
ous donors, including Kesler, the 
Jewtish Federation of Peoria, the 
Jewish Federation of Chicago and 
several anonymous donors. 

"Judaism is not a religion, but 
a way of life," Corporate Board 
President Yona Lunken said. 
"Many aspects of life including 
learning, charity, growth and 
how we treat each other all come 
together here." 

The first floor also accommo¬ 
dates the dietary needs of Jewish 
students who meticulously follow 
Jewish law with two kosher kitch¬ 
ens. 

"With the new building, hope¬ 
fully more students will become

Residential life considering protocol after drug incidents

Student judiciary has taken 
on more severe drug cases than 
are commonly seen at Bradley 
throughout the past two weeks. 
These cases have involved stu¬ 
dents growing and possibly selling 
marijuana, as well as possessing 
drugs that are illegal under federal 
law, such as methamphetamines. 

Repercussions for these cases 
vary depending on the situa¬ 
tion, said Executive Director 
for Residential Living Nathan 
Thomas, and any student, regard¬ 
less of where they live, answers to 
the student judiciary. 

"This year is on par with previ¬ 


ous years, but we have had a cou¬ 
ple bigger incidents," he said. "It's 
been awhile since we have seen a 
harder drug than marijuana. The 
handbook says [the offenders] can 
be dismissed or suspended from 
the university." 

Typical ramifications for a first¬ 
time offense where a student is 
caught possessing marijuana 
include a $100 fine, a marijuana 
intervention program and a pro¬ 
bation of some kind. Thomas said 
anything beyond that depends on 
the case. 

"Alcohol is pretty defined 
because we deal with it so much, 
and cases where we find mari¬ 
juana is defined because we see 
that a lot, too," he said. "But in the 


rare events like these, we have to 
handle it case by case." 

If a drug search in a residence 
hall is required, Thomas said all 
roommates are not necessarily 
held accountable. 

"Usually if it's found in dorms, 
we can make a determination as to 
whose it is," he said. 

Senior Hall Director Nick 
Stocchero said the resident hall 
staff is very involved in drug 
searches. 

"If there's any suspicion, the 
[resident advisers] and [assistant 
resident advisers] are the eyes and 
ears for us," he said. "We have a 
computer system to alert the staff 
that we need to do a drug search, 
and it sends out a text message." 


A week before each term, resi¬ 
dence hall staff goes through a 
drug search training course. 

"The police officers help them 
to identify smells, mock drug 
searches, video training...it's a big 
aspect that hall staff has to go 
through," he said. 

Stocchero said it takes two to 
three hours to conduct a drug 
search. 

"We only go in if it's very likely 
we will find something," he said. 
"So it's really rare that we come 
out with nothing." 

Geisert Hall Resident Adviser 
Mackie Atteberry said she has 
only been called to conduct a drug 
search once, but the room was 
empty. 


"If we smell anything, we 
would get some staff together to 
go check it, and then we go about 
the proper protocol," she said. 

Atteberry said residents are 
well informed about drug proto¬ 
col. 

"We make sure they know how 
the process goes," she said. "We 
don't hide it from them." 

Stocchero said students should 
be especially careful of what they 
keep in their dorms. 

"Don't take your chances," 
he said. "It's one of the worst 
things that could happen to you 
here, having to watch someone go 
through your stuff for hours."

Freshman enrollment falls 100 students short of goal

Residence halls are emptier this 
fall than they have been for the 
past two years, and blame falls 
only partially on a smaller than 
expected freshman class. 

"Not only do we have a small¬ 
er freshman class, but we have 
50 sophomores and 21 freshmen 
living in Main Street Commons," 


Vice President for Student Affairs 
Alan Gaisky said, "Another factor 
is how many juniors would have 
stayed in the residence halls had 
Main Street not been an option, 
because St. James is filled." 

Gaisky said the incoming class 
of 1,018 is about 100 students short 
of the goal, a challenge that the 
university will face for the next 
four years. 

"The current senior class is also 


small, as they had about 1,036 
freshmen, and the goal was 1,080," 
he said. "So whenever you have a 
class that doesn't meet enrollment, 
it's not a one year problem." 

Gaisky said a buffer for this is 
the current record-breaking soph¬ 
omore and junior classes, at 1,106 
and 1,136 students, respectively. 

"The fact of the matter is wheth¬

have two record enrollments to go 
along with them," he said. 

A smaller class also allowed 
Elmwood Hall to close for restora¬ 
tions. 

"One of the things we've seen, 
even last year, was a lot of empty 
singles," Gaisky said. "The attrac¬ 
tion of the singles is not what it 
once was given we charge more 
for singles, but they provide less 
options. We wanted to do some 
remodeling, so it was better to 
close Elmwood down for the year 
instead of housing just a few stu¬ 
dents." 

Gaisky said the most vital next 
step is intensive recruiting. 

"Given all the challenges, the 
demographics shifting, the econo¬ 
my's not great, cutbacks in finan¬ 
cial challenges, it's a real chal¬ 
lenge. So recruiting students is 
more difficult than before, he said. 
"We need a top recruitment per¬ 


son, and it's a great job for the 
right person." 

Another concern Gaisky has for 
the university is the financial aid 
outlook. 

"I will tell you that there are 
signs out there that there may be 
cuts in the Pell Grant and the MAP 
Grant, much larger than at other 
private universities," he said. 
"We'd be more greatly affected. 
And that's part of the beauty of 
our campus, is the great economic 
diversity we have." 

Despite difficulties, budget sac¬ 
rifices have not been made, Gaisky 
said. 

"There are no reductions in the 
budget at this point," he said. "But 
it is absolutely imperative for us, 
financially and otherwise, that we 
meet enrollment goals."

New police report protocol limits information 


Transparency is the backbone of 
a successful campus police depart¬ 
ment. 

At least for the past 40 years or 
so, the Bradley University Police 
Department granted The Scout 
access to photocopies of original 
police reports. We in turn have 
established a practice of leaving 
-all names out of the police reports, 
with very few exceptions. Those 
exceptions were expanded upon 
and turned into full-length stories. 

BUPD was without a police 
chief for part of last year, and dur¬ 
ing that time, we were still granted 
full access to reports. 

Under the new police chief 
Brian Joschko, our former process 
for reading and reporting on the 
police reports is obsolete. We now 
receive sanitized, filtered police 
reports, information typed up in 
a log giving us the gist of what 
happened. 

Certain administrators, includ¬ 
ing Vice President for Student 


The Greek night BU was an 
event structured to allow the 
Bradley community to see what 
Greek life is all about.

Not only that, but we want the 
security of knowing that if there 
would be a future report where 
we needed more information, it 
would be available to us. The con¬ 
cern we have after so many years 
of complete transparency is this: 
What is there to hide? 

According to administration, 
there are a couple of things. One, 
the identity of minors, which 
comes up maybe once a year. And 
two, the names of victims as a 
safety measure. On this point, we 
know some cases are sensitive, and 
we are open to working with the 
police on those instances. 

We are not saying that BUPD is 


ties fees and those funds sup¬ 
port excellent activities. Because 
of the unique quality of having 
a 30 percent student population, 
which is a large amount of stu¬ 
dents involved in some form of 
Greek life, student activities saw 
a just cause to allow for a Greek 
Late Night BU. 

IFC and [the Panhellenic 
Council] were given this oppor¬ 
tunity to present the worthiness of 
the Greek community to Bradley 
community. If the student activi¬ 
ties did not have the funds or 
foresaw a possible future conflict 
with future funding for LNBU 
events, then they would not have 
hosted this event. 

To blame the Greek community 
for taking away from the other stu¬ 
dents just because Bradley want¬ 
ed to avoid Blackout Monday is 
absurd and unjustifiable. Blackout 


intentionally hiding information 
from us, but we absolutely have to 
question it. It would be irrespon¬ 
sible not to. Joschko said he spoke 
with the safety and security coun¬ 
cil that came to assess Bradley, and 
that this would be the best way to 
go about communicating the infor¬ 
mation with us. 

This is not just a decision made 
on his part. This is clearly some¬ 
thing administration wants, some¬ 
thing they may have wanted for 
quite some time. 

While we acknowledge that 
these typed reports contain more 
information than the required 
daily crime log, we are not going 
to ignore that a complete commu¬ 
nicative overhaul was a bit exces¬ 
sive. When we were allowed to 
look over the entire police report, 
we did not abuse that power. And 
we are requesting that power 
again. 

We are not creeps, we are not 
voyeurs. We are the media. If we

the shoulder of our police depart¬ 
ment, then who does?

They may 
be affiliated with a private univer¬ 
sity, but what they do with that 
power should not be private. It 
certianly isn’t when it comes to the 
Peoria police or the Peoria County 
Sheriff's office or any other law 
enforcement officers BU students 
may encounter. 

And despite all that, they legal¬ 
ly do not have to give us the 
original reports. They do not have 
to comply with the Freedom of 
Information Act.

Culture doesn't just appear; it's 
birthed, often painfully after hours, 
days, weeks of labor. It takes focus, 
dedication and practice. 

Personally, I love seeing the sausage 
get made. I'm obsessed with how TV, 
music and film are created. Going into 
the first full dress rehearsal of Bradley 
University's production of "Ragtime," 

I didn't know what to expect. I knew 
a lot of work goes into getting the 
performances into working order, but I 
wasn't exactly sure what I was diving 
into. 

After seeing the performance, I 
can definitively say that "Ragtime" is the 
most ambitious production that Bradley 
Theatre has done since I've been here. It 
has a massive cast, a script that covers 
a variety of subjects and a minimalist 
set that's used to create a variety of 
locations. 

For the most part, it works. There's a 
nice brassy style that opens the musical 
with a fantastic setup and the music 
slowly morphs to match the changing 
tones of the production, although if s 
stymied by a script that might be too 
many things to too many people. 


"Ragtime" essentially tells the story 
of three groups, a Caucasian family from 
New Rochelle, an Eastern European 
immigrant and his daughter and an 
African-American ragtime piano player 
searching for his lost love. Their stories 
combine in unexpected ways in the first 
act before exploding in a second act that 
lets the tension that's been simmering 
for the first hour erupt into a rolling boil. 

One thing that needs to be noted 
about the show is that it's a true 
musical. The plot of "Ragtime" is almost 
completely communicated in song. I'm 
sure this could be a turn off for some 
people, but the songs work well for the 
oversized emotions of the show. 

Junior Chloe Dzielak plays the 
matriarch of the unnamed American 
family and delivers several extremely 
impressive solos. Junior Cedi Starks- 
Blutcher plays ragtime pianist with 
equal parts dignity, honor and wounded 
pride. His songs communicate many of 
these feelings alternatively joyfully and 
with a sense of wounded vengeance. 

The great thing about the piece is 
really the way it can be interpreted. 
While one viewer may grab a hold of the 


overt racial overtones of the production, 
the next person may hold onto the birth 
of American splendor and culture in a 
changing landscape, while another may 
latch onto a story of love, revenge and 
respect. 

This will work for some people, 
having multiple ways to interpret a 
dense two-and-a-half-hour play. Others 
could be turned off by the interlocking 
characters and the appearances of 
famous personalities of the time such 
as Houdini, Booker T. Washington, 

Emma Goldman and Evelyn Nesbit 
who contribute and reflect on what's 
happening on stage. Ultimately, it's 
going to work for some and not for 
others. 

More than anything else, I have to 
commend everyone involved with the 
production for being ambitious with a 
difficult script and doing a great job with 
it. It's an entertaining and suitably tense 
first act followed by a morally grey, very 
introspective second act. It's challenging 
and occasionally heavy handed, but 
against all that, "Ragtime" comes 
together impressively well.

Two and a Half Men has never been a good 
show. Somehow, with its casual misogyny and 
lack of overall narrative structure, it has managed 
to average around 14 million viewers per episode, 
making it the most watched sitcom on television. 

This past March, Charlie Sheen, who played 
the eponymous playboy Charlie Harper, was fired 
from the show after making derogatory comments 
about its creator. Chuck Lorre, along with reports of 
cocaine use and $7,000 worth of damage at the Plaza 
Hotel in New York. 

CBS chose to renew Two and a Half Men for a 
ninth season, and on May 13, it was announced 
Sheen would be replaced with Ashton 
Kutcher. 

Wait, really? 

Monday's premiere featured Sheen's 
character's funeral, killed offscreen 
after being hit by a train. But beyond 
the loss of Sheen, not much has 
changed for the sitcom. Now lacking 
its leading man's tiger blood and 
Adonis DNA, the series introduced 
Walden Schmidt, a suicidal billionaire 
portrayed by Kutcher, who looks like 
he recently walked off a production of 
"Jesus Christ Superstar." Beyond the 
new guy, however, it's same old, same 
old. 

Within the first five minutes we're 
given multiple STD jokes, followed by 
two fart jokes. When Walden and Alan 
Harper (Jon Cryer) go to a bar, they pick 
up two attractive women, who (of course) 
turn out to be dumb as bricks. Just like 
when Charlie Sheen was on. 

We would be remiss if we did not 
mention the Dharma and Greg reunion 
that occurred when Jenna Elfman and 
Thomas Gibson brought back their 
characters from the Lorre-created 
series, which aired from 1997 to 2002. It's 
good to see the writers staying current for 
their show. 






Ultimately, nothing has changed for Two and a 
Half Men. If it wants to sustain its popularity, it can't 
get away from its norm too much. 

The show became a hit due to its crudeness and 
the fairly funny situations Charlie and Alan 
got themselves into. If anything, Kutcher's 
character will likely be a continuation 
of Charlie Harper: a good-looking, 
confident idiot who can have any 
woman he wants, even if he 
demeans them throughout the 
whole thing. Jon Cryer, the 
show's single bright spot, will 
be stuck as dorky, nervous 
Alan for the rest of the 
show. 

Replacing Sheen 
seems to show a lack 
o f confidence in 


Cryer to lead the series, even though he's miles 
ahead of Kutcher as an actor, especially in the 
season premiere. But Sheen's departure and the 
introduction of Kutcher may have been the best 
thing for the show. Twenty-eight million people 
watched Monday night's premiere, making 
it the most watched episode of a scripted 
series since 2005. 

Besides CBS, no one gains from 
the addition of Kutcher. He adds 
nothing to a dull, crude and stupid 
show that doesn't want to 
change. Those high viewership 
numbers will probably not 
last, and there's only so 
long you can make the 
same jokes over and 
over again. If we're 
lucky. Two and a Half 
Men will no longer 
be winning by 
the end of this 
year.

Networks should meet demand for female-centered programming 


It's hard for me to watch as 
much TV as I do. I get through 
around four hours of TV a day in 
some form, whether it's watching 
live, Netflix or Hulu, and I care 
immensely about the medium. I 
watch trends in the medium, pay 
attention to repeating tropes and 
watch as much HGTV as I do 
Spike. It's frightening. 

For those who aren't as tuned 
in as someone who spends most 
of his day staring at glowing rect¬ 
angles, we're getting into the dubi¬ 
ous time of pilot seasons. These are 
the days where networks trot out 
whatever long gestating, generally 
flawed series of inane plot points 
they've been sitting on and shove 
them down our collective throats 
through advertising rushes and 
pop-up ads that make me wonder 


just why Whitney Cummings has 
such a big mouth. 

Versus last seasons pairing of 
ambitious failures like Lone Star; 
fatty-fall-down-make-funny sit¬ 
coms like Mike and Molly and dull, 
plodding stereotypical procedur¬ 
als like Chase, this year is sur¬ 
prisingly focused on producing a 
bunch of shows in the same theme. 
2011 is strangely focused on sassy 
girls, whether they were broke, 
sassy, really sassy or vaguely twee. 

There's been a persistent 
problem in television of a lack 
of female writers and producers 
in the medium. According to the 
Center for the Study of Women 
in Television & Film, the number 
of women writing television has 
dropped from 35 percent in the 
2006-2007 season to a mere 15 per¬ 


cent in 2010. 

It's a rough but understandable 
drop off. For almost entirely white- 
male network chairmen, men in 
their early 20s are the primary 
market to shoot for. They see men 
as consumers willing to spend 
their disposable income most like¬ 
ly on high-profit-low-cost items 
like movies, snacks, video games 
and events. It's an easy product 
to sell, but they require program¬ 
ming to draw males in to advertise 
to them and, as such, more pro¬ 
gramming targeted to that very 
specific demographic is required. 

So spring's raunchy comedies 
in the vein of It's Always Sunny 
in Philadelphia and most of Adult 
Swim's programming blocks are 
given green lights simply because 
they're drawing a very market¬ 


able demographic. The problem is 
cyclical, more males are needed to 
write the marketable shows, mov¬ 
ing shows written and conceived 
by women off the docket. 

This year features pilots 
focused on women such as 2 Broke 
Girls, New Girl, Whitney, Pan Am, 
and The Playboy Club. While only 
a few have been made available 
for view, there's some promise, 
and it's nice to see a rising female 
comedian receive her own show in 
the form of Whitney. It's a shame 
that the pilot is nothing but sub- 
Two and a Half Men level raunchi¬ 
ness and awkwardly forced emo¬ 
tional moments with a less than 
stellar cast. 

With the success of this sum¬ 
mer's "Bridesmaids," I would 
think network executives would 


see the demand for female domi¬ 
nated entertainment with cross¬ 
over appeal. Unfortunately, what 
we still receive is rarely thought¬ 
ful, rarely considered and rarely 
inspired in its treatment of female 
characters or women in the writers 
room. Until we've got that, I guess 
we're stuck with having to deal 
with inequality in Hollywood and 
its fiction.

much easier to understand what's 
going on." 

The idea was originally 
brought up through Student 
Senate, Arnett said. 

"Student Senate requested the 
change, and we've been working 
with them to implement it," he 
said. "This change was a great 
idea, and I agree that it needed to 
be done. I think this new way is 
much better than the old way, and 
I like it a lot." 

Although the alarm has been 
changed in Geisert, it will be 
another two weeks until the rest 
of campus buildings have the 
shorter alert, Arnett said. 

"We're in the process of chang¬ 
ing the alarms," he said. "It 


sounds easy, but it's really not. We 
have to take the time to reprogram 
the entire system in every build¬ 
ing. It's incredibly time consum¬ 
ing, but it will be in every campus 
building with the audio alerts in 
two weeks. It just takes awhile." 

Though the messages will be 
changed slightly, Arnett said stu¬ 
dents probably won't notice the 
difference. 

"Nobody's really going to 
notice the messages are different 
unless they're really listening for 
it," he said. "Content will still be 
the same, after all, [the messages 
will] just be a lot quicker and more 
efficient."

Bradley soccer coach Jim 
DeRose said at the beginning of 
the season he didn't expect his 
team to finish the year unde¬ 
feated.

The Tigers struck in the 80th 
minute when Mark Sherrod took 
a long pass and lost his shoe at 
midfield. But Sherrod was able to 
gather himself, and nail the shoe¬ 
less kick into the back of net to 
give Memphis the victory. 

DeRose said the team needs 
to keep working on its attack to 


create goals for the Braves. 

"We have got to continue to 
generate scoring chances," he 
said.

Volleyball earns first MVC win over Southern Illinois

After dropping the first two sets 
against Southern Illinois Saturday, 
the volleyball team rallied back for 
a five-set victory and its first con¬ 
ference win of the season. 

"We settled down, we battled, 
and we were able to show what 
we are capable of," coach Jenny 
Maurer said. 

Sophomore Alise Tupuritis led 
the team with a career-high 18 
kills, and the Braves recorded a 
season-best 13 blocks to beat the 
Salukis 22-25, 16-25, 25-20, 25-22 
and 15-12 to improve to 7-4 on the 
season. 

"We worked really hard to get 
that first conference win this sea¬ 
son, and we definitely fought back 
in that match," Tupuritis said. "I 
feel like it's a well-deserved win." 

Junior Madelyn Ervin had 
11 kills, senior Rachelle Dejean 
led the team with 11 digs, and 
freshman Madison Kamp set a 
career-high with 54 assists to help 
give Bradley its first win against 
Southern Illinois since 2005. 

"No matter what we do, confi¬ 
dence is key," Tupuritis said. "We 
can win a lot of conference games." 

In the final three sets, the 
Braves tallied a .292 percent attack 
percentage, an upgrade over the 
.188 percent attack percentage in 


the first two. 

Another important factor in the 
Braves comeback was Bradley's 
sideout percentage. In the first two 
sets, Bradley forced the Salukis to 
a sideout 47 percent of the time 
compared to 70 percent in the final 
three sets. 

"You are feeling pretty good 
about yourself when you are 
around 70 to 75 percent," Maurer 
said. "Not letting teams get con¬ 
fident by getting runs on you 


[shows] how effective you are." 

Last Friday, Bradley fell in its 
Missouri Valley Conference open¬ 
er to Evansville in three straight 
sets, 25-21, 25-18 and 25-17. 

"We just didn't play our game," 
Maurer said. "We didn't play with 
confidence, it was more in our 
heads than anything else." 

Sophomore Amy Angelos led 
the team with nine kills followed 
by Tupuritis with eight. Kamp 
paced the Braves with 12 digs. 


Bradley was held to a .134 attack 
percentage, while the Purple Aces 
finished with a .288 attack percent¬ 
age. 

Bradley heads to Indiana State 
for a match tonight at 6 p.m., and 
will head to Illinois State for a 2 
p.m. match Sunday. The Braves 
return back to Peoria, Sept. 30 
against Missouri State at 7 p.m. in 
the arena.

Once a year the Olin quad 
is packed with cardboarad and 
socializing, all for a good cause.

extension cords to power laptops 
and lights, Wagner said she thinks 
people do try to get the full effect 
out of the opportunity.

Skunk population grows, causes 
problems 

The skunk population has grown exponential in 
Illinois causing some stinky problems. As many as 6,700 
of the rabies-ridden creatures were booted from the 
northeastern part of the state last year, according to the 
state's Department of Natural Resources. 

Pet owners are encouraged to vaccinate their pets 
against rabies if they have not already to protect their 
animals and themselves. 

Wildlife experts suggest homeowners not feed their 
pets inside and not leave garbage bags out to keep 
skunks away from their homes. Skunks are looking for 
food sources so leaving a food supply out will attract 
them. 

If a skunk is encountered people are advised to just 
ignore the animal and not try to scare it off.

Homecoming weekend will 
have a hefty agenda this year, 
and one of the most anticipated 
events will be the dedication of the 
Hayden-Clark Alumni Center. 

The Alumni Center has been in 
the works since 2006, and ground 
broke for the building in the fall 
of 2009. 

"Alumni had come to us and 
requested this project, but origi¬ 
nally it was much bigger than 
this," Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said. "We asked 
them to agree on something small¬ 
er that would work in this space, 
and plans moved from there." 

The space for the Alumni 
Center was ideal, Anna said, 
because it was not an appropriate 
place for other buildings. 

"This building couldn't be built 
any bigger for emergency vehicles 
to get through, so we could not 
build a new student center here, 
and it's not big enough for an aca¬ 


demic building," he said. 

Anna said the Alumni Center 
will be open seven days a week, 
and will be more than just an 
alumni gathering place. 

"This building also functions 
as very limited office space and 
student work space for student 
ambassadors," he said. 

The $12 million project, which 
was funded entirely by alumni 
donations, was built to add to 
the architectural appeal of Bradley 
Hall, Anna said. 

"There is no one who has any 
interest in Bradley who shouldn't 
see the Hall of Pride,” he said. 
”We may bring prospective stu¬ 
dents through here because every 
student who enrolls with Bradley 
should expect to one day be an 
alum." 

Vice President for Advancement 
Pat Vickerman said this was the 
right time to build the Alumni 
Center. 

"This was built because of the 
generosity of our alums, and they 
play a huge role in the future of 



our university," he said. "In 
this way they can be a part 
of the institution after they 
leave." 

Vickerman said one of 
the most difficult aspects of 
this project was finding a 
place to house it. 

"One of the challenges 
we had was space because 
we have a very limited foot¬ 
print," he said. "Sometimes 
when you put up new 
buildings, you run the risk 
of having building on top 
of building. So it's great 
that we made space for a 
quad, it's nice to see some 
green." 

Vickerman said students 
should also take advantage 
of the Alumni Center. 

"From the student per¬ 
spective, it's really special 
for them to be in the Hall 
of Pride and to know that 
they're making history right now," 
he said. "That's exactly what our 
alums will be doing in the next

LNBU Shuttle organized in response to safety concerns

Students who live far from the 
Markin Center will be able to 
hitch a ride to Late Night BU this 
weekend. 

"As Bradley's campus 
expands, so does the average 
distance students have to walk,” 
Student Activities Graduate 
Assistant Kyle Malinowski said. 


"This growing distance poses as a 
greater threat to safety." 

Malinowski is in charge of 
coordinating the university-pro¬ 
vided shuttle service, or as he 
calls it the Braves Bus, to Late 
Night BU for students who reside 
in Main Street Commons and the 
St. James Apartment Complex. 

Although it has been avail¬ 
able for the past two events 
to all students living in the St. 
James Complex or in Main Street 


Commons, Malinowski said only 
31 students took advantage of the 
Braves Bus during the last LNBU. 

"I think there is a lot of room 
for growth," Malinowski said. 
"I'd like it to become a system uti¬ 
lized by students as a safe mode 
of transportation." 

Vice President of Student 
Affairs Alan Gaisky said although 
the number seems low, it was 
the first event they kept track of 
the number of students who took 


the shuttle. The number of stu¬ 
dents who reside at Main Street 
Commons and St. James who 
attend the event without taking 
the shuttle is unknown; therefore 
there is no basis to compare to. 

"The fact that people are using 
it is a good initial response," he 
said. "I'm not sure if it has been 
publicized as well as it should be, 
but it's a good start." 

Senior sociology major Brett 
Williams has been volunteering 
as the only shuttle driver. He 
said there were some changes he 
would like to see made to the 
service. 

"It's a good idea but a lot of 
improvement could be made," he 
said. "There hasn't been much 
advertising." 

Williams suggested there be 
something on the van, like a mag¬ 
net to identify it as the shuttle 
as well as having a sign outside 
Markin so students know where 
the van will be for pick-ups. 

Malinowski said he is working 
to further advertise the service as 
well as see what future options 
this service can provide, such as 
keeping the shuttle on a route sys¬ 
tem, making stops at off-campus 
residences, dorms and Fredonia 
Avenue. 

"This initiative should be 
considered closer and examined 
against models of other universi¬ 
ties," he said. 


Williams said he agreed that 
the service should not be limited 
to only two pick-up locations. 

"If they're going to [provide 
this service] it should be a larger 
range and not only that route," 
he said. "If there are people that 
need to get somewhere, we might 
as well make sure they get there 
safe." 

The shuttle runs every half 
hour for students coming and 
going from the event free of 
charge for students. Gaisky said 
he initially proposed the idea in 
an effort to provide a safe alterna¬ 
tive to the walk. 

"Safety was our main concern," 
he said. "Main Street Commons 
has a lot of freshman and soph¬ 
omores, and we knew students 
would feel better and safer if they 
took the shuttle one way, if not 
both ways to Late Night BU." 

In addition to safety, Gaisky 
said there were other concerns 
about the distance from residenc¬ 
es outside of the campus limits to 
Markin. 

"It's also getting colder and it 
may be too cold for students to 
make the walk," he said. "With 
all of the construction on campus, 
you can't take the shortest route."

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U of I science professor speaks about effect of weather change

When University of Illinois 
professor of atmospheric sciences 
Donald Wuebbles is asked if a 
warm day in December is sup¬ 
posed to be proof of global warm¬ 
ing, he laughs. 

"A warm day in December 
is not global warming, it's just 
a warm day in December," 
Wuebbles, who spoke on campus 
Monday night, said. "You don't 
see the effects of global warming 
every day. But there are many, 
many more signs that global 
warming and [climate change] is 
a real problem." 

Wuebbles said many people 
are still finding it hard to accept 
that climate change is an issue. 

"I get asked all the time if 
I believe in climate change, but 
the science is clear," he said. "It 
is happening, and it is affecting 
you and me. Thousands of scien¬ 
tists around the world have put 
out major statements about this, 
not just me. It's a very important 
issue." 


The only place where the 
occurrence of climate change is 
really being questioned is the 
media, he said. 

"The debate [about climate 
change] occurs in the media, 
not in the scientific community," 
Wuebbles said. "About 97 per¬ 
cent of scientific journals clear¬ 
ly indicate that this is a very 
big issue, and the only place it's 
really being disputed is in the 
media." 

There is currently a lot of 
proof this is affecting the world, 
he said. 

"We're seeing a very major 
change in the climate and weath¬ 
er over the past 30-40 years," 
Wuebbles said. "The tempera¬ 
ture and sea levels are rising, 
glaciers are retreating, river flows 
are changing, snow is melting 
earlier. The people in Montana 
are worried that Glacier National 
Park will soon be known as the 
park formerly known as Glacier 
National Park. All the glaciers are 
melting." 

Wuebbles said there is a large 
misconception about the green¬ 


house effect. 

"The greenhouse effect is 100 
percent natural," he said. "Heat 
is trapped in the atmosphere and 
sustains life on the planet. The 
enhanced greenhouse effect is 
what global warming is." 


The enhanced greenhouse 
effect is almost entirely human- 
created, Wuebbles said. 

"We're putting more carbon 
dioxide and other gases in the 
air, which is driving a change in 
the global climate," he said. "This 


is primarily human-induced. It's 
sort of like wrapping a huge blan¬ 
ket around the earth." 

Wuebbles said the effects of 
global warming and climate 
change will be drastic and in our 
lifetimes. 

"By the end of the century, 
there will be a 2.5-11 degrees 
Fahrenheit temperature change," 
he said. "What does that mean? 
Well, double that is an ice age, 
so this is a pretty substantial 
change. In the Midwest, we'll 
see increased summer and spring 
precipitation with drier summers. 
More of the precipitation will take 
place as a large event, like more 
frequent and intense periods of 
heavy rainfall." 

Making changes is necessary 
to slow the increase in climate 
change, Wuebbles said. 

'The benefits of strong early 
action can greatly outweigh the 
costs," he said. "We cannot com¬ 
pletely stop the climate from 
changing, but we can adapt to it." 


Heitz swipe card access unique among campus buildings

Swipe card access to Heitz Hall 
is one of many major renovations 
done recently on the building. 

Unlike other campus buildings, 
Heitz is unique because the swipe 


card systems are attached to each 
individual room on the first and 
ground floors, allowing students 
to access to their building, hall and 
room by swiping or waving their 
school ID. 

Junior political science major 
Matt Kemper is a resident advisor 


in Heitz and said using his ID to 
gain access is more convenient. 

"I really like it," he said. "It's a 
lot easier to get inside for people 
who belong in the building, and 
it is more secure as well because 
there is no need to fumble around 
for your key. You just have to put 


your card up to the proxy and the 
door immediately unlocks." 

Executive Director of Residence 
Living and Leadership Nathan 
Thomas said the new system at 
Heitz is a step in the right direc¬ 
tion to modernize the school. 

"What you'll see over the next 
few years is that swipe card inte¬ 
gration will happen all over cam¬ 
pus," Thomas said. "More access 
points will have them, including 
residence hall floors and elevators 
as opposed to keys." 

Heitz is currently the only 
building with the swipe system 
integrated on two floors. Thomas 
said the system is expensive 
to install and maintain and he 
doesn't see the swipe system being 
integrated into individual rooms 
of other residence halls in the near 
future. 

"It's actually very expensive," 
he said. "One point access, for 
example the front door of Harper, 
is three to five thousand dollars of 
work and materials to make one 
swipe access point. If you consider 
all residence halls it adds up very, 
very quickly." 

The new additions have 
received a mixed reaction from 
the students living in Heitz. They

enjoy the convenience of the swipe 
card system, but dread misplacing 
their card and being locked out of 
their own room. 

"Upperclassmen are still get¬ 
ting used to it because it was all 
key before this," freshman busi¬ 
ness major Amber Kohnke said. 

The swipe system installed at 
each individual dorm room imme¬ 
diately locks when it is closed. 
Therefore, if a student leaves for a 
short period of time, does not prop 
open their door and forgets his or 
her card, they will be locked out of 
their room. 

Once students have adjusted 
to the new swipe cards and the 
system functions as it should, stu¬ 
dents should have easier access to 
wherever they need to get. 

"If you forget your card you 
have to find your RA to open up 
your door," sophomore business 
management and administration 
major Evan Schier said. "It is still 
nice to have to only carry one 
thing to get into Heitz, onto your 
floor and into your room."

'The committee's main pur¬ 
pose is to educate and inform the 
Bradley community of the opera¬ 
tions, benefits, services and staff 
of the bookstore," said senior busi¬ 
ness management major Yolanda 
Grajeda, who is a member of the 
committee. 

The committee is strategizing 
ways in which the bookstore can 
share their news around campus, 
especially focusing on advertis¬ 
ing information about buying and 
renting books. They are also plan¬ 
ning on getting feedback from stu¬ 
dents about what they would like 
to see in the bookstore, as well as 
any concerns. 

Sophomore history and English 
major and fellow committee mem¬ 
ber Becka Bartel said she agreed 
with Grajeda. 

"This committee is dedicated to 


improving the bookstore's services 
to benefit Bradley's students," she 
said. 

The committee consists of a 
combination of students, faculty 
and staff to make an important 
and powerful mix of people. 

"By partnering students and 
faculty alike, the committee 
ensures an all-around representa¬ 
tion of the bookstore's needs and 
wants," said freshman internation¬ 
al business major Dashawn Cason, 
also a member.

Department. Cason is a Senator 
in University Hall. 

"At one of the Senate meet¬ 
ings I volunteered to be on this 
committee to better understand 
bookstore mechanics," said 
Cason. 

Even though the group has 
only met once, Bradley has a lot 
of expectations from the com¬ 
mittee. 

"[There will be] definitely 
more advertisement to ensure 
that students, staff and faculty 
know about the bookstore and 
how renting and buying books 
from the bookstore benefits the 
university," said Grajeda. 

However, purchasing books 
is not all the committee is about, 
Bartel said. 

"Bradley can expect this commit¬ 
tee to be a resource for current 
information and to be open to con¬ 
structive criticism and comments," 
she said.

Student safety precautions extend beyond Bradley campus

Safety is important, on and 
off campus, and students should 
know what to do if or when they 
are in a situation where a crime is 
taking place. 

"No matter where a person 
is, safety is a shared responsibil¬ 
ity," Bradley Chief of Police Brian 
Joschko said. "A couple of the 
most common safety prevention 


techniques would include keeping 
your dorm room or house locked 
at all times, whether you are home 
or away." 

"Do not keep your valuables in 
your vehicle, and if you do, keep 
them out of sight; secure your 
bicycle using a high quality secu¬ 
rity lock, not a simple cable." 

There are several things stu¬ 
dents can do to feel safe at night, 
Joschko said. 

"Especially at night, travel 


in groups and use well lit walk¬ 
ing paths," he said. "Always be 
aware of your surroundings, and 
do not be distracted by talking on 
the phone or listening to music. 
During darkness, utilize the BUPD 
escort services [at 677-2000]. No 
matter how small an incident may 
be, go to a safe location and report 
any suspicious activity as soon as 
possible. When in doubt, call the 
police." 

Joschko said no matter where 



you are, on or off campus, crime 
can occur and students should be 
prepared. 

"It makes no difference if you 
are in Chicago, a Chicago suburb 
or Peoria, because crime can hap¬ 
pen anywhere at any time," he 
said. 

As for crime on campus, 
Joschko said the BUPD is always 
trying to deter crime. 

"The BUPD remains commit¬ 
ted to providing highly visible, 
proactive patrols to prevent, deter 
and suppress crime. We patrol on 
campus and the near off-campus 
areas where most students reside. 
We maintain excellent working 
relationships with the Peoria 


Police Department, the Peoria 
County Sheriff's Department and 
the Illinois State Patrol." 

If students would like BUPD 
assistance while off campus, 
students should feel free to call, 
Joschko said. 

"BUPD provides escorts to stu¬ 
dents on campus and in the near 
off campus area," he said. "Any 
service requests, such as rides or 
jumpstarts, outside of that area are 
evaluated on a case by case basis. 
If you aren't sure what to do, call 
us just to be safe. It will never 
hurt."

iPad tours add edge, but aren't necessary 


The student admission's office 
will soon be incorporating the 
use of iPads during their campus 
tours. 

Students and their parents will 
be able to watch short videos, add¬ 
ing another unique element to a 
typical college tour. 

Especially when people are 
visiting campus on a snowy or 
rainy day, prospective students 
will have the opportunity to view 
videos of campus when students 
are active on the quad. We feel 
that incorporating video footage to 
campus tours gives us a leg-up on 
competing universities.

In today's article titled 
"Prospective student tours 
enhanced with iPads," we discuss 
how the tour guide will have a 
pilot iPad, giving them control to 
choose what tour groups watch at 
given stops. 

It seems these iPads may take 
away the human element of a tour, 
making it self-sufficent on just vid¬ 
eos.

Baseball coach's donation gives player a second chance 


You know how the story begins. 
You've seen it thousands of times 
in movies and TV shows. A coach 
offers a talented player a schol¬ 
arship to play for their school. 
The coach takes a liking to the 
player and treats him like family. 
The coach helps the player reach 
his full potential and gives him 
a chance no one else would. And 
then the credits roll and the movie 
is over, but this story doesn't stop 
there. 

Kevin Jordan is from Columbus, 
Georgia, a city 190 miles southwest 
of Atlanta. Tom Walter is the head 
baseball coach for the Wake Forest 
Demon Deacons. 

Walter recruited Jordan, offered 
him a scholarship and soon after 
Jordan accepted, becoming part of 
Walter's 2010 recruiting class. 

Life was good for the outfielder. 
He was signed to play division I 
baseball and the New York Yankees 
took him in the 19th round of the 
MLB draft. 

But a year-and-a-half ago 
Jordan spent most of the spring of 
his senior year sick with what he 
thought was the flu. After drop¬ 
ping nearly 30 pounds, his fam¬ 


ily took him to Emory University 
Hospital for tests. What they 
found shattered his dreams of 
major league stardom. 

Jordan was diagnosed with 
ANCA vasculitis, a disease in 
which your own white blood cells 
attack your tissues. Soon after, his 
kidneys began to fail and by the 
summer of 2010, he was on dialy¬ 
sis three times a week. 

As the summer faded to fall, 
Jordan's disease continued to prog¬ 
ress. In August, just before he was 
set to begin attending classes at 
Wake Forest, doctors determined 
that his kidney function was just 
eight percent. An immediate trans¬ 
plant was recommended. 

A kidney transplant requires a 
match and no one in Jordan's fam¬ 
ily met the requirements. The only 
option was to join the national 
registry. 

According to the United 
Network for Organ Sharing, in 
2009, 16,829 kidneys were trans¬ 
planted in the United States but 
another 86,000 people remain on 
the registry list. A transplant could 
take years, and Jordan didn't have 
years. 


This is where Walter comes in. 
When Jordan arrived on campus, 
Walter was so inspired by his play¬ 
er's courage he decided he ought 
to get tested. 

"The simple fact that he showed 
up on campus demands so much 
respect," Walter said. "For an 
18-year-old kid to go through what 
he's gone through and just be on 
campus is an amazing story in 
itself."

Over the past year, two shows about storage unit 
auctions have popped up on cable, each stretching 
their own credibility while making for some fairly 
reliable, if forgettable, entertainment. 

Storage Wars (Wednesdays at 9 p.m. on A&E) 
and Auction Hunters (Tuesdays at 9 p.m. on Spike 
TV) feature treasure hunters who attend auctions of 
storage units. After three months of no rent payments 
being made, a storage unit is put up for auction, with 
everything inside going to whoever makes the highest 
bid. 

Storage Wars focuses on the competition between 
four different bidders, as they attempt to either get the 
best unit at an auction or drive the price up to force 
the others to pay much more than a unit is worth. 

The arguments and fights that come up during the 
bidding process can seem fairly scripted. It strains 
belief that these people would always fight each other 
at something they do at least once a week. 

Auction Hunters , on the other hand, is based 


around two bidders who purchase units, then try 
to sell them for a large profit. Since these two work 
together, there is little drama during the bidding, 
making it slightly more tolerable to watch. 

What seems manufactured are their discoveries 
in the units they get: jet engines, antique weapons, 
pinball machines and more. While there is a 
disclaimer at the beginning, saying the show is based 
around their most rare finds. Auction Hunters may 
leave the viewer rolling their eyes at the contents of 
each unit. 

Even with these seemingly scripted moments 
in each, both shows make for some excellent time 
wasting if there is nothing else on. They are a quick, 
easy watch, even if you don't believe anything 
you're seeing is real. Finding out what the contents 
of each unit are worth leads to legitimate drama and 
excitement. Neither show is destined to be a classic, 
but they can lead to some fun on your TV.

TREASURE HUNT SHOWS 
HAKE FOR LAID BACK FUN 
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Uwire: Tips for tackling stressful midterm season

With midterms fast approach¬ 
ing, students on campus are ready¬ 
ing to face those dreaded sub¬ 
jects that never made sense during 
class. The hours spent cramming 
in the library are only going up, 
and students are putting in more 
hours than they have up till now. 

However, such study habits 
may not necessarily spell success. 
There is a large gap between the 
right way to study, and what one 
may think is the right way. 

Lori Marie Petrovich, senior 
lecturer in chemistry and coordi¬ 
nator of the general chemistry lab¬ 
oratories at N.C. State U., advises 
students on studying, and busts 
some myths in the process. 

Myth 1: The class notes will be 
available to study later, so paying 
attention in class means listening 
intently to the teacher. 

Reality: It's advised to take 
notes in class. Merely listening in 
class is not as effective as writing 
down keywords and points dur¬ 
ing the lecture. You are more likely 
to remember them during review. 
Use different colored pens: blue 
for in class points, black for notes 
from lecture slides and teacher's 
notes and red for additional infor¬ 
mation from reference books. 

Myth 2: If you don't under¬ 
stand a concept, leave it. Go ahead 
with the next topic. 

Reality: Studying a bit each 
day and fully understanding all 
homework questions is important. 
If you don't follow a concept, pur¬ 
sue it. Material tends to pile up 
at a later stage, and you may not 
be able to recall what that one 
piece was that you did not follow 


up with. Ideas are often intercon¬ 
nected in the course. 

Myth 3: Group study is the 
quickest way to learn. 

Reality: Group study is a very 
efficient way to gather information 
as long as you can generate the 
same independently. While study¬ 
ing in a group, you may think 
you understood a derivation, or 
a problem technique. But, during 
a test, you find yourself unable to 
arrive at the solution. This is the 
reason why some students get a 
90 on their homework and yet get 
low marks on the test. 

Myth 4: If there are four text¬ 
books listed for a course, read 
them all. 

Reality: We live in an infor¬ 
mation age, and there is an 
overwhelming amount of mate¬ 
rial available. Students should use 
their instructors and their notes 
as a guide. The class syllabus will 
help keep you within the frame¬ 
work of what you are expected to 
know. Textbooks must strictly be 
a supplement to these notes. You 
can go ahead and explore more 
detailed information in these, but 
the moment you enter an unfa¬ 
miliar territory, you should know 
to stop. 

Today, students participate in 
many extra-curricular activities. 
Some even have part-time jobs. 
They look for efficiency. Studying 
all hours, and being a bookworm 
does not help. Study smarter, not 
more. 

Myth 5: Pick a subject and pur¬ 
sue it until you are done studying. 
Then, move on to the next subject 
and repeat the process. 

Reality: One must always 
rotate subjects while studying. 
Study a subject for 45 minutes

while paying full attention and 
within your cone of silence. Then 
take a 15 minute break to refresh 
before resuming your studies. If 
you are taking both science and 
humanities, switch between the 
two so that you don't get bored. 
Study chapters in small parts. 

Myth 6: If you haven't per¬ 
formed well on the first test, it 
means you need to slog. Work 
hard, and study all the topics. 

Reality: Everyone takes up the 
first test blindfolded. It's what you 
do after this that decides your 


success on the next. After the first 
test, sit down and dissect the ques¬ 
tion paper. Try to analyze where 
the questions are coming from. 
They may be coming from the 
lecture notes, footnotes in the text, 
or exercise questions after a chap¬ 
ter. When you gain this predictive 
power, you can target your study 
for the next test. 

Myth 7: You learn better if 
you study late into the night, and 
whenever you study, stick to your 
study table. 


Reality: Students have to iden¬ 
tify the kind of study environment 
that works for them. A study envi¬ 
ronment is the time of the day and 
the place that suits them. Some 
students study best during the day 
and some into the night, while oth¬ 
ers learn better early in the morn¬ 
ing. Identify what works for you. 
Also, change your study environ¬ 
ment if you tend to get bored of a 
particular place.

interactive media major Eric 
Johnsen. He was enlisted by 
interactive media chairperson 
Jim Ferolo, who had been talking 
about creating something like this 
with the university's marketing 
department for more than a year.

1-74 rivalry game with ISU 


Braves lose

After winning the first set, the 
volleyball team dropped three 
straight sets to fall to its 1-74 rival 
Illinois State Sunday afternoon. 

"It was all on us," said junior 
defensive spedalisr Allie Gardner. 
"We beat ourselves. We started off 
fairly confident, and we kind of 
lost it after [the first set]." 

Bradley took the first set 25-23, 
without ever losing its lead. 
However, Illinois State dominated 
the rest of the way behind three 
consecutive aces and a 9-0 run 
in the second set to win the next 
three sets: 25-19, 28-26 and 25-17. 

"We are going to improve our 
mental game, and being able to 
finish and executing at crucial 
points in the game." Gardner said. 

Senior Megan Schmidt and 


sophomore Alise Tupuritis led the 
team with 10 kills, while senior 
Rachelle Dejean paced the Braves 
with 10 digs. 

Dejean has 1,212 digs in her 
career, fourth in Bradley history, 
and is 149 digs from becoming the 
school's all-time leader. 

Bradley had a .188 attack per¬ 
centage in the first set, but aver¬ 
aged a .058 for the rest of the 
match. 

The Redbirds own a 54-13 edge 
over Bradley in the history of the 
rivalry, including a nine-match 
losing streak for the Braves in 
Normal. 

Last Friday, Bradley was one 
set away from its second confer¬ 
ence victory before losing the 
fourth and fifth set. 

The Braves lost to Indiana 
State, 29-27, 21-25, 22-25, 25-21 
and 15-13, giving the Sycamores 


their first conference victory. 

"We lost our momentum and 
lost our edge," Gardner said, "but 
I'm looking forward to a recovery 
this weekend." 

Tupuritis led the team with her 
third double-double of the sea¬ 
son featuring 15 kills and 18 digs. 
Senior Annie Cave and junior 
Madelyn Ervin followed Tupuritis 
with 12 and 11 kills, respectively. 
Dejean topped the Braves with a 
season-high 24 digs. 

Bradley averaged a .239 attack 
percentage in first three sets, 
before declining to .036 in the final 
two. 

Bradley returns to action tonight 
against Missouri State at 7 p.m. in 
the arena. The Bears advanced to 
the NCAA Tournament last season 
and are 10-4 this year with a 3-0 
record in conference play.

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College athletes don't deserve

Imagine being a college athlete 
and getting a free college educa¬ 
tion, free housing, free food, and 
free travel in addition to many 
other perks. 

With all of this in mind, there 
is still debate on paying college 
athletes. 

Several scandals have shaken 
the college sports world and col¬ 
lege athletes are being suspended 
at a higher rate than ever before 
for being paid while still an ama¬ 
teur. Thus, the NCAA has more 
support for college athletes to be 
paid compared to any other time 
in history. 

The average college gradu¬ 
ate will leave school $22,900 in 
debt according to the Wall Street 
Journal. When did a full or partial 
scholarship become not enough to 
satisfy athletes? 

College athletes that wish to be 
paid need to suck it up and join the 
rest of the student world. No non¬ 
athlete student is going to throw 
an athlete a pity party for not 
being paid in college for running 
a 40-yard dash in 4.4 seconds or 
being a 3-point shooting specialist.

Regular students are struggling 
to pay high tuition prices and 
high interest rates on their student 
loans, giving me zero sympathy 
towards an athlete who is not get¬ 
ting paid. 

The University of Miami has 
serious charges against its foot¬ 
ball program for its actions in 
the past decade, and how impor¬ 
tant is its football team? The U.S. 
Department of Education's Equity 
in Athletics reported Miami's foot¬ 
ball team raked in about $6.2 mil¬ 
lion in profits in 2008, 50th among 
college football programs. 

Remember all of the success 
of TCU before they decided to 
leave the MWC for the Big East? 
Although it went 11-2 in 2008, 
the program only made enough 
money to break even. 

Football is a major moneymak¬ 
er for some colleges, but most of 
the top teams in the country are 
barely bringing in profits, let alone 
enough money to be paying play¬ 
ers. 

If some football programs 
aren't bringing in the big bucks, 
how can a school justify paying 
its quarterback and leaving its star 
softball player out to dry? 

Football is the primary sport 
that has been under investiga¬ 
tion from the NCAA for ama¬ 
teurs accepting money and gifts, 
but gaining the most support for 
athletes to be paid. One sport 
shouldn't be given precedent over 
all of the others. 


Another major part of foot¬ 
ball that is overlooked is players 
getting free gifts for making it 
to a bowl game. The Chick-fil-A 
Bowl in 2009 gave players a $250 
Best Buy gift card, a Fossil watch, 
a Russell Athletic travel bag, a 
souvenir football and knit cap, 
according to the Atlanta Journal 
Constitution. It must be a nice sur¬ 
prise for a backup tight end that 
has yet to enter a game. 

If a college athlete is an elite 
player, he or she will earn a living 
in the professional ranks anyway. 
Why do we have to pay them 
now? 

An idea brought to the NCAA 
by Air Force football coach Troy 
Calhoun was to pay a $2,000 sti¬ 
pend after an athlete graduates. 
But why are we rewarding college 
athletes to graduate when every 
student is working for the same 
goal without a stipend? 

I'm against paying college ath¬ 
letes. Remember the NCAA com¬ 
mercial that said 99 percent of ath¬ 
letes turn pro in something other 
than sports? Now the NCAA can 
show that it supports all of its 
college athletes, not just the one 
percent.

Sexual health resolution proposed

As a resident advisor. Student 
Body President Tricia Anklan said 
she wishes there was a way she 
could serve as more of a resource 
when it comes to sexual health. 

"As an RA we are not able 
to provide condoms for our resi¬ 
dents," she said. "Condoms are 
still not as accessible as we'd like 
to see." 

Anklan, along with the three 
other Bradley University Student 
Senate student body officers pro¬ 
posed a new sexual health resolu¬ 
tion on Tuesday, recommending 
condoms be more accessible on 
campus. 

The resolution, which is not 
finalized, proposes that condoms 


be available in more places on 
campus such as Bradley University 
service and information desks, res¬ 
idence hall offices, Markin offices 
and the wellness office. 

"I personally think it's a good 
idea/' said senior mathematics 
and finance major Margaret Drisi. 
"I don't know anyone who says 
because they have condoms they 
have to have sex. If they are avail¬ 
able to students in a place they can 
just grab them, they wont make 
unsafe decisions." 

In the resolution. Student 
Senate officers argue that since 
every student pays a student 
health fee covering the expenses 
of pregnancy testing and sexually 
transmitted infection testing and 
treatment, the fee should cover 


condom distribution as well, pro¬ 
viding students with access to 
free condoms. 

President of Help Empower 
and Teach Jason Windish said 
he supports the idea of offering 
students sexual protection free of 
charge. 

"We are in support of free con¬ 
doms but what we're concerned 
with is the integrity of the con¬ 
doms," he said. "If they are left in 
bowls for anyone to take they can 
be punctured or tampered with, 
even by accident. Students may 
also be immature or rowdy with 
the condoms." 

Anklan said to eliminate stu¬ 
dents ability to tamper with the 
contraceptives. Student Senate 
suggests condoms be bagged in

update BU 
fight song

"We're trying to 
get it changed because it doesn't 
excite students and I feel like 
it doesn't really inspire school 
spirit as much as a fight song 
should." 

Mills said one of the main rea¬ 
sons for the change is to inspire 
more school spirit. 

"I want people to sing along, 
and know the words, to be patri¬ 
otic about our school," he said. 
"It makes me less proud of the 
school. It's not just because of 
football but because of school 
spirit in general, there is a com¬ 
plete lack of it." 

The team presented a resolu¬ 
tion to Student Senate and it was 
approved on Tuesday. Now plans 
are in place to write lyrics.

Apple co-founder dies Wednesday 

Steve Jobs, Apple chairman and co-founder, died Wednesday 
night. 

Jobs created the wildly succesful iPod, iPhone and iPad, 
and turned Apple into the largest retailer of music. As CEO 
and financier of Pixar Animation Studios, he helped popularize 
computer-animated films before selling Pixar to Walt Disney 
Co. 

Apple Computer Inc. was created by Jobs and Steve Wozniak 
in Jobs' family garage in 1976. They released their first com¬ 
puter, the Apple II, in 1977, and it went on to become one of the 
first commercially successful personal computers. 

Jobs was diagnosed with pancreatic cancer in 2004, taking 
several medical leaves of absence over the next few years before 
finally stepping down as CEO in August. 

Apple released a statement Wednesday saying, "Steve's bril¬ 
liance, passion and energy were the source of countless innova¬ 
tions that enrich and improve all our lives."

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McChesney speaks about remedy to internet news takeover

The Internet may be slowly tak¬ 
ing over newsprint, but Robert 
McChesney has some inspiring 
solutions for apprehensive jour¬ 
nalists and communications stu¬ 
dents. 

At his Tuesday lecture 
in the Caterpillar Global 
Communications Center, 
McChesney, professor at 
University of Illinois and writer or 
editor of 18 books, described the 
situation journalism is facing as "a 
crisis, an existential crisis." 

"The crisis is mostly in our 
inability to see it, and the solution 
is massive public subsidies [such 
as free or discounted postage]," he 
said. "Research shows the largest 
the subsidies, the more adversarial 
journalism gets toward the gov¬ 
ernment. It's a public good, such 
as public education." 

He also spoke on the history of 
the freedom of the press and pro¬ 
fessional journalism in the United 


States, as well as around the world. 
Referencing the works of Thomas 
Jefferson and James Madison, he 
emphasized how journalism has 
been an integral part of our coun¬ 
try from the very beginning. 

"Democracy needs journalism 
... but journalism needs democ¬ 
racy," he said. 

McChesney stressed the impor¬ 
tance of journalists as 'the watch¬ 
dogs of society.' 

"The only way [the United 
States] becomes an empire is 
because of incredible journalism," 
he said. "Without journalists, we 
can get away with murder." 

Almost every political scandal 
of the past decade has been broken 
by journalists, McChesney said. 

"If [journalists] had not broken 
those stories, the judges wouldn't 
have prosecuted those people," he 
said. 

Senior journalism major 
Sharyon Ellis said she enjoyed the 
lecture more than she thought she 
would. 

"I usually dread these lectures. 


but I really enjoyed it," she 
said. "He was really sincere. 

That's what kept my inter¬ 
est." 

Junior journalism major 
Brigitte Graf said she had 
never thought about a lot 
of the concepts McChesney 
talked about. 

"He presented a lot of 
concepts that I had never 
thought of on how to resur¬ 
rect the field of journalism," 
she said. "I thought it was 
really interesting that for¬ 
eign countries had subsidies 
for press and that increased 
free press coincided with 
government subsidies." 

Assistant professor of 
communications Michele 
Jones said she was inter¬ 
ested in the historical per¬ 
spective of McChesney's 
lecture. 

"He had a lot of points 
that were very interesting to me 
about our country's political histo¬ 
ry and its relationship to our situa¬ 


tion now," she said. "The issues in 
today's journalism are much more 
complicated than the Internet. Be 


informed about the issues and be 
outraged where outrage is called 
for." 


Assessments begin 


for long-term housing plan

company before a long term housing plan is proposed

Plans are in motion for a long¬ 
term student housing overhaul, 
and dorm buildings, greek houses 
and even off-campus homes are 
fair game. 

"As we continue to look at what 
the future of Bradley is, we want to 
make sure we're in the right spot 
in the marketplace to attract the 
students we want to attract," said 
Executive Director for Residential 
Living Nathan Thomas. "And we 
know we need to continue mak¬ 
ing upgrades for 'housing' in the 
future." 

The university has brought 
in a facility planning company, 
Brailsford & Dunlavey, that often 
works with higher education facil¬ 
ities, Thomas said. 

"They are doing an entire 
assessment of housing at Bradley, 
both on campus and off campus. 


wherever students live," he said. 
'They'll be able to tell us where 
we fall in the marketplace with our 
peer institutions." 

After the assessment, which 
includes working with student 
focus groups and gaining feed¬ 
back from a campus-wide survey, 
Brailsford & Dunlavey will pres¬ 
ent a guide for the possible future 
of Bradley housing. 

'They look at the big picture, 
so suite-style living, how many 
bedrooms there would be, budget, 
physical boundaries and possible 
new construction," Thomas said. 
"We have no idea what they'll say, 
but it could take one year or 15 
years. We don't know that yet." 

Company representatives were 
on campus last week for an ini¬ 
tial assessment, and will return 
after fall break for a second one, 
Thomas said. 

'They are here to look at hous¬ 
ing with a much bigger scope," 


he said. "But that doesn't 
mean we aren't going to 
continue with smaller 
maintenance projects like 
updating bathrooms and 
painting." 

Student Body President 
senior Tricia Anklan said 
she followed up on the 
housing report of a for¬ 
mer student body presi¬ 
dent, Kyle Malinowski, 
and pushed the issue to 
President Joanne Glasser 
and Vice President for 
Business Affairs Gary 
Anna. 

"The housing and facili¬ 
ties on this campus don’t 
stand out and aren’t some¬ 
thing that makes a student 
come here and say ’wow,’" 
she said. "We’re not saying we 
need water parks in the dorm 
rooms, students just need to have 
comfortable, relaxing housing." 


The long-term housing com¬ 
mittee includes students to pro¬ 
vide feedback and perspective. 

"We are doing a lot of small 
improvements, but all of the 
dorms are in such different states 
that we have freshmen coming 
in and living in University Hall, 
which is pretty nice, or Wyckoff, 
which is in shambles," said junior 
dietetics major and member of the 
committee Cara Burghardt. "Each 
dorm is its own entity." 

Burghardt said better housing 
options should be made available 
to all students. 

"We don't offer housing for 
graduate students or comfortable 
living options for upperclassmen," 
she said. 

Burghardt said she is part of the 
committee because she hopes to 


leave Bradley in a better state than 
when she arrived. 

"Your living situation is so cru¬ 
cial to your experience," she said. 
"And it's not just about where you 
live; it's about who you live with, 
is there a cafeteria nearby, do you 
live in a dorm or an apartment 
or a suite...all of that factors into 
housing." 

Thomas is seeking on-campus 
freshmen, on-and off-campus 
upperclassmen and students liv¬ 
ing in Main Street Commons, St. 
James or greek residences to act as 
focus groups for the housing con¬ 
sultants. They will be on campus 
Oct. 19.

The improved Geisert cafete¬ 
ria has been in service for over a 
month now, and so far it seems 
things are going well. 

"Overall I think things are 
going really well," said manager 
Mary Smith "Numbers have been 
« way up." 

In fact, the numbers have been 
so high traffic has become a prob¬ 
lem in the cafeteria. 

"I don't like the lines," said 
senior sports communication 
major Zach Butler. "Everything 
else is better but the lines have 
gotten worse." 

Smith said the lines are wors¬ 
ened by the way students can 
only enter into the food line rather 
than the dining room as they had 
before. 

"I think they get congested 
right out there," she said. "If they 
would have brought [students] in 
the other way I think it would 
have been better." 

Still, freshman hospitality lead¬ 
ership major Madison Kamp said 


she knows to avoid the cafeteria 
at peak hours when the lines are 
at their longest, and she enjoys the 
variety of food that came with the 
renovation. 

"I like all the vegetar¬ 
ian options," she said. "I only eat 
chicken so having different choices 
is nice. The vegetarian lasagna is 
really good." 

Smith said she thinks the vari¬ 
ety of the daily menus are the best 
part about the updated cafeteria. 

"Balance U is really a neat pro¬ 
gram," she said. "It's set up by a 
dietician and it uses recipes that 
we have to follow exactly." 

Assistant manager Bri White 
said she agreed the vegan options 
has much more variety as well. 

"Before we just had noodles and 
whatever vegetables," she said. 
"Now there are dishes. Everyone 
seems to enjoy it." 

Senior finance major Dan 
Wood said while there were more 
options, he wasn't impressed by 
the food. 

"I don't think the food is any 
better," he said. "There are more 
healthy options but none that I 


would eat." 

Smith acknowledged that while 
students could offer the healthy 
choices, a new kitchen and more 
possibilities for meals could only 
do so much. 

"It's a lot healthier than it was 
last year but the kids still want all 
the fried junk food," she said. "We 
try and provide some kind of fried 
option for them every night." 

The new cafeteria is drawing 
diners from all over campus, and 
not just students. Many people 
without meal plan come in and 
pay with cash for a meal at the 
revamped dining hall. 

"We get a lot of people from 
the staff," Smith said. "They used 
to go to the Student Center. Now 
they're coming here to eat lunch." 

White said the biggest problem 
outside of the traffic issue was try¬ 
ing to keep students from filling 
up to-go boxes after eating in the 
cafeteria without paying for two 
meals. 

"You're supposed to take it 
away from them or make them 
pay again," she said. "It's hard 
though because they'll argue with 


you that they pay this much a year 
they should have unlimited food." 

The general consensus from 
students and Geisert staff remains 
positive about the changes. 

Wood had one suggestion for 
the cafeteria. 


"Bring back the tubs of ice 
cream," he said. "Or failing that, a 
soft serve machine." 

Butler said he agreed. 

"If possible, make that happen 
by the end of the week." 


Students working with I DOT to create memorial

The Illinois Department of 
Transportation has offered the 
civil engineering and construction 
department a unique opportunity. 

"IDOT approached the CEC 
department and asked if Bradley 
students would like to get 
involved in designing [a] memo¬ 
rial wall for fallen IDOT employ¬ 
ees," American Society of Civil 
Engineers President Drew Dragoo 
said. "With this great opportunity 
to work on this important proj¬ 
ect, the [Association of General 
Contractors and the American 
Society of Civil Engineers] worked 
together to develop designs for the 
memorial wall right away." 


The memorial will be dedicat¬ 
ed to all transportation workers 
that fall under IDOT, Association 
of General Contractors President 
Kyle Blais said. 

"The IDOT memorial is a 
memorial 'in honor of those men 
and women who have given their 
lives while serving this great 
state/ Most people associate 
IDOT with roadways, but it also 
includes railways, waterways and 
airways," he said. "The project 
was brought to us by [Bradley fac¬ 
ulty members Instructor of Civil 
Engineering and Construction 
Burl George] and [Professor of 
Industrial and Manufacturing 
Engineering and Technology 
Kalikathan Krishnamoorthi] who 
heard about a design competition 


that IDOT was going to hold for 
Illinois Universities." 

Blais said he, junior construc¬ 
tion major Rob Witt, Dragoo, 
Krishnamoorthi and George went 
to Springfield to get more informa¬ 
tion about the competition. 

"Once there, IDOT's Deputy 
Director of Highways Aaron 
Weatherholt informed us that 
they were going to rely solely on 
Bradley to come up with a cre¬ 
ative design for the memorial," 
he said. "We were shown the 
location [where] they wanted to 
have it built, and the only stipula¬ 
tions they gave us were that they 
wanted to have some type of wall 
to engrave the names of those 
killed on job sites and that we had 
to work around two existing flag 


poles." 

Members of AGC and ASCE are 
currently working on designs for 
the memorial, Dragoo said. 

"AGC and ASCE have put 
together two designs for the IDOT 
Fallen Worker Memorial Wall," he 
said. "Student officers and CEC 
students have presented ideas that 
we feel are best fit for the memo¬ 
rial wall. 

"During the process of working 
on the designs, initial preliminary 
sketches were presented at a meet¬ 
ing [between AGC and ASCE]. 
Thereafter, the sketches were 
drawn in AutoCAD with greater 
detail and to scale. 

"Finally, a list of materials to be 
used for various components of 
the memorial was developed. All 


of this material was sent to IDOT 
last week." 

Blais said AGC and ASCE are 
currently waiting to hear back 
from IDOT to plan their next step. 

"As of right now we're just 
waiting to hear back from them 
and see what kind of feedback 
they have for us," he said. "They 
may be happy with one of the two 
designs as is and run with it, they 
may ask us to make some minor 
changes and adjustments or they 
might request all new designs and 
send us straight back to the draw¬ 
ing board. However we are very 
pleased with our designs and are 
confident that IDOT will be recep¬ 
tive to our ideas as well."

Long-term housing plan a worthwhile investment 


As a university, Bradley houses 
more than 90 percent of fresh¬ 
men and more than 60 percent 
of its total undergrad population. 
And anyone planning on living 
somewhere for the next four years 
of their life are going to seek out 
something that's safe and comfort¬ 
able. 

Prospective students will 
appreciate having a pretty sub¬ 
stantial gym and an arena that 
can host big-name performers, 
but most of their time is going to 
be spent in the residence halls. 
Some, like University Hall, are in 
fairly decent shape, and that dorm 
is often first choice for incom¬ 
ing freshmen. But Wyckoff and 
Geisert Halls, for example, need 
some help. 

This campus is at the tail end 
of the Bradley Renaissance cam¬ 
paign, a project that has brought 
us the Markin Center, Renaissance 
Coliseum, Hayden-Clark Alumni 
Center and, next year, the reno¬ 


vated Westlake Hall. 

These endeavors have upped 
the ante on our competitive edge 
with other schools, but our cam¬ 
pus housing has not. It's time that 
a project focuses on fixing more 
than a coat of paint here or a bath¬ 
room there, and Bradley is finally 
looking into that with a long-term 
housing plan. 

There were renovations in 
Geisert this summer to fix some of 
the lounges and remove carpeting, 
but it's still dark, dingy and often 
smells like mold. 

Heitz Hall had some major ren¬ 
ovations on the bottom two floors, 
and the rooms are bigger, brighter 
and have movable lofted beds. 
University Hall has also had bath¬ 
room renovations, among other 
minor renovations. 

All of that is necessary, but 
continually doing that won't be 
enough. With the exception of 
Heitz, other housing renovations 
are band-aids; they're not getting 


to the root of the problem. 

Housing options for upperclass¬ 
men (Williams Hall, Harper Hall, 
St. James Apartment Complex) 
are in better shape, but compet¬ 
ing schools offer suite-style liv¬ 
ing, which is something we should 
consider in this plan. Main Street 
Commons is the newest choice; 
but the price makes it a non-option 
for a good chunk of the student 
population. 

Off-campus housing should 
also be a concern. The neighbor¬ 
hood surrounding campus is home 
to plenty of upperclassmen, and 
many of those homes are a century 
old and can barely stand on their 
foundations. 

In addition, safety emails have 
been sent out twice in the past 
couple weeks to warn campus of 
reported robberies in those same 
neighborhoods. Students should 
be able to feel safe when they step 
outside their homes, and while 
every crime can’t be prevented, 


securing that area further should 
be a focus of the plan. 

In this week's article titled 
"Assessments begin for long-term 
housing plan," Executive Director 
for Residential Life Nathan 
Thomas said he has no idea what 
this plan will be when it's complet¬ 
ed. An outside company is being 
brought in to assess campus hous¬ 
ing, and from there they'll draw 
up plans. 

It will be expensive, it could 
take a decade and many of us 
won't be around campus to see it 
when it's done. But for a school 
so competitive in so many other 
areas, this is crucial to our future. 
And the university recognizes that. 

Students need a place they can 
call home, and they should be con¬ 
fident that where they end up will 
be secure, accommodating and 
mold-free.

Avoiding racial slurs adds to a cycle of ignorance 


I am the Critical Issues 
Coordinator of Bradley's Activities 
Council and I want to express my 
disappointment that the adver¬ 
tisement for my event, "N*GGER 
WETBACK, CH*NK," was with¬ 
held from being published in The 
Scout. 

I understand that there were 
concerns with The Scout's readers 
taking offense to the words, but 
the choice of words is a way to 
engage and encourage students to 
attend the.performance—a perfor¬ 
mance that addresses and educates 
students on the seriousness, effects 
and the existence of these words 
that are still commonly used today. 

The Scout's staff explained they 
decided not to run the advertise¬ 
ment, which included the name 
of the performance, because the 


staff were concerned with offend¬ 
ing readers. 

Even though the poster was 
rejected, an agreement was made 
to include a small blurb that 
explained the event in detail. 

When I sent in the blurb, it 
included the title of the event with 
a brief explanation of the purpose 
of the show, clearing up any ques¬ 
tions readers may have. 

The Scout printed a portion of 
my blurb, but decided to abbre¬ 
viate the name of the show with 
"NWC." The Scout's refusal to 
print the full title of the play is a 
major concern of mine. 

The show is a student-funded 
event that was also a huge success 
on Bradley's campus in 2006. One 
of ACBU's main sources of adver¬ 
tisement is through The Scout and 


the decision to not print the cor¬ 
rect name of the show potentially 
affected the amount of attendance 
at the event. 

Funding for the show was voted 
on and approved by students 
on the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) and 
faculty / staff members of the 
Intellectual and Cultural Activities 
Committee (ICAC). By withhold¬ 
ing the full title of the event, The 
Scout's editorial staff chose to cen¬ 
sor the voice of Bradley students, 
faculty, and staff. 

One of the main reasons for 
the show's title is to grab people's 
attention and to get them thinking. 
The Scout's choice of not printing 
the words is a great example of 
why this show exists. In today's 
society some people try to disre¬ 


gard the existence of racism and 
racial slurs, but sweeping these 
words under the rug and turning 
a blind eye to them does not make 
them go away. 

The Scout deciding not to print 
these names does not make them 
go away. We need to be able to 
confront these racial slurs, real¬ 
ize the seriousness and educate 
people about the effect of the use 
of racial slurs. 

Trying to avoid these terms 
and not talk about them is what 
I believe to be an indirect way of 
continuing the cycle of ignorance.

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Data reveals students still drinking despite increased LNBU attendance

If you didn't participate in a 
Late Night BU event last year, 
you're in the minority. 

Four out of five of the 659 
Bradley students surveyed said 


they participated in at least one of 
the LNBU activities in 2011. This 
is an 18.9 percent increase from 
2009, when three out of every five 
of the 487 surveyed students said 
they participated in at least one 
such event. 

In 2011, 533 of the 659 students 


surveyed represent this data in 
comparison to 303 of the 487 sur¬ 
veyed students in 2009. 

"I'm extremely pleased that 
LNBU has been received so 
well by studnets and the uni¬ 
versity community," said Vice 
President of Student Affairs Alan 


Gaisky. "When we were first put¬ 
ting this together back in 2008 
we called other institutions that 
had late night programs. We asked 
them how many students should 
we expect to come to these things? 
..They said if we average ten per¬ 
cent [of the student body] that 
would be pretty good, we cer- 
taintly average greater than that." 

Coordinator of the Alcohol 
Education and Awareness Program 
at the Wellness Center Lyndsey 
Hawkins said even though atten¬ 
dance isn't 100 percent, she's 
happy. 

"Since we started LNBU in 
the fall of 2008, more students 
have attended the events over the 
years," she said. "I think more 
people have gone because it has 
become a tradition and part of the 
culture at Bradley." 

This year was the first year 
the survey included questions 
about consuming alcohol before 
and after. The survey showed 190 
students of the 526 student respon¬ 
dents, or 36.1 percent, drank before 
attending a LNBU event. 

Additionally, 49.1 percent, 259 
students of the 528 students who 
responded said they have con¬ 
sumed alcohol after LNBU. 

'The only time I have gone to 
LNBU after drinking was because 
someone else suggested it," senior 
Margaret Drisi said. "The percent¬ 
ages of students who drink before 
or after LNBU sounds about right 
and it kind of defeats the purpose 
and kind of doesn't. The purpose 


used to be to prevent people from 
drinking but now I feel that it's 
goal is to bring people together." 

Hawkins said she agrees that 
the goal of the program is not to 
prevent people from drinking. 

"By no means do we think our 
events will prevent people from 
drinking or stop alcohol abuse," 
Hawkins said. "We're not stupid. 
We want to reduce the risk of any¬ 
thing bad happening to students... 
If we can get them here for an hour 
and get some food in their stom¬ 
achs we're a success." 

Although an average of 42 
percent of surveyed students 
said they have consumed alcohol 
before and/or after attending a 
LNBU, the amount students have 
consumed before or after LNBU is 
an average 2.5 drinks less than the 
average drinks of all surveyed stu¬ 
dents had the last time they drank. 

According to an analysis of 
data, the number of drinks con¬ 
sumed by students surveyed the 
last time they consumed alcohol 
has decreased by 10.4 percent from 
5.3 drinks in 2009 to 4.8 drinks in 
2011. 

"My hope for incoming fresh¬ 
men is that if they don't want to 
drink, they are confident in that 
decision," Hawkins said. "And if 
they do drink that they decrease 
the number of drinks they have. 

It that means a person reduces 
alcohol from 15 drinks to 12 drinks 
then I'm okay with that, they are 
still lowering their risk."

The rate our society demands, 
chews up and spits out culture 
has accelerated to a point where 
we don't even take in what we're 
given. One song is as good as the 
next, a movie as meaningless as 
the one before, television that's 
forgettable as soon as we get to 
the commercial break. That's what 
makes ambition so interesting. 

So when Shaun Cooper, the 
bassist for Taking Back Sunday, 
starts off an interview by saying, 
"the whole idea was to make the 
great American rock record," you 
can't help but listen. 

Taking Back Sunday had its 
roots in the Long Island hardcore/ 
emo scene in the late '90s and early 
2000s, coming out of the shadow 
of pioneers like Sunny Day Real 
Estate and Glassjaw. Success came 
early in 2002 with their first album, 
"Tell All Your Friends," essentially 
a eulogy to hardcore that the public 
could actually listen to. From there, 
they became one of the biggest 
bands that you probably listened 
to in high school, buoyed by 
songs like "Cute Without The E," 
"MakeDamnSure" and "What it 
Feels Like To Be A Ghost." 

Their newest album, the aptly 
titled "Taking Back Sunday," is 
something of a return to form. 
Cooper said the crew that recorded 
"Tell All Your Friends" have put 
aside the differences that initially 
led many of them to leave the 
group and has brought them to 
focus on trying to make the best 
album that they possibly can. 

"We all got together before 
recording the album just to hang 
out and drink beers," Cooper said. 
"It was a scary thing for all of us, 
but it took about an hour of talking 
and then it was like none of us 
had ever left. After that last time

together, it felt really easy writing 
together and we were just pumping 
out songs. I think you can really 
hear that on the record." 

This self-titled album certainly 
does have a unique sound. It's the 
heaviest record that Taking Back 
Sunday has recorded and deals 
with issues considerably more 
far reaching than the personal 
struggles that were the focus of 
earlier releases. 

"We wanted to record music 
that was timeless, but was still very 
much us," Cooper said. "We're 
always fighting for that perfect 
metaphor, that perfect line, that 
perfect chord. We're not looking for 
frills. We 're just looking to write 
the most honest music we can." 

That honesty transfers to every 
facet of the band's future. Cooper 
said the band hopes to tour their 
newest material before going back 
into the studio to record a new 
record. He said audiences could 
expect more hard rock, without the 
electronic experimentation that has 
become in vogue for many of the 
band's contemporaries. 

"None of us listen to that shit," 
Cooper said. "If it's not broke, don't 
fix it. We don't want to be the band 
that's remembered for having that 
one weird album." 

Cooper said Taking Back 
Sunday wants to be remembered 
for the authenticity and excitement 
that they bring to their shows, 
including their upcoming 
performance at Bradley. 

"With us, you won't see five 
guys more happy to be up there 
playing," he said. "For that hour or 
half hour on stage, you're going to 
see people that love to be there. We 
love playing shows. We just want 
to come out and turn it into one big 
party."

The band's first EP released by a label, 'The 
Way We Talk," is five songs that are the most generic 
of their released music; it is their first work, and it 
really shows.

Parking is available in the Main Srreet parking deck. 
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NBC made its first cut of the 
season this week, giving The Playboy 
Club the axe. The show did its own 
bunny dip in ratings, hitting just 3.4 
million viewers and a 1.2 rating in the 
adult demographic in its last episode. 

The Parents Television Council, 
who claimed the show was 
demoralizing to women and overly 
sexual, celebrated the news of the 
cancelation. They might have been 
offended, but personally, I was 
disappointed to see the show die so 
quickly. 

I'll be the first to admit the writing 
was terrible. Some of the dialogue was 
laughably bad, but I wasn't watching 
The Playboy Club for witty humor. If I 
wanted smart societal commentary, I 
wouldn't seek out something centered 
around fluffy tails and cocktails. 

The whole point of The Playboy 
Club was purely theatrical. From the 
first scene I felt like I was walking into 
an alternative universe. The Hefner 
voiceover was just creepy enough 
to foreshadow some kind of mob- 


centered conflict. The costumes were 
perfect, the tails fluffy and even the 
lipstick was flawless. 

I wasn't sure I'd keep watching 
until someone was murdered by 
a stiletto to the jugular during an 
attempted rape. 

The sheer amount of fake blood 
and the noise the heel made while 
entering the handsy mobster's throat 
was just overdramatic enough to create 
a must watch for anyone who loves a 
good melodrama. 

Other networks are considering 
picking up the show, and I have to 
agree that a home on cable television 
would probably be more appropriate 
than NBC airing anything involving 
Playboy. 

I hope The Playboy Club gets the 
chance to at least make it through 
a season. Maybe it will take off, or 
maybe it will be a one season wonder, 
but I'm curious to find out. With any 
luck, the bunnies will live to serve 
drinks again. 


The Waifring Dead’ shambles 
hacfr for another season 



Despite the fact that many of the 
biggest shows of the fall season have 
returned, many fans are still waiting 
for the dead to shamble back onto the 
small screen. I am not one of them. 

AMC's The Walking Dead was 
one of the runaway success stories of 
cable. Wonderfully cinematic, the show 
transferred the bloody emotionally 
loaded pages of Robert Kirkman's 
comics to the screen. The show was 
one of the network's biggest ratings 
hits, even surpassing their twin critical 
behemoths. Mad Men and Breaking Bad. 

Tire success of the show can 
mostly be traced back to buying into 
the cultural Zeitgeist. Zombies are still 
en vogue like very few other trends. 

It makes sense, the walking dead are 
easy puppets for whatever societal 
anxiety we want to project on them and 
characters can still kill them without 
feeling the trauma of killing a person. 
It's easy to write and it's a simple story 
that audiences love to consume. 

For me, the problem was that The 


Walking Dead somehow lost all of its 
depth in the jump to the screen. Rick 
went from being a capable, if confused 
and conflicted, leader to thoughtlessly 
making dangerous decisions. Shane 
went from being a man tom by 
betrayal and lust to a failed rapist and 
potential murderer. The racial tension 
that was almost entirely absent from 
the books boiled to near "Crash" levels. 

In an attempt to make a subtle 
dark series work for a mass audience, 
showrunner Frank Darabont jacked up 
character traits and themes until the 
show buckled under the weight. The 
characters were at best unbelievable . 
and at worst obnoxious while the 
tension, shocks and plot all failed to 
find solid footing. 

I'll be watching season two when 
it premieres Oct. 16, but unless the 
series hopes to find a world of its own 
that viewers want to spend time in. The 
Walking Dead may become a show that 
needs to take a bullet in the brains.

groups of three with an informa¬ 
tional pamphlet. 

Coordinator of the Alcohol 
Education and Awareness Program 
of the Wellness program Lyndsey 
Hawkins also questions the safety 
of having condoms openly avail¬ 
able on campus. 

"When I was a student I 
remember activities and games 
where condoms were given away 
as prizes/' she said. "I never felt 
comfortable with that. Did I really 
want to receive and use something 
that is supposed to protect my 


health and safety from a game?" 

Windish said HEAT was also 
concerned that by having con¬ 
doms available in common areas, 
the system would be taken advan¬ 
tage of. 

"What we don't want to see 
is student and campus resources 
wasted," he said. "It took us so 
long to get where we are with 
the condom distribution policy, I 
wouldn't want anything to hap¬ 
pen." 

Hawkins said the Wellness 
Program's location in the base¬ 


ment of Markin is not their favor¬ 
ite spot, but it provides some ben¬ 
efit to students. 

"I think students who come 
down to the counseling clinic 
know they're going somewhere 
safe and where no one will see 
them," she said. ”1 think students 
coming to our office feel the same 
way. Anyone who works in the 
office signs a confidentiality agree¬ 
ment and identity is kept private." 

Although to some students vis¬ 
iting the Wellness Center is not as 
convenient as getting condoms in 


their resident hall, Hawkins said 
it is still accessible. 

"There has to be at least 1,000 
students a day that come through 
Markin," she said. "We may be in 
the basement but we are located 
at a hot spot on campus.” 

Anklan said she does not feel 
Wellness Center's location or con¬ 
dom distribution program is con- 
veinent for students. 

"In theory it is alot easier than 
in practice,” she said. 'There are a 
lot of unnecessary barriers.” 

Two years ago Bradley's cur¬ 
rent condom distribution policy 
was implemented on campus, 
allowing the Wellness Center 
and HEAT to provide students 
with 15 condoms a month for one 
dollar after attending "Woody's 
Wearing One," a sexual health 
program hosted by HEAT. 

Hawkins said the start of the 
condom distribution program 
was the first time in 15 years 
condoms could be distributed 
through the University. 

"I think to see any changes 
to the policy we will have to be 
patient," she said. "It took us 
fifteen years to get here. Nothing 
happens over night, you just 
have to take it one step at a time."

with alumni on it, athletes, some 
faculty and representatives, just 
to get a well rounded group of 
people that actually decide what 
the lyrics should be," said Currier.

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Moneyball lives up to sports 
fans expectations 



Before I joined the staff of 
The Scout as a sports reporter, I 
debated whether I wanted to write 
about movies or sports. Though 
I did choose the way of sports, 
today I get to do both. 

A friend and I went to the 
Morton theater to watch the new¬ 
est sports film "Moneyball." 

I thought I was in store for a 
nice popcorn flick or better yet, a 
sports movie for nerds. 

Leaving the theater after the 
two-hour movie, we were awe¬ 
struck. Not by the fact that every¬ 
one at the theater, including the 
manager, had left before we had, 
but by what we had witnessed: a 
movie about sports that was actu¬ 
ally different. 

For those tired of sports movies 
filled with cliches, unbelievable 
championship runs and Sandra 
Bullock, this one is a must see. 

Starring as Oakland Athletics 
General Manager Billy Beane, 
Brad Pitt displayed the highs and 
lows that sports and life can bring 
with such ease. I almost forgot 
how crappy "Benjamin Button" 
was. 

Beane throws around desks, 
chairs, radios and f-bombs over 


the failures of his A's like any fan 
finds himself doing when frus¬ 
trated. Even my cool tempered 
self has thrown an antenna down 
to the ground after watching my 
Cowboys fail. 

It's the quiet times that make 
the movie special, though. As 
Jonah Hill's character, Peter Brand, 
and Billy Beane look over count¬ 
less statistical analyses of players 
in order to fill their roster cheaply, 
many truths of life are discussed. 
Hill being serious may be a shock 
to your very core, but it's hard 
to screw up as an actor when the 
script was penned by two Oscar 
winners. 

Steve Zaillian and Aaron 
Sorkin's script is such a deft blend 
of stats, sports, sorrow and spir¬ 
it, you can understand why both 
have won Oscars. 

Of course, you would need to 
great writers to make a book about 
statistical analysis of players into 
an intriguing film. 

For those of you not obsessed 
with movies like I am, Zaillian 
wrote "Schindler's List" and

Social Network." Not to force a 
sports cliche on you, but that's a 
Murderers' Row of script writing. 

Now I'm not trying to say 
"Moneyball" is a meditation on 
the human condition, or that it's 
best that you have to have a Ph.D. 
in psychology to understand. It is 
a sports movie after all. 

These scenes are just like the 
scenes that take place with Beane 
and Brand, they're toned down. 


reflective and, in the end, pure cin¬ 
ematic magic. Unlike most sports 
movies where the scenes are fast 
paced and flashy displays of great 
athletic feats enveloped in impos¬ 
sibly loud cheering, this movie has 
the opposite effect. 

The scenes are focused, dark 
and gut-wrenching. Credit direc¬ 
tor Bennett Miller for adding some 
visceral daring in a movie genre 
that is annoyingly void of it. 

Actually, credit everyone 
involved in making this movie. 
Too many times, people refuse to 
try and change something. Putting 
out a sports movie that's reflective 
and analytical is something just 
as risky as what Billy Beane did 
putting a team together by using 
advanced stats. 

Movie snobs may ignore 
it because it's about sports and 
sports fans may be disappointed 
by it not focusing on the field as 
much, but those happy few who 
love sports and cinema will find a 
movie that truly summarizes why 
people are so romantic about both.

The Bradley volleyball team 
suffered two home losses last 
weekend to a pair of Missouri 
Valley foes that advanced to the 
NCAA Tournament last season.

Taking Back 
Sunday is 
no sell out

Concert ticket sales in the 
new arena decreased 55 per¬ 
cent from last spring's Jason 
Derulo and Mike Posner con¬ 
cert, selling 2,516 tickets, to 
Saturday night's Taking Back 
Sunday performance, which 
sold a total of 1,134 tickets. 

"We definitely didn't have 
the same attendance as shows 
in the past," said Special 
Events Reserve Fund member 
Bryant Au, who helped plan 
the concert. "But that comes 
with the territory and bringing 
a less popular band." 

For the Taking Back Sunday 
performance, 600 tickets were 
sold to students, faculty and 
staff. The Jason Derulo and 
Mike Posner concert sold 1,748 
tickets to students faculty and 
staff, 1,148 more tickets than 
Taking Back Sunday. 

"I didn't know who Taking 
Back Sunday was so I didn't 
go," said sophomore manage¬ 
ment and administration major 
Jennifer Dukes. "Last time I 
knew Jason Derulo and I was 
hoping that this concert would 
be on the same level." 

Assistant Director of 
Student Activities Dain Gotto 
said the low amount of tickets 
sold can be attributed to the 
style of music. 

"I think the show was 
a success, but ticket sales 
weren't as strong," Gotto said. 

"I think part of it may have 
been because the type of music. 
Taking Back Sunday isn't as 
polarized and is not an act stu¬ 
dents have heard on the radio." 

Both Gotto and Au said 
another reason for low ticket 
sales was because the event 
was held on Homecoming and 
Parents Weekend, when stu¬ 
dents have a lot of other oppor¬ 
tunities.

Students and Peoria residents 
alike gathered on the corner 
of University and Main Streets 
Saturday morning and held signs, 
chanted and asked for support 
from passing cars and pedestrians. 
The movement was for Occupy 
Peoria, an event where the com¬ 
munity banded together to object 
to corruption. 

"People need to wake up and 
stand up for justice economically 
and socially," said junior social 
work major Andrew Englebrecht. 

Senior religious studies and 
psychology major Ryan Pallante 
said protestors are out to voice 
their opinions. 

"Nobody really gets to voice 
[their opinions] like a democracy 
anymore," Pallante said. "We get 
to have a say in something, and 
that's the very basic concept of 
what we're doing." 

That was exactly what the 
Occupy Peoria participants did. 

Protesters held signs reading: 
"America Must be Governed by 
the 99 percent, not the one per¬ 
cent", "I Pledge Allegiance to the 
Underclass" and "It's called the 
American Dream because you 
have to be asleep to believe. Wake 
up." 

"If you don't know what's 
being protested, look at the signs 


or ask," Pallante said. "Everyone 
is protesting something, even if 
everyone isn't protesting the exact 
same thing. You have to look at 
what people are saying to really 
see the message. The real problem 
is the social inequality in the coun¬ 
try. Everyone should do an equal 
part. If you make more [money], 
you should do more [tax paying]." 

Pallante said he doesn't neces¬ 
sarily agree with everything being 
protested, but joined the protests 
to support the cause. 

"I was there to support the 
whole movement, as well as the 
people who couldn't be there," he 
said. "I support everything they're 
protesting, and there is a lot being 
protested. I don't necessarily agree 
with everything though, like end¬ 
ing the [federal reserve]. I think we 
should do something with it, but 
not necessarily end it." 

According to the Occupy 
Peoria / Bradley Action Committee 
Facebook page, the protesters 
wanted to "spread the Occupy 
Wall Street movement in a peace¬ 
ful grassroots method," and is 
based on the movement in New 
York City. 

The original protesters in New 
York are fighting against corpora¬ 
tions in America, claiming they are 
running our government, using 
unmerited practices and placing 
money over individuals. They 
called for students across the 


nation to come together, despite 
political standpoints, to demand 
change. 

The Bradley students partici¬ 
pating in Occupy Peoria focused 
on similar issues, as well as injus¬ 
tice at Bradley. The Facebook page 
argues, "Bradley students must 
overcome the stereotypical apathy 
that Bradley [University] is known 
for." 

"I'm protesting paying pri¬ 
vate tuition for no future," senior 
English major Angela Dragoo 
said. "I'm going to end up doing 
nothing with my life, drowning in 
student loans." 

While some Bradley students 
protesting at Occupy Peoria were 
focused on issues within the uni¬ 
versity, many Peoria community 
members came out to protest cor¬ 
ruption in America. 

"I am protesting the way cor¬ 
porations and the rich are able to 
easily control our government," 
Pallante said. "Our education is 
turning into a for-profit industry. 
We pay thousands of dollars a 
year and end up in tons of debt. 
We no longer have a say in our 
government. We vote, but really 
the people funding the politicians 
are the ones with the power." 

Students and Peoria residents 
of all ages, races and genders 
came together. The protesters 
moved from University and Main 
to downtown, stopping in front of 


the Chase Bank building. 

Feedback on the wall of the 
Facebook page after the event 
revealed that many supporters 
would like to plan more "occupan¬ 
cies" in Peoria. 

Pallante said he thinks the 
event was a success overall. 

"It went pretty well, especial¬ 


ly since it was Peoria," he said. 
"You'd think less people would 
show up. There must have been 
somewhere between 400 and 800 
people there at the beginning. I 
had been expecting more like 100 
at most."

in technology as a catalyst for the 
changes and evolution in media. 

"I think I can probably speak 
for everyone here when I say 
that the biggest change across all 
forms of media has been technol- 
ogy," Jonathan Wright, Managing 
Editor for Central Illinois Business 
Publishers said. "[With] the inter¬ 
net digital versions of magazines, 
streaming on the web and every¬ 
thing else, I think our processes are 
different." 

Panelist Ken Mauser, publisher 
at the Peoria Journal Star, said the 
technology updates have changed 
the way the newspaper business 
works today. 

"In the newspaper industry, the 
barrier to entry was you had to 
buy a big hunk of iron, it was a 
very expensive investment to buy 
a press," he said. "Those barri¬ 
ers to entry I think for all of our 
media have virtually disappeared. 
We all know on the web there's 
bloggers, you can launch a website 
overnight. There's competition out 
there in various forms."

JMP Media Group, said from a 
business perspective, consolidation 
has become a way of life in a vola¬ 
tile economy. 

Chet Tomczyk, President and 
CEO of WTVP-Television Station, 
said it is important not to forget the 
media's main job. 

"I think the thing that we need 
to concentrate on is what has 
stayed the same," he said. "That's 
delivering content. That's impor¬ 
tant. I think as we all do this, we 
find different ways to take our mes¬ 
sages, to take what we have to say 
and get it out to the consumer." 

Communications department 
chair Paul Gullifor asked if stu¬ 
dents are wasting their tuition dol¬ 
lars studying the art and craft of 
journalism if any citizen can get 
online and claim to be a journalist. 

"No, they're not wasting their 
money because strong, credible 
journalism has to be an important 
cornerstone of our democracy," 
Mauser said. "Getting coverage 
of our political scene out there in 
a reputable way, and the training 
that goes into that, how to source 
your story, how to tell your story, 
the ethics. You don't know if that 
exists on some of the blogs that 
you go to." 

For the many journalism stu¬ 
dents in the audience, one of the 
most valuable segments of the 
discussion came when the panel¬ 
ists shared the characteristics that 
they found important to success 
in media. 

"Be flexible," Wright said. "Be 
open. No matter what field you go 
into, you need to be able to write 
and communicate."

"We're here for Bradley stu¬ 
dents and we're here for the com¬ 
munity," she said. "[Sweet Cece's] 
is a fun place to come study and 
just hang out with friends." 

Once inside, you are greeted 
with an open area housing yogurt 
machines, topping dispensers and 
a cold bar. 

"The design and layout is very 
welcoming and really inviting," 
junior German language major 
Ava Anderson said. 

The concept at Sweet Cece's is 
simple: create whatever you want. 

You can choose from any of 
the different yogurt flavors Sweet 
Cece's has to offer, most of which 
are fat free. Once you choose a 
yogurt, you can choose toppings 
from graham crackers to gummy 
bears or cereal, there are many 
options to choose from. There is 
also a cold bar, which has fruit and 
other toppings. 

You can choose to use as many 
of the toppings as you want. You 


simply pay for the weight of your 
creation in ounces. An ounce costs 
49 cents and an average cup would 
cost about $4.65. 

"It's a great concept," Yoder 
said. "It can be a meal on the go; 
you can have it for breakfast or 
dessert. It's what you make it." 

Although many students were 
questioning the opening of a fro¬ 
zen yogurt shop before the winter, 
Yoder, along with other employees 
see the continued success of Sweet 
Cece's because it is unique to the 
surrounding area.

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Alert emails meant to prioritize campus safety warnings

In lieu of foreWam texts, the 
university police department has 
looked to emails to inform campus 
of recent robberies. 

The emails, or Timely Warning 
Alerts, are sent out to notify stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff about 
incidents that represent a serious 
or continuing threat to the cam¬ 
pus, Bradley University Police 
Department Lt. Troy Eeten said. 

"At the beginning of the aca¬ 
demic year, we began to send these 
alerts via email to the campus 
community to improve our com¬ 
munication with the campus com¬ 
munity," he said. "The use of emer¬ 
gency text messaging is restricted 
to life-threatening or potentially 
life-threatening incidents or severe 
weather." 


The severity of an incident is 
left to the discretion of the chief of 
police, Eeten said. 

"If an event arises on or off 
campus, which in the judgment 
of the chief of university police or 
his designee constitutes an ongo¬ 
ing threat, a campus-wide warn¬ 
ing will be issued," he said. "A 
Timely Warning Alert is a means 
to notify based on the nature of the 
incident. Previously, these were 
posted on the website, and we 
will continue posting the alerts on 
the BUPD website in addition to 
email." 

Eeten said variation in commu¬ 
nication is important to campus 
safety. 

"The notification system 
includes text messaging, a tele¬ 
phone hotline, email messaging, 
public address announcements 
and the university website," he 


said. "The variety of communica¬ 
tion tools allows the university 
to convey urgent information to 
as many members of the campus 
community as possible as quickly 
as possible." 

Eeten said he has been pleased 
with feedback he has heard about 
the safety emails. 

"The feedback we've got¬ 
ten from students and others in 
the campus community has been 
very positive," he said. 'They are 
appreciative that the university is 
communicating safety alerts more 
proactively." 

Some students said the Timely 
Warning Alert has room for 
improvement. 

"I check my email when I'm 
around, but if it's important we 
need the texts," junior civil engi¬ 
neering major Karla Blanco said. 
"I don't understand why we got 


an email at 4:30 [p m.] from some¬ 
thing that happened at 10:30 in the 
morning and was reported at 1:30 
[p.m.]" 

Junior early childhood educa¬ 
tion major Jennifer Vorpagel said 
email may be more reliable. 

"Everyone will get their 
emails," she said. "I used to get all 
the foreWam texts but they never 
went to my friend's phone even 
though she was signed up." 

Vorpagel said receiving an 
email caused no more alarm than 
receiving a foreWam text. 

"But I've got to be honest," she 
said, "I read a lot more of a text 
than I would an email." 

Student Body President and 
Resident Advisor for Main Street 
Commons Tricia Anklan said she 
was just as surprised to receive the 
emails as everyone else. 

"I think these are more effective 


so that we don't get overloaded 
with information," she said. "We 
only get alerted for the ones that 
are truly time-sensitive, and that 
way people will still respond to 
the information. It's difficult to 
convey info limited to 160 char¬ 
acters." 

The time lags on these recent 
alerts happen for a number of rea¬ 
sons, Eeten said. 

Those can range from our noti¬ 
fication of a crime to the ongoing 
investigation to other unforeseen 
circumstances," he said. 

Eeten said the BUPD will con¬ 
tinue to seek out ways to effec¬ 
tively send out warnings. 

"We are always willing to 
consider changes to improve the 
safety and quality of life for the 
campus community," he said.

Director of Student Activities 
Michelle Whited is proposing a 
$40 increase in the student activi¬ 
ties fee in response to the economy. 

Whited said the cost of bring¬ 
ing large concerts to campus con¬ 
tinues to rise. 

"Travel, hotels, flights, gas and 
other accommodations are becom¬ 
ing more expensive because of the 
economy," Whited said. "It's mak¬ 
ing it harder for us to bring in 
major concerts. An act that was 
once $50,000 is now $100,000." 

Whited proposed that the stu¬ 
dent activity fee be raised $40 per 
year from $130 to $170 starting 


with the 2012-13 academic year. 

"I think an increase in the fee 
will definitely broaden our hori¬ 
zons," said Assistant Director of 
Student Activities Dain Gotto. 
"The cost to put on a show has 
increased dramatically in five 
years and we aren't in the place 
to get big performers anymore. It 
would allow us to get more acts 
in the range of $75,000 to $100,000. 
We still couldn't bring Lady Gaga 
but we could bring decent acts." 

Not only would an increase in 
the fee support SERF and allow 
them to continue bringing large 
acts to campus, it would support 
the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) gen¬ 
eral fund, Whited said. 


"SABRC supports and helps 
fund student events from a num¬ 
ber of different acts, lectures and 
bands," she said. "Having the 
opportunity to increase SABRC's 
funds is necessary in order to real¬ 
ly support the programs and stu¬ 


dent events that make Bradley that 
much stronger and better." 

Junior SABRC member Jeff 
Baumgartner said an increase in 
the student activity fee will benefit 
the organization and the student 
body. 

"There's a lot of things we 
want to do but can't," he said. 
"The amount students will get 
back for paying a small increase 
will be more valuable and well 
worth it. SABRC would then have 
the option to bring more student 
workshops, events and smaller 
concerts to campus. From a stu¬ 
dent standpoint, most won't even 
notice the increase. How often do 
students look at their tuition bill 
anyways?" 

Both Vice President of Student 
Affairs Alan Gaisky and the 
Student Advisory Committee 
approved Whited's proposal, 
and it was presented to Student 
Senate on Monday. If approved by 
Student Senate, it will move to the 
administration. 

"I'm definitely in support of 
evaluating the fee and either redis¬ 
tributing funds or looking at a 
moderate change," said Student 
Body President Tricia Anklan. 
"But I think an increase of $40 is a 


lot since we last increased it three 
years ago." 

The last time the student activ¬ 
ity fee was increased was in 2008, 
from $75 to $130. Whited said if 
the fee is increased for the 2012-13 
school year, it will not be exam¬ 
ined or changed for at least three 
years. 

There is a guarantee that we 
won't discuss the fee again until 
three more years," she said. " We 
went eight years, from 2001 to 
2008, before it was raised again 
because we didn't have a need to 
raise it." 

Sophomore psychology major 
Jennifer Dukes said she didn't 
attend the Taking Back Sunday 
concert because she did not know 
the band and said she supports a 
raise in the student activity fee. 

"I personally don't mind if the 
activity fee is raised," she said. "I 
think people enjoy [the concert] 
more when they know the band 
better." 

Sophomore psychology major 
Emily Janes said she likes the idea 
of bringing bigger names to cam¬ 
pus too, but doesn't agree with a 
raise in the fee. 

"If I knew it was going towards 
bands I liked I would be okay 
paying extra," she said. "But I 
don't think it would be fair if the 
whole campus has to pay more 
to fund events that they may not 
gain from." 

Student Senate will be voting 
on this proposal on Monday Oct. 
24 during their general assembly 
meeting at 3:30 p.m. in the Garret 
Center. Students with comments, 
questions and/or concerns about 
proposal are invited to attend.

TBS concert and Parent's Weekend an unsuccessful gamble 


The first concert of the semester 
hosted by the Activities Council of 
Bradley University was not as suc¬ 
cessful as hoped. 

The Taking Back Sunday con¬ 
cert sold 1,134 tickets in total, 
which is a dramatic difference 
from the 2,516 tickets sold for the 
Jason Derulo and Mike Posner 
concert and the 2,570 tickets sold 
for Weezer. 

Ticket sales decreased by 55 
percent from the Jason Derulo and 
Mike Posner concert to the Taking 
Back Sunday, even after ACBU 
increased advertising with bill¬ 
boards, banners, posters and radio 
advertisements. 

Although many would point a 
finger at ACBU for their choice in 
performer, the full blame cannot 
be placed on ACBU. There were 
several constraints placed on the 
members of SERF, the group of 
students who plan semester con¬ 
certs. 

In the past, members of ACBU 
in charge of planning the event 
have had the liberty to organize 


the concert based a performer's 
availability. Although for this past 
concert, special requests for the 
combined homecoming weekend 
and parents weekend led to less 
flexibility. 

Director of Student Activities 
Michelle Whited told the Scout 
in the Feb. 24, 2011 issue that 
"the administration asked ACBU 
to plan a concert which stu¬ 
dents would be excited about for 
Saturday, Oct. 15," 

It's hard enough to find a per¬ 
former who is traveling through 
the area and is in ACBU's price 
range, let alone to find a band that 
would be able to make a stop at 
Bradley on a particular Saturday 
night. 

In addition to finding a per¬ 
former that would be able to come 
to campus on a specific date, low 
ticket sales and student interest 
could also be a result of the busy 
weekend. 

There was a lot going on last 
weekend. It was Parents Weekend, 
Homecoming Weekend and 


Alumni Weekend all bundled into 
one. 

A few parents attended the con¬ 
cert, but for many Taking Back 
Sunday is not their style of music. 
Some parents would prefer to get 
dinner and catch up with their 
college student rather than attend 
a concert that does not suit their 
music interest. 

Even though there were several 
factors that limited ACBU's con¬ 
cert planning, the performer itself 
largely determines ticket sales. 

In today's article "Taking Back 
Sunday is no sell out" SERF mem¬ 
ber Bryant Au said "There's no 
way we can hit everyone on cam¬ 
pus, there's always going to be a 
tradeoff." We feel that this time 
around the "trade off" was not 
equivalent to past performances. 

The two previous concerts 
sponsored by ACBU in the new 
arena, Weezer and Jason Derulo 
and Mike Posner, were both differ¬ 
ent styles of music and attracted 
a different crowd. Even so, both 
had strong ticket sales, resulting in 


multiple students camping outside 
of the arena box office the night 
before before tickets went on sale. 

Taking Back Sunday did not 
create this kind of excitement. 
Instead, students were apathetic to 
ACBU's choice of performer. Even 
with the several constraints placed 
on the students who planned the 
event, we still feel that they should 
have chosen an artist who is more 
current or one that has had a sin¬ 
gle on the radio in the past year, 
attracting a larger crowd. This art¬ 
ist didn't have to be a large name, 
costing more that ACBU's budget 
can't handle, just one that students 
would recognize. 

If ACBU had done so, they 
could have been able to market 
the concert to a larger target audi¬ 
ence possibly drawing in more 
parents and students. ACBU took 
a gamble this time around, but 
unfortunately it didn't pay off.

Taking 


Back Sunday 

to loyal

After eight years with a number of different 
members. Taking Back Sunday reunited this year 
to release the band's fifth album, the eponymous 
'Taking Back Sunday." 

Last Saturday night at the Renaissance 
Coliseum, Taking Back Sunday entertained 
Bradley as a band that's clearly happy to have 
reunited: their enthusiasm playing together 
was palpable. Though the crowd they played to 
was much smaller than previous concerts held 
at Bradley, a core group of fans greeted their 
enthusiasm loudly. 

Lead singer Adam Lazzara bounded around 
the stage barefoot, twirling his microphone 
similarly to The Who's Roger Daltrey. Taking 
the stage to the new song "El Paso," the band 
delivered a little over an hour's worth of decent 
entertainment. They were met by a crowd that 
was clearly made up of fans, cheering for the 
group's hits, including "MakeDamnSure," "Faith 
(When I Let You Down)" and "Timberwolves at 
New Jersey." The loudest cheers were reserved for 
"You're So Last Summer," which was played after 
the band members had a "conference" around 
drummer Mark O'Connell. 

"Everybody's experiencing some crazy shit in 
college," Lazzara said. 

He noted the highs and lows a student's 
brain can achieve in college, from an intellectually 
stimulating class to the numbing effects of alcohol. 
The crowd cheered his every word, though 
Lazzara was strangely silent through the first half 
of the set. It was only after about 30 minutes that 
he really opened up. 

The departure of guitarist John Nolan

and bassist Shaun Cooper eight years ago was 
acknowledged through a cover of "Existentialism 
on Prom Night," the most well-known song by 
Nolan and Cooper's splinter group, Straylight 
Run. Strangely, Nolan'did not sing the lead vocals 
to the song Saturday night. 

The band finished its set with "Cute Without 
The E (Cut From The Team)," and cheers quickly 
began for an encore. Oddly, there wasn't one. 

The lights came back up, and those cheering 
confusedly headed for the exits, surprised that 
there was nothing more. 

Opening act. The Maine played before the 
Arizona state flag, their home state. 

Lead singer John O'Callaghan invited an 
excited fan up on stage, where she announced 
her love of platypuses and did a cartwheel before 
jumping down. The band ran through a collection 
of decent but forgettable pop-punk songs that 
excited the screaming fans in attendance. 

The first opening act. Bad Rabbits, brought 
a fun, eclectic mix of funk, hip-hop and punk 
together, as lead singer Dua Boakye called for 
a party as he took the stage. Boakye was very 
interactive with the crowd, while he and his 
fellow band members performed a number of hip- 
hop inspired line dances in time to their music. 
This was the most entertaining part of the concert. 

Taking Back Sunday delivered on what 
Cooper promised two weeks ago in an interview 
with The Scout: the group loved to be up on stage 
playing for their fans. It was never more evident 
than their reactions to the ear-piercing cheers 
for "You're So Last Summer." They loved every 
second of it, and so did the loyal audience.

The Star Wars series is a benchmark of modem 
film, helping to define the meaning of the summer 
movie. Its special effects, storyline and self-contained 
world was brand new to audiences and the whole 
picture fit together so well that it virtually defined 
cinematic success in the late '70s. 

For some, these original films, "Star Wars," "The 
Empire Strikes Back" and "Return of the Jedi," still 
remain undisputed classics of both science fiction and 
cult films. They're smart without being too smart, 
fun without sacrificing brains and easy to grasp 
for anyone who comes across the films. For these 
viewers, the films are unassailable bits of popular 
culture, able to eternally withstand the test of time. 

That's why George Lucas has become such an 
infuriating figure. His '90s remastering of the films 
inserted a variety of CGI characters, a handful of

L et's get one thing straight, "Star Wars" is the smartest and possibly 
the best kids movie ever made. There are bright, vibrant characters, 
lots of action and a lot of fun, family-friendly banter. It w r as my favorite 
movie as a kid, so I still have a lot of stored nostalgia forThe films. 

Watching it again, especially all together, I was struck with how good 
the movies still look. There's a lot of weight behind the characters and 
action, and most of that comes from actors actually being on stages or on 
location. These aren't movies filled with CGI and the effect is obvious. You 
feel the danger, and the action has weight. 

I will say the filmmakers didn't do as much world building as we'd 
like to imagine. Intergalactic bounty hunter and fan favorite Boba Fett isn't 
named in "Empire Strikes Back" and we don't even hear anyone mention 
him by name until seconds before he is killed in "Return of the Jedi." It's 
strange just how much work fans did to link their favorite characters to the 
movies they loved. 

One of the things I like the most about watching the movies again 
is seeing the evolution of Lucas as a screenwriter and more importantly, 
director Irvin Kirshner as he handles the series' best film, "Empire Strikes 
Back." His cinematography is striking and bleak, perfect for the darkest 
chapter of the series, and several very inventive sequences, particularly 
the POV shots during the Battle of Hoth are some of the best of the series. 
Lucas returned to direct the final part of the trilogy and the drop off of 
filmmaking quality is both noticeable and sad. 

I guess the important tiling really is that, yes, the films still do work. 
They're well made, often smart and just a blast to watch. Sure, the 
mythology is a little half-baked and "Return of the Jedi" always bored 
the ever living crap out of me, but I still legitimately am a big fan of these 
movies. I think most of it is nostalgia, but there are few movies that remain 
this much fun and this exciting after every watch. I could watch Leia insult 
Chewie and Han say "then I'll see you in hell" pretty much any day.

and scenes that dramatically changed the nature of 
the characters. Lucas recently re-released the entire 
series, including the mostly abysmal prequel trilogy, 
in a feature packed BLU-Ray collection, making even 
more unnecessary changes to his film. 

For cinephiles, the changing of a film seems 
insane, especially with a series of movies as culturally 
revered and loved as "Star Wars." Sure, there are 
new bells and whistles, but they just distract froth the 
original. These cuts are seen by many as taking away 
from the glory of the original films. 

But how much glory is in those original films? 

A long time Star Wars fan and a newbie to the series 
sat down one Saturday afternoon to watch all the 
original films and tty to find out.

But it was impossible to ignore "Star Wars." You'd have to be living 
under a rock not to have heard the phrases "Luke, I am your father" and 
"may the force be with you." 

No one can deny the impact the series has had on pop culture in the 
United States. It's the third highest grossing film series ever, but until I 
watched the first three films, I never understood why. 

25 years later, "Star Wars" is cheesy to say the least. The dialogue at 
times was a bit ridiculous and some of the special effects were over the 
top, mainly the explosions in "A New Hope." I found myself laughing 
through most of "Episode IV" but was drawn in at the same time. 

The plot was predictable. Of course, Luke and his ragtag team of 
buddies would ultimately conquer the evil of the Empire and Darth 
Vader. But despite its downfalls, "Star Wars" still passes the test of time.. 

The visuals are excellent even in today's age. I can't imagine haw 
awesome seeing the first movie in theaters would have been in 1977.

have found a greater appreciation for "Star Wars." 
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Dispatch from Intsant View Purgatory: 
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Services like Netflix and YouTube have 
made the most recent films readily available 
to anyone. Can we find anything of value 
in the muck of b-movies, ambitious failures 
and exploitative crap-fests? We're going to 
find out in Dispatches from Instant View 
Purgatory. 

What're we watching: "Cropsey," a 
2009 documentary from frequent indie 
producer Joshua Zeman and first timer 
Barbara Brancaccio. 

What does it look like: Think about if 
Michael Moore decided to remake "Friday 
the 13th," but he wasn't allowed to mention 
Flint, Mich, a single time. 

What's going on: Zeman and 
Brancaccio explore an urban legend from 
their Staten Island childhood: the story of 
Cropsey, a boogeyman who kidnapped 
and murdered children. The story became 
frightfully real in the late '70s when children 
began disappearing. A homeless former 
mental institution employee, Andre Rand, 
is arrested and charged for five kidnappings 


and murders and the public is out for blood, 
but the filmmakers decide to find out if this 
was a witch hunt or a guilty man being 
punished for a horrifying crime. 

Why haven't we heard of this: It's a 
horribly creepy indie documentary. That's 
pretty much reason enough. 

What works: "Cropsey" creeps up 
on you. Opening with a Geraldo Rivera 
report on the horrors committed at the 
Willowbrook Mental Institution, we see 
people being mistreated, forgotten and 
abused. The hunt for Rand gets even darker, 
once children start disappearing and the 
details of the investigation are enough to 
make anyone want to make sure the door is 
locked at night. 

What doesn't: There aren't many 
answers found and the filmmakers sort 
of lose sight of their goal late in the film 
when they essentially give up on exploring 
the urban legend portion and begin an 
indictment on the way the public judged 
Rand guilty before the trial. 


Skip to: Zeman and Brancaccio's 
exploration of the abandoned Willowbrook 
is tense and frightening. Late in the film, the 
producers' attempts to get in contact with 
Rand finally nets a phone message that will 
haunt anyone who hears it. 

The Verdict: "Cropsey" is a dark, 
frightening look at insanity and public trials 
that doesn't offer the easy answer. It leaves 
the viewers with a look at a man who could 
be guilty or may be the victim of public 
hatred. The fact that the film haunts viewers 
as much as it haunts the residents of Staten 
Island is a testament to the filmmaker's 
skills. 

What's coming up next: Next week we 
look into "A Dirty Shame," provocateur 
John Waters' NC-17 rated sex satire that 
famously became the subject of a battle with 
the MPAA.

Gallagher brings 

When it comes to comedy longevity, few top 
prop comic Gallagher. 

Famous for smashing watermelons, candy 
and all manner of other items with his patented 
Sledgomatic, Gallagher honed his act in the late '60s 
and early '70s. Gallagher's manic energy on stage 
helped him reach a national audience and landed 
him specials on Showtime and appearances on late 
night television. 

After over 40 years in the business, Gallagher is 
stopping by Peoria tonight at SOP's on Main. The 
doors open at 6:30, followed by a meet and greet at 7 
and the show begins at 8. 

"The show contains a little bit of everything, 
from life experiences to thinking outside the box," 
Gallagher said of his upcoming performance. "[The 
audience] can expect a great show." 

The time Gallagher has spent in the business 
gives him a unique perspective on the way that 
comedy has changed over the years. The prop comic 
has shied away from appearing in many podcasts 
and Internet comedy, but prefers to 
appear on stage.

Although the medium by which comedy has 
been distributed has changed in recent years, 
Gallagher noted that the sort of comedy that has 
risen to popularity is different than when he started. 

"I change with the times," he said. "I think most 
comedians now-a-days have to.

Despite suffering a heart attack earlier this 
year, Gallagher recovered quickly and now has 
"blood flowing into places it hasn't in a while," 
the comedian plans on continuing touring, 
although he has looked back at his many 
accomplishments. 

"Nothing beats the Showtime specials 
and the fun I had doing them," Gallagher 
said. "I would say the highlight would be 
making up all those props into reality. On 
the other hand, being in the business for 
this long is a highlight as well."

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The low interest in the concert 
was discouraging, but it pushed 
ACBU to work harder, Gotto said. 

"Initially it was disappointing 
but in some ways it was a good 
failure to have," he said. "In those 
moments of failure, you learn so 
much about yourself and your 
organization." 

Gotto said on the first day of 
sales for the Jason Derulo, Mike 
Posner concert, 1,100 tickets were 
sold. On the first day of Taking 
Back Sunday ticket sales, less than 
200 tickets were sold. 

In response, ACBU increased 
advertising for the event with two 
billboard advertisements, post¬ 
ers in North woods Mall, a radio 
advertisement and by using social 
media. 

"We definitely amped up 
advertisements [for the event] 
and it is something we are hoping 
to continue," said Jillian Kelly, a 
senior SERF member. "It helped 
with ticket sales and we saw a 
spike in public ticket sales. It was 
good to brand our name and the 
concert." 

Although many students did 
not attend the event, sophomore

"I thought the concert was pret¬ 
ty good," he said. " The whole 
back section was empty but I think 
ACBU did a good job. I know it's 
hard to coordinate performers and 
you only have a certain amount of 
time to snag certain artists."

Kelsey Mayginnes said she 
enjoyed the two main performers, 
but the opening act was not her 
favorite. 

"I liked The Maine and Taking 
Back Sunday but I didn't like The 
Bad Rabbits," she said. "If they 
would have danced and not sang 
that would have been good."

A year ago, Bradley baseball 
players received a text message 
at 7 a.m. to meet for a team meet¬ 
ing.

"It's something that really, 
really hits home," Bradley base¬ 
ball coach Elvis Dominguez said. 
"I keep stressing to our [play¬ 
ers] never to take anything for 
granted, and never put things 
of importance behind anything 
material." 

Although a talented baseball 
player, Kaiser is remembered for 
his outgoing and energetic per¬ 
sonality that reached much fur¬ 
ther than the baseball diamond.

"Just one of those guys that got 
along with everybody. He was 
really close to everybody, and 
made everyone feel good about 
themselves." 

Kaiser originally committed to 
Western Kentucky before switch¬ 
ing to Bradley when Dominguez 
accepted the head coaching posi¬ 
tion in 2008. 

"He would come in and trust 
me with anything other than 
what was going on in baseball," 
Dominguez said. "He spoke to 
me, and looked at me as a father 
figure in a sense, and he'd always 
be sharing stuff that he probably 
wouldn't share with a lot of other 
people. That's something I will 
always remember." 

The baseball team received an 
outpour of support from other 
squads in the athletic department 
and all around campus. 

"[Other Bradley teams] have 
been tremendous and it speaks 
volumes for what kind of culture 
we have here, and not just the 
athletic department but through¬ 
out the university," Dominguez 
said. 

A year later, Johnson makes 
sure not to take a single day for 
granted. 

"Now, I make sure to call my 
parents once a week, my grand¬ 
ma once a week, stay in touch 
with friends, because you just 
never know when life is going to 
change," he said. 

Compitello's outlook on life 
has changed in the last year.

Cardinals remarkable season 
continues into Fall Classic

Long ago, I learned anything 
in sports is possible. How else 
can you explain Appalachian 
State beating Michigan or George 
Mason making it to the Final Four? 

But the St. Louis Cardinals 
improbable run to the Fall Classic 
is something not even a lifelong 
fan, like myself, could have imag¬ 
ined. 

The Cardinals weren't sup¬ 
posed to be in the World Series. 
Not after losing ace pitcher Adam 
Wainwright for the season. Not 
after putting 17 players on the 
disabled list during the regular 
season. 

On Aug. 24th, the Cardinals had 
just been swept by the Los Angeles 
Dodgers at Busch Stadium to fall 
to a record of *67-63, 10.5 games 
behind the Wild Card-leading 
Atlanta Braves. At that point, the 
Cardinals had gone 29-37 since 
June 10th. 

July acquisitions to bolster the 
bullpen, rotation and shortstop 
position had all but failed. 

The Redbirds had proven to 
be consistently inconsistent and 
a season that had begun with so 
much promise was all but over. 

After the home debacle against 
the Dodgers, veteran starting 


pitcher Chris Carpenter called a 
players-only meeting. 

"We weren't going to lay 
down," Carpenter said. "We 
had too much pride for that. We 
weren't going to embarrass our¬ 
selves, this franchise, or our fans." 

Then, when nearly all hope 
was lost, something amazing hap¬ 
pened. The Cardinals started to 
win. And win. And win. And win. 

The team gelled. The midseason 
acquisitions began to fill important 
roles and the powerful Cardinals 
lineup began to hit. 

The improbable was quickly 
becoming reality. 

In the first week of September, 
St. Louis took two of three from 
the NL Central leading Milwaukee 
Brewers. After the series, 
Milwaukee center fielder Nyjer 
Morgan tweeted asking how the 
"crying" birds would enjoy watch¬ 
ing the Brewers in the playoffs. 

But the Cardinals kept answer¬ 
ing the critics with win after win. 
By the last series of the season, the 
team trailed the Braves by just one 
game in the Wild Card. 

And on the final day of the 
season, the Cardinals won and the 
Braves lost to send the Redbirds 
back to the playoffs. 

Through all the winning, St. 
Louis developed a mantra. The 
team's goal was to win the last 
game of every series and have a 
"happy flight" to the next city. 

The chemistry was undeniable. 
The players were having fun and 
winning while doing it. 

But standing in the way in 
the NL Division Series was base¬ 


ball's best team, the Philadelphia 
Phillies. The Phillies had won 102 
games and boasted the best rota¬ 
tion in baseball. They would blow 
by the underdog Cardinals with 
relative ease. 

After splitting the first four 
games of the series, the teams 
returned to Philadelphia for a 
decisive Game 5. On the mound 
for the Phillies was the best pitcher 
in baseball, Roy Halladay. For St. 
Louis it was Carpenter. 

Nine innings and no runs later, 
the Redbirds had won 1-0 and were 
destined for the NL Championship 
Series against the Brewers. 

The Cardinals took a season 
of frustrations out on Milwaukee 
scoring 43 runs in six games to 
advance to the World Series to face 
the Texas Rangers. 

No matter what happens 
against the Rangers, the Redbirds 
have given fans a season to 
remember and a run that will not 
be soon forgotten. 

Texas' potent lineup and strong 
pitching could give the Cardinals 
trouble. But if we've learned any¬ 
thing the last two months it's 
unwise to bet against the Redbirds.

The Hartmann Center has worn 
many hats over the years and some 
believe that remnants of its history 
still reside in the building. 

It was constructed in 1909 as 
the Hewitt Gymnasium, with an 
indoor track, swimming pool and 
a basketball court that seated 1,200 
spectators. During World War I 
and World War II, it served as 
an army barracks and an officers' 
headquarters. Finally, in 1979, it 
became the Hartmann Center for 
the Performing Arts as we know 
it today. 

Through the years, the 
Hartmann Center has gained a rep¬ 
utation as a haunted theater, and 
descriptions of the entities that are 
rumored to wander the building 
are included in the Department of 
Theater Arts Student Handbook. 


Four ghosts supposedly coexist 
with students and faculty that use 
the Hartmann Center. 

• The Whompus: This is a 
goblin-like creature who finds it 
entertaining to mess up the techni¬ 
cal equipment in the theater. It is 
rumored that he was once trapped 
in a box by students and faculty, 
but was accidentally released by 
a student who didn't know what 
was in the box. 

• The Man in the Brown Suit: 

This man supposedly died in an 
accident when the Hartmann 
Center was still a gym. He resides 
in the catwalks of the theater. It is 
very rare that he is ever seen, but 
if he is, remember that he likes to 
be left alone. His presence is indi¬ 
cated by chilly drafts and a haze of 
cigar smoke. 


• The Lady in White: She 
resides in the building's lower and 
upper lobbies and, on very rare 
occasions, on the Meyer Jacobs 
stage. She often makes herself 
known to wandering students. It is 
rumored this ghost was a local per¬ 
former from long ago. While she is 
not dangerous, she can become 
very possessive of certain students 
she admires. For example, she will 
make shadows during rehearsals 
or show run-throughs if she feels 
technical elements are not safe for 
people to be around or in. 

• The Little Boy in the Pit: This 
ghost is the hardest one to see, 
mostly because he only shows up 
when you are alone.

Strategic plan 
released for 
2012-2017

Students can expect to see 
change at Bradley over the next 
five years, not only visually on 
campus, but academically as well. 

Earlier this week, a commit¬ 
tee chaired by Provost David 
Glassman. and composed of sev¬ 
eral members of faculty, staff and 
students released a draft of the 
2012-17 strategic plan. 

"Everything in the plan we are 
expecting to accomplish," said 
Glassman. "That's what is excit¬ 
ing. Everything is doable, not 
easy but doable. If we can accom¬ 
plish everything in the plan it will 
move Bradley University towards 
national distinction. That's our 
vision." 

The 17 page draft says the uni¬ 
versity will look into and evaluate 
the possibility of having a law 
school on campus, renovating the 
Student Center and residence halls 
as well as creating an Engineering 
and Business Convergence Center, 
bringing both colleges together 
under one roof. 

"These planning exercises are 
real exercises," said Anna. "This 
isn't a plan that will sit on the 
shelf." 

The strategic plan also discuss¬ 
es the necessity to revise the gener¬ 
al education program. According 
to the draft, the program has not 
been updated since it was estab¬ 
lished in 1982 and it needs to be 
"comprehensively re-evaluated in 
the context of our changing society 
and workplace expectations." 

Sophomore psychology major 
Dominique Russell said she thinks 
changing the general education 
program would be beneficial. 

"I'm not good at math and I had 
to take a math class this semester," 
she said. "I'm trying to be a lawyer 
and they say I might use math but 
I highly doubt it. For me taking a 
math class is pointless." 

Another area the plan would 
seek to broaden is the university's 
environmental awareness. It is 
proposed that the university seek 
greater cost-saving energy effi¬ 
ciencies, increasing campus green 
space and recycling programs 
across campus.

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An apple a day keeps the doctor away, and flu shots do too

The health center has recent¬ 
ly seen an increase in flu shots 
and vaccinations, said Director of 
Health Services Jessica Higgs. 

"We've given out over 100 
more flu shots than last year, 
which is always encouraging for a 
healthy winter," she said. "Since 
school started Aug. 22 we have 
seen 1856 visits to the health cen¬ 
ter. This does not include counsel¬ 
ing numbers, but the routine vac¬ 
cinations and other chronic illness 
follow-ups. That number is up 
about five percent from last year 
at this time." 

Although the number of stu¬ 
dents are being cautious about 
their health has increased, Higgs 
says it is still difficult to estimate 
the exact number of students who 
are currently sick on campus. 

"We have seen a fair number of 
strep [throat] and mono this year, 
as well as a few students with 
the flu," she said. "There has also 
been a fairly lengthy viral infec¬ 
tion that is taking students about 
two weeks to get better from. It's 
difficulty to say [how many stu¬ 
dents are sick] as not everyone on 
campus uses the health center or 
goes to the doctor when they are 
sick." 


Junior elementary education 
major Shardonnay Hawthorne 
said she has been taking extra 
steps to avoid getting sick. 

"I'm gonna start taking vita¬ 
mins," she said. "And I always 
carry hand sanitizer. It's important 
to stay clean and healthy." 

Higgs said it is important that 
students take care of themselves 
in order to prevent their chances of 
getting sick this winter, especially 
for students living in such close 
proximity in the dorms. 

"It can't be stated enough that 
frequent hand-washing is a big 
key to staying healthy," she said. 
"Getting a flu shot is helpful," 
she said. "Encouraging yourself 
and others to cover their cough or 
sneeze is also important." 

Higgs also said students should 
be getting an adequate amount 
of sleep, which, for students, is 
between eight and 10 hours a 
night. 

Junior nursing major Melissa 
Nussbaum said she agreed stu¬ 
dents should get plenty of sleep. 

"A big thing students can do 
to stay healthy is to get enough 
sleep," she said. "A lot of students 
tend to pull all nighters, or they are 
running around doing things that 
cause them to not get a full night's 
sleep. If they don't get enough 
sleep it causes their immune sys¬ 



tems to wear 
down, mak¬ 
ing them more 
susceptible to 
the flu virus 
and other sick¬ 
nesses." 

In addi¬ 
tion to get¬ 
ting sleep and 
being cautious 
of germs, 

Higgs said 
it's important 
to maintain a 
healthy diet. 

"Eating 
healthy and 
maintaining a 
routine exer¬ 
cise schedule 
also helps 
to keep your 
immune system 
functioning at a 
high level," she 
said. "Having a humidifier in your 
dorm room can help with cold 
symptoms, and getting outside to 
get some fresh air when it's not 
super cold is also recommended." 

Freshman marketing major 
Emily Rieker said she makes sure 
she stays active during the flu 
season. 

"I try and work out more when 
it starts getting cold," she said.

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Bradley alum becomes expert in afterlife

For many, a cemetery is a for¬ 
lorn place, a final destination to 
house the remains of former lives 
and families. 

But for 1981 Bradley gradu¬ 
ate Jon Austin, the Springdale 
Cemetery in Peoria is a wealth 
of history, home to many famous 
inhabitants including university 
founder Lydia Moss Bradley and 
her family. 

"I am now as familiar with 
mummification practices as I am 
with modem burial procedures/' 
he said. "The more I learned 
about death, the more fascinated 
I became." 

Austin has worked as the 
CEO for Springdale Cemetery 
since 2009, and has appeared on 
the Discovery Channel and the 
History Channel to comment on 
burial practices and funerals. 

"I am something of a national 
expert on American funeral cus¬ 
toms," he said. 

Austin worked in museums 
and historical societies in Illinois 
and New York until 2000, when 
he was hired as the Director of the 
Museum of Funeral Customs in 
Springfield, Ill. There he began his 
research on funeral customs. 


"I had always been interest¬ 
ed in the history of families and 
domesticity, especially in the 19th 
century, and death was very much 
a part of that," he said. "It wasn't 
until I worked with the Illinois 
funeral directors that I was able 
to get my hands on a collection of 
materials related to funeral materi¬ 
als. I had to become a specialist." 


Springdale was founded in 1834 
and covers more than 223 acres of 
land, making it the second-largest 
and one of the oldest cemeteries 
in Illinois. Though it is so deeply 
rooted in history, Springdale con¬ 
tinues to be an active, evolving 
cemetery, Austin said. 

"We are looking to develop an 
area for green burial, which is an 
environmentally friendly way of 
disposing a full human body," he 
said. "It doesn't require the use of 
a burial vault or embalming. It is a 
very new, growing interest." 

Springdale is regarded by 
many as a beautiful, serene loca¬ 


tion, one that is frequented 
daily by joggers and dog-walk¬ 
ers. Unfortunately, this a recent 
development. 

"There were periods in the 
1980s and 1990s where one 
of the last owners was selling 
property, stealing money and 
draining trust accounts that 
were set up 100 years ago," 
he said. "There 
was vandalism 
and the fronts 
of crypts fall¬ 
ing off, and 
the grass was 
four feet high. 

It was very dis¬ 
respectful, and 
it took a number of years and 
new ownership to get that cor¬ 
rected." 

By day, the cemetery receives 
plenty of people stopping 
through to visit a grave or take 
a stroll. By night, Springdale 
sees visitors of a different kind. 

"We have small groups of 
individuals who come to the cem¬ 
etery who feel there is some sort of 
supernatural force here, and they 
will sneak in and camp out some 
nights," Austin said. 

Though he has not heard of 
cemetery ghost stories, the cem¬ 
etery has a bit of a dark history. 


"There have been several sui¬ 
cides here, and I think that has 
more to do with people ending 
their own lives because their grief 
is so all-encompassing," he said. 
'There was also one murder in the 
'30s of a young girl. It's not that we 
don't like to talk about it, we just 
don't know much about it." 


Through working with death, 
Austin said he has learned about 
life. 

"I've had some interesting and 
moving discussions with people 
about their mortality and what's 
going to happen to them after 
death," he said. "It's something we 
all have in common." 


"The more I learned about death, 
the more fascinated I became."

The Campaign for a Bradley 
Renaissance has concluded after 
more than three years, raising 
$161,206,751. That makes it the 
largest and most successful fund¬ 
raising effort in Bradley's history. 

The goal of the campaign was 
to raise $150 million to provide 
essential resources for scholar¬ 
ships, academic and circular 
development, construction and 
renovation of facilities and endow¬ 
ment support. 

A gift of $30 million was pro¬ 
vided by Caterpillar Inc., the larg¬ 
est donation in the university's 
history. Including Caterpillar, 29 
donors contributed $1 million 
or more, and over 16,000 alumni 
donated nearly $60 million. 

"We are profoundly grateful 
to all our donors for making the 
transformation of our campus and 
curriculum possible so that we can 
meet the needs of students, fac¬ 
ulty and our university now and 
well into the future," University 
President Joanne Glasser said. 

Campaign money has helped 


complete the Markin Family 
Student Recreation Center, the 
Hayden-Clark Alumni Center, the 
Main Street parking deck and the 
Renaissance Coliseum. The expan¬ 
sion and renovation of Westlake 
Hall, the final building of the proj¬ 
ect, will be finished in 2012. 

In addition to the construction, 
79 new scholarships were creat¬ 
ed and $52 million was directed 
toward academic and operational 
enhancements. 

"These are amazing achieve¬ 
ments that have been made pos¬ 
sible by the people who believe in 
Bradley and our vision to become 
a university of national distinc¬ 
tion," chairman of the Campaign 
for a Bradley Renaissance Gerald 
Shaheen said. "I believe this 
campaign is a turning point for 
Bradley, an effort that will serve 
as a catalyst, propelling Bradley 
toward national distinction." 

The Campaign for a Bradley 
Renaissance was preceded by two 
consecutive successful campaigns. 
The Campaign for Bradley in the 
'80s raised $31.7 million, and in 
the 90s, the Centennial Campaign 
collected $127.4 million.

tight, creepy psychological thriller about a 
group of asbestos removers tasked with cleaning 
a mental hospital, "Session 9" is surprising for a 
number of reasons. Though there is violence, it is 
relatively muted and mostly gore-free. We learn a lot 
about the six workers in the removal crew, such as 
their backgrounds and true feelings about each other 
as the film progresses. 

The cast, which includes CSI Miami's David 
Caruso, is mostly superb in this unsettling movie. 
The ultimate resolution is slightly muddled and 
weak, but the always-increasing tension from 
beginning to end makes for a horror film that will 
make you think more than you'd expect. 


Rob Zombie's first movie could barely be defim 
as horror. It's more of an endurance run. The movie is 
a leering snarl.

CABIN FEVER 

The debut film of Eli Roth, who would later 
direct the "Hostel" series, "Cabin Fever" is a funny, 
gory story of five college students infected by a 
disease while vacationing at a cabin in the woods. As 
the disease progresses, the five friends' relationships 
deteriorate as they attempt to survive and avoid the 
locals while trying to isolate the disease. 

"Cabin Fever" goes over the top many times, 
getting grosser and funnier as the film continues. 

Roth clearly draws from the 1981 classic "The Evil 
Dead," but does so organically and in a way that 
shows affection for the old film, not just ripping off 
the premise. 




DAWN OF 
THE DEAD 

There was a day when Zach Snyder wasn't 
known for slow motion fight sequences and hardcore 
misogyny. In his remake of the classic "Dawn of the 
Dead," he somehow improved on one of the most 
beloved cult films of all time.

What works: "A Dirty Shame" 
tries to make a really interesting 
point in the way that sex has become 
something that is openly discussed and 
practiced but speaks on the way that 
fetishes and sexual deviancy are still 
looked down on. 

What doesn't: Waters seems to 
think his movie is much funnier than 
it is. A lot of the jokes simply revolve 
around someone rubbing their genitals 
on trash cans or wheelchairs, and he's 
sort of obsessed with using a penis as a 
go-to joke. 

Skip to: It's hard to describe any 
scene in the movie without losing my

job. There's a scene in a nursing home 
featuring the Hokey Pokey, Ullman 
dancing in front of old people and a 
water bottle. A scene in Sex Addicts 
Anonymous quickly devolves into 
a hilarious mix of people trying to 
get over their problems while others 
espouse the value of pleasuring 
themselves. 


The Verdict: "A Dirty Shame" 
isn't hysterical but it is bizarre, ending 
up being more of the kind of movie for 
people who love gross-out humor and 
aren't going to be put off by many of 
the fetishes that Waters gleefully revels 
in. It's a movie that deserves its rating, 
but not for the expected reasons.

The first movie was tense and

The second was a considerably less successful film 


from the first, following an established form far too 
closely, but it still left the requisite excitement for a 
third entry. 

Thank God it does, because "Paranormal Activity 3" 


™ is the best film of the series. 

Starting before the first two films, the original 
protagonist, Katie, delivers a box of childhood tapes to her 
y sister, Kristi. During a burglary, Kristi and her husband find that 


the tapes have gone missing. We then find ourselves watching 
the disappeared home movies, which delve into the sisters' first 
encounter with the demonic presence that haunted them in the first 
two films. 

"Paranormal Activity" has always been a franchise that has 
played with the idea of the most frightening thing being what you 
don't see rather than what you do, and the third entry in the series 
does the same, at times making the expression painfully literal. 

After a gimmicky premise, we see the girls growing up in the 
'80s and their mother, Julie, and her wedding photographer live-in 
boyfriend, Dennis, notice strange sounds and happenings in the 
house. Dennis decides to set up his cameras around to tape what 




hour of the movie feels like 
an elaborate game of Where's 
Waldo, where viewers have 
to spot whatever small strange 


happening is affecting the family. 

It's frustrating and often exceedingly 
dull, never really building the stakes, 
but only serving to provide the requisite 
scares and fake outs that audiences 
demand. 

That being said, the movie does become, 
at times, almost unbearably tense. The final 


half hour is a horrifying ride, with children being 
tortured, furniture being tossed violently and the 
beginning of a deeper mythology than the second 
film brought to the table. It's a shame that right when 
everything picks up and rises to a fever pitch that the 
movie suddenly ends, leaving us with few real answers.

The effects this time around are the best of the series and 
Ariel Schulman, director of last year's stunning and inventive *5 
"Catfish," plays with the camera in ways that beautifully tease ~ 
the oncoming horrors and raise tension in unexpected ways. It's 
the kind of fresh air that a franchise that relies on one already 
thoroughly exploited gimmick desperately needed. 

The problem "Paranormal Activity 3" faces is one not unlike 
many that long running horror franchises face. The writers are 
running out of believable situations and new frights, so they try to 
develop a storyline around the killer. So far, we still have very little, 
but what's there works well and sets up future entries in the series 
without abandoning the frights and slow simmering suspense that 
the franchise has always brought in spades.

Speedier campus alert system vital to student safety 


I don't feel safe on campus, and 
unfortunately. I'm not the only 
one. 

I've always been super para¬ 
noid about walking around on 
and off campus at night by myself 
and try to avoid it as much as pos¬ 
sible. However, it's starting to look 
like I need to be cautious walking 
around campus by myself in broad 
daylight. 

In the last month, there have 
been several incidences where a 
student was robbed on or just off 
campus before sunset. One was 
even alarmingly close to noon. 

The past few times, the cam¬ 
pus community received an email 
from the Bradley University Police 
Department several hours after 
the initial incident to let everyone 


know what had happened. 

The intent of those emails was 
not to freak everyone out, but it 
looks like that's what ended up 
happening. 

On Oct. 5, we received a noti¬ 
fication at 3:30 p.m., letting the 
student body know someone had 
been robbed on campus at 10 a.m. 
I got the email while I was with 
several of my friends, and we were 
all confused and a little nervous to 
be on campus. 

If something happens on cam¬ 
pus, like a robbery, and especially 
a strong-armed robbery, students 
should know immediately. When 
we are informed several hours 
after the incident, only then do 
we realize we could have been in 
danger of being robbed, or worse. 


This seems to be the part stu¬ 
dents are freaked out about. 

When the incident took place 
hours before the email was sent 
out, there's nothing students can 
do to protect themselves from 
it, since it already happened. 
Thankfully this hasn't happened 
yet, but if one student is robbed, 
the suspects may find another 
student and rob them and then 
another student, and so on. 

All of this can be more eas¬ 
ily avoided if students are made 
immediately aware of the situa¬ 
tion, and know to avoid certain 
areas of campus or walk with 
friends instead of alone. 

The problem with the emails 
being so late is students can't pro¬ 
tect themselves from something 


that's already occurred. If some¬ 
thing is deemed important enough 
to let the entire campus know 
it 7 s happened, sending a foreWam 
text message would be appropri¬ 
ate. Better safe than sorry, right? 

Of course, this isn't necessar¬ 
ily the BUPD's fault. The student 
who was robbed at 10 a.m. did not 
report the robbery until 1:16 p.m. 
Though the email was still sent out 
almost two hours later, the BUPD 
obviously couldn't have warned 
campus any sooner than when it 
was reported. 

Students need to do their part 
too, and report any crime as soon 
as it happens. This will cut down 
on the time the rest of the campus 
needs to wait to know about the 
incident, and reporting the inci¬ 


dent immediately may keep other 
students safe. 

Even if crime on or off campus 
can't be 100 percent prevented, I 
would definitely like to be more 
prepared to defend myself or walk 
a different way if a crime has just 
occurred close to where I am or 
where I'm going. Since the BUPD 
is still working out kinks with the 
new email system, I think this will 
definitely be more possible after a 
bit of tweaking of the timeliness of 
the alerts.

Discrimination still alive and kicking in United States 


Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
gave his historic "1 have a dream" 
speech 48 years ago on the steps of 
the Lincoln Memorial, and he had 
a vision that America would rid 
itself of discrimination. 

Unfortunately, America is not 
at the point it should be, but it has 
made plenty of steps in the right 
direction. It elected its first black 
president. Title IX and affirma¬ 
tive action showed that politicians 
cared about helping all Americans 
without regards to bias. 

However, it took until 2011 
for 'Don't Ask, Don't Tell' to be 
repealed, and gay people still can't 
legally marry in most states. 

Any person willing to sacrifice 
their life for their country is worth 
praising regardless of sexual ori¬ 
entation. No credible study has 
ever been published that proves a 


straight soldier is more productive 
than a gay soldier. Yet, there are 
crowds that will boo gay soldiers 
at GOP debates. 

For people against gay rights 
views, remember the U.S. armed 
forces desegregated in 1948, blacks 
couldn't vote until the '60s and 
interracial marriage wasn't legal¬ 
ized throughout America until 
1967. 

It wasn't long ago that those 
injustices were present in America. 
Can you imagine people protest¬ 
ing interracial marriages? That's 
probably how future generations 
will view these anti-gay senti¬ 
ments. 

Even when you narrow King's 
focus only to race, racial injus¬ 
tices are still present throughout 
America. 

Last week, the federal appeals 


court knocked down some of 
the provisions in a controversial 
Alabama immigration law. The 
law, HB 56, allowed police to 
charge and hold suspected ille¬ 
gal immigrants who are unable 
to prove their citizenship with¬ 
out bond. This has caused many 
Hispanic families to pull children 
out of public schools in fear they 
will be arrested. 

The court also blocked pro¬ 
visions that would have barred 
illegal immigrants from attending 
public colleges, working and find¬ 
ing a place to live. 

The Republicans supporting the 
bill are using the law to attempt to 
help lower the unemployment rate 
in Alabama, which is around 10 
percent, and reduce the financial 
burden of illegal immigrants not 
paying taxes. However, Hispanic 


residents only count for about 
four percent of the population in 
Alabama. 

The main problem is people 
don't account for the types of jobs 
that illegal immigrants hold. 

Agricultural leaders are wor¬ 
ried that Hispanic workers, whom 
are vital to harvesting crops state¬ 
wide, will be too scared to work 
this fall. 

Illegal immigrants risk depor¬ 
tation and losing everything they 
have worked for when they cross 
the border, while working for the 
lowest wages and longest hours. 
How can you blame them for 
attempting to give their children, 
spouse or themselves a better life? 

Nick Valencia, a Hispanic 
reporter for CNN, recently wrote 
a column about an encounter he 
had with a white woman who told 


him to go back to his own country. 

Although he was bom a citizen, 
Valencia's encounter shouldn't 
shock anybody. Whether a person 
is Hispanic or a different religion, 
people are bashed for ways they 
are bom or the beliefs they have. 

The United States is the land 
of the free, and should give every 
person a chance to succeed, 
regardless of race, gender, sexual 
orientation, religion or national 
origin. 

Is this the America that King 
imagined?

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"I think it's excellent that the 
university will committed to eniv- 
ronmental awareness," said senior 
Tricia Anklan, who is a member 
of the Sustainability Committee 
that began a recycling program 
on campus two years ago.

"I didn't really see new prog¬ 
ress on a mascot," he said. "I 
think it's time to decide if we are 
getting a new mascot because 
it would help bring students to 
Bradley and increase university 
marketing."

If you are drinking underage, you can receive a $375 ticket • If you are with someone who is drinking underage (even if you are 21+), 
you can receive a $250 ticket, sober or not. • If you are hosting a party where underage people are consuming alcohol, you can receive 
a $250 ticket. • If you are hosting a loud party, you can receive up to a $1,000 fine. • If you are providing alcohol to a minor you may face 
jail time, loss of driver's license, fines, and a possible criminal arrest. • If you are using a fake ID, you can recieve a $375 ticket for 
misrepresentation of age. The police can also send the report to the Secretary of State who may suspend your driver's license for up to 
a year. • If your ID is being used by someone else and is confiscated, the ID can be sent to the Secretary of State. The Secretary of State 
also has the option of suspending/revoking your driver's license and issuing fines up to $2,500. • If you obstruct or interfere with the 
police while they are investigating an underage drinking call or party, you may be arrested and face additional fines.

Coach Jim DeRose said being 
able to win one-goal games is a 
credit to the team's experience.

it takes to win," he said. 

The Braves lone goal came in 
the 47th minute when Missouri 
State keeper Trevor Spangenberg 
was given a yellow card for a foul 
on senior Bryan Gaul in the pen¬ 
alty area. 

Gaul drilled the penalty kick 
to the back of the net to give the 
All-American candidate his fifth 
game-winning goal of the season. 
The mark ties Creighton's Ethan 
Finlay for tops in the MVC. 

The goal also moved Gaul into 
sole possession for fifth place on 
Bradley's all-time list with 29 
career scores. He also moved into 
a tie for seventh with 69 career 
points. 

For the first 80 minutes, it was 
all Bradley. The Braves outshot 
the Bears 10-4 in the first half 
and pushed the advantage to 18-6 
before Missouri State's first shot 
on goal in the 84th minute. 

But in the final 10 minutes of 
the contest, Bradley sophomore 
keeper Brian Billings needed three 
saves, pushing two over the cross¬ 
bar to secure the victory for the 
Braves. 

It was Billings' third shutout of 
the season. 


Bradley narrowly missed a 
chance at another goal in the 76th 
minute when sophomore Keegan 
Balle's point-blank header was 
saved by Spangerberg. 

"For us, we're never going to 
be a team that can go out and 
score three or four goals every¬ 
day," DeRose said. "We're going 
to have to be a team that is going 
to limit the other team's chances 
and capitalize when we can." 

Missouri State came into the 
game undefeated in MVC play. 
The lost brought the Bears into a 
three-way tie for first place with 
Creighton and Drake. The Braves 
are in sole possession of fourth 
place three points behind the con¬ 
ference leaders. 

Wednesday's game was the 
100th all-time at Shea Stadium, 
where Bradley holds a 61-30-9 
record since moving into the facil¬ 
ity in 2003. 

The Braves will return home 
Monday Oct. 31 against Oral 
Roberts in their final home con¬ 
test of the season. Bradley's eight 
seniors will be honored in a cer¬ 
emony before the game.

The Bradley men's basketball team began 
the Geno Ford era by defeating Wisconsin- 
Parkside 87-77 Tuesday night at the arena in 
its first exhibition of the season.

"I was going with the flow," Stewart 
said. "Coach put me in and told me to play 
how I play in practice.

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Missouri Valley looks to bring conference back to elite status

The Missouri Valley is one of the top 
mid-major conferences in the nation, and 
has a decorated amount of success in the 
postseason. 

In 2010, Northern Iowa upset No. 1 
ranked Kansas, and last season featured 
Wichita State winning the NIT and Creighton 
finishing second in the CBI. 

Last year Indiana State jumped from 
being ranked seventh in the MVC preseason 
poll to winning the conference. Every year 
in the Valley brings surprises and disap¬ 
pointments. Here is the Scout's take on all 
of the teams in the MVC for this upcoming 
season: 



4. EVANSVILLE PURPLE 
ACES (9-9 MVC, 16-16 
OVERALL) 

Evansville showed its 
true potential last season 
as they beat MVC champions Indiana State 
twice, and the NCAA runner-up Butler. The 
Purple Aces also advanced to the second 
round of the CBI. One of the main rea¬ 
sons for Evansville's success is six-foot-five 
guard Colt Ryan. Ryan averaged 15.7 points 
per game last year as he netted 87 percent of 
his free throws and 41 percent of his 3-point- 
ers. The Purple Aces don't have a lot of size 
in the front court, which may limit them this 
year, but its backcourt is one of the best in 
the conference. 





1. CREIGHTON BLUEJAYS 
\ (10-8 MVC, 23-16 OVERALL) 

The one name to 
remember is McDermott. 
Greg McDermott coached 
the Blue Jays to a second- 
place finish in the CBI, while his son Doug, 
a six-foot-seven forward, led the team in 
scoring and rebounding with 14.9 points 
and 7.2 per game. Gregory Echenique, a six- 
foot-nine junior transfer from Rutgers, helps 
bolster the Blue Jays with the top frontcourt 
in the conference as he finished last year 
with 10.5 points and 5.8 rebounds per game. 

While the frontcourt puts Creighton in 
the top half of the league, they become elite 
team with six-foot point guard Antoine 
Young who averaged 13.1 points per 
game and led the Valley with 195 assists. 
Creighton has a balanced attack making 
them one of the most feared teams in the 
country, let alone the Valley. 

2. WICHITA STATE 
SHOCKERS (14-4 MVC, 29-8 
OVERALL) The Shockers are 
looking to have another 
strong season after win¬ 
ning the NTT last year when they narrowly 
missing the NCAA Tournament. They have 
a strong chance of being competitive with 
the return of five of its top six scorers from 
last season. 

Wichita State is led by Toure' Murry, a 
six-foot-five guard who averaged 9.4 points 
and 4.5 rebounds a game. Another player 
that will help the Shockers is seven-foot cen¬ 
ter Garrett Stutz, who averaged 7.2 points 
and 3.5 rebounds a game while having a 
strong perimeter game. With the high num¬ 
ber of returners, the Shockers have a strong 
chance to make the MVC a multi-bid confer¬ 
ence in the NCAA Tournament. 


3. INDIANA STATE 
’ SYCAMORES (12-6 MVC, 
20-14 OVERALL) 

The underdog story 
of last season saw the 
Sycamores jump to a NCAA tournament 
spot with a young team and a new coach. 
Its six-foot-four sophomore point guard, 
Jake Odum, led Indiana State last season 
with his 9.3 points per game along with 139 
assists and 62 steals. The Sycamores have 
four returning starters and a strong balance 
throughout their bench, which could bring 
them a spot near the top of the conference. 



5. NORTHERN IOWA 
PANTHERS (10-8 MVC, 20-14 
OVERALL) 

The Panthers entered 
last year with a major tar¬ 
get on their backs after defeating No. 1 
ranked Kansas in the NCAA Tournament. 
However, they were unable to battle past 
the pressures to gain another berth in the 
Big Dance. Northern Iowa will be led this 
season by guards Johnny Moran (9.6 points 
and 3.2 rebounds per game), Anthony James 
(12.4 points and 3.4 rebounds per game) 
and forward Jake Koch (9.8 points and 5.0 
rebounds per game). James scored a career- 
high 25 points against the Braves last season 
in Peoria. 




6. DRAKE BULLDOGS (7-11 
MVC, 13-18 OVERALL) 

The Bulldogs had a 
decent season last year, 
and should build off it 
with four returning start¬ 
ers. Unfortunately it has been a long off¬ 
season for Drake with sophomore guard 
Rayvonte Rice being arrested and junior 
center Seth VanDeest undergoing shoulder 
surgery. Rice averaged 13.8 points and 4.8 
rebounds per game last ye ar on his way 

to the Valley's All-Freshman 

team, while VanDeest aver¬ 
aged 8.4 points and 4.4 
rebounds a game and may 
miss the entire season. The 
Bulldogs should improve 
this year, but its offseason 
wasn't a good start. 


8. ILLINOIS STATE 
REDBIRDS (4-14 MVC, 12-19 
OVERALL) 

The Redbirds didn't 
have much to celebrate 
last season, which may 
explain why their fans 
stormed the court in their win against the 
Braves last year. 

Jackie Carmichael, a six-foot-nine 
junior forward, averaged 9.8 points and 
5.4 rebounds per game last year, and has 
always played well in conference action. 
Illinois State can also expect to have good 
contributions from six-foot-nine junior for¬ 
ward John Wilkins, who averaged 7.4 points 
and 3.9 rebounds per game last season. 

9. BRADLEY BRAVES <4-14 
MVC, 12-20 OVERALL) 

Although Bradley can 
only go up from last sea¬ 
son, it will face its own 
struggles to replace last year's MVC top 
scorer Andrew Warren and learn a new 
system under new coach Geno Ford. Junior 
Dyricus Simms-Edwards finished last sea¬ 
son on a tear, and will be called upon to 
led the Braves on offense along with senior 
Taylor Brown. Brown missed all of last 
season but was fifth in the Valley with 14.1 
points and 6.9 rebounds a game in 2010. 

10. SOUTHERN ILLINOIS 
SALUKIS (5-13 MVC. 13-19 
OVERALL) 

It was a long time ago 
that Southern Illinois was 
a perennial powerhouse in 
the Valley and routinely stamped their ticket 
to the NCAA Tournament. The Salukis are 
stuck in rebuilding mode and it may be a 
couple of years before they reach their way 
to the top of the conference. Mamadou Seek, 
a six-foot-seven senior forward, led the 
conference last year with 8.1 rebounds per 
game. Another top returner is guard Kendal 
Brown-Surles who averaged 7.2 points and 
2.4 assists per game last year.

The Bradley women's basketball team is 
returning nine of its top 10 scorers from last 
year, after finishing with a 15-16 record and 
7-9 in conference action. 

"We are working really hard," senior 
forward Mackenzie Westcott said. "I think 
we have a lot of experience on this team 
with five seniors. [This season] will be 
really good with a lot of leadership, and the 
freshmen are bringing a lot of intensity and 
competitiveness." 

Although Bradley is bringing nearly the 
entire team back after a .500 season, the 
Braves were ranked eighth in the preseason 
conference poll. 

'That's not our motivator," coach Paula 
Buscher said. "Just because people picked 
us eighth [in the poll] is not what is going 
to motivate us through the season. Give me 
the end of season rankings, we'll talk then." 

Junior guard Katie Yohn is the team's top 
returning scorer after finishing last season 
averaging 12.4 points and 4.1 rebounds per 
game. Yohn was also second on the team in 
steals and assists. 

"We are going to surprise a lot of people 
and we are going to end up really high in 
the standings this year," Yohn said. 

All of the seniors, Westcott, guard Hanna 
Muegge, center Latasha Hollingshed, center 
Leah Kassing and guard Lauren Niemiera 
contributed to more than 46 percent of the 
offense last year.

Sophomore point guard Kelsey Budd 
started 11 games last season, and finished 
fourth on the squad with 44 assists despite 
only averaging 16.8 minutes per game. 
Sophomore forward Kelly Frings came off 
the bench in all 31 games and set a Bradley 
season record with a 43.1 3-point field goal 
percentage. 

Junior Brooke Bisping and sophomore 
Alyson Spinas-Valainis both played in more 
than 20 games last season, Bisping averaged 
1.9 rebounds per game while only averaging 
10.6 minutes. 

Sophomore guard Catie O'Leary, a trans¬ 
fer from the University of Wisconsin, sat out 
last season due to the NCAA transfer rule 
and is ready to contribute after a year on the 
sidelines. 

"Catie O'Leary, I think she is going to 
be a very good guard in our mix," Buscher 
said. "Our freshmen right now are play¬ 
ing very well. Michelle Young is long and 
athletic and can take the ball to the basket, 
and is also a tremendous defender. Shronda 
Butts is just explosive, and Fantasia Vine is 
just now coming along and showing some 
real bright spots." 

The Braves will face Washington, MO. in 
its only exhibition game tomorrow at 2 p.m.

"I expect us to sell-out for each other 
every night so we can be in the best position 
to win games," Westcott said. "Overall, I 
believe we can be at the top of the confer¬ 
ence and into post-season play if we buy in 
to the process and stay accountable for one 
another." 

Under the tutelage of 12 year head coach 
Paula Buscher, the team should have a con¬ 
stant spark off the bench to help them reach 
that state of accountability. 

"On the court, she stresses communica¬ 
tion as being a constant force that will keep 
teams competitive in games," Westcott said. 
"Also, her fiery spirit shows us that she is 
passionate about her role on the team and it 
makes us want to work harder." 

You ultimately control how hard you 
work. Westcott knows that as well, but her 
efforts are never for herself. The slides and 
the dives she takes chasing down the ball 
aren't for her, there is no hustle play stat in 
the box score, they're for the team. 

"I want to be remembered as a person 
that served others. Hopefully people will 
be able to say I inspired my teammates to 
challenge the way things are and believe 
in themselves," Westcott said. "Basically, I 
want people to say I helped others become 
the best they could be."

For sophomore center Jordan 
Prosser, the 2010-2011 season 
ended a game short. Going up for 
a routine rebound, Prosser got hit 
in mid-air and came down in a 
grotesque fashion. 

"Upon landing, my body went 
one way while my leg just buck¬ 
led and went the other," Prosser 
said. 

Laying on the Scott Trade 
Center floor, screaming in agony, 
Prosser had suffered a dislocated 
kneecap as the arena sat in silence. 

"I didn't have any structural 
damage to the knee, so it was a 
matter of getting my legs stron¬ 
ger," Prosser said. "Our trainers 
knew exactly what to do and what 
day I should be doing things." 

For Prosser and the team, this 
offseason brought change with 
Geno Ford replacing Jim Les 
as Bradley head coach, but the 
transition was made easier by 
an unsung hero of the basketball 
program. 

"We still had a coach here to 
keep all of us from going wild," 
Prosser said. "Coach Willie Scott 
was here to help us through the 
change. Even though we didn't 
have many workouts, we still got 
in and lifted while getting some 
shots up." 

It would be hard to ignore such 
a big change in the program. Les 
was their leader, so Prosser and 
the team scoured their connec¬ 
tions to stay in tune to the hiring 
process. 

"During the change, the team 
and I were always reading the 
newspapers more than before," 
Prosser said. "We tried to ask 


President Glasser and Dr. Cross as 
many questions as we could to try 
and find out who was going to be 
our coach." 

What the team got in a leader 
is not much different in the bra¬ 
vado department, but Les and 
new coach Geno Ford can be seen 
as polar opposites when it comes 
to their on the court product. 

"Coach Ford is shaping the 
team really well," Prosser said. 
"He is allowing players to not feel 
robotic on the court." 

Les was notorious for a having 
a slow, grinding style of offense. 
Times have changed, and Prosser 
knows that Ford has a completely 
different mindset when it comes 
to basketball. 

"We all feel more relaxed and 
not afraid to make a mistake," 
Prosser said. "We are all playing 
with more confidence than last 
year." 

Prosser feels as self-assured 
as the team. Over the summer, 
Prosser put on some extra pounds 
of muscle. 

"Our strength coach had a lot 
to do with how I maintained the 
weight I gained," Prosser said. 
"I had to get on a strict diet to 
get my weight up. Eating around 
5,000 calories on days we had two 
workouts and 3,500 calories on 
days we had one workout." 

With the added size, Prosser 
exudes a confidence that is need¬ 
ed for a big man in the Missouri 
Valley Conference. Even with 
Ford's fast-paced offensive style, 
Prosser knows he can keep up 
with anyone. 

"I feel like I can run the floor 
pretty well for being so big," 
Prosser said. "I think we all have 
a little more freedom to run and 


get out to push the ball." 

With senior center Will Egolf 
out for the season, Prosser has 
inherited the role of team anchor, 
the big guy who always seems 
to find a way to score.

U.S. Secretary of Agriculture 
speaks at farming symposium

safety procedures

"Enlightened" was how junior 
mechanical engineering major 
Sean Callahan said he felt while 
the U.S. Secretary of Agriculture 
Tom Vilsack viewed his group 
research project on wind energy. 

"It was pretty cool," he said. 
"He is a former governor of Iowa 
and he implemented a wind tur¬ 
bine during his term. It was nice 
to talk to someone who knows a 
lot about the topic instead of just 
talking about in class." 

Callahan has worked on the 
project over the past semester, and 
was among several groups of stu¬ 
dents who were given the chance 


to present their projects to Vilsack 
at Thursday's Future of Midwest 
Agriculture and Environmental 
symposium in the Hayden-Clark 
Alumni Center. 

Vilsack, who was the keynote 
speaker, addressed the recent 
Federal Farm Bill and how it 
affects those who are not directly 
involved in agriculture. 

"The name of the Federal 
Farm Bill sends a message that 
it's just about farming and that it 
is just about those who are within 
the two percent that farm and 
that it doesn't include the other 
98 percent," he said. "It is more 
than just a farm bill, it is also a job

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Student gives back to cancer research that saved her life

Freshman elementary educa¬ 
tion major Julia Janes' life was 
changed when she was diagnosed 
with cancer in high school. 

"I was diagnosed with Ewing's 
sarcoma at 16/ Janes said. "I 
spent the nine months after that 
in treatment." 

Now cancer-free, Janes has 
dedicated herself to the cause 
and recently began a campus 
chapter of CureSearch, a national 
non-profit foundation that funds 
and supports children's cancer 
research. Bradley's chapter is the 
first college chapter for the orga¬ 
nization. 

"I started the group [on cam¬ 
pus this October] because I want¬ 
ed to help CureSearch," she said. 
"It really helped me when I was 
sick. The research cured me 100 
percent, so I wanted to get it out 
of Chicago and into Peoria." 

Freshman learning behavioral 
specialist Christine Dunne said 
she thinks CureSearch is a great 
way to help find a cure for cancer. 

"As a child, I had 
Retinoblastoma twice," she said.

"[It’s] cancer in the eye, and both 
my eyes were affected. When I 
found out Julia was starting this 
club, I was very excited. I think it 
is a great idea to help find a cure 
for childhood cancer. Since I was 
affected as a child, I have first 
hand experience when it comes to 
childhood cancer and I know how 
important it is to find a cure." 

Freshman health science major 
and Vice President of Bradley's 
CureSearch chapter Lexie Brasen 
said she became involved with 
CureSearch when Janes was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer. 

"Julia and I are actually 
cousins [and] we grew up in a 
very tight-knit family, so it was 
extremely difficult for [us] when 
she was diagnosed with cancer," 


she said. "[Participating in a 
CureSearch walk] in Julia's honor 
was an incredible experience. It 
inspired me to be involved with 
CureSearch to inspire other fami¬ 
lies to keep fighting, to have hope 
for their children and to believe 
that one day a cure will be found. 
I'm hopeful that our college chap¬ 
ter ot CureSearch will grow and 
that next fall we can attend the 
CureSearch walk in Chicago as 
our own team." 

Janes said she has 
been participat¬ 
ing in CureSearch 
walks in Chicago 
for three years 
and she would 
like to coordinate 
a Bradley team 
for the walk along 
with Brasen, in 
addition to other 
fundraising events. 

"I'm hoping we can make a 
team for the [CureSearch] walk 
in Chicago every year," she said. 
"We're also looking for a big event 
to hold on campus during the 
spring semester. Recently we fin¬ 
ished the Halloween candy grams 
on campus. I think it went pretty 


well for a first fundraiser, espe¬ 
cially since we're still getting our 
name out. One hundred percent 
of profits went to CureSearch." 

Dunne said she hopes 
CureSearch will help educate 
about the different kinds of child¬ 
hood cancer. 

"My goal for this school year 
is to help spread word about the 
different types of childhood can¬ 
cers," she said. "It would also 
be great to raise a lot of money 


so that we can help support the 
groups that are searching to find 
a cure." 

Brasen said she hopes Bradley's 
CureSearch will inspire students 
to support the cause. 

"I hope that the CureSearch 
group at Bradley can inspire oth¬ 
ers [to work together] when it 


comes to finding the cure for can¬ 
cer and supporting families who 
have children who are fighting 
it" she said. 

CureSearch raises funds to 
support research conducted at 
more than 175 hospitals across 
the nation. Each of these hospitals 
participate in clinical trials that 
are conducted by the Children's 
Oncology Group, which treats 90 
percent of children in the US with 
cancer, according to the organiza¬ 
tion' s website. 

For anyone facing a serious 
disease like cancer, Janes said it's 
important to stay positive. 

"Keep your head up and think 
positively," she said. "That's what 
got me through it. Don't throw 
yourself a pity party, and keep 
thinking positively." 

Anyone interested in joining 
Bradley's chapter of CureSearch 
should attend the group's next 
meeting on Nov. 16 at 6:30 p.m. in 
Bradley Hall room 142. 

"Anyone can join," Janes said. 
"We're looking for any new-mem¬ 
bers right now. We want to make 
this as big as we can."

Former USA Today editor speaks as Robison Lecture keynote 
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Ken Paulson spoke Wednesday evening at the Neumiller Auditorium. 
He spoke to students about the First Amendment and the future of 
journalism.

Engaging students with his 
witty, entertaining and infor¬ 
mative speech on topics rang¬ 
ing from the history of the 
Constitution to journalism in a 
digital age. President and CEO 
of the First Amendment Center 
Ken Paulson visited Bradley for 
the Fall 2011 Robison Lecture 
held in the Neumiller Lecture 
auditorium on Wednesday. 

"Hearing his thoughts on 
law and journalism was helpful 
and easy to relate to," sopho¬ 
more journalism major Mallory 
Hartigan said. "He was in our 
class yesterday and he's really 
funny." 

Paulson, a graduate of the 
University of Illinois law school 
and the former news editor of 
USA Today, spoke about his 
accomplishments from law 
school to working as a journal¬ 
ist and the importance of topics 
including honest journalism and 


the First Amendment. 

His speech began with a brief 
and humorous introduction 
engaging students and inform¬ 


ing them about his background 
as a law student and his switch 
to journalism. 

"I can tell you, I had a per¬ 


fect record," he said. "Everyone I 
defended went to jail. Sometimes 
life gives you a nudge in the right 
direction." 

The lecture also included the 
direction of newspapers in the 
modern age. Paulson argues, 
with a clever analogy, that jour¬ 
nalism and newspapers will sur¬ 
vive and evolve into different 
forms. 

"Today the iPad is the lead¬ 
ing news and communication 
device in the world," Paulson 
said. "And you know what, 
Thomas Jefferson had an iPad. Of 
course he called it a newspaper. 
It was cutting edge at the time. 
Newspapers were the iPads. 
Newspapers will not die. They 
will change. Technology will lead 
to changes in design, platform, 
and delivery but their core mis¬ 
sion of informing and engaging 
the public with news and infor¬ 
mation is very much alive." 

Paulson touched on the fun¬ 
damental issues about the duty 
of journalists and bloggers as the 


upholders of first amendment 
rights, which was the central 
focus of the speech. 

"We defend truth, justice, and 
the American way by reporting," 
Paulson said. "Reporters have 
courageously covered stories 
that may have otherwise gone 
untold." 

Paulson ended his speech by 
stressing the need to uphold the 
rights the founding fathers of 
the US fought for through the 
responsible use of the freedom 
of speech. 

Sophomore sports commu¬ 
nication and music major Jesse 
Marczewski enjoyed this year's 
Robison lecture and took a lot 
away from Paulson's speech. 

"It was really entertaining, 
interesting, and engaging," he 
said. "By far the best one yet." 
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New advisory center offers help for medical majors

For students seeking future 
employment in the health and 
medical fields, there is now help 
to navigate the waters of classes, 
internships and medical school 
applications.

"But 
there are many different models, 
and we're going to proceed very 
cautiously to see what best serves 
the students." 

Maris said the students that 
have sought out advising have 
spanned the spectrum of colleges 
and majors. 

"I have been really pleased 
that so far students of all majors 
and all grade levels have been 
coming for advising," she said. 


"They mostly tend to be from 
the sciences, but we have been 
meeting with students from all 
colleges." 

Maris said she has long-term 
plans in mind for the center. 

"I have my first-year goals that 
I want to do, but I've got five and 
10 year plans, too," she said. "I'm 
really excited to build this center 
and turn it into a robust resource 
for the students." 

So far, students who have used 
the center said they have appreci¬ 
ated the help. 

"The presentations the center 
has given have really helped me 
to understand where I am going 
and what I should be doing right 
now," junior health science major 


Sadie Salsman said. "I have tried 
to do research on my own, but 
the center has been very informa¬ 
tive and made it simpler to find 
accurate information. I have had 
no idea where to even start when 
picking a graduate school, and 
[Dr. Maris] really gave me direc¬ 
tion in that." 

Junior biology major Shelby 
Spierling said Maris helped her 
look into how to spend her prepa¬ 
ration time efficiently. 

"Dr. Maris helped me look 
into some different MCAT study 
books, she put me in touch with 
Navy recruiters to help me explore 
different military opportunities," 
she said. "She has helped me real¬ 
ize different things I will need for 


my medical school application. I 
made the joke to her that she is 
going to be my new best friend 
because she has been so helpful 
already and I can tell she is a great 
resource." 

Maris said students can come 
for advice at any time, but they 
should start as early as freshmen 
year to reap all the benefits the 
center will offer. 

"I feel like Bradley students are 
very well prepared academically, 
but applying for medical schools 
is not always transparent," she 
said. "So I'm excited to shepherd 
them through the process and 
give them a leg-up." 


Renaissance campaign surpasses its original goal

Evidence of the Campaign for 
a Bradley Renaissance is apparent 
everywhere on campus. 

The campaign was the most 
lucrative Bradley has ever seen, 
raising more than $11 million 
more than the original target of 
$150 million. 

"The Renaissance Campaign 
began to raise funds to reinvest in 
Bradley facilities, provide addi¬ 
tional resources for academic pro¬ 
gramming and scholarship, bol¬ 
ster the university's endowment 
and energize our alumni and 
friends across the country," said 
Vice President for Advancement 
Pat Vickerman. Each of these 
goals were met." 

Construction for the Campaign 
has been evident in the past three 
years, including the Markin 
Center, the arena, the Main Street 
parking deck, the renovation and 
expansion of Westlake Hall and 
the construction of the Hayden- 
Clark Alumni Center. 

"The facility problem at 
Bradley showed that [our facil¬ 
ities] were outdated or not in 
existence at all," said Chairman 
of the Campaign for a Bradley 
Renaissance Gerald Shaheen. 
"Bradley was becoming less and 
less competitive for the type 
of families that we wanted to 
attract." 


The alumni center is the 
most recent of the Renaissance 
Campaign facilities to be com¬ 
pleted, opening its doors during 
this year's Homecoming festivi¬ 
ties. The alumni center's Hall of 
Pride is named after Shaheen and 
his wife, Pam. 

"We have a lot of pride in 
Bradley and the alums she has 
turned out," said Shaheen. "We 
feel very honored, and I think it's 
a testimony to all Bradley alums 
of a fine education that Bradley 
can provide." 

The uniqueness of the alumni 
center coupled with the Campaign 
for a Bradley Renaissance may 
also make Bradley more recog¬ 
nized nationally, said Vickerman. 

"The campaign has created 
a tremendous amount of enthu¬ 
siasm and will help position 
Bradley as a university of national 
distinction," he said. 

Construction of on-campus 
facilities is not all the campaign 
money was used for. Seventy- 
nine new scholarships have been 
added and $15 million will be 
used for scholarship assistance. 
On top of this, $52 million will 
be used for academic support to 
improve student-professor rela¬ 
tionships, and $30 million has 
been set aside for endowment. 

Vickerman said all of this 
money will benefit the university 
as a whole. 

"The Renaissance Campaign 


has been transformational for 
everyone on our campus," he 
said. "The Bradley education will 
be more accessible to current and 
future students." 

As the construction on cam¬ 
pus begins to wrap up and stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff enjoy the 
new facilities, the Campaign's 
original goals will continue to be 


researched throughout the next 
few generations. 

"I am absolutely elated, in awe 
of the new type of buildings, how 
quick we did it and how beauti¬ 
ful they are," Shaheen said. "This 
board set a new standard [for 
university facilities]." 

Vickerman said the funds 
raised by the Campaign will 


greatly affect Bradley's future. 

"Our new buildings are the 
most visible sign of the Campaign 
for a Bradley Renaissance," said 
Vickerman. "But this Campaign 
has been about people and the 
impact the funds raised will have 
on Bradley's future." 
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Early on in "The Rum Diary," British 
director Bruce Robinson's first feature 
film since 1992, Johnny Depp's idealistic 
reporter, Paul Kemp, struggles with his 
bottom line focused editor, played by 
Richard Jenkins, about what he'll be 
doing on the sinking ship that is the San 
Juan Star. Jenkins unwittingly defines 
both the nature of his newsroom and the 
film itself in one line, saying "there's a 
lack of commitment and too much self 
indulgence." 

"The Rum Diary," based on gonzo 
journalist Hunter S. Thompson's semi- 
autobiographical tale of starting his 
journalism career in '60s Puerto Rico, 
doesn't know what it wants to be but it 
knows what it wants to show, leading to 
a muddled product that will nonetheless 
stick with many viewers. It's ambitious, 
but it lacks follow through where it 
counts, and gets distracted when it comes 
to picking a theme and a tone for its 
protagonist or plot. 

Depp plays the role of the Thompson 
surrogate much better than he did in cult 
classic "Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas." 
He looks gaunt, vaguely serpentine and 
perpetually hungover, and the supporting 
cast of drunk lay-abouts, semi-fascist drug 
addicts and frazzled editors all do a great 
job providing scenery, but they don't help 
the film's jarring lack of narrative. 

Where Thompson's novel is 
somewhat aimless, Robinson forces a 
story, bringing Aaron Eckhart into the 
fray as a villainous and opportunistic 
real estate developer with big plans for 


the island. Eckhart is singularly brilliant, 
bringing the sexy charm that worked in 
"Thank You For Smoking" and combining 
it with the apoplectic rage and capacity 
for violence that he brought to "The Dark 
Knight." His plans for an island hotel 
drive the plot, but Depp's romance with 
Eckhart's girlfriend, Chenault, played 
by the gorgeous Amber Heard, quickly 
becomes the focus. 

This is a problem, namely because 
there's no chemistry between the two. 

Depp seems creepily too old and Heard 
oozes pure '60s sex appeal. They have 
several great scenes together, but we never 
have a sense of mutual love, other than 
Depp's statements of such. 

That's not to say the film is terrible. 
Robinson proved he knows how to shoot 
a beautiful scene in his under-appreciated 
debut "Withnail and I," and he shows 
stunning vistas and lovingly detailed 
locations of untouched third-world squalor. 
He shows exquisite care for Eckhart's 


beach hideaway and details a drunk driving 
car chase with the kind of attention that 
throws you into the back seat. 

None of this excuses the film, 
particularly in it's final act where Robinson 
takes us away from the source material to 
show a totally unnecessary acid trip as well 
as bringing in a digression about Thompson 
being little less than the savior of all 
journalism. It's unnecessary, not particularly 
true and it weighs down the film, stretching 
it to a bloated two hour running time. 

The beauty of "The Rum Diary" is 
what's going to stick with people, not its 
unnecessarily simplified political message 
and black and white struggle between 
characters. Where "Fear and Loathing" was 
a wonderfully bad trip that helped kick 
the habit, "The Rum Diary" is an all day 
hangover spent cleaning the bathroom floor. 
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One of music's biggest acts, Coldplay, returns with their 
fifth album, "Mylo Xyloto." Over the span of the British 
group's career, they have sold 50 million albums 
worldwide, won seven Grammys and had headlining 
spots on some of the biggest music festival stages. 

With that kind of success, Coldplay has become 
one of the most beloved bands in music today, with 
their huge, soaring choruses and catchy melodies. 

"Mylo Xyloto" is without a doubt 
Coldplay's most optimistic effort musically 
and lyrically. After a short introduction 
track, the album kicks right into "Hurts 
Like Heaven." This track sets the tone 
perfectly for the rest of the album with its 
upbeat and playful drums, catchy vocal 
melodies, fast-paced keyboards and 
atmospheric guitars. 

On the next song, "Paradise," 

-Coldplay makes it clear they are moving 
away from the rock aspect of their sound 
that was prominent in their early releases, 
and are instead embracing the pop side of their 
sound.

While watching the St. Louis Cardinals make 
the amazing run culminating in their 11th World 
Series victory. Fox and TBS bombarded me with 
one commercial that always caught my attention: 
the new KFC Cheesy Bacon Bowl. 

The original bowl, introduced in 2006, 
combined pieces of fried chicken with mashed 
potatoes, com and cheese, all mixed together into 
one bowl. So KFC took the next logical step, and 
put bacon on it. 

With the help of Voice Editor Jackson Adams 
and former Scout Sports Editor Bill Hopkins, I 
decided to test the Cheesy Bacon Bowl. I came 
out on the other side disgusted with what I'd 
eaten, yet still enjoyed every second of it. 

As with nearly all commercials, what you see 
is not what you get. The bowl featured in the ad 
is nicely piled together with care; the ones we ate 
had the impression of a couple of scoops of each 
ingredient thrown together haphazardly. The 
chicken comes in various shapes that are too big 
to be popcorn chicken but too small to be strips. 
Apparently KFC invented some sort of middle 
ground between the two without telling the rest 
of the world. 

The cheese, described by Jackson as "prison 
quality," is strangely melted together and created 
the worst feeling in my stomach. The mashed 
potatoes were tasty, but at the bottom of the bowl 
they were cold. And there's gravy, and it's awful. 


since it's mixed together with everything else in 
the bowl. 

But the most disappointing aspect is the 
whole reason for trying the bowl: the bacon. 
Though it's clearly real bacon, it simply comes 
in the form of bacon bits. At least in my bowl, 
the bits were shifted all to one side at the top, 
and the thickness of the concoction made it 
impossible to mix anything up. 

Yet even with all the flaws of the Cheesy 
Bacon Bowl, it has to be eaten once by anyone 
curious about it. The overall taste is almost 
indescribable; separately, on a plate, you would 
have a nice meal with separate food items. But 
here, the flavors mix to the point where each 
ingredient tastes similar. It is a strange, bland 
hodgepodge of starches and meat enhanced by 
cheese and bacon. The taste is distinctive enough 
to make it memorable. Whether that's good or 
bad will be up to you. 

Comedian Patton Oswalt described a KFC 
bowl as a "failure pile in a sadness bowl," and 
it's hard to argue with that idea. The bowl is 
disgusting and I hated myself for eating it for the 
rest of the day. But the taste was so unique and 
interesting that I'm somehow still glad I ate it. 

It probably took a week off of my life and 
forced me to invest in a new bottle of Turns, but 
for those 20 minutes in the afternoon while I was 
eating it, the bowl was worth it.

a Great Introduction to DC Comics

DC Comics' ambitious relaunch 
of their 52 titles in a post "Flashpoint" 
world was a bold move, both financially 
and creatively. Restarting the timelines 
of their biggest characters such as 
Batman and Superman didn't inspire 
a lot of confidence in readers, but has 
had a huge payoff. The move to digital 
distribution and a focus on bringing back 
old characters in inspired ways is paying 
dividends. 

That being said, the primary titles are 
still bogged down by continuity and often 
times awkward art and storylines not used 
since the '90s. "Batman" brings back the 
little known/appreciated Damian Wayne 
as Robin and continually references old 
storylines that new readers aren't going to 
catch on to. 

With this in mind, the relaunch is 
excelling at telling new stories 

about b-list characters. 

Nowhere is this more 
evident than in "Batgirl," a 
longtime fan favorite book that is 
spinning the story in original ways and 
telling an exceedingly rare story for the 
medium. 

Writer Gail Simone puts Barbara 
Gordon back under the hood and although 
she doesn't explain how the formerly 
crippled character can walk again, she 
does give the character the requisite spunk 
and style for the character, but also gives 
her the fear of being put back in the chair 
that grounds her. 


Gordon ends up being a hero who 
may just be afraid of doing her duty. 
Unfortunately for her, a brand new villain, 
the very mysterious and homicidal Mirror, 
isn't going to give her time to get over 
her issues.

and lighting on, and off, campus. 

One initiative the department 
is working on is to ensure student 
safety for those who live in the 
Main Street Commons apartments. 

"[We are] working closely with 
the developers of Main Street 
Commons to ensure adequate use 
of lighting, access control, and secu¬ 
rity cameras," he said. 

Officers are also proactively 
attempting to keep students safe 
by looking for loud parties, among 
other potential safety risks, Joschko 
said. When they see them or if a 
noise complaint is made, they will 
stop and advise those hosting a 
party before writing citations. 

Although, if a noise complaint is 
received after an officer advised the 
occupants of the precautions, they 
may face consequences. 

"If the residents do not com¬ 
ply and either another complaint 
is received or if the officer believes 
the noise is excessive, citations will 
be issued," Joschko said. "And the 
residents will be referred to the uni¬ 
versity judicial system for appro¬ 
priate action." 

Campos said she thinks this 
change in attitude is a positive 
change. 

"Nobody likes to get a ticket 
without being warned," she said. 
"I like that they're cutting us some 
slack. It's common sense that there 
will be parties, we're on a college 
campus." 

Even though this new philoso¬ 
phy allows loud parties to receive

a warning, no exceptions will be 
made for under age drinking. 

"Officers will intervene if they 
believe alcohol is being consumed 
underage or if they believe that 
it is being consumed to excess," 
Joschko said. "During those inves¬ 
tigations, the officers are looking 
for voluntary compliance from stu¬ 
dents." 

Although security can be pro¬ 
vided by the BUPD, Joschko said 
keeping campus safe is a commu¬ 
nity effort. 

"Safety is a shared responsi¬ 
bility and we ask all community 
members to immediately report 
any activity that they believe may 
be suspicious," he said. "During 
night hours, students should walk 
in groups or call BUPD for safety 
escorts." 

In addition to making changes 
to provide a safer environment for 
students, Joschko said the depart¬ 
ment has instituted a community- 
orientated approach to campus. 

"The change means that stu¬ 
dents, staff and neighbors should 
see more officers on foot and bicy¬ 
cle patrols engaging with the com¬ 
munity," he said. "This philosophy 
also changes how we approach 
issues in the community, such as 
noise complaints or parties." 


bill., food bill and environmental 
bill." 

Vilsack said the resolution 
would provide a safety net for 
farmers who struggle with exter¬ 
nal forces as well as maintaining 
the richness and nutrients of the 
top soil from which crops grow. 

"Eighty-five percent of what 
we consume is impacted by the 
top soil and what happens on the 
farm," he said. "By conserving 
the top soil, we can improve the 
quality of the food and water it 
provides. This reduces cost of 
treating water and makes sure we 
have an adequate supply." 

The bill will also create 20,000 
thousand jobs in the country with 
the implementation of 55 new 
projects and ideas developed 
through research of issues such 
as renewable energy, said Vilsack. 

"Many ask why does more 
research impact us?" he said. "We 
have an enormous opportunity 
in this county that the 98 percent 
doesn't think of. We have the 
capacity to produce everything 
you need. We can produce every¬ 
thing in our country. No other 
country in the world today has 
that capacity and at the end of the 
day it reduces costs." 

One area of the bill that farm¬ 
ers struggle with is that the bill 
also goes to food assistance. 

"People need to know that 
eight percent of people who are 
using food stamps are on cash 
welfare," Vilsack said. "The 
rest are either elderly who have 
worked all their lives, served this 
country and have raised families, 
and children of parents who are 
trying to take care of their fami¬ 
lies. They are all playing by the 
rules. [The bill] is a safety net 
for those struggling families just 
in the way it is a safety net for 
farmers." 

Vilsack said it was great to be 
on campus and great to see some 
of the projects by Bradley engi¬ 
neer students. 

"Nine hundred ninety-five 
million people in the world are 
undernourished," Vilsack said. 
"It is an enormous opportunity 
to be that generation that can 
figure this out and to provide 
adequately to the people in the 
world."

BUPD's new approach to ticketing may benefit everyone

The relationship between stu¬ 
dents and police officers on cam¬ 
pus has been strained, and when 
Brian Joschko became the new 
chief of police this year, this was 
one of the first areas he attempted 
to improve. 

That's not a simple task. In 
the past, students saw the Bradley 
University Police Department as 
a force of opposition. A high per¬ 
centage of police reports last year 
reflected some kind of resistance 
from students involved, such as 
refusing to answer questions, take 
a breathalyzer test or answer the 
door when an officer knocked. 

From the student angle, this 
is all presumably to avoid being 
ticketed. 

We can't afford that kind of 
divide. Underage students who 
had one drink were afraid to walk 
a friend home who had 10, all 


because they knew the police 
would ticket both of them. They 
were hesitant to call for help when 
someone had alcohol poisoning, or 
ask for an escort because the police 
might smell alcohol on them. 

The BUPD caught onto this, 
and they've realized that attitude 
wasn't benefiting the students or 
themselves. 

In a Sep. 2 article titled "BUPD 
police chief emphasizes card 
access, campus visibility," Joschko 
said, "Officers will go and talk 
with people to establish good 
rapport with the students. There 
appears to be quite a bit of ani¬ 
mosity from the students toward 
the officers, and that is what we're 
going to be focusing on changing." 

So far, he's kept his word. 
Instead of instant tickets, officers 
have been making an effort to 
talk to students. For example, if 


a noise complaint is called in or 
officers notice an excessively loud 
party, they have been giving res¬ 
idents a verbal warning. If the 
noise continues beyond that, they 
will return with a ticket, but that 
initial warning is something they 
should have been happening a 
long time ago 

BUPD Lt. Troy Eeten said tick¬ 
eting is down significantly since 
last year, even though encoun¬ 
ters with underage drinking are 
not. He said the conversational 
approach has been beneficial, and 
that they have experienced a lot 
less "doors being slammed in our 
faces, a lot less push-back." 

Their primary job is not busting 
parties or handing out tickets; it's 
keeping us safe. Especially now 
when we have had three robberies 
this semester (and two in broad 
daylight,) this relationship is criti¬ 


cal. Students need to communicate 
with the campus police and the 
police need to listen to us. And 
while we're not saying underage 
drinking and excessive partying 
should be a free-for-all, we do 
believe that increased officer vis¬ 
ibility and a more conversational 
approach will help students be 
smarter about asking for help 
when they need it. 

We live in an urban setting, 
and being integrated with a city 
always poses higher crime risks. 
Our safety is not solely the respon¬ 
sibility of the police; it falls on 
our shoulders, too. But this is a 
college campus, and there is no 
feasible way to stop students from 
partying. However, with a new 
approach to the issue, students 
might at least party safer.

English beer. I traveled to Paris 
one weekend with about half of 
our group and went to the top of 
the Eiffel Tower at 11 p.m., where 


it was bitterly cold. 

Studying abroad requires a 
commitment to caring about your 
work, as it's really easily to get 
distracted, especially if you're in 
a big city like I was. But if you 
believe you can handle all of it, it 
can be the most wonderful time of 
your life.

The Bradley volleyball team 
has already surpassed the total 
number of wins they had last sea¬ 
son, and freshman outside hitter 
Courtney Keefe has sparked the 
Braves with 43 kills and 34 digs in 
the last four matches. 

"She is a gamer, a very true 
competitor and she hates to lose," 
coach Jenny Maurer said. "She has 
great focus throughout a match, 
and brings so much as a teammate 
with just her energy and charis¬ 
ma. She gives players confidence 
around her." 

Keefe was named Missouri 
Valley Conference Freshman of the 
Week Oct. 24, after setting career- 
highs against Indiana State with 
11 kills and 19 digs. Keefe already 
broke her offensive mark with 15 
kills in Bradley's three-set loss to 
Wichita State Oct. 28. 

"It's a huge accomplishment," 
Keefe said. "It just means people 
see how hard I'm working to make 
my team better, and it also shows 
that I have a good team behind me 
that is supporting me and hold¬ 
ing me accountable for all of the 
actions that I'm doing. So basically 
it's an award for the whole team, 
not just me." 

Keefe helped Lemont High 
School to a 120-26 record in four 


seasons, including three confer¬ 
ence titles and two IHSA Sectional 
runner-up finishes. 

"You expect freshmen to have 
more panic moments than upper¬ 
classmen but she hasn't had too 
many extreme up-and-downs," 
Maurer said. "Courtney lets her 
competitiveness overtake any kind 
of fear she would have. She is one 
of those gutsy-type of players and 
risk taker but more often than not 
it works out to her advantage." 

Freshman setter Madison Kamp 
and Keefe are the only freshmen 


on the team and have combined 
for 162 kills and 340 digs this sea¬ 
son. Kamp won MVC Freshman of 
the Week on Sept. 6. 

"I think they feed off of each 
other [Keefe and Kamp]," Maurer 
said. "They are both stabilizing 
forces for each other so it helps 
that they have each other to rely 
on, and somebody on the same 
level of experience as you." 

The Braves are facing the 
Northern Iowa Panthers tonight 
in the arena at 7 p.m. The Panthers 
own a 24-1 record, have won 49 


straight conference matches, and 
beat Bradley in three sets earlier 
this season. 

"It's always frustrating to lose 
because you work your butt off 
in practice and you don't want 
anything less than a win," Keefe 
said. "But when you do get a loss, 
you just afterwards have to take 
a breath and realize that if s just 
a game. You just have to change 
it next time it comes around and 
when you have the opportunity 
you can't let it pass you by."

Braves beat Missouri State 66-65 at first regular season game

The first regular season game 
on campus in 29 years ended in

Bradley's recycling program is 
entering phase two and 100 new 
recycling bins have been ordered 
for academic and support build¬ 
ings on campus. 

The 100 new bins will 
be enough to put two 
bins at each location in 
Olin Hall, Swords Hall, 

Jobst Hall and Baker Hall. 

Olin Hall will be the first 
building to receive new 
recycling bins, said mem¬ 
ber of the Sustainability 
Committee and Student 
Body President Tricia 
Anklan. 

Kathleen O'Brien is one 
of six students who are a 
part of the Sustainability 
Committee and she said 
having more bins in non-residen- 
tial buildings will be convenient, 
and will increase recycling. 

"We are getting more recycling 
bins so that we can make it more 
accessible for students to use the 
option of recycling," O'Brien said. 
"Students want convenience and 
the average student or faculty 
[member] is not going to hold on 
to their recycling until they get 


back to their home or dorm or 
when they see one in another loca¬ 
tion. Thus, we are going to put the 
recycling bins in places that people 
would likely throw things away." 

O'Brien said this convenience 
will help improve the current recy¬ 
cling system on campus. 


"So instead of walking out the 
door and throwing their water 
bottle in the garbage, [students] 
will now be able to throw it in the 
recycling bin," she said. 

The recycling bins will be simi¬ 
lar to those found in residence 
halls, but will help students and 
faculty to easily identify where 
which recyclable belong by sepa¬ 
rating aluminum, glass, tin and 
plastics from paper. 


"With the high level of recy¬ 
cling we have, we can't mix recy- 
clables," Anklan said. "But it's a 
pretty natural separation, and the 
slits of the bins restrict what you 
can put in. It's not too difficult and 
it makes people conscious of what 
they're recycling. I don't think the 
bins will be detrimental 
to the program." 

Anklan said the recy¬ 
cling program will make 
a positive impact on 
campus, as well as the 
environment. 

"We are purchasing 
these bins and start¬ 
ing comprehensive 
recycling programs to 
ensure that Bradley is 
a sustainable institution 
that does its part to pre¬ 
serve the environment," 
she said. 

O'Brien said she agrees the pro¬ 
gram is a step toward encouraging 
students and faculty to be more 
environmentally friendly. 

"Spreading the recycling pro¬ 
gram to the academic buildings 
is just one of the many steps to 
making students and faculty 
more aware of Bradley's push for 
a greener campus and greener 
world," she said. "The hope is that 


if people start recycling more, they 
may get involved in other ways 
in promoting a more environmen¬ 


tally friendly campus. Everyone 
can do their part and recycling is 
one the best places to start."

Student marijuana usage poses challenges for administration

Marijuana incidents on campus 
have risen this semester, leaving 
some administrators puzzled. 

"We strive for harm reduc¬ 
tion with alcohol, but we real¬ 
ly don't know how to handle 


marijuana yet," Director of 
Wellness Programs Melissa Sage- 
Bollenbach said. 

Students caught with mari¬ 
juana go through three one-hour 
counseling sessions in the Wellness 
Center's Marijuana Intervention 
Program. 


"We keep track of the client 
appointments we see," Sage- 
Bollenbach said. "Last October we 
saw two students and this October 
we saw seven." 

Coordinator for the Alcohol 
Education and Awareness 
Program Lyndsey Hawkins said 


unordinary events are part of the 
rise. 

"A big factor is some of the 
house busts that have happened, 
and those are kind of just by 
chance," she said. 

Hawkins said the ways to edu¬ 
cate students about marijuana are 
unclear. 

"There's not a lot out there 
proven to effectively reduce mar¬ 
ijuana abuse," she said. "We're 
waiting to see what emerges and 
what has been studied." 

Moving forward safely will be 
a hurdle, Hawkins said. 

"We don't know what to do 
yet, and we don't have the fund¬ 
ing or research like they do at 
other universities," she said. "We 
worry that if we try to imple¬ 
ment something without knowing 
much about it, it could cause more 
harm than good." 

Hawkins is allotted a 10 minute 
slot to speak at orientations about 
drugs and alcohol, which poses a 
challenge, she said. 

"I talk about alcohol and mari¬ 
juana, and I've amped up talking 
about consequences involved," 
she said. "That's effective because 
then they know what is expected 
of them, but that's as much as I 
can do with the time I get." 

Executive Director for 
Residential Living Nathan 
Thomas said approaching mari¬ 


juana use among students may 
become more difficult. 

"Where it's becoming unclear 
is as states legalize marijuana, 
we're recruiting students from all 
over the country," he said. "I think 
today everybody knows it's ille¬ 
gal. There's no question on that. 
But people's beliefs on marijuana 
use are clearly different." 

Synthetic marijuana poses its 
own challenges, Thomas said. 

"Synthetic marijuana is a prob¬ 
lem because it's legal today, but as 
of Jan. 1, it's illegal," he said. "So 
we are trying to decide how to 
handle it in reviewing the student 
handbook because the rules there 
are good for the year." 

Marijuana is approached dif¬ 
ferently than alcohol and other 
substances, Thomas said. 

"In some ways it's like alco¬ 
hol, because it's easily accessible 
and I'm assuming inexpensive," 
he said. 

Educating students is vital for 
the university, as is staying updat¬ 
ed on the most recent drug and 
alcohol research, Sage-Bollenbach 
said. 

"Because of the medical mari¬ 
juana laws, the perception is that 
marijuana is less harmful than 
alcohol," she said. "But both alco¬ 
hol and marijuana are considered 
gateway drugs."

Sometimes a little discomfort 
causes a push to make a change. 

Motivated by his own dissatis¬ 
faction and complaints from other 
students, junior Ethan Zentz, a 
Student Senate chairperson, has 
been working with Director of 
Custodial Services Pat Dempsey 
to explore higher quality options 
for residence hall toilet paper. 

''[Dempsey] realizes that the 
residence halls are not like home, 
and [she] has been really support¬ 
ive of everything," he said. "It's 
cool to see that she is so willing to 
work with students and help them 
meet their needs." 

Zentz and Dempsey have been 
meeting over the past semester 
and Zentz said he thinks a change 
in toilet paper in residence halls 
would be a change for the better. 

"It's a common complaint on 
campus, and it is something I can 
do to make it better and make it 
better for myself," he said. 

Zentz' senate constituents 
aren't the only students with com¬ 
plaints. Since his first year in the 
residential halls, Zentz has chosen 
to purchase his own toilet paper. 

"I buy my own toilet paper 
and that stuff is like cotton," he 
said. "It's frustrating that I have to 
spend my own money, but I like 
the comforts of home." 

Dempsey said they are current¬ 
ly exploring different toilet paper 
samples in order to pinpoint the 
direction they want to take. 

"We operate on a fiscal year," 
she said. "So we're locked in for 


the entire school 
year and we have 
already purchased 
the year's supply 
of toilet paper. Now 
we have the time 
to look into new 
options." 

It has been 25 
years or more since 
the toilet paper 
available on cam¬ 
pus and in dorms 
has been revaluated 
and changed, said 
Dempsey. 

"If we move 
with a totally dif¬ 
ferent product than 
what we already 
have we would 
have to change the 
dispensers as well," 
she said. "After 
graduation there is 
a window of time 
where the old dis¬ 
pensers would be 
removed and the 
new ones would be put in place 
before conferences and orientation 
begins." 

Once they agree on a sample, 
they will look at pricing she said. 

"The goal is to have a paper 
in place this summer," she said. 
"There's a very good [chance that 
it will be,] unless the price is so 
bad. I hope it works out." 

Dempsey said the quality of 
the toilet paper in residence halls 
now isn't as bad as some students 
think. 

'The paper we have now is 


actually at the middle of the road 
in comparison to other prod¬ 
ucts," she said. 

The university used 49,000 
rolls of toilet paper last year 
Dempsey said, which is a typical 
amount for the number of activ¬ 
ities on campus and students 
there are in the dorms. 

"[Dempsey] knows so much 
about custodial stuff," Zentz 
said. "She can't promise how 
good [the toilet paper] will be, 
but I promise it will get better."

Performance in ‘Almost, Maine

Despite its notoriety for being 
the home of snow storms, small 
towns and isolation from the rest 
of the United States, Bradley's 
latest play almost made me want 
to move to Maine. 

"Almost, Maine" is a 
romantic comedy centered on a 
variety of characters, performed 
by a cast of only six people. The 
cast was excellent in executing 
their performances, playing three 
to four different roles each. 

The play brought the 
audience to the unincorporated, 
unorganized town of Almost, 
Maine, on a wintery Friday 
night. Eight different sticky love 
situations unfolded, supposedly 
taking place at the same time 
throughout the town. 

The backdrop for the 
scenes was the Northern Lights, 
flickering with different shades 
of emotion as the characters had 
realizations of their own.

‘Modern Warfare 3’ 

'ers Polished but Repetitive Experience

The two longest running arguments 
present in video game criticism are 
whether the medium will ever rise to the 
level of art, and whether video games 
will prove to be one of the driving forces 
in the entertainment industry. 

"Call of Duty" has definitely proven 
that the medium solves the latter, although it 
certainly will never be a part of the former. 

The newest entry in the series, "Call of 
Duty: Modem Warfare 3," made $450 million 
in its first day of release, making more money 
than "Puss in Boots," "Immortals," "Tower 
Heist" and "A Very Harold And Kumar 3-D 
Christmas" combined. It's a blockbuster of the 
highest order, and there's nothing stopping it 
from being a billion dollar seller by the end of 
the year. 

For those picking up the game, at least 
they're getting a high quality product. 
"Modem Warfare 3" reeks of polish. Despite 
running on a slightly revised version of the 
engine that powered ZOO^s "Modem Warfare 
2," the new game is strikingly pretty, and is 
still able to deliver on the polish and fantastic 
set pieces that the series has long depended 




It's too bad the story falls 
apart. It's more of the typical 
tale of evil Russians, kidnapped 
presidential daughters, nukes and 
invasions of New York that exists to 
do little but bring players to a series of 
stunning vistas to thoroughly destroy. 

That being said, few are picking up 
"Modem Warfare 3" for the story. The meat 
of the game is in its multiplayer mode. Gone 
is the slower, more deliberate shooting of last 
year's "Call of Duty: Black Ops" in favor of 
the constant bullet hell of automatic fire. 

Multiplayer's adrenaline rush is an 
experience into and of itself, with a host of 
new modes, guns and killstreaks keeping the 
experience lively, but the game's addictive 
nature catches you with a constant reward 
system. Using certain guns enables leveling 
them up, unlocking new scopes, attachments 
and camouflages for your weapon of choice. 
It's a bit of a step down from the instant 
gratification of buying and customizing 
your weapon in "Black Ops," but the sense 
of constantly seeing more experience and 
more level ups is enough to turn a 
five minute gaming session into 


down to the basics, the multiplayer is still the 
same game you've played about four times 
before. It's all about locating your opponents 
and quickly eliminating them while 
continuously pushing forward. It's fast, fierce 
and fun, but I couldn't help getting bored. 

I've played these games for three years 
now and a few different maps, gadgets 
and modes aren't going to make the whole 
experience radically different. Within a few 
hours. I'd figured out my favorite weapons, 
favorite loadouts and favorite maps, and I'm 
pretty much set. There's an illusion of options 
and choices, but the game is already devolving 
into power-leveling and weapon tiers and 
the excitement of discovery and character 
building is suddenly gone. 

If "Call of Duty: Modem Warfare 3" is 
your thing, you probably own it already. It's a 
competent, extremely polished shooter, with 
almost nothing to differentiate with previous 
games in the series. That's not to say it isn't 
fun, engaging or exciting, but at this point, 
wouldn't you like to have something a little 
more ambitious?

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There may be no greater feeling than slaying a 
dragon. 

The giant beast flies above and around you while 
you look for a weak point on its body. As its underside is 
exposed, you quickly fire arrow after arrow, hoping for 
any of them to hit. The dragon shrieks and falls as the 
arrows pierce its skin, crashing to the ground in front of 
you. Your sword will finish it off. 

In terms of sheer size and spectacle, “The Elder 
Scrolls V: Skyrim” may be one of the most impressive 
video games ever made. An open-world fantasy, “Skyrim” 
takes many of the familiar tropes of that genre and throws 
you into the world with complete freedom to do whatever 
you want. There is a main story, but you can completely 
forget about it without any consequences (and you 
probably will, as it’s not that interesting.) 

Like previous games in “The Elder Scrolls” series, 
you begin as a prisoner, and your execution opens the 
game. Just as your head is about to be chopped off, a 


dragon flies into the city, causing mass chaos and allowing 
you to escape. Once you make your way out of the area, 
you are on your own, able to climb mountains and explore 
caves and join various groups with wildly different goals 
from grand quests to getting married. 

It may be impossible to fully complete “Skyrim.” 
There is easily more than 150 hours of content. As your 
list of quests grows, there is a real possibility of being 
overwhelmed by everything. Many seemingly menial 
tasks can end up taking hours to get through, with a payoff 
that may not have been worth the effort. 

The variation in landscapes has been pulled back 
from the last “Elder Scrolls” game, 2006’s “Oblivion.” 
While the previous game featured a world made up of a 
little bit of everything, “Skyrim” showcases a land that 
feels like a real country. The world is a beautiful one 
with snow covering much of the landscape. Something as 
simple as a waterfall has never been portrayed so perfectly 
as it is here. 


But there’s one thing that stands out above all the 
rest: fighting dragons. It is as exciting and spellbinding as 
video games can be at least the first few times, and each 
one gets more difficult to defeat. They are big, powerful 
and mean, but by staying on their toes, players can get 
past them. 

Unfortunately, the game has many of the same bugs 
and glitches as its predecessor. The game crashed once 
within six hours of starting it, and I wasn’t able to finish 
one quest due to a bug that stopped all forward progress 
in a cave. The developers have announced a patch will be 
released soon to fix many of these problems. It’s unlikely 
any of the bugs will be game breakers, but whenever they 
crop up, they are very annoying. 

If you can look past those glitches, however, 
“Skyrim” is a magnificent epic that you could play for a 
year and not finish. It is an exhilarating, exciting ride that 
lets you be whatever you want to. Just say goodbye to the 
real world before beginning. 


r Services like Netflix and YouTube have made the 
most recent films readily available to anyone. Can 
we find anything of value in the muck of b-mov- 
ies, ambitious failures and exploitative crap-fests? 
We’re going to find out in Dispatches from Instant 
View Purgatory. 

What’re we watching: “I Hate Valentine’s Day,” 
a 2009 romantic comedy written by and starring 
Nia Vardalos of “My Big Fat Greek Wedding” 
fame. 

What does it look like: Combine all the worst 
parts of “When Harry Met Sally” with every single 
Natalie Portman scene in “Garden State” and 
you’ll have a rotting turd that looks a lot like “I 
Hate Valentine’s Day.” 

What’s going on: Vardalos runs a flower shop 
with her two quippy gay best friends. She stumbles 
across John Corbett, a local tapas bar owner with 
an abiding love of terrible puns. They start dating, 
but Vardalos forces him to abide by her weird dat¬ 
ing rules, where she forces all men to woo her, go¬ 
ing on only five dates so she’s never hurt and only 
gets to feel the flowery butterfly stage of romance. 
If you don’t see how this is going to go yet, stop 
watching movies. Forever. 


Why haven’t we heard of this: “I Hate Valen¬ 
tine’s Day” was only released in three theaters. 
There’s a really good reason for that. 

What works: Almost nothing. “I Hate Valentine’s 
Day” is pure, unflinching overly-cute torture of the 
highest level. I didn’t laugh once in this somehow 
bloated 98 minutes. 

What doesn’t: Everything, starting with Var¬ 
dalos. She lost crazy weight since “My Big Fat 
Greek Wedding” and now she looks like an alien. 
Her head and eyes are too big for the rest of her 
body and as she stares at characters, it looks like 
you’re going to die in her terrifyingly Bambi-like 
headlights. 

Skip to: None of these scenes are actually worth 
watching, but most of them will show how terrible 
the movie is as a product. At one point, Corbett 
sends Vardalos a pair of red leather boots with a 
note attached, reading “I want to see you tonight 
wearing only these, and a smile.” Let that image 
salivate in your mind a little. Other scenes where 
Corbett’s perpetually homy best friend constantly 
tells his buddy how hot the local alien/flower ven¬ 
dor is are perpetually uncomfortable. 


The Verdict: “I Hate Valentine’s Day” is the 
worst example of what a romantic comedy can be. 
Vardalos’ theory is crazy but everyone buys into 
it for no reason, setting up the utterly predictable 
climax. It’s a vomit-ready script covered in the 
requisite syrup that makes the whole thing look 
tolerable. Really though, you’re just having to deal 
with all that puke and now it’s really sticky. 

What’s coining up next: Michel Gondry went 
from little known music video director to imagina¬ 
tive super star with “Eternal Sunshine on the Spot¬ 
less Mind.” Why is it then that no one saw “The 
Science of Sleep,” the director’s 2006 return?

Bringing Braves home sparked student excitement 


When Coach Geno Ford joined 
the Bradley Basketball team last 
spring, he said one of his goals is 
to get students in the stands and 
cheer the team on to victory. 

Wednesday's throwback game 
at the Renaissance Coliseum did 
just that. 

Athletic Director Dr. Michael 
Cross told the Scout in "Braves 
play on campus for first time in 
30 years," in the Nov. 11 issue that 
hosting a game on campus was 
one of Ford's ideas to get students 
in the stands. 

With a sold out arena, it was 
largest attended sporting event in 
the arena since its opening in Fall 
2010. With 1,500 tickets sold to 
students, the arena was standing- 
room-only. 

President of the Red Sea, Jeff 


Reckamp has only missed a few 
men's basketball games in the past 
two years. He said Wednesday's 
game had more students in the 
stands than any other he has 
attended, including games against 
Illinois State University. 

The game was exciting, fast 
paced and engaging for fans. With 
members of the band, cheerlead¬ 
ing squad and the Red Sea leading 
cheers throughout the game the 
arena was loud and full of energy. 

These traits are ordinary for 
basketball games at other larger 
universities, but for Bradley, this 
was a unique experience. 

Hosting men's basketball 
games in downtown Peoria at 
the Civic Center's Carver Arena 
has resulted in a disconnection 
between the students and the 


team. It seems that many current 
students are apathetic toward 
Bradley Basketball and part of that 
could be attributed to the fact that 
the Bradley Braves don't really 
play at "home." The lack of sup¬ 
port from the student body was 
evident at the first regular season 
game in Carver Arena. 

Because Carver's location 
off campus is not ideal, hosting 
Wednesday's game on campus 
could possibly be a start to clos¬ 
ing the gap between the students 
and team. 

The 66-65 victory against 
Southeast Missouri State 
University in the Renaissance 
Coliseum gave students the oppor¬ 
tunity to get excited about Bradley 
Basketball and may encourage stu¬ 
dents to attend more games. 


Aside from hosting the game on 
campus, the Athletics Department 
did an excellent job promoting the 
event to the student body, which 
was evident in the high amount of 
student ticket sales. As a result the 
event was successful, and is some¬ 
thing the Athletics Department 
should consider repeating. 

More student excitement and 
support for not just basketball, but 
Bradley Athletics as a whole, is 
one way to build a greater sense 
of Bradley pride, something many 
feel is lacking on campus. Ford 
encouraging participation from 
the student body and leading a 
successful team just might be the 
key.

With its back against the wall, 
the Bradley volleyball team won 
both of its games and still has an 
opportunity to make the Missouri 
Valley Conference Tournament. 

The Braves beat Creighton in 
five sets Saturday, and Drake in 
three straight sets Friday. Bradley's 
win against Creighton snapped a 
12-match losing streak to the Blue 
Jays. 

"It's just amazing, I couldn't 
ask for anything more," senior 
outside hitter Annie Cave said. 
"The fans are great, my teammates 
are great and I love every single 
one of them, and to go out at home 
with two wins in our last weekend 
here, I couldn't ask for anything 
more." 

Bradley improves to 11-15 over¬ 
all and 4-12 in conference play. 
The Braves must win both of their 
matches and have Indiana State 
lose both of its matches to make 
the MVC Tournament. Bradley 
hasn't participated in the tourna¬ 
ment since 2005. 

"Our hard work is all coming 
together at once, and we're real¬ 
izing it's the end of the season, and 
it's now or never," freshman setter 
Madison Kamp said. 


Bradley defeated Creighton 
27-25,25-18,19-25,24-26 and 15-10. 
Freshman Courtney Keefe led the 
Braves with career-high 16 kills 
and completed a double-double 
with 17 digs. For the strong outing, 
Keefe was named MVC Freshman 
of the Week for the second time in 
four weeks. 

In the victory, Kamp tied her 
career-high with 54 assists and 
seniors Rachelle and Genevieve 
Dejean combined for 42 digs. 

"Tonight's game was so excit¬ 
ing," Kamp said. "We fought hard, 
we knew we had to win this game 
and it was a big game on the line. 
We have been working hard and it 
really just showed in this game." 

Sophomore Alise Tupuritis 
paced the Braves with 10 kills in 
their win against Drake Friday. 
Bradley won 25-16, 25-17 and 
25-14 on Senior Night. 

"Throughout a season it's 
piece-by-piece and building 
blocks, and we kept telling them to 
believe in it," coach Jenny Maurer 
said. "They stuck through and 
we've had great leadership in our 
seniors, who have kept us together 
and kept us focused on the team 
aspect." 

The Braves will face Southern 
Illinois tonight at 7 p.m. in 


Carbondale, and head to 
Evansville for its final game of the 
regular season Saturday. 

"I think it's that point where we 


still have that fighting chance, and 
we wanted to show everyone what 
we have been doing all this season, 
and how much we have become a 


team," Cave said. "I have never 
been on a team that's set so much 
on one thing and one goal." 


Women’s basketball falls to Eastern Illinois 59-58

The Bradley women's basket¬ 
ball team lost 59-58 after Eastern 
Illinois' Kelsey Wyss hit a 3-point¬ 
er in the left comer with 9.6 sec¬ 
onds left, dropping the Braves to a 
1-1 record this year. 

"Well I was just disappoint¬ 
ed," coach Paula Buscher said. 
"I thought we had our chances 
to extend the lead and put them 
away, and we gave up at least 
four offensive rebounds on the 
free throw line and just some little 
things like that. We really need to 
do a better job defensively, on the 
boards and in taking care of the 
ball offensively." 

It was a sluggish start for both 
teams as each team committed 14 
turnovers into a 29-29 halftime 
score. 

The Panthers grabbed momen¬ 
tum in the second half with a 10-0 
run, before senior Leah Kassing 


and the Braves fought back. 

Kassing earned an old-fash¬ 
ioned three-point play to swing 
momentum back to the Braves and 
added four of the final six points 
for Bradley. 

After the Braves missed the 
front-end of a one-and-one free 
throw, Wyss nailed a 3-pointer to 
give the Panthers a 59-58 lead. 

Senior Mackenzie Westcott 
pumped faked, and had a clean 
look as time expired, but the ball 
bounced off the rim for the loss. 

"While we were bringing it 
down, [Westcott] popped up to get 
it, and we either had Catie O'Leary 
open off of a flare screen, and 
[Westcott] had a good look at it 
too," Buscher said. "I was pleased 
and I thought it was a good shot, 
but it just didn't fall. 

Kassing topped the Braves 
with 15 points, one short of her 
career-high. Wescott added a dou¬ 
ble-double with 11 points and 11 
rebounds. 


"We had our opportunities, just 
take the last three minutes, and 
look at all of the opportunities we 
had," Buscher said. "But, the game 
didn't come down to that, I just 
felt we didn't dig down and play 
defense like we did [Saturday]." 

Saturday, the Braves opened 
their season with a 59-49 win 
against Northern Colorado. 
Sophomore Catie O'Leary led the 
Braves with 15 points, after sitting 
out all of last season due to the 
NCAA transfer rule. 

O'Leary shot a perfect 10-for- 
10 at the free-throw line and led 
Bradley with nine rebounds. 

Bradley heads on the road for 
four consecutive games and seven 
of its next eight. 

The Braves are going to Rock 
Hill, S.C. this weekend to partici¬ 
pate in the Winthrop Classic. The 
Braves will face Winthrop tonight 
at 5 p.m.

Coach K becomes 
winningest coach 

Mike Krzyzewski won his 
903rd game Tuesday after Duke 
University beat Michigan State 
74-69, becoming the all-time 
wins leader by any coach in 
Division-I college basketball. 

Krzyzewski passed Bob 
Knight, who he played for dur¬ 
ing his college career at Army. 
Knight was also the analyst for 
the ESPN broadcast during the 
game. 

'The history of college 
basketball has had no better 
coach than Mike Krzyzewski/' 
Knight said in a statement. 

Krzyzewski has won 
four national titles, made 11 
Final Four appearances, and 
coached Team USA to a 2008 
Gold Medal. 

Duke improved to 3-0 on 
the season with the win. 

Four recruits sign with 
women's basketball 

Four high school seniors 
signed and sent their National 
Letter of Intent to play for the 
Bradley women's basketball 
team in the 2012-13 season. 

The Braves added three 
guards: Britney Scherber, 
Taylor Shull and Jenny Smith; 
and a center, Shelby Mustain. 

Scherber was an all-state 
honorable mention last season 
after averaging 17 points and 
seven assists. 

Shull averaged 20.3 points 
per game as a junior and earned 
second-team all-state honors. 

Smith was a first-team all¬ 
conference honoree after aver¬ 
aging 14 points a game in 2010. 

Mustain helped her team to 
back-to-back district champi¬ 
onships.

For the second consecutive 
season, the Bradley Braves soccer 
team will be one of 48 
teams in the nation to 
compete in the NCAA 
tournament. 

It's the first time 
in school history the 
team has earned back- 
to-back tournament 
appearances. 

After winning 
the Missouri Valley 
Conference's automatic 
bid a year ago, the Braves 
received an at-large bid 
Monday afternoon. 

"We're extremely excited," 
coach Jim DeRose said. "One of 
the things I've told this group of 
seniors is that they've done a great 
job, particularly over the last two 
years. The first Bradley team to 
go to back-to-back NCAA tourna¬ 


ments shows the great resolve and 
hard work this group has put in." 

After losing in the semi-final of 
the MVC tournament to Creighton 
1-0, the Braves were forced to 
sweat out the weekend and won¬ 
der if they had done enough to 
make the NCAA tournament. 

"There was a crazy amount of 
anxiety," senior forward Bryan 
Gaul said. "I couldn't 
sleep and I talked to 
a couple kids on the 
team and they couldn't 
sleep either. Just think¬ 
ing about it and seeing 
all the projections on 
websites was just nerve 
racking. To see your 
name come up on the 
screen on the projector 
was just great." 

DeRose said it was a 
very long couple of days 
leading up to the announcement. 

"Until your name comes up 
you're never guaranteed any¬ 
thing," he said. "It's been an anx¬ 
ious day [Monday] and it's been 
an anxious day since we got elimi¬ 
nated on Friday, but we certainly 
thought we had a good body of 


work." 

Bradley is making its sixth 
appearance in the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment and the Braves have a 2-5-1 
record in those games. 

The Braves hosted Loyola- 
Chicago Thursday night in the first 
round of the NCAA tournament. 
Bradley defeated Loyola 2-1 at 
Shea Stadium earlier this season. 

DeRose said Loyola 
isn't the same team 
the Braves faced in 
September and he 
expected a hard fought 
game. 

"It's a team from 
Chicago which means 
a lot of our guys know 
each other that played 
on the same club 
teams," DeRose said. 

"I think that's a great 
thing. Nobody's going to 
be intimidated by anybody. We 
know each other well and certainly 
as I mentioned they're very hot 
right now." 

The last time Bradley had a 
home tournament game was in 
2007 defeating DePaul 2-0 to start 
its magical run to the Elite Eight. 


In last year's first round, Gaul 
was unable to play due to a red 
card suspension. This season, the 
Braves will have their leading 
scorer on the field. 

"There's no excuses but when 
you play without your best player 
and your leading scorer there is a 
trickle down effect," DeRose said. 
"Everybody has to do more but at 
the same token defend¬ 
ing teams can focus on 
players who maybe 
don't have the same 
experience as Bryan. 
So we're super excited 
to have him there and 
ready to go." 

Gaul said to reach 
the NCAA tournament 
in his senior season 
means everything. 

"It's a great way to 
go out," he said. "Being 
in the NCAA tournament in your 
senior year is just crazy. I'm really 
excited." 

With a win over Loyola, Bradley 
will play Sunday on the road 
against Louisville in the round of 
32.

For some members of student 
organizations who host parties at 
the Garrett Cultural Center, the cen¬ 
ter's party policy seems unfair and 
even discriminatory. But adminis¬ 
tration members say the purpose 
is only to provide security. 

What's going on 

Vice President of the 
Association of Latin American 
Students Marybel Parra said her 
experience with Garrett Cultural 
Center parties has discouraged 
freshman students from attend¬ 
ing because of the multiple police 
officers outside of the building 
wanding and checking IDs of each 
student attending. 

"They wand everyone that 


comes in, which seems like discrim¬ 
ination because at Foamcoming or 
Late Night BU, no wanding takes 
place," she said. "[At] events like 
LNBU and Foamcoming, more 
people attend, therefore shouldn't 
they be wanded, too?" 

The Garrett Cultural Center 
is a space that is often utilized 
for events and parties hosted by 
multi-cultural organizations on 
campus. For years the facility has 
had a party policy, including a 
requirement that two officers not 
only be present, but be paid for by 
the organization. 

The policy states, "A minimum 
of two police officers will be in 
attendance at each event. Campus 
Police will wand everyone enter¬ 
ing a party. Effective the Fall 
Semester 2008 the Dance Party 
Sponsoring Organization will be 


responsible for paying $20 per 
hour for each Campus Police on 
duty working the event." 

Director of the Garrett Center 
Frances Jones said the policy 
hasn't changed from last year, 
but at the beginning of the semes¬ 
ter Bradley University Police 
Department Chief Brian Joschko 
made a decision to staff a student 
for $10 an hour, which the hosting 
organization is also responsible 
for paying. 

Member of the Alpha Phi 
Alpha fraternity and junior com¬ 
puter science major Nate Smith 
said he feels the university is 
making it harder for organiza¬ 
tions to host social events in the 
building. 

"Since they are students we

Economy takes 
promising turn 
for students 
on a job hunt

Students looking for intern¬ 
ships or full time jobs may be 
in luck because the economy is 
starting to see growth in the job 
market, according to Director of 
Career Development Rick Smith. 

"[The economy is looking] bet¬ 
ter," he said. "I recently attended 
[a] yearly recruiting conference 
that universities and employers 
attend. There's a study a colleague 
does where he contacts several 
thousand employers about what 
will be going on for recruiting 
college grads in the next nine to 
12 months, and according to his 
study, things are looking good." 

Even if the economy is starting 
to turn around. Smith said find¬ 
ing a job will still be difficult. 

"Even if things are looking 
better, it doesn't mean it will be 
an easy year," he said. 'The labor 
market is slightly improved, there 
are signs of growth and there's 
hope. But this means that there 
will be competition between this 
year's grads and last year's, as 
well as others." 

Smith said there is growth in 
all areas of the workforce. 

"Anything dealing with agri¬ 
culture is seeing the strongest 
growth," he said. "There are also 
signs of growth in retail, infor¬ 
mation systems, professional 
services, health, the oil and gas 
industry, heavy construction and 
utilities. There are no real trou¬ 
ble areas, not even in education. 
The way employers hire varies 
from employer to employer so 
it's tough to say how hiring will 
change. It varies by industry and 
need." 

Employers are not necessarily 
looking for students with a cer¬ 
tain major. Smith said. 

"Employers are looking for 
all majors," he said. "They're 
looking for someone who has a 
degree and has shown success. 
They look for students with lead¬ 
ership skills in either leadership

• A passer-by reported a 
male being dragged across a lawn 
yelling "Let me go" and not wear¬ 
ing clothes late Nov. 16 on Bradley 
Ave. An officer talked to two male 
students who said they were play¬ 
ing "capture the flag" and that the 
other male student was the "flag." 
House residents were trying to get 
him inside to end the game. While 
carrying him into the house, his 
shirt and pants fell off. 

When officers went to check on

The player was upset for get¬ 


ting a red card from the referee at 
the end of the game. They player 
reportedly told the referee, "This 
is my last game and my career is 
over so I'm going to hurt you after 
the game." He made the comment 
several times. The referee was vis¬ 
ibly upset and requested to place a 
police report. He was also advised 
on how to obtain a restraining 
order against the player. Both par¬ 
ties were escorted from the field. 

• Around 2 a.m. Nov. 23, an 
officer observed a male walking 
in the 1500 block of Bradley Ave., 


pulling on the door handles of two 
cars parked on the street. When 
officers approached him, the male 
non-student denied pulling on 
door handles, then said he pulled 
only on one door handle. Then 
he said the car belonged to his 
girlfriend, a female non-student. 
After that, he said the car belonged 
to a female who he was "fooling 
around with." 

He said he needed his coat 
out of the car, but was already 
wearing two coats, and said he 
couldn't remember what car his 
girlfriend drove. Both vehicles 


belonged male non-students. The 
male also had a set of keys, a cell 
phone and a coat. He said the keys 
belonged to his girlfriend and the 
cell phone and coat belonged to 
his cousin. He was informed that 
he was banned from BU prop¬ 
erty and that those items are being 
held at BUPD for their owners to 
claim. He was placed under arrest 
and transported to Peoria County 
Jail for obstructing police and two 
counts of attempted vehicle bur¬ 
glary.

Student group disputes campus 
condom program 

Monday, more than a dozen community members and repre¬ 
sentatives from Bradley Students for Life protested Senate's new 
condom distribution plan, which begins next semester. 

Protestors said Student Senate did not follow proper procedure 
when the initiative was passed, forgoing presenting the plan to the 
student body before taking a vote.

Students, faculty and families 
gathered at the Markin Center 
for Bradley's 10th annual Dance 
Marathon.

"I like meeting the dancers," 
she said. "Every year I look for¬ 


ward to meeting more people 
and participating." 

Erin's story and others who 
are closely linked to Children's 
Hospital of Illinois serve as moti¬ 
vation for Bradley student par¬ 
ticipants. 

"I can't thank [families] 
enough," Austin said. "To come 
and participate and hear their 
stories, this is really what we're 
here for." 

The best part about participat¬ 
ing as students is interacting with 
the families of the children, senior 
retail merchandising major and 
BUDM executive board member 
Courtney Clinton said. 

"It makes us feel good," she 
said. 'They inspire us." 

At the event, students also 
extended their support for the 
cause by creating cards for 
patients in the hospital. The cards 
were decorated with bright color¬ 
ful letters and pictures, and were 
filled with words of encourage¬ 
ment and love. 

"One of the greatest things 
about BUDM is how in touch 
we are with the people we are 
helping," BUDM's Director of 
Marketing Rebecca Nunes said.

BU grads purchase, renovate 
"Field of Dreams"

For Mike and Denise Stillman, 
the movie "Field of Dreams" is 
about more than baseball. 

"'Field of Dreams' was the first 
movie we saw as a couple, and 
we always played the soundtrack 
while studying," Denise said.

Business-engineer center plans develop 


Westlake on track for fall 2012

A $120 million business-engi¬ 
neering convergence center is in 
the works, and Vice President for 
Business Affairs Gary Anna said 
it's no longer a matter of if, but 
when, the project will begin. 

"The building, by way of cost, 
would be as much as the Markin 
Center, Renaissance Coliseum, 
Westlake [Hall] and the [Hayden- 
* Clark] Alumni Center combined," 
Anna said. "As far as size, it will 
probably be larger than the sum of 
all of those combined." 

The convergence center will 
house individual spaces for both 
the Foster College of Business 
and the Caterpillar School of 
Engineering, but with shared areas 
for interaction. 

"We're not trying to blend the 
two, but instead we're trying to 
flavor each education to work bet¬ 
ter together," he said. "And if pro¬ 
gramming is inhibited by what the 
facility should be, then why not 
marry the two?" 

The combined building is part 
of an effort to help graduates 
become "T" people, Foster College 
of Business Dean Robert Scott said. 

"A T' person is someone who 
has a depth of expertise in busi¬ 


ness or engineering, but with inte¬ 
grated knowledge of the other," he 
said. "In today's world of exper¬ 
tise, people need another dimen¬ 
sion." 

Even though Bradley wants 
to add another dimension to stu¬ 
dents' education, that doesn't 
mean turning an accountant into 
an engineer, he said. 

"The people in the technical 
world will be defiling with people 
in the business world, and vise 
versa," he said. "The "T" person 
experience is having engineers and 
business students work together 
on a real-world project." 

The convergence center will be 
unlike anything else in place at 
other universities, Scott said. 

"At some schools, engineers 
take business courses, but that 
didn't do the trick," he said. 
"Some tried mixing faculty, but 
that didn't work either. This is 
unique. Bits and pieces of it can be 
found at other universities, but not 
this whole package." 

Within the program, senior 
engineering and business students 
would work together on a project. 

"There would be two engi¬ 
neers, two business students, and 
they would have to work together 
to solve something for an actual 
company," he said. "Those stu¬ 


dents will go off into the world 
and be at the front of the line. 
And if they deliver, they'll be 
moving up faster." 

The center will be held to the 
same sustainability standard as 
other recently constructed build¬ 
ings on campus, Anna said. 

"It's kind of the rule now that 
we want our buildings to be at a 
high level of sustainability," he 
said. "It's very likely it will have 
some green roofs and natural 
components of sustainability." 

Anna said plans are still in 
the fine-tuning stage, and at this 
point, resource identification is 
critical. 

"We'd rather wait and do it 
right," he said. "In this case, it's 
pretty important to those units 
that we do it sooner rather than 
later, but we have to be careful 
not to bite off more than we can 
chew." 

Timing is also high on the con¬ 
struction priority list. 

"It's a big project, so the notion 
is this could take a long time," he 
said. "A typical construction shift 
is about eight hours, so we might 
have two shifts working on it 
to accelerate the structure. We 
don't want a student to be here 
four years and never have an 
'academic home' for their major."

The Soles4Souls shoe charity 
is an organization that sponsors 
shoe drives and directly collects 
shoes in an effort to improve the 
standard of life throughout the 
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world. Braves Council member 
and senior health sciences major 
Charonn Woods originally came 
up with the idea for the shoe 
drive on campus. 

"I proposed this drive as an 
initiative for the [SAAC] in hopes 
to collect shoes that were not 
being used but were still in good 
enough condition to be donated 
to those who had use for them," 
he said. "Throughout the world, 
many children contract parasitic 
diseases, infections and in some 
cases are even denied the right to 
attend school because they lack 
shoes. This drive is a great way 
for the students of Bradley to 
give back." 

Woods said there are several 
collection boxes on campus, locat¬ 
ed in the Renaissance Coliseum 
Atrium, Markin Family Student 
Recreation Center and the Michel 
Student Center. 


"There are no stringent criteria 
for the shoes except that they not 
have any holes in them and are 
preferably new or gently worn," 
Dejean said. "Upon the conclu¬ 
sion of the drive, the shoes will be 
delivered to a Soles4Souls collec¬ 
tion location where the shoes will 
be sorted and assessed for quality. 
Finally, these shoes will be deliv¬ 
ered abroad where they will be of 
most need." 

Dejean said Bradley is not the 
only campus to host a Soles4Souls 
shoe drive. 

"Soles4Souls has partnered 
with numerous SAACs across the 
nation to initiate campus-wide 
shoe drives," she said. "Our hope 
is to make this an annual event 
and hopefully one that spurs a 
large campus and city-wide 
response."

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Community - "Paradigms of Human Memory" 
Season two of Community expanded on the 
parodies of various genres, from documentaries to 
fantasy. But nothing topped "Paradigms of Human 
Memory," a perfect spoof of television's most reviled 
concept: the clip show. In what may be the most meta 
episode of television ever produced, the Greendale 
study group argues about the past year and all the 
various situations they've put themselves into. We 
watch these shenanigans in flashbacks - flashbacks 
we've never seen before, yet are presented as normal 
clips from past episodes. "Paradigms of Human 
Memory" requires knowledge of Community's joke 
format and characters to fully appreciate just how 
clever it is. But for the show's loyal fans, it is an 
absolute blast that gets better with multiple viewings. 

Breaking Bad - "Crawl Space" 

P l There was no better show in 2011 than Breaking 
Bad . It had the best acting, best writing, best directing 
and one of the best season finales on television in a 
long time. But that exquisite cap to the season was 
topped by "Crawl Space," especially in the final 
three minutes. As meth-chef Walter White (Bryan 
Cranston) returns home to retrieve $500,000 in order 
to go into hiding, he discovers most of the hidden 
stash of money is missing, taken by his wife, Skyler, 
to help a friend pay off his tax debts. Upon hearing 
ybyis, Cranston locks up his fourth Emmy victory. 
c Lying on the ground, Walter screams, and then begins 
to laugh. The laugh rises from a simple chuckle to a 
full-on maniacal breakdown. Cranston's performance 
in the scene is chilling and scary, as Walter seemingly 
turns insane right before our eyes. There are only 16 
episodes of Breaking Bad remaining, and they can't 
come soon enough. 

Beavis and Butt-Head - "Werewolves of Highland" 

After 14 years away, Beavis and Butt-Head 
1 returned this October and was as funny as ever 


The idiotic duo watches "Twilight" and decides 
to become werewolves in the hopes of being more 
attractive to girls. Creator Mike Judge pulls no 
punches in his return to MTV; he has no problem 
quickly mocking the network's most popular series, 
Jersey Shore. Beavis and Butt-Head became popular in 
the 1990s for its spot-on satires of anything popular 
at the time, similar to South Park in the 2000s. If 
"Werewolves of Highland" is any indication, Beavis 
and Butt-Head will have no problem settling in to 
a new decade and laughing at whatever is in the 
mainstream eye. 

Louie - "Duckling" 

There are few shows that can manage to make 
an episode in the Middle East. There are fewer still 
that could make it shocking. There are an elite few 
that could also make a hysterical episode. Louie 
managed all three in a brilliantly low key trip when 
the eponymous character is hired to perform for the 
troops. It's an off key episode for the show, but it's 
tense and it's rare a show would be able to make a 
single cheep into one of the most agonizing moments 
on television this year. It's a deep look at how the 
character has changed, his continuing neurosis and 
the power a duck has in changing U.S. and Afghani 
relations. 

Parks and Recreation - "Lil' Sebastian" 

Parks and Recreation brilliantly built up to the 
coupling of Leslie and Ben and their relationship is in 
full force as Pawnee's favorite miniature horse dies. 
It's an episode packed with emotional moments, but 
it's also hilarious. Between Donna reading "Inferno," 
Jean-Ralphio and Tom's slideshow, Ron burning his 
eyebrows off, Andy's rendition of "5,000 Candles 
in the Wind" or the total breakdown of Chris' 
microchip, "Lil Sebastian" became the perfect finale 
for season three and probably the best episode of 
Parks and Recreation yet. 
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"The Elder Scrolls V: Skyrim" 

Due to the size of its map and the amount 
of things there are to do in the world, "The 
Elder Scrolls V: Skyrim" is not meant to be 
finished. Instead, it is the greatest time thief 
ever created. Even if gamers play it for 50 hours 
and put it aside, they will undoubtedly return. 
With hundreds of quests that can last for hours, 
"Skyrim" makes it easy to lose oneself in the 
gameplay. Whether playing as an assassin, a 
thief or a mage, "Skyrim" delivers on all fronts. 

It is a beautiful world that will push its devotees 
to keep going over the mountains in the hopes 
of finding something new to do. Put simply, 
"Skyrim" is an epic that may never be topped in 
terms of scale. Anyone who plays it will always 
find something new to accomplish, no matter 
how much they play. 

"Portal 2" 

The sequel to the 2007 sleeper hit "Portal," 
"Portal 2" expands on the limited scope of 
the original and creates elaborate puzzles that 
require critical thinking and careful attention. 
Fortunately, players will be laughing too hard 
to become frustrated or annoyed with any 
part of the game. A hilarious script and some 
astonishing voice acting performances (from 
actors Stephen Merchant and J.K. Simmons) 
make this possibly the best-written game ever 
made, and maybe the funniest as well. "Portal 2" 
takes the simple game formula of "Go from Point 
A to Point B" and forces players to do this in a 
factory filled with moving floors, turret guns and 
potatoes. There may never be another game that 
can be breathtaking and hilarious at the same 
time in such a perfect fashion. "Portal 2" may 
not be the most exciting game at all times, but it 
is challenging and fun in a way rarely seen in a 
game. 


"Dead Space 2" 

The original "Dead Space," released in 
2008, reinvented the survival horror genre of 
gaming by placing the player in a spaceship 
overrun with mutated humans that needed to 
be dismembered instead of simply shot in the 
head. It was scary and had a perfect atmosphere 
of sound: the slightest bump could fill anyone 
with dread. "Dead Space 2" takes everything that 
worked in the original and adds in a meaningful 
story that was clearly missing from the first 
game. Main character Isaac Clarke has suffered 
a nervous breakdown from the events of the first 
game, but is forced to deal with more enemies if 
he has any hope of clearing his head. Clarke, as 
a psychological mess, is far more realistic than 
the vast majority of video game protagonists. 
More than anything, "Dead Space 2" is exciting 
and scary all at the same time. The chills felt 
whenever the lights flicker or a shadow runs in 
front of Clarke can cause players to jump in their 
seats. It is a must play for any gamers who are 
fans of horror. 

"Marvel vs. Capcom 3" 

Moreso than any other factor, the first debt 
that video games owe the consumer is to be 
fun. "Marvel 
vs. Capcom 3" 
manages that 
feat and more, 
presenting a 
neon lit world 
of clashing 
superheroes and 
virtual champions. 

It's a game that 
draws players 
in with flashy 
combos and 


recognizable characters like Wolverine and Dante 
of "Devil May Cry" fame, but the obscene replay 
factor keeps it interesting. The game's cotton- 
candy-meets-Resident-Evil-5-meets-Dragon- 
Ball-Z aesthetic perfectly suits the clashing of 
pop culture titans and the near limitless depth of 
character options, ultra combos, tag team attacks 
and snap backs will leave this disc spinning in 
consoles for years. 

"Batman: Arkham City": Batman has had to 
star in a ton of terrible games before Rocksteady 
finally did him right in "Arkham Asylum" and 
they were able to expand on what they did well 
in their massive sequel "Arkham City." The 
city is a delight to explore and the game is a 
comic book lover's dream with lots of nods to 
classic characters like The Joker and Mr. Freeze 
as well as more obscure villains like Hush, Mr. 
Zsasz, Calendar Man and Black Mask. For all 
it's shadowy and gritty looks at Gotham City's 
darkest comer, there are still moments off goofy 
glee, whether it's a Penguin orchestrated shark 
attack, a tea party with the Mad Hatter or a series 
of awesome Harley Quinn jokes. It's a blast from 
explosive start to the shocking finale.

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Services like Netflix and YouTube 
have made the most recent films readily 
available to anyone. Can we find anything 
of value in the muck of b-movies, 
ambitious failures and exploitative 
crap-fests? We're going to find out in 
Dispatches from Instant View Purgatory. 

What're we watching: "The Science 
of Sleep," director Michael Gondry's 
return to an original script after "Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind" and 
"Dave Chappelle's Block Party." 

What does it look like: If Francois 
Trouffant would have spent three months 
huffing paint, and watching "Before 
Sunrise" while making paper-mache 
masks, it would have looked damn close 
to "The Science of Sleep." 

What's going on: Stephane is a 
French/Mexican pseudo-inventor who 
moves to Paris in search of a job. He 
quickly becomes obsessed with his next 
door neighbor, Stephanie, played by the 
gorgeous and ever talented Charlotte 
Gainsbourg. St£phane's dreams slowly 


start to bleed into his reality and his 
jealous, childlike nature complicates 
whether he can make the relationship 
with his neighbor work. 

Why haven't we heard of this: The 
movie is half in English, half in French 
and all confusing. An homage to French 
New Wave, particularly Jean-Luc Godard 
and Francois Trouffant, "The Science 
of Sleep" features multiple realities, 
a television show that hosts many of 
Stephane's dreams and a series of stop 
motion animated sequences that call 
back to earlier scenes, making it an 
occasionally difficult movie to keep up 
with. 

What works: "The Science of Sleep" 
is shockingly gorgeous. The credit 
sequence is exquisite and all of Stephane's 
dreams balance the line of beautiful and 
heartbreaking in equal measure. 

What doesn't: Stephane is a hard 
character to love. He's childlike, violent, 
impulsive, overly sensitive and often too 
quirky for his own good. The arc of his

character is interesting, but by film's end, 
it's fine to let him go. 

Skip to: One of the early dream 
sequences features Stephane bumbling 
around his office, fighting people with 
giant hands before having sex in fast 
motion with a woman on a photocopier. 
At one point, Stephane and Stephanie 
attempt to film a version of "vegetable 
Noah's Arc," which leads to piano keys 
making cotton ball clouds float around 
the room. 

The Verdict: "The Science of Sleep" 
is to American audiences what Godard's 
"Breathless" was to French audiences. 

It's a beautiful look at French storytelling 
from a director who knows his stuff, but 
it's a frustrating movie for those who 
aren't ready for what they're getting into.

shouldn't have to pay to have secu¬ 
rity for things that are happening 
on campus," he said. "It seems like 
the university is moving toward 
making it more difficult for us to 
have parties, like they don't want 
us to have parties there at all." 

Parra said the requirement to 
pay for security and an increase in 
the number of people they have to 
pay this year has made it difficult 
for ALAS. 

"We have to pay $200 plus in 
order to have a party," she said. 
"Part of that money goes to the 
[BUPD] when, in reality, we 
shouldn't have to pay them pocket 
change for doing their daily job, 
protecting students." 

History of events 

Although some students feel 
the policy is unfair, Gaisky said the 
implementation of a party policy, 
and wanding attending students, 
is a result of several security issues 
that have occurred at parties in the 
past. 

"The Garrett Center has had a 
policy for a long time," he said. 
"Two or three years ago, there was 
a series of parties at the Garrett 


Center, and one at the Markin 
Center, that resulted in some pretty 
serious safety issues. Some non¬ 
students got into the parties, and 
in one case, a gun was brought in." 

Vice President of Student Affairs 
Alan Gaisky said the policy has 
recently been revised to include 
suggestions from student leaders. 

"We asked the student leaders 
for ways to improve the system so 
we could have parties again while 
still keeping students safe," he said. 
"Six months later we implemented 
a policy that students and Bradley 
police agreed upon. The student 
leaders came to us again last year 
and wanted to revise the policy 
[for more] flexibility. We looked at 
the list with the Bradley police and 
modified the policy again." 

Joscho said after a report of 
aggravated battery, where a stu¬ 
dent was beaten up by a non¬ 
student at the back door of the 
Garrett Center, he decided to staff 
a student to survey the door. 

"There was an aggravated bat¬ 
tery because somebody was trying 
to sneak people in the back door 
and they were denied entry," he 
said. "It was a big fiasco and not 
the type of activity you would 
want to have on campus." 


In the policy, hosting organiza¬ 
tions are required to have a student 
member working the rear hallway 
and exit at all times, but Joscko said 
he thought it would be easier to 
hire someone who will be paid to 
work the area 

"I'm not saying they weren't 
doing their job," he said. "But if we 
continue to ignore that problem it 
can become something worse and 
I don't want something else bad 
happen." 

Smith said he was present at 
the party where this incident took 
place and said it wasn't serious. 

"I remember it happening and 
cops were there to handle it," he 
said. "It happened outside and no 
one got into the party. It was a 
very small incident and wasn't a 
brawl." 

Joschko said in comparison to 
a lot of universities, the Garrett 
Center's policy is lenient. 

"Each event held on campus is 
evaluated individually to deter¬ 
mine security needs," Lt. Troy 
Eeten of the BUPD said. "Several 
factors taken into consideration are 
crowd size, event location and past 
history of similar events. If more 
than two officers are observed at a 
party it would most likely be at the 


end of the party for crowd control 
outside the event given the Garrett 
Center's proximity to Duryea 
Avenue and the dormitories." 

Although several students feel 
that hosting organizations should 
not be responsible for paying 
BUPD for security, Joschko said it 
is important that the organizations 
have responsibility in the cost. 

"I like the idea that if it is a fund 
raising event that the organiza¬ 
tion is sharing the costs," he said. 
"$20 an hour isn't enough to cover 
the cost of a police officer. I don't 
think asking that of organizations 
is excessive.” 

Gaisky said he agrees the policy 
is fair. 

"If the event is being sponsored 
by a particular student organiza¬ 
tion, it seems fair that [paying the 
police officers] is an expense of the 
organization," he said. 

What happens next 

Students who are unhappy with 
the policy have an opportunity to 
change things. 

Gaisky said even though the 
policy was recently changed, he is 
willing to work with students to 
find a solution. 

"I am always open to sugges¬ 


tions from student leadership to 
make parties safe and more acces¬ 
sible," he said. "If student leader¬ 
ship has suggestions for revising 
it, we're happy to reconsider it in 
respect to the parties and the safety 
issues." 

Eeten said he agreed. 

"I have always received positive 
feedback from partygoers concern¬ 
ing officers working the parties 
and I feel that only a few, not the 
majority, are unhappy with the cur¬ 
rent policy," he said. "The univer¬ 
sity police department is always 
more than happy to review policy 
for prospective change." 

Joscko said the Garrett Center 
party policy is the only policy on 
campus that requires the organiza¬ 
tion to be financially responsible 
for party security, but that may 
change. 

"I would like to see it be a 
university wide policy," he said. 
"It seems to me that any fund 
raising event should have shared 
responsibility and pay for security. 
But that is a decision we wouldn't 
make on our own there would be a 
meeting involving student leaders 
of organizations, fraternities and 
sororities."

roles or internships, and then they 
will train them. [Students can find] 
leadership roles in campus organi¬ 
zations, professional associations, 
significant class projects and really 
anywhere if they're doing some¬ 
thing meaningfully that will relate 
to what they want to do." 

Smith said students should 
relate job searching to dating. 

"First, like on a first date, you 
need to try to get to know and 
research the company you want to 


work for," he said. "Then comes 
group dating, where in this case 
you'd go to job fairs and informa¬ 
tional meetings. Then comes the 
first real date, which would be job 
shadowing or an internship. You 
may try something else from there 
if it doesn't fit, until you feel right. 
Students need to do their research 
to see what's best for them." 

Over winter break, the Smith 
Career Center closes on Dec. 22 and 
will reopen Jan. 3 to help students. 

"I also recommend that students 


learn to use eRecruiting and 
other sites specific and rele¬ 
vant to the field they're inter¬ 
ested in," Smith said. "Students 
should also polish their resume 
and cover letter, and learn more 
about the entire job search 
process, as well as potential 
employers. If they find a fit, 
they should apply. It takes 
about nine months to secure 
what you want in a full time 
job, so be patient."

Editorial- 

Seeking a change means voicing your concerns 


Our most popular campus 
activities are staffed with Bradley 
University police officers: Late 
Night BU, sporting events and con¬ 
certs. But at all of these events are 
university sanctioned, and officers 
are more or less there to make an 
appearance in case they're needed. 

At the Garret Multicultural 
Center, however, the security pres¬ 
ence is much more active. Since 
the center's party policy became 
effective in 2008, there have been 
a minimum of two officers at each 
event, wanding and checking IDs 
of each guest in attendance. 

The hosting organization is 
responsible for paying each staffed 
police officer $20 an hour, along 
with paying a student employee of 
the BUPD $10 an hour. 

As junior Marybel Parra said 
in today's article "Garrett Center 
event policy upsets students," 
"Part of that money goes to 
the [BUPD] when in reality we 
shouldn't have to pay them pocket 
change for doing their daily job, 
protecting students." 


Considering the Garrett Center 
is the only place on campus with 
a party policy such as this, on the 
outside it may seem unfair and 
even appear as discrimination. 

But with further examination, it 
is evident that there are reasonable 
explanations for such a policy. 

Vice President of Student 
Affairs Alan Gaisky said the 
Garrett Center has had a policy for 
a long time. 

"Two or three years ago, 
there was a series of parties at 
the Garrett Center, and one at the 
Markin Center, that resulted in 
some pretty serious safety issues," 
he said. "Some non-students got 
into the parties, and in one case, a 
gun was brought in." 

Nate Smith, a member of Alpha 
Phi Alpha, told the Scout that they 
often invite members from others 
schools to attend parties and social 
events held at the Garrett Center. 

BUPD Chief Joschko said the 
presence of non-students to par¬ 
ties has caused safety-threatening 
incidents that have occurred in 


the past. 

"If you look at any event on 
campus, the students are all really 
good and usually well behaved," 
he said. "Problems usually happen 
when we mix people who don't 
share common values of Bradley 
students." 

Smith also told the Scout that 
not only does he not agree with 
the policy in place, but he feels that 
current student organization have 
not been given fare warning before 
another a student staff member 
was added to policy, as explained 
in today's article "Garrett Center 
event policy upsets students." 

Parra also told the Scout she 
is unhappy with the policy and 
would like to see a policy that 
would will cost less and offer the 
same amount of security as other 
events. 

Even though Parra addressed 
the issue at this year's Student 
Senate open forum event Speak 
Up, Joschko, Gaisky and Director 
of the Garrett Center Frances 
Jones all told the Scout they have 


not been recently contacted by or 
heard complaints directly from a 
student. 

Many students underestimate 
their ability to make a change on 
campus. Each of the administra¬ 
tors above said they are willing to 
not only listen to students' com¬ 
plaints about this policy, but to 
work with them to find a bet¬ 
ter solution. By making a simple 
phone call, students potentially 
have the ability to shape the policy 
to something that satisfies all par¬ 
ties, like the students before them. 

Being proactive and motivated 
is the difference between a stu¬ 
dent and a leader. It seems that 
the only reason why students are 
still unhappy with the policy is 
because no one is standing up 
against it. Students may have 
voiced their opinions, but have 
they done anything about it? 

If you're not happy about some¬ 
thing on campus, take a chance 
and make a change.

I keep a pretty steady workout regime, and I like to work out in 
the mornings. If I get very little sleep, would it be more beneficial 
to skip my workout and sleep in, or stick to my schedule? 

This is a tricky question as both of these activities, sleep 
and exercise, can significantly affect our mood, concentration, and 
immune system, to name a few. If it is just an occasional evening of 
poor sleep, I would recommend sticking to your schedule. Our bodies' 
circadian rhythm (when we wake and when we sleep) can be pretty 
strong. You may find that you wake up to work out despite not setting 
an alarm because that is when your body is used to waking up. 

If you decide to sleep in that day, you may have difficulty getting 
to sleep the next night, trouble getting up to work out the next day 
and so on. Sticking to your schedule will keep your rhythm running 
properly and you will feel better in the long run. 

If it happens that you are regularly getting little sleep in order to 
work out in the morning, I would suggest looking for another time 
during the day to fit the workout in, so you are not trading exercise 
for sleep. 


I'm hesitant to get the flu shot because I've heard it can give you 
a strong flu anyway. How essential is the flu shot, and if I decide to 
get one, where should I go? 

The flu shot cannot give you the flu. The flu shot contains pieces of 
three different types of flu viruses, enough for our immune systems 
to produce antibodies (defensive cells) that would kill the actual virus 
if it comes in contact with it. The three virus types contained in the 
flu shot are picked about a year in advance by the Center for Disease 
Control (CDC) based on trends and what they think the most common 
flu viruses will be. Occasionally they pick wrong and people who get 
the flu shot still get the flu, but a majority of the time they are correct. 

Another form of the flu vaccine is a nasal mist. This does actually 
contain flu viruses (called live attenuated cells) and should not be 
given to people with weak immune systems. Most people will com¬ 
plain of a stuffy nose for a few days or have some body aches, but not 
the full-blown flu. People who don't like needles can consider this as 
an alternative. 

Health Services provides the flu shot for $20. Call 677-2700 for an 
appointment. Flu shots or mists can also be given at most local phar¬ 
macies or your home doctor's office.

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The curious case of Tim 

Tebow 



It's hard not to be sick and tired 
of hearing the name Tim Tebow.

Joanne Glasser Glasser 

announced she was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in December 
and underwent surgery later in 
the month. 

"No one really ever thinks they 
will be struck by cancer and hear 
those words, 'you have cancer/" 
she said. "I eat healthy, I take care 
of myself, there is no breast cancer 
in my family. But this insidious 
disease can land on any doorstep. 


No one is immune." 

This is the second time the presi¬ 
dent has been diagnosed with 
breast cancer and received treat¬ 
ment for the disease. She was first 
diagnosed with breast cancer in 
December 2008. 

"Of course I was disappointed, 
but I always understood a reoc¬ 
currence was 

a possibility," Glasser said. 
"However, I have maintained a 
positive attitude from the moment 
the cancer was discovered because 
I believe attitude is an essential 
element in defeating cancer. You 
can choose to live a life of joy and 
optimism or bitterness and regret. 

I choose to lead the former." 

As a result of routine examina¬ 
tions and early detection, Glasser 
said she does not need any addi¬ 
tional treatment such as follow-up 


radiation or chemotherapy. 

"I can't stress enough how 
important it is for all of us to be 
judicious in 

maintaining our annual visits to 
our physicians," she said. "It is 
important to get breast cancer 
out of the shadows and con¬ 
tinue to promote screenings and 
early detection. It saves lives. If 
my example can lead one 
woman to get a mammogram 
or see a doctor, it is worth it." 
Glasser has been away from 
campus to recover for the past 
six weeks. Even though she was 
not in her office, she continued 
to play an active role on cam¬ 
pus. 

"I have been in daily contact by

While students and faculty 
were away over break, many 
people opted to sign their house 
or apartment up for the Bradley 
University's Police Department 
Vacant House Program.

"We caught one burglary 
because the home was on watch," 
said BUPD Chief Brian Joschko. 
"Officers noticed something was 
off when they checked the house, 
and Peoria Police had called in 
a few suspects about 15 minutes 
before. They had been walking 
with backpacks and a TV. We 
found that they had all of the sto¬ 
len items from the home on them. 
They had taken the TV and some 
jewelry from the students' home." 

Those same suspects had 
reportedly burglarized another 
home elsewhere in the commu¬ 
nity, looting thousands of dollars 
in jewelry before breaking into 
the students' residence on Bradley 
Ave.

'The 
Bradley police had been watching 
our house and checking the doors 
regularly to make sure that they 
were locked. When they noticed 
that our front door was wide open 
they knew that something was not 
right." 

Hovious said she and her 
roommates were impressed at the 
BUPD's quick response time.

Ray Lahood's son detained in Egypt 


At least 10 Americans and 
Europeans were banned from 
leaving Egypt yesterday, includ¬ 
ing the son of U.S. Transportation 
Secretary Ray LaHood, over a 
campaign by Egypt's military 
against groups promoting human 
rights and democracy. 

The ban is part of an Egyptian 
criminal investigation into for¬ 
eign-funded democracy organi¬ 


zations. The investigation is inter¬ 
twined with Egypt's political prob¬ 
lems since Hosni Mubarak fell a 
year ago. The generals who took 
power accused "foreign hands" 
of being behind protests against 
their rule. 

The ban became public after 
Sam LaHood went to Cairo's air¬ 
port Sunday to catch a flight, and 
was told by officials he couldn't 


leave. 

"I asked her why I was denied, 
she said she didn't know," he said. 
"I asked how to fix it, and she said 
she didn't know." An hour later, he 
was given back his passport and 
escorted to the curb.

The investigation explained 
that lightening hitting a meter 
box caused the electrical system 
to become charged. OSHA recom¬ 


mended changes in the system to 
prevent any more accidents of this 
sort to occur in the future.

Maturo has 
since apologized, but has not men¬ 
tioned stepping down from office.

Bradley finalizes campus plans for the next five years

Bradley aims to change the 
landscape of campus by 2017. 

"Every five years, universities 
go through a process to guide their 
path," Provost David Glassman 
said. "We go through strategic 
plans to reassess where we are and 
where we want to go. At Bradley, 
we have a vision of becoming a 
university of national distinction, 
so what can we do in the next five 
years to get Bradley there?" 

Glassman said there are three 
main goals the plan focuses on. 

"The first major goal is based 
around enhancing education¬ 
al excellence and the value of a 
Bradley education," he said. "The 
second is enhancing Bradley's liv¬ 
ing and working environment and 
the third is enhancing Bradley's 
operations, endowment and 
resource efficiencies to support 
activities of national distinction." 

Some of the tasks to be imple¬ 
mented by the plan include 
reevaluating the general education 
classes, increasing environmental 
awareness on campus and increas¬ 
ing campus tradition and spirit. 

"We've already started putting 
more recycling bins across campus 
to increase environmental aware¬ 
ness," Glassman said. "There are 


also new water fountains where 
you can fill up your water bottles." 

The plan also includes goals to 
upgrade and create new facilities. 

"Facilities upgrades like 
the Engineering and Business 
Convergence Center, library and 
student center will enhance the 
Bradley community's living, learn¬ 
ing and working environment, 
and will help Bradley remain com¬ 
petitive with other universities," 
Student Body President Anklan 
said. 

Glassman said the viability of 
building new facilities and updat¬ 
ing current buildings will be 
assessed according to the plan. 

"What are our needs for a new 
student center? For residence 
halls?" he said. "Over the next five 
years, we need to start looking at 
the need and feasibility for these 
things. Library improvements 
have been going on for the past 
several years, and we want to con¬ 
tinue to improve it." 

Glassman said there isn't an 
issue that is considered most 
important in the plan. 

"There's something in the plan 
for everyone," he said. 'There are 
issues that pertain to students, fac¬ 
ulty, staff and alumni." 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said he agreed. 

"It is difficult to indicate 


which [issues] are more 
important than others 
as they are purpose¬ 
fully not ranked," he 
said. "Obviously for 
a student, the issues of 
planning for a student 
center, housing, seeing 
the Convergence Center, 
review of general educa¬ 
tion and the library are 
all important. For faculty, 
the issues of compensa¬ 
tion and benefits always 
seem to gather high 
interest. Greater involve¬ 
ment of our alumni and 
their support and fund¬ 
raising helps a lot." 

Anklan said she 
thinks the most press¬ 
ing issues in the plan are 
academic development 
and facilities develop¬ 
ment. 

"It is crucial that 
Bradley evaluates its 
general education program to 
ensure students are taking mean¬ 
ingful courses that foster an appre¬ 
ciation of lifelong learning," she 
said. "I am very proud of Bradley's 
commitment to environmental 
awareness that is expressed in 
the strategic plan. It is important 
for individuals to recognize that 
they have a responsibility to the 


environment, and I am extremely 
pleased Bradley has made this an 
institutional priority." 

Glassman said students' 
thoughts are important to the 
development and implementation 
of the plan. 

"We hear a lot from students 
-'Why do I have to take these gen 
eds? Should I be taking others?' 
so we're looking at what the gen¬ 


eral outcome should be. We will 
be looking to students [to imple¬ 
ment] some of these [goals]," he 
said. "It'll take the cooperation of 
all students, faculty and alumni 
to move the university forward. 
The plan is ambitious and bold, 
yet doable, and we're all excited 
about it."

For many, Valentine's Day is 
full of gifts, chocolate and excite¬ 
ment. But for Assistant Director 
of Student Affairs Dain Gotto, this 
special day may be more nerve 
racking than love-filled. 

Earlier this week, Gotto 
announced that on Feb. 15 he 
will start his first day at Northern 
Illinois University as the Assistant 
Director of Campus Activities 
Board, leaving behind the Activities 
Council of Bradley University and 
an advising position with Lambda 
Chi Alpha fraternity. 

"Although it is Dain's job to 
work with student organizations, 
he took the opportunity, and took 
full advantage of it, to not only 
advise, but to grow in his under¬ 
standing of fraternity and sorority 
life on a college campus," Student 
Activities graduate assistant and 
member of Lambda Chi Alpha, 
Kyle Malinowksi said. 'The move, 
obviously, will be very emotional 
and challenging for the chapter. I 
believe each member could agree 
Dain has had a profound impact 
on their experiences, and the oper¬ 
ations of the fraternity and he will 
be missed. " 

Gotto's new position will entail 
similar job duties as his position 
at Bradley, but because of a larger 


staff at NIU, he will have more 
support. 

"I'm excited for a new chal¬ 
lenge," he said. "I love those 
opportunities where I'm forced to 
think in a new way. This position 
presents different challenges and 
it will be more difficult to get the 
word out about events on campus 
in comparison to Bradley." 

Gotto, who started at Bradley 
in the summer of 2009, will also 
be working toward achieving his 
doctorate in education at NIU. 

"I decided that I am at a point 
in my life where I need to take 
these opportunities now while I 
still can," he said. "And while I 
don't have a partner or family to 
consider." 

Gotto said he was not active¬ 
ly searching for another posi¬ 
tion; rather he received a phone 
call from the Director of Student 
Involvement and Leadership 
Development of NIU and was 
offered the position "out of the 
blue." 

'This position fell into his lap 
and he had to take it," said Director 
of Student Activities Michelle 
Whited. "ITs sad, but it is good for 
him on a professional level." 

With Gotto leaving, Malinowski 
will temporarily take his position 
and contribute more hours to 
the office. Whited said a national 
search committee will be com¬ 


posed this semester and they hope 
to hire for the position this sum¬ 
mer. 

"I'm looking for someone who 
has energy and drive and can keep 
up with students," Whited said. 
"Someone who can bring a fresh 
perspective and push these stu¬ 
dents to think differently." 

Gotto said he has high hopes 
for whoever is hired as his replace¬ 
ment. 

"What my hope is that they 
are able to become a part of the

Even though he is moving to his 
second position in student activi¬ 
ties, Gotto said he originally had 
another path in mind. He said he 
was studying secondary education 
and history as an undergraduate 
at Elmhurst College when he had 
a revelation. 

"I was sitting in the back of a 
class when all of the sudden it hit 
me," he said. "I walked out of class 


and called my mom and told her 
I was going to work in Student 
Activities. I was really confident 
this was what I wanted to do." 

Many students and faculty 
members said they are sad to see 
Gotto leave but they are also excit¬ 
ed for him. 

"I will miss Dain," Malinowski 
said. 'The quality of work he does 
and the dedication he has to the 
students has been profound for 
the Student Activities Office. The 
office, without him, will not be 
the same. We are excited about his 
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University President Joanne 
Glasser's base salary remained the 
same between the 2008 and 2009 
tax report years. 

The most recent data avail¬

The form shows a base pay of 
about $397,000, along with addi¬ 
tional benefits and other report- 
able compensation.

Commons' Freshman Pilot Program cancelled after first year

Main Street Commons will be 
home solely to upperdassmen 
starting next semester. 

Last fall, Bradley put together a 
pilot program offering apartment- 
style housing as an option for 
incoming freshmen. Alan Gaisky, 
Vice President for Student Affairs, 
said the program's goal was to 
mimic an on-campus residential 
experience. After a trial semester, 
the university dedded freshmen 
will no longer be allowed to live 
in Main Street beginning next fall. 

Gaisky said a reason for cancel¬ 
ling the program was because it 
did not benefit enrollment. 

'Those at enrollment manage¬ 
ment found that it would not be 
an advantage for enrollment by 
continuing the program," he said. 

Nathan Thomas, Executive 
Director of Residential Living and 
Leadership, said it was a presiden¬ 
tial cabinet dedsion. 

'The belief is that [continuing 
the program] isn't an enrollment 
strategy," he said. "There is still 
value to living in resident halls." 

Trida Anklan, Resident Advisor 
for the program's freshman floor. 


said she agreed there is still value 
in living in residential halls and 
believes students in Main Street 
Commons do not share the same 
experience. 

"It was difficult to replicate 
the sense of community that 
exists on freshmen floors in 
the residence halls," she said. 
"Because residents all have 
their own bedroom, bathroom 
and kitchen, there are fewer 
opportunities for residents to 
interact." 

Freshman mechanical engi¬ 
neering major Matt Heinrich 
agreed that living at Main 
Street presented disadvantages 
for the freshmen. 

"Based on my location, I 
feel like I miss out on many 
sodal events," Heinrich said. 

"I also have to get up earlier 
to get to dasses. I'm seriously 
considering rooming in a dorm 
my sophomore year." 

Gaisky said that Main 
Street's negative aspects did 
not end the program, how¬ 
ever. As for the future, he said 
it's not determined if fresh¬ 
men will ever live at Main 
Street again. 


Despite the sense that Main 
Street lacked a community feel, 
many students enjoy the bonus 
apartment living has to offer 
Freshman mechanical engineer¬ 
ing major Jacob Becker said he 
preferred living at Main Street, 


favoring the extra amenities that 
on-campus dorms cannot offer, 
including fitness equipment, a 
media room and tanning beds. 

"I really love Main Street," he 
said. 'The added size is great, 
plus the fact that we get a full

size kitchen and our own laundry 
facilities." 

Becker said he would endorse 
Main Street to incoming freshmen. 

"If I had to go back and make 
the decision over again, I would 
almost definitely choose Main 
Street," he said. "I real¬ 
ize it's more costly, but 
I feel the added fea¬ 
tures more than make 
up for the cost." 

Despite the mixed 
reviews, Gaisky said he 
was pleased with the 
pilot program. 

"All students in the 
program returned to 
Main Street Commons 
after the first semes¬ 
ter," he said. "[A Main 
Street freshmen] sur¬ 
vey said that midterm 
grades, involvement 
with activities on cam¬ 
pus and interaction 
with the RA were the 
same as students living 
in the resident halls. 
From an education 
perspective, it met our 
goals."

A quality plan, but needs commitment 


Every five years, the university 
updates its roadmap for the com- 
ing projects, changes and improve¬ 
ments in the Strategic Plan. Well, 
2012 is the first year for the new 
plan, and it is being considered 
by the Board of Trustees this after¬ 
noon. 

This plan is highly ambi¬ 
tious, including the creation of a 
massive Engineering /Business 
Convergence Center, a re-evalua¬ 
tion of the general education pro¬ 
gram, improvements to the library, 
feasibility studies for improving 
or replacing residence halls and 
the Michel Student Center and 
enhancing the campus' environ¬ 
mental awareness, to name a few. 

In today's article "Bradley final¬ 
izes campus plans for the next five 
years," everyone interviewed said 
similar things: Ranking the goals 
by importance is nearly impossible 
because different parts are more 
or less vital depending on whom 
you ask. 

We hope that's the case, because 
otherwise some of these smaller 


goals, like increased outlets in the 
library, can easily get lost in the 
muck of constructing a conver¬ 
gence center, for example. 

Students love to complain 
about the library. And rightfully 
so, as for many, they spend hours 
every day there. Ultimately they 
want updates, something to make 
their group meeting or all-night¬ 
er a bit more comfortable. The 
plan states that a Library Task 
Force has recognized needs such 
as "improvements in our jour¬ 
nal databases, communication 
between our library staff and aca¬ 
demic departments, creating new 
and efficient space for student 
group study, increased access to 
electrical power outlets and new 
furniture to maximize the study 
environment for our students." 
The true test will be whether that 
plan means putting a new chair in 
the comer or an overhaul, and we 
think it's about time for the latter. 

As for assessing feasibility for 
a new student center, it's enough 
that Bradley at least begins plan-

ning for one. We don't expect it to 
be constructed next year, but the 
Student Center should be a place 
students want to gather, a place 
they wouldn't mind hanging out 
or grabbing lunch with a friend. 
It's something we want for future 
students, something we hope the 
current freshmen can enjoy, and 
something that we hope the uni¬ 
versity will seriously consider in 
the next five years, as it has stated 
in the plan. 

Some of the other smaller goals, 
like looking at general education, 
updating security and trying to 
make this a greener campus, are 
all just as important to this univer¬ 
sity as assessing every residence 
that houses a student or construct¬ 
ing the Engineering/Business 
Convergence Center, and we are 
happy to see them taken seriously 
in this plan.

Some new laws to keep in mind in 2012 


While ringing in the 
New Year with drinks and cel¬ 
ebration, 214 new Illinois laws 
went into effect. Some are small, 
while others might encourage you 
to change your habits. Here are 
just a few laws you should know: 

• Time to Buckle Up Backseat 
Riders: In effect Jan. 1, adults 18 
or older) riding in the back seat 
of a vehicle are required to be 
buckled in. Failure to use a back¬ 
seat seatbelt can result in ticketing 
and a fine up to $25. Prior to the 
law, only front seat passenger and 
driver were required to use seat- 
belts. Illinois is now the 26th state 
to approve a law like this. 

• There's nothing fake about 


these penalties: Synthetic canna- 
binoids, or synthetic marijuana, 
which are herbs sprayed with 
chemicals to cause a high, are 
now banned statewide. Possession 
or sale of this product, which 
is also known as "K2," "Black 
Mamba" or "Head Trip," is now 
a felony and can result in one- 
to-30 years in prison. 

• Watch Your Words: The 
state now allows a school board 
to suspend a student for 10 days 
or expel a student for no more 
than two years who has made 
an explicit threat on a website 
against a school employee or stu¬ 
dent or any school personnel. 

• Keeping Track: This law 


requires all public colleges and 
universities to track the status of 
students who are the first in their 
family to attend an institution 
of higher education. 

• Sex Offenders: A new law 
requires sex offenders who 
attending or are employed at a 
institution of higher education 
to register with the campus's 
public safety or security director 
instead of just with the Chief of 
Police or County Sheriff. 

• Reduce, Reuse and Be Sure 
to Recycle: As part of the state's 
Electronic Products Recycling 
and Reuse Act, there are 13 elec¬ 
tronic products defined as illegal 


to throw out in a landfill. Some 
of these products include televi¬ 
sions, laptops, printers, DVD 
players and digital music players. 
According to the Chicago Tribune, 
its purpose is to reduce electronic 
waste and keep toxic materials 
out of the soil and groundwater.

Is it true that if you drink alcohol when you have a cold you 
can make yourself sicker? 

Alcohol is a depressant, so by definition it depresses systems in the 
body. Not only does it decrease your reaction time, but it also slows 
your heart rate, your breathing and your immune system, to name a 
few. 

While the alcohol does not make you sicker, the immune system's 
response to the alcohol may slow its response to your illness, thereby 
extending your recovery time and make you sick longer. 

In addition, alcohol and most antibiotics do not mix well in your 
stomach and in some cases the alcohol actually impedes the effective- 

t ess of the medication. In general, alcohol should be avoided until you 
re feeling better. 


Sometimes I have symptoms for a cold a couple days before 
I actually get sick. Are there any foods or vitamins I can take 
to ward off a cold before it begins? 

There are many studies (and many more marketing campaigns) that 
take a look at this question. The short answer to this question is no, 
nothing has been proven to help ward off a cold once you start to feel 
symptoms coming on. 

That being said, there have been a few products that have a few 
studies to show they help to bolster your immune system. The two most 
likely to be beneficial are vitamin C and zinc. Echinacea, garlic and ginseng 
also go in and out of favor as being helpful during cold season. 

Other natural ways to bolster your immune system include sleep, 
a well-rounded diet and regular exercise.

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George Smiley 
rarely acts. He is 
far more likely to sit 
in the corner at a party 
and watch everyone around 
him than become the life of 
the party. But by the end of the 
night, Smiley will know nearly 
everything about every single 
person at that party. 

In "Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy," 
Gary Oldman brilliantly stars as the 
spy genius by saying as few words 
as possible. He gives one of the best 
performances of the year with his 
eyes, frequently moving from one 
character to another. It is exceptionally 
subtle, and helps make "Tinker Tailor 
Soldier Spy" my favorite movie of 
2011. 

Set in 1973, Smiley is tasked 
with finding out which high- 
ranking member of MI6, the British 
intelligence agency, is a double agent 
selling secrets to the Soviet Union. 

One of MI6's agents was killed in 
a failed operation in Hungary, an 
operation only a handful of people 
knew about in the agency. The 
Soviets could only have learned 
about the operation from 
someone in MI6 and Smiley is 
determined to discover who 
it was. 
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Based on the novel by John le 
Carre, director Tomas Alfredson 
brings the same quiet, subdued tone 
that he used in "Let the Right One In" 
to keep "Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy" 
constantly moving while focusing on 
individual scenes and characters. The 
exceptional cast (Colin Firth, Benedict 
Cumberbatch, Tom Hardy, John Hurt 
and other famous Brits) make their 
characters consistently real at all 
times, usually because of one or two 
quiet moments that bring out their 
true humanity. 

But it is the magnificent Oldman 
that brings the film to life, especially 
in one remarkable scene where Smiley 
tells the story about meeting Karla, 
the leader of Soviet intelligence some 
years prior and asking him to defect 
to the West. The camera stays on 
Smiley's face during the entire scene, 
with his eyes always looking slightly 
to the side, as if remembering a long- 
forgotten memory. 

George Smiley is the anti-James 
Bond. He never fires a gun, never 
orders a martini and is already a 
happily married man; instead, he 
directs those that work with him 
how to avoid suspicion and capture. 
But he is also a fairly tragic figure, as 
revealed in flashbacks to a Christmas 
party a few years before, where we 
learn the one thing that he missed 


which was 
right under 
his nose. 

"Tinker Tailor 
Soldier Spy" is slow 
and quiet and the 
filmmakers are proud 
of that. It has no interest 
in being a loud, absurd spy 
movie with explosions and 
ridiculous stunts. Instead, 
it is a character study about 
men all believing that what 
they're doing is for the best, 
even if they don't know the full 
consequences of their actions. 

The brilliant direction and perfect 
tone for the film easily make it 
one of the best movies of 2011, 
but Oldman's Oscar-nominated 
performance puts it over the 
top as an incredible piece of 
filmmaking. 
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The best part of going to the movies is being 
surprised. When 2011 rolled around, it seemed as if 
the best movie of the year was already predetermined 
when indie smash hits like 'The Artist" and "Tree of 
Life" rolled around. Few would have expected it to 
be Diablo Cody to turn expectation around. 

I was one of those people. I'm still not a fan of 
the Academy Award winning "Juno," and "Jennifer's 
Body" was an even bigger, more self-parodying 
mess. However, Cody teamed up in 2011 with "Juno" 
director Jason Reitman for "Young Adult," arguably 
the best movie of the year. 

Cody's newest film seems like something of 
a spiritual successor to "Juno," which made her a 
mainstream success. Charlize Theron plays Mavis, an 
alcoholic depressive former queen bee that doesn't 
realize how far she's fallen from the grace she still 
thinks she possesses. Heading back home in an 
attempt to liberate ex-boyfriend Buddy, played by a 
wonderfully understated Patrick Wilson, she faces 
her spiraling mental issues as well as a past that she's 
never been able to let go. 

Where Reitman pushed quirk and twee to the 
forefront in "Juno," it ends up being a much better 
accompaniment to the subtle story. The repetition 
of Teenage Fanclub's "The Concept" lends the film 
the pitiful mix of sugar-coated nostalgia and the 
bitter resentment of years of neglect. 
The '90s mixtape aesthetic 
covers the film, from 
its memorable 
credit sequence 
through the

performances throughout the movie. It lends the 
whole movie the air of regret that drives Theron's 
plight to its inevitable climax. 

For those used to Cody's more overt scripts, 
"Young Adult" is a considerably more subtle film, 
balancing a rich depth of emotions while driving the 
slow-burning plot forward. Theron plays Mavis with 
a rich lived-in style and the character's idiosyncrasies 
make her feel considerably more real. As she wakes 
up hungover every day, viewers are guided through 
her routine of Diet Coke chugging, as well as the near 
daily regiment of facial care and meticulous make-up 
application that allows her to maintain her careful 
facade of keeping her demons at bay. 

While the film initially appears to be a deep 
dark character study, it also manages to maintain the 
sort of brevity rare for the genre. Theron plays her 
character's denial and self-loathing with an honesty 
that sometimes makes it almost impossible not to 
laugh, even as she falls toward rock bottom. It only 
helps that alternative comedy maestro Patton Oswalt 
plays one of Theron's bullied former classmates who 
makes it his job to call her on her issues while he 
refuses to face his own. 

"Young Adult" is the sort of film that manages 
to usurp expectations in every way. Whether it's 
Diablo Cody's emotionally raw and brutally realistic 
script, Reitman's inventive and entertaining direction 
or Theron's brittle, sensitive, deliciously bitchy 
performance, this is a movie that demands to be seen. 
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Sometimes popular culture goes beyond 
simply being adored. Some of it's elevated 
into the highest of canon of public opinion. 
But do they all deserve to be there? In "Kill 
Your Idols/' the so-called modem classics 
are going to be held up to tough scrutiny to 
see if all that adoration is misplaced. 

David Fincher was ready for a game 
changer in 1999. After he mattered to amass 
public goodwill after the critical failure 
of "Alien 3," he managed to lose all the 
revenue producing potential he had after 
"Seven" with the underrated "The Game." 
That's when he picked up a hot property 
from an up-and-coming author named 
Chuck Palahniuk. 

Fincher recreated his image with "Fight 
Club," going from a dark, neo-gothic auteur 
to a punk provocateur that bucked the 
classics. The movie was a massive failure, 
critically and commercially, only to become 
a cult hit later and now it's a movie that 
every bro you know will swear by. 

"Fight Club" is sporadically great, 
with an ending that's among the most 
memorable shots of Fincher's career, but 
the whole thing suffers when it's forced to 
adapt for the screen. Palahniuk's novel is 
barely filmable and Fincher has to make 
some tough choices in establishing the 
relationship between the film's narrator 
and Tyler Durden. Their physical fight 
towards the end of the movie isn't tense 
or frightening; it's aggressively goofy and 


unfitting of the dark tone the film has set. 

Regrettably, Fincher was also forced to 
adapt his cinematic style to the content in 
ways that don't entirely suit him. Rather 
than embracing the lush darkness of 
"Seven" and "The Game," Fincher tries to 
combine druggy counter-culture and punk 
with a truly nihilist world view and he just 
can't pull it off. 

When the film takes the climactic turn 
to Project Mayhem's urban terrorism, 
Fincher can't manage to communicate the 
sense of anarchy the script demands. The 
nihilistic message ends up ringing false 
when paired with the pop-art aesthetic that 
defined the director's work on music videos 
in the MTV heyday. 

Arguably, "Fight Club" is among 
Fincher's worst movies as a director and 
it's saved only by the script and dynamite 
performances from Pitt and Norton. Fincher 
hasn't gone back to the anarchic darkness 
of "Fight Club," and his filmography has 
greatly improved because of it. 

What's Coming Up Next: "Dispatch 
from Instant View Purgatory" returns 
with a bang. Who would have thought 
that an Italian demon-hunting comic book 
would be a massive success in America? 
Apparently a bunch of wrong people, 
because we're checking out "Dylan 
Dog: Dead of Night," the newest Netflix 
throwaway.

Lifetime had to think they had a 
steal, recruiting defamed and recently 
back in the public eye Rob Lowe, thanks 
to "Parks and Recreation," to star as 
almost definitely wife killer Drew 
Peterson for their long in development 
made for TV movie. Billing it as a 
potential camp classic with an aggressive 


marketing scheme, "Drew Peterson: 
Untouchable" felt like it could be must 
watch programming for those who have 
little else to do on a given Saturday 
evening. 

Unfortunately, it couldn't live up to 
any sort of even minimal expectations, 
failing to choose between high camp or 
reverence. Telling the story of Peterson's 
fourth wife and her overlap with his 
third wife who died under what are 
certainly mysterious circumstances, 
Lowe is game to play the misogynist 
creep. He smirks, makes jokes about 
menstruation at a creepily regular rate, 
shouts the word "bitch" and acts like 
anyone with that bad of a moustache 


would. That being said, he doesn't seem 
to be having much fun and the rest of the 
cast, including Kaley Cuoco of 'The Big 
Bang Theory," aren't helping make the 
whole thing any more watchable. 

The problem is that there's so much 
to really get into with the bizarre case of 
Peterson. The media frenzy, his "Win-a- 
date with Drew" contest and his bizarre 
behavior immediately after his fourth 
wife's disappearance could have made 
for a thoroughly watchable movie. 
Instead it's a mess and proves to be little 
more than another example of where the 
truth was much stranger than fiction.

| A mysterious island holds the key for a mystery that 
involves some sort of time travel.

Officially, the prison was closed 
J in 1963 because it was outdated and would be too 
| expensive to renovate. The prisoners were transferred, 
i and it eventually became a museum. But on this show; 
those prisoners, along with many guards and other 
prison staff, disappeared the day before they were to 
leave Alcatraz. Now, they are suddenly appearing in 
San Francisco. Some are returning to their old ways, 
while others seem to have a purpose, though they can't 
explain it. 

Detective Rebecca Madsen (Sarah Jones) and Dr. 
Diego Sota (Garcia) are tasked with finding these 
criminals before they commit any 
more crimes. 


Their boss is FBI agent Emerson Hauser (Sam 
Neill), another mysterious man who seemingly has 
all the answers but refuses to give them up. 

It is unfortunate that for a show with an 
interesting mystery, the audience surrogate, Madsen, 
is such a cliche character. She's a hard-headed cop 
who wants to play by her own rules, mostly because 
her partner was killed in the line of duty and she 
failed to save him. Searching for the criminals 
becomes routine after a few episodes, feeling more 
like an episode of Law and Order instead of Lost. 

The mysteries of Alcatraz are interesting, but 
after three episodes they've barely been touched on, 
while instead the focus shifts to police investigations 
that have been done better on different shows. 

On the positive side, the flashbacks are 
wonderfully shot with a grey filter to everything, 
giving them an old-style film look. Neill and Garcia 
give interesting performances, with Neill especially 
having some fun as the expert on the subject having to 
work with these new, curious people. Jones is the cast's 
weak link, but the material given to her is probably the 
biggest drawback to her work. 

Alcatraz has definite potential to go somewhere 
compelling and exciting, as long as it gets away from 
its current detective show feel to something much more 
interesting. Lef s hope the 
writers know what that is, 
and aren't just throwing 
together a storyline week 
by week. 

Alcatraz airs Monday 
nights at 8 p.m. on Fox.

"It has been a process getting 
all of our stuff back and filing vari¬ 
ous paper work, but we feel better 
knowing that the criminals have 
been caught and will be punished 
for their crimes/' she said. "We 
would definitely put our house 
on the vacant watch list again, 
because if we hadn't originally we 
probably wouldn't have known 
until we got back from break that 
our house was broken into." 

This was the first year the 
vacant house program was in 
effect and 38 homes and apart¬ 
ments signed up, which was a 
higher enrollment than expected, 
Joshcko said. 

"That's an impressive number," 
he said. "It's certainly not a secret 
in the community that students are 
gone over break, so this is a great 
program to have." 

Joschko said each residence 
was checked three times through¬ 
out the day during each shift, 
which meant an officer would 
walk around the house and check 
for open or unlocked doors and 
windows, footsteps in the snow, or 
anything else suspicious. Officers 
also drove past the house several 
times every day. 

"The activity level on campus 
is relatively slow, so the vacant 
house program kept [the officers] 
pretty busy," he said. 


Last winter break, there were 13 
burglaries reported in residences 
around campus, and this year that 
number dropped to three. 

"It was a help that people saw 
officers out in the community," 
Joschko said. 

Joschko said the response to the 
program was very positive. 

"I received excellent feedback," 
he said. "We got 12 or 13 emails 
and a couple thank you cards with 
gifts like baked goods." 

Other students who signed up 
for the program said the program 
was worthwhile. 

Senior learning behavior spe¬ 
cialist major Caitlin Staib said she, 
however, had an unexpected expe¬ 
rience. 

"When my roommates and I 
first got the email about the vacant 
house program, we thought it 
was a great idea," she said. "[We] 
signed up for this vacancy watch 
because we know of some people 
whose houses have been broken 
into. What's kind of interesting 
about this house watch is, for it 
being the first time doing this, 
campus police definitely took it 
seriously." 

Staib said she returned once 
during break, but five minutes into 
returning home, she heard pound¬ 
ing on the front door. 

"I came back to take a state 
exam and was very clear on what 


day I was coming back," she 
said. "I was called down out of 
my house and was asked a lot of 
questions as to who I was, why I 
was there, what time I arrived at 
the house, whose car was in the 
driveway and a few other ques¬ 
tions." 

The officers explained they 
were part of the vacant house 
program and thought she was 
breaking into the house, Staib 
said. 

"Having two cops on my front 
porch and asking me questions 
was a little intimidating," she 
said. 'They apologized, but I did 
make a comment to them that 
they clearly do take this seriously. 
I am happy that they did because 
it does provide the campus with 
a safer environment, especially 
when everybody is gone for 
break. However, next time there 
should be better communication 
and they should make sure the 
forms are read." 

Sign-ups for the Vacant House 
Program will be available for 
Spring Break. BUPD will remind 
students to register a few weeks 
before break.

But never giving up, believing in 
yourself, maintaining a positive 
attitude, and moving forward is 
powerful energy that will help 
lead you toward a meaningful 
and fulfilled life."

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Going green a new perogative for campus cafeterias

In an effort to reduce Bradley's 
environmental footprint, food 
waste from cafeterias on campus 
is being collected and turned into 
compost. 

Simply put, composting is the 
process of organic matter, such 
as food scraps and dead leaves, 
breaking down. About one-third of 
all the garbage put into landfills is 
made up of food scraps and paper 
products that could be composted 


instead of being thrown out. 

"I do not have a total waste 
number as of yet, but would esti¬ 
mate hundreds of pounds a week," 
said Director of Dining Services 
Ron Gibson. 

On Monday, staff in the Geisert 
and Williams cafeterias began col¬ 
lecting food waste to be picked up 
by Midwest Fiber Recycling. The 
scraps will be taken to Bloomington 
at Illinois State University. Once it 
gets there, the students and staff 
at the ISU farm will mix it with 


manure and yard waste such as 
grass cuttings and leaves, to make 
it into compost. 

By using compost, farmers can 
use natural fertilizer instead of 
chemicals to increase crop growth, 
which is beneficial to those becom¬ 
ing more aware of what they eat. 

"I have been trying to get 
involved with composting for sev¬ 
eral years but there was not an 
avenue in the Peoria market until 
I met the folks at Midwest Fiber," 
Gibson said. 


Because the program is just 
beginning, Gibson said there is 
limited opportunity for students 
to participate. 

"At this time, there really is no 
way to get students involved," 
Gibson said. "It's still early in 
the process but I certainly would 
encourage students to get more 
involved in the recycling opera¬ 
tions on campus as well as at their 
homes." 

Within the next few weeks, the 
program will be extended to all 


other dining facilities on campus. 

In addition to Bradley and ISU, 
Illinois Wesleyan University and 
Heartland Community College are 
also beginning compost programs. 

By keeping this waste out of 
landfills in the region, these schools 
and Midwest Fiber Recycling hope 
to reduce greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, reduce overall landfill waste 
and help with agricultural efforts 
to use organic fertilizers.

A 19-year-old man who bur¬ 
glarized about five lockers at the 
Markin Center throughout January 
was caught Tuesday night. 

The man, Colby Shelton, lives 
with Bradley students, but is not 
a student himself. He was report¬ 
edly using student ID's to enter 
the building. 

"The man was caught because 
of very observant students who 
noticed someone acting suspi¬ 
ciously," said Bradley University 
Police Chief Brian Joschko. 'The 
students are Markin employees 


who were working that night, 
and if it wasn't for their diligence, 
we wouldn't have caught him as 
quickly." 

Those students were unable to 
comment at this time. 

Joschko said officers had been 
tracking the burglaries. 

"We had been watching videos 
of people entering and leaving the 
Markin Center, and we were keep¬ 
ing track of card swipes," Joshcko 
said. 'Then we noticed someone 
walking into the men's locker 
room, walking out 10 minutes later 
and leaving, which was strange. 
When the students called us, we 
knew who to look for." 


Shelton had been breaking into 
locked lockers with a screwdriver, 
leaving minor damages to lockers. 
He confessed to five burglaries, all 
occurring between Jan. 8 and Jan. 
27. Stolen items included about 
$400 in cash and a laptop. 

Senior accounting major Clay 
Larson, the owner of the stolen 
laptop, said he had locked up his 
belongings and went elsewhere 
in the gym for about an hour and 
a half. 

"It was just a regular night, 
there were people around," he 
said. "I was a little upset that my 
laptop was gone, but the police 
did a pretty good job. I had it back 


by Tuesday night." 

Executive Director for Student 
Involvement Mike Keup said the 
damage to the lockers was not 
significant. 

"There's some scratches that 
we're disappointed about, but we 
aren't aware of any that we'll have 
to replace," he said. 

The investigation is ongoing, 
but Shelton has been charged with 
five counts of burglary, four counts 
of criminal trespassing, criminal 
damage to property and resisting 
arrest.

Pfizer Inc recently recalled 
about a million packs of birth 
control that weren't packaged 
correctly, which raised the 
risk of unplanned pregnancies 
among women who rely on the 
birth control pill. 

The Lo/Orval-28 pills and 
generic versions, prescribed to 
thousands of women every year. 


were pulled from the shelves. 

Pfizer said it believes only 30 
packs had packaging problems, 
including having the active and 
inert tablets out of order, or 
lacking the proper amount of 
each pill. The company recalled 
a million packs just to be safe. 

Pfizer notified pharmacies 
and distributors Dec. 28 it was 


recalling the pills, according 
to an FDA spokeswoman. The 
company believed, based on 
the "low defect rate and our 
health-hazard assessment" that 
providing public notice wasn't 
necessary.

Smith Career Center 
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Condom distribution program proving to be successful

Two weeks have gone by since 
the condom distribution program 
began in residence hall offices, and 
program administrators said they 
have received nothing but positive 
feedback. 

"The distribution has gone 
smoothly," said Executive Director 
of Residential life and Leadership 
Nathan Thomas. "Everyone seems 
respectful of the program. There 
have only been a few minor things, 
but no blatant problems. Overall I 
think it has been fairly successful." 

For the first time on campus, 
condoms are available to students 
in dorms or the Wellness Center 
free of charge. During office hours, 
students are able to pick-up one 
package of 10 Trojan brand con¬ 
doms without having to sign-up 
or provide a student ID. 

Coordinator of the Alcohol 
Education and Awareness 
Program at the Wellness Center 
Lyndsey Hawkins said each dorm 
received 150 packets of condoms 
and only one dorm, Williams Hall, 
has needed more. 

"I'm glad that things seem to 
be going well and in an organized 
way," she said. "But overall I'm 
glad that the students are being 
mature and responsible." 

Hawkins said the Wellness 
Center ordered 9,000 condoms 
at the beginning of the semester 
and the center recently ordered an 
additional 7,000 condoms to keep 
on hand. 

"I think the program is great," 
said senior Claire Vogel, a Resident 
Advisor in Wyckoff. "Not only 


does it provide free condoms to 
students, but it also brings sexual 
health into the light a little bit 
more. I hope that having condoms 
in the office makes sex a little less 
taboo and opens up a discussion 
on Bradley's campus about safe 
sex practices." 

Condoms are only available 
during a residential hall's office 
hours, as opposed to leaving a 
bowl of condoms out in the open, 
to ensure that condoms will not be 
tampered with. 

"Knock on wood, we haven't 
had any problems yet in our build¬ 
ing," said the Residence Director 
of University Hall Nick Stocchero. 
"I think it goes to show that if you 
treat your student body as adults, 
then they will act as adults. I do 
have faith that our student body 
has the maturity to act responsi¬ 
bly." 

Because the distribution of the 
condom packets will be managed 
in part by Residential Living staff, 
Thomas said they have been care¬ 
ful to respect the beliefs of staff 
members. 

"Clearly the condom is a politi¬ 
cal issue, a religious issue and a 
controversial issue," said Thomas. 
"We have been conscious of that 
and have respected those differ¬ 
ences." 

Hawkins said the way the pro¬ 
gram works is that condoms will 
be available on the counter of the 
office within the glass doors, so 
students would just have reach in 
and grab a packet, allowing mini¬ 
mal contact and handling of the 
condoms by ARAs and RAs. 

'The program was designed so 
that the RAs and ARAs can remain 


extremely separated 
from the distribution; in 
fact they are not endors¬ 
ing the program at all," 
said Stocchero. "The 
only time the RAs and 
ARAs become involved 
with the process is to 
refill the small container 
placed in the window. 

As Hall Directors, we 
will work with staff 
members who have per¬ 
sonal objections to the 
program on a case-by¬ 
case basis." 

The program was 
originally proposed 
by Bradley University 
Student Senate Officers 
in October as a way to 
make condoms more 
accessible to students on 
campus. By December, 
the President's Cabinet 
voted to support and 
implement the Senate's 
resolution this semester. 

"So far we have 
been very happy with 
the program, but I 
would still like to see 
it expand," said Student 
Body President Tricia 
Anklan. "I would like 
it to be in a more con¬ 
venient place for students because 
the residential hall offices are not 
always open." 

Although the program has 
received positive feedback from 
students, Hawkins said its popu¬ 
larity may eventually wear away. 

"We are anticipating that the 
novelty of the condoms is what 
is making them go fast," she said.

"But in a couple years, it will be in 
the culture of Bradley and it won't 
be as big as a deal anymore. Just 
like how when Markin opened 
students went to the building just 
to see it and try it out, but now we 
don't see that many people there 
who aren't there to workout." 

At the end of the semester. Vice 
President of Student Affairs Alan 
Gaisky said the program will be 


evaluated to see if changes need 
to be made. 

'There are several areas we will 
review at the end of the year," 
Gaisky said. "Is the program 
working and working effectively? 
If not then how do we make it 
better? So in case there are some 
areas that are not working as well, 
an evaluation can improve them."

Center Court's weekend dining 
hours may have contributed to an 
empty Lydia's Lounge last week¬ 
end, and the lounge could close its 
grill entirely within the semester. 

"I can't really explain it," 
said Director of Campus Dining 
Services Ron Gibson. "Last year 
we were averaging 65 people in 
Lydia's Lounge, and this year 
we're lucky to get 30." 

Gibson said the lounge's din¬ 
ing hours have been promoted the 
same as last year.

"With [Center Court] now 
being open until 1 a.m. on week¬ 
days, the new weekend hours and 
the hours in the other cafeterias, I 
think students are happy overall," 
he said. "We have adjusted every 
year on student requests, and we 
stick with it if it works." 

Even if Lydia's Lounge closes 
its dining facility, Goldin said the 
space could still have food for 
events. 

"I've given up the cafeteria to 
Student Services," Goldin said. 
"But if we close and there's an 
activity in there, we will cater 
food." 

Though Lydia's Lounge may 
be cutting off sales, the top-selling 
food item will be continued at 
Center Court. 

"We found out the mozzarella 
sticks were a huge seller at Lydia's, 
so we started carrying them at 
Center Court," Gibson said. 

Some students said Lydia's 
Lounge was not high on their din¬ 
ing list. 

"I've only eaten there twice, 
and both times were at night," 
said freshman pre-education and 


health science major Amesha 
Neal. "I never know when the 
lunch hours are." 

Sophomore biochemistry major 
Blake Clutter said despite living 
in University Hall, he never had 
lunch at Lydia's Lounge. 

"I ate there at night once," 


he said. "But since Center Court 
opened [on weekends], I probably 
won't eat there very much." 

Sophomore elementary educa¬ 
tion major Brett Bandy said she 
also only stopped for food at night. 

"I usually grab lunch on the go, 
so I didn't have to time to eat at 


Lydia's Lounge during the day," 
she said. "But now that Center 
Court is open on the weekends, 
I'll be there a lot. I like that I can 
stop in and grab milk and cereal 
whenever I run out."

The Health and Wellness Center 
is starting off the Get Fit, Stay Fit 
program this semester with their 
first annual Fit Fair.

Bradley finally beat rival 
Illinois State University in a com¬ 
petition last week - the Challenge 
on 74 Blood Drive. 

'The Challenge on 74 is focused 
around the basketball rivalry 
between Bradley University and 
Illinois State University/' said 
Donor Recruitment Representative 
for the American Red Cross Sarah 
Johnson. "These two universities 
take up the challenge to collabora- 
tively collect 350 plus blood dona¬ 
tions within a three day timeframe. 
There is no money involved. [It is] 
solely a challenge to bring in the 
most blood donations." 

Both universities had a goal to 
collect 175 total units each at the 
end of the competition. Bradley 
was just 15 units shy of that goal 
after the three days, but beat ISU, 
which collected 123 total units. 

It was Bradley's first win in 


the annual blood drive, and many 
of the volunteers were pleased 
that Bradley could beat the larger 
university. 

"Even with roughly a third less 
students, Bradley collected more 
blood units than ISU," said junior 
dietetics major Clint Boone, who is 
also the Bradley's American Red 
Cross Club President. "It truly 
shows that this campus is filled 
with amazing and generous peo¬ 
ple." 

Sophomore biology major Chloe 
Vezinaw, Volunteer Coordinator 
for the Red Cross Club, said she 
agreed with Boone. 

"We did really well this year," 
she said. "I am proud to say that 
we beat ISU." 

Despite the large numbers of 
blood units the universities col¬ 
lected, the turnout at the drive was 
smaller than previous years. 

"This year, our results were 
short of what we had hoped 
for," Johnson said. "Last year. 


Bradley brought in a total of 184 
blood products and Illinois State 
University brought in a total of 199 
blood products." 

Johnson said even though there 
were fewer donations, the drive 
still made an impact. 

"With the winter season, cold/ 
flu symptoms and low invento¬ 
ry, every blood product counts, 
and we are grateful for the work 
the students put towards the 
Challenge on 74," she said. "We 
hope for even better results next 
year." 

Competition aside, both 
Bradley and ISU played a role in 
saving lives with their donations, 
and the Red Cross is thankful for 
it. 

"The American Red Cross 
would like to thank the blood 
drive coordinators and donors 
for taking time out of their busy 
schedules to insure that we have 
an adequate blood supply to 
meet the needs of the patients we 


serve," Johnson said. 

With both universities' collec¬ 


tions, potentially 849 lives will be 
saved with the donated blood.

After years of construction on 
academic and recreational build¬ 
ings, students will finally see 
upgrades on their living spaces in 
the residence halls. 

Nathan Thomas, Executive 
Director of Residential Living and 
Leadership, said many changes 
will take place during the next 
semester, and that some changes 
have already happened during 
winter break. 

"The elevator in Heitz was 
installed [during break] and is 
now operational," he said. "Heitz's 
stairwells were also updated while 
school was out." 

Besides the changes to Heitz, 
Thomas said general maintenance 
took place over break, including 
filter changes in all of the residence 
halls. 

Residents in Williams can also 
expect construction during this 
semester as well. 

"The big project for this semes¬ 
ter will be the Williams' loung¬ 
es," Thomas said. "During spring 
break, everything [in the lounges] 
will be tom out, including the 
built-in furniture." 

Thomas said the lounges will 


receive floor and wall repairs 
but new furniture will not 
until the end of the semester. 
Temporarily, furniture will be 
added after the gutting of the 
lounges. 

Williams is not the only resi¬ 
dence hall that will update its 
lounges this semester. Residents 
in Geisert can expect new furni¬ 
ture in a few months. 

"The Geisert lounge fur¬ 
niture should arrive around 
spring break," Thomas said. 

While these changes will 
please many residents this 
semester, a majority of the con¬ 
struction will take place during 
the summer, when the univer¬ 
sity has empty residence halls. 
Thomas said completing con¬ 
struction in Heitz is the univer¬ 
sity's main focus for the break. 

"Heitz will be completed 
this summer," Thomas said. 
"Floors two through four will 
be finished. Air conditioning 
will also be installed." 

Thomas said roof work will be 
done in the Student Apartment 
Complex and Wyckoff over the 
summer, and there are still plans 
being considered. 

"Some things are still on the 
drawing board," he said. "More 


money needs to be involved, how¬ 
ever, to fulfill those plans." 

As for now, the biggest changes 
in residence halls are construction 


and the lounges that will be updat¬ 
ed during the semester. Students 
can expect completion by the fall 
semester, including Heitz, whose 


makeover will be finished over 
break.

LMAFO to bring excitment to campus 


This past fall, the Activities 
Council of Bradley University 
brought the alternative rock band 
Taking Back Sunday and the pop 
punk band, the Maine, to cam¬ 
pus. Both bands, which had only a 
few popular hits, drew in a disap¬ 
pointing crowd. The show sold 
55 percent less tickets than the 
previous Jason Derulo and Mike 
Posner concert and the arena was 
half empty. 

Friday at Late Night BU, ACBU 
announced that a more popular 
artist will be making a visit to 
Bradley's campus: DJ Redfoo from 
LMFAO. Even though only one of 
the LMFAO duo performers will 
be on campus, the concert will 
create more buzz and excitement 
among students than Taking Back 
Sunday. 

In addition to hosting a more 
mainstream artist, ACBU is try¬ 
ing something new with seating 
arrangements at this semester's 


concert. For LMFAO's perfor¬ 
mance there will be a general 
admission pit. This will eliminate 
the safety risk that has occurred at 
previous concerts when students 
moved chairs in order to get closer 
to the stage. It will also rid of the 
perception that the first 10 rows 
will be able to sit and enjoy the 
concert. 

Regardless of whether or not 
if you listen to LMFAO, or even 
music in the pop punk genre, DJ 
Redfoo will be able to deliver 
a show appeals to all students. 
LMFAO's music provides a party¬ 
like feel with its fast beats and lyr¬ 
ics. It's the type of music you hear 
on the radio, at bars and parties. 
This is the kind of artist that will 
attract groups of friends looking to 
have fun and not just loyal fans. As 
opposed to Taking Back Sunday, 
students will be able to dance and 
rock out to familiar hits such as

What kind of effects could the Plan B pill have on my 
body? Are any of them long term, and could they make 
it harder for me to conceive in the future? 

Plan B is a back-up method of birth control. It does not 
require a prescription. It is not the "abortion pill" and will not 
stop a pregnancy if you are already pregnant. It is meant to be 
taken within 72 hours of the sexual encounter that led to the 

I concern. Plan B contains a high dose of levonorgestrel, proges¬ 
terone found in ordinary daily birth control pills. 

Side effects can include nausea, lower abdominal pain, 
fatigue, headache, dizziness, breast tenderness and change in 
your period. Your next period may be heavier or lighter, may 
come early or late, or you may experience some spotting. None 
of these side effects are long term and there is no evidence that 
it affects your ability to conceive in the future. 

Plan B does not protect against sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases and it is not meant to be taken as routine birth control. 
If you choose to engage in sexual activity, condoms should be 
used at every encounter. The only 100 percent effective form 
of birth control is abstinence. If you are concerned that you 
are pregnant. Health Services does provide pregnancy tests 
and you can meet with a physician or a counselor as needed. 
Health Services can also provide education and prescriptions 
for contraceptive management. 


If I have a few days of very poor sleep or stay up all 
night, would sleeping a lot the next day help me fully 
recover? 

Good sleep is very dependent on good routine. That being 
said, if your routine gets disrupted by pulling an all-nighter or 
other late night disruption, your body would appreciate some 
additional make-up sleep. However, you do not want to sleep 
"all day" or take extensive naps. 

It is recommended to take no more than a two hour nap, 
and earlier in the day the better. If you nap or sleep too late 
into the day, you may have difficulty falling asleep that night, 
causing further disruption in your normal sleep pattern. A two 
hour nap lets you cycle through the appropriate stages of sleep 
without fooling your body into feeling completely rested. 

If you don't have time for a two hour nap, a twenty minute 
power nap is recommended to help you feel more rested. If 
you nap somewhere in between 20 minutes and two hours you 
may feel even more groggy as your body cannot complete a 
full sleep cycle.

Komen revokes Planned Parenthood grant funds 


This past summer, I participat¬ 
ed in the Susan G. Komen breast 
cancer foundation overnight walk 
in Chicago. I wasn't a walker; all I 
did was volunteer a few hours to 
pass out water bottles to the crowd 
as they crossed the finish line. It 
was still moving, to say the least. 

Hundreds of people - hus¬ 
bands, sons, daughters, parents, 
friends - were waiting for the 
"Race for the Cure" participants, 
teary-eyed and proud of their 
loved one and the miles and hours 
they spent on their feet. 

No one close to me has breast 
cancer, but being there on that hot 
summer afternoon, it was clear 
what that walk meant to every¬ 
one involved. But that vision is 
something the Susan G. Komen 


Foundation seems to have forgot¬ 
ten. 

Last year, the Komen 
Foundation was called out for fil¬ 
ing legal oppositions against less¬ 
er-known charities who also used 
the phrase "for the cure" in their 
names. Even worse, the founda¬ 
tion used donor money to shell out 
for legal fees. 

Now, Komen has stopped 
its partnership with Planned 
Parenthood, cutting off hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in grant 
money. That money, which totaled 
$680,000 in grants last year, went 
mostly to breast cancer screening. 

According to an article from 
NPR, Komen cut ties with Planned 
Parenthood because it is "the focus 
of an inquiry launched by Rep. 


Cliff Steams, R-Fla., seeking to 
determine whether public money 
was improperly spent on abor¬ 
tions." 

The Komen Foundation is 
the top breast cancer charity in 
the country. There is no reason it 
should succumb to political bul¬ 
lying. Planned Parenthood has 
historically been a controversial 
hotspot because it provides abor¬ 
tions in the U.S., but it is also 
a household name. It's a name 
that women know and turn to 
when they are in need, just like the 
Komen Foundation. Aside from 
abortions, they provide sexually 
transmitted disease testing and 
cancer screening, and they relied 
on the Komen Foundation as a key 
partnership in protecting women. 


And while Komen may have 
been criticized by anti-abortion 
groups since it partnered with 
Planned Parenthood in 2005, it 
has also done quite a bit of good. 
As the article reported, "Planned 
Parenthood. . . performed more 
than 4 million breast exams over 
the past five years, including near¬ 
ly 170,000 as a result of Komen 
grants." 

The Komen Foundation is not 
funding abortions. The fact that 
people are up in arms about them 
being affiliated with Planned 
Parenthood is unfortunate, consid¬ 
ering the hundreds of thousands 
of people who used the cancer¬ 
screening services they funded. 
The bottom line is the screenings 
may save lives, and people can 


be anti-abortion without being 
anti-Planned Parenthood. When 
pettiness trumps protecting lives, 
there's a serious problem. And the 
Komen Foundation should recog¬ 
nize that, and stand up to it. 

Even if Komen funds breast 
cancer screenings elsewhere. 
Planned Parenthood is one of the 
biggest names in women's sexual 
health. It was a smart partnership 
and taking it away undermines 
the heart of what both Planned 
Parenthood and Komen stand for.

The gym remained nameless 
until BU reckoned it would be 
nice to name the building after 
Cedi M. Hewitt, a former profes¬ 
sor and Vice President emeritus 
who passed away in the late '50s. 
However, not long after Hewitt's 
name was attached to the aging 
structure, the student assodate 
editor of the Scout began an eight 
week smear campaign against the 
gym's outdated fadlities in '63.

Darrell Radson, the current 
Dean at the School of Business 
and Economics at Michigan 
Technological University, will 
become Bradley's new Dean of the 
Foster College of Business starting 
next semester. 

"I look forward to coming to 
Bradley to learn more about the 
faculty and students and address 
the opportunities that are ahead 
of us," Radson said. "[My] overall 
goal is to increase the national 
prominence and recognition for 
the Foster College, and the con¬ 
vergence center will play a major 
roll." 

Lex Akers, the Current Associate 
Dean of the College of Engineering 
at the University of Missouri 
and new Dean of the Caterpillar 


College of Engineering, said he 
agreed. 

"I am very excited and 
looking forward to joining the 
BU team," he said. "[As Dean 
of the Caterpillar College of 
Engineering] the concepts of 
the convergence center are my 
top priority. This is where great 
colleges of engineering need to 

The convergence center will 
help Bradley become more nation¬ 
ally recognized, Radson said. 

"Through the center Bradley 
will be known as an innovator and 
leader in higher education, meet¬ 
ing the needs of our economy and 
[businesses] by providing gradu¬ 
ates who can meet society's chal¬ 
lenges," he said. "The convergence 
center will articulate a vision to be 
nationally recognized, known for 
our leadership in providing ave¬ 
nues for business and engineering 
education to merge." 

Akers said the idea of inte¬ 
grating business and engineering 
students isn't new, but Bradley's 
plans have an exclusive aspect. 


"The building truly makes this 
[idea] unique," he said. "These 
students will be together, where 
they'll be mixing in the halls and 
getting to know each other. There 
will be a tremendous amount of 
communication between them. 
Students will be positioned in a 
great place to enter the workforce." 

Radson said he agreed. 

"[Akers] and I will work close¬ 
ly together to build relationships 
between the Foster College and 
the Caterpillar College that will 
benefit both students and facul¬ 
ty," he said. "Our colleges will 
provide opportunities for busi¬ 


ness and engineering students to 
work and learn together to solve 
problems and address issues that 
business and engineering lead¬ 
ers cannot solve on their own." 

Akers said the business skills 
engineering students will learn 
will be extremely helpful for 
their careers. 

'The concept of a convergence 
center... can really help engi¬ 
neering students in the work¬ 
force in the 21st century," he said. 
"I've watched engineers work 
their way up to CEO positions, but 
they had to learn all these business 
skills on the way. I'm very excited 
to work with Radson [on this]. His 
vision and experience are tremen¬ 
dous, and he's worked in this field 
before. It's extremely valuable for 
us to have." 

In the meantime, Radson said 
he will focus on increasing the 
national recognition of the Foster 
College of Business. 

"The overall goal is to increase 
the national prominence for the 
Foster College," he said. "I'll be 
working closely with the faculty 


to develop specific goals that will 
enable us to achieve this overall 
goal. I will work to build relation¬ 
ships with our college's gradu¬ 
ates, other Bradley graduates and 
business leaders who can help us 
through their involvement." 

Akers said he has plans that 
will help improve the Caterpillar 
College of Engineering. 

"There's nothing more chal¬ 
lenging than growing off such a 
solid foundation [that the college 
already has]," he said. "Engineers 
need to study more of the aes¬ 
thetics and design of a product, 
not just the function. Leadership 
and communication skills are also 
important for engineers, and that 
will be developed. Many of [my 
goals] may already be in effect, but 
it's a great place to start to move 
toward national distinction."

"Beginners" and Max Von Sydow 
for "Extremely Loud and Incredibly 
Close." 

The Best Director nominations 
were given to esteemed directors 
such as Woody Allen for "Midnight 
in Paris," Terrence Malick for 
"Tree of Life," Martin Scorsese 
for "Hugo," Alexander Payne 
for "The Descendants" and 
Michael Hazanivicius for 'The 
Artist," but none for Steven 
Spielberg, whose film "War Horse" 
managed to pick up a Best Picture 


nomination despite his other film 
"The Adventures of Tintin," failing to 
gain a Best Animated Picture nod. 

Speaking of Best Picture, there 
are nine films hoping to win this 
year's top prize. Among them 
are "Hugo," "The Descendants," 
"Extremely Loud and Incredibly 
Close," "The Artist," "The Help," 
"Midnight in Paris," "Moneyball,"

The community is abuzz wondering 
why critical darlings like "Drive,"

Liam Neeson has entered 
a bizarre career renaissance as of 
late. Since 'Taken" in 2008, Neeson 
has become something of a millennial 
Harrison Ford, getting tossed around 
into action and conspiracy films leaving 
huge paychecks in his wake after 
mostly appearing in highbrowed films 
throughout the '90s, such as "Schindler's 
List" and "Les Miserables." 

It's not unusual for actors to 
move from one sort of role to another, 
particularly as they get older. Rip Tom 
went from mostly playing hard-lined 
hippies and journalists throughout 
the '60s and '70s to becoming a foul- 
mouthed near omnipresent comedic 
boss starting with The Larry Sanders 
Show in 1992 up until his recent run on 
30 Rock. More recently, and funnier in 
a more inadvertent way, Nic Cage has 
gone from being a guaranteed bankable 
name in movies like "Moonstruck" and 
"Leaving Las Vegas" to making Z-Grade 
schlock in movies such as "Seasons of 
the Witch" and "The Wicker Man." 

Neeson brings up interest because 
he has become such a focused case of the 
phenomenon. His films since 'Taken" 
have been almost universally action 
focused, barring a few brief forays into 
mostly critically panned indie territory, 
such as "Chloe" and "After.Life" in 2009. 

So what 7 s the deal with his 
mammoth success in this regard? 

Despite his turns in Oscar nominated 
fare such as "Schindler's List" and 
"Kinsey," Neeson has always been an 
actor that can lend an aura of gravitas 
to roles that might not deserve them. 


story, the grace Neeson brought to 
Qui-Gon Jinn in "Star Wars Episode 
I: The Phantom Menace," is one of the 
bright points of the film. He brought the 
same necessary intensity to Sam Raimi's 
cult hit, "Darkman," giving sentences 
like "give me the f****‘g rabbit" a level 
of emotion the line might not deserve. 

I'd feel pretty confident saying that 
Neeson's more recent roles in movies 
such as "The A-Team," "Clash of the 
Titans" and "Unknown" are nowhere 
near up to his skills, but he puts an 
impressive amount of effort into his 
roles, even when they may not deserve 
it. His appearance in Paul Haggis' "The 
Next Three Days" is one of the few 
bright spots in a mostly dull, lifeless and 
by the numbers caper. 

That's the power of Neeson and it's 
what's making him so relevant today, 
particularly with the state of action 
films. While the mid '80s focused on 
buff, singularly focused and violent 
individuals, the shift in film that started 
in 'The Bourne Identity" has put the 
focus increasingly on action heroes that 
are able to think as well as they can 
fight. Recent critically lauded action 
films such as "Hanna," "Red" and 
"Haywire" have played with the rules of 
the traditional action protagonist. 

Actors that can lend gravitas 
to a genre once inhabited solely 
by a meathead action star are now 
welcome. If there's anyone that can 
singlehandedly represent this trend, 

I'm pretty pleased that it has to be Liam 
Neeson.

Unfortunately, "The Grey" also forces conflict 
between the characters for virtually no reason 
other than adding length to the movie, which 
stretches on for two hours. Attempts at character 
development occasionally work, and a discussion 
of faith and existence comes off as very real, but 
it stops the film in its tracks. A nearly 10 minute 
discussion about the existence of God is something 
I'm usually up for, but not when it destroys the 
pace of a thriller.

Though its advertising would say otherwise, 
"The Grey" is not another Liam Neeson kills 
everybody movie, even if that has become his forte 
over the past five years. Instead, "The Grey" is an 
attempt at an introspective, philosophical survival 
film, a target it misses by a close margin. 

Neeson stars at John Ottway, a guard who 
protects Alaskan oil workers from wolves that 
occasionally wander into the worksites. One day, 
Neeson and a number of workers board a plane 
to travel to a new northern site. The plane crashes 
in the middle of nowhere, killing all but seven of 
the passengers in a large open space covered in 
snow and constantly hit with high winds. Soon 
afterwards, the wolves begin to arrive, and Neeson 
becomes the leader of the remaining seven as they 
attempt to survive. 

The plane crash itself is spectacularly shot, as 
it never shows the outside of the plane. Instead, 
the camera stays on the men inside as they feel 
the initial turbulence, then the terror as the plane 
goes down. It is a far better cinematic effect than 
anything done in a Michael Bay movie, and is the 
first sign of the dramatic tension that will take over 
for the rest of the movie.

Much of the rest of the production design is 
stellar as well, especially the sounds - wolf howls 
break the eerie silence, wind sweeps through trees 
with a roar and composer Marc Streitenfeld's score 
is mostly perfect, due to its repeated motifs played 
solely on strings and pianos, which reinforce the 
meditative nature of the film.

never look real, especially up close. From afar, 
they appear to be generic black and grey blurs 
running towards a character.

Neeson gives an excellent performance, as 
do the other survivors.

"The Grey" never really hits on any sort of 
emotional level though, so the attempted poignant 
moments don't really matter. "The Grey" has some 
wonderful ideas, but it never made me care that 
much about the characters. As a survival movie, 
it's nearly perfect, but as anything more, "The 
Grey" tries and fails. It is a shame, as there is a 
great movie to be made based on this idea.

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The Internet has cried "save us" 
and DC has said "no." 

After more than 20 years of 
speculation and fervent protests from 
fans, DC has finally announced their 
plans for a sequel to Alan Moore's 
landmark comic series, "Watchmen." 
Hours after the announcement 
Wednesday morning of the prologue 
series, "Before Watchmen," fans were 
up in arms about the series, prompting 
even non-comic fans to take the defense 
of the landmark title. 

The fans sort of have a point. 
Despite some valid criticisms, 
"Watchmen" is an undisputed 
classic of the form and the book that 
singlehandedly brought the industry 
into the more self-aware Bronze Age. 
Even Zack Snyder's respected movie 
adaptation was met with protest in 
2009. 

"Watchmen" inspires such loyal 
defense from fans just because of how 
much it meant. The twisting, self- 
referential narrative was something 
brand new to the medium and the way 
that Moore and artist Dave Gibbons 
used classical panels to tell a nuanced 
story was able to show comics could be 
considerably more than entertainment 
for children. 

That being said, DC seems to have 
quite a bit of respect for the property. 
Despite treating Moore terribly during 
the production of the original series, 
"Watchmen" has become one of the 
most profitable properties the company 
owns and they're putting some of 
the best writers and artists on the 
miniseries. 


Brian Azzarello of "100 Bullets," 
"American Vampire" and more 
recently, the outstanding "Wonder 
Woman" is slated to write the 
books in two series, focusing on the 
hyper-violent black ops agent. The 
Comedian, as well as books on the 
vengeful Rorschach. Multiple Shazam 
Award winner and "Swamp Thing: 
Dark Genesis" writer Len Wein will 
tackle the Ozymandias miniseries and 
Darwyn Cooke who has had tons of 
experience with crossover events such 
as "DC: The New Frontier" will write 
the prologue story for The Minutemen 
as well as a miniseries based on the 
deeply disturbed Silk Spectre. 

Despite an impressive amount 
of talent in the editorial and art 
department, "Before Watchmen" 
still just doesn't feel like a story that 
desperately needs to be told. The 
original "Watchmen" delved into 
the character's back-stories fairly 
succinctly, setting up the actions that 
drive the plot as well as revealing their 
mental and physical inadequacies.

Coming off of 
DCs massive financial success with 
The New 52, this seems like a move 
motivated by little but being a cash 
grab, even if it's something that robs 
the classics of its uniqueness and 
charm.

For the first time in Super 
Bowl history, the biggest event 
in American sports is in a state 
neighboring Illinois.

Imagine getting to escort 
two-time Super Bowl champion 
Rodney Harrison around town or 
ordering infamous sports broad¬ 
caster A1 Michaels' lunch. This is 
reality for two senior sports com¬ 
munication majors. Josh Koebert 
and Zach Keesee. 

"Since we were on a time 
crunch [Harrison] said 'you have 
to be my bad guy if anyone asks 
for my autograph.' That was 
pretty cool," Koebert said. 

Both were selected by NBC/ 
Universal to become interns for 
the Super Bowl and have been 
working since a week before the 
game. So far, both have been 
working in media tracking, 
which is to find articles that men¬ 
tion NBC and the Super Bowl. 

"We search the major newspa¬ 
pers for any article that pertains 
to NBC Sports and mentioning 
what they are doing with the 


Super Bowl coverage or how 
the NHL All-Star game ratings 
were," Keesee said. "We compile 
that into a big document and 
send it out to NBC executives so 
they know what kind of coverage 
the company is getting." 

Indianapolis was awarded the 
Super Bowl in May 2008 and is 
only fourth time the game will 
be played in a traditionally cold- 
weather city. 

"It's hectic," Koebert said. 
"There are people everywhere. 
Everything downtown is incred¬ 
ibly close and Indianapolis con¬ 
nected all the important things 
by sky walks." 

As far as the game goes 
between the New York Giants 
and the New England Patriots, 
Keesee can see it going either 
way. 

"I'm going to pick the [New 
York] Giants because they can 
shut down New England's run 
game and then play the pass," he 
said. "The Giants defensive line 
will take over from there." 

Overall, Keesee is happy to 
intern for NBC at the Super Bowl 
and hopes it leads him to greater 
job opportunities. 

"It's another great experience 


that I can add to my resume, 
and I think that's going to be big 
time," Keesee said. "But I think 


what's more important are the 
connections I can make during 
the internship because I'm hop¬ 


ing they will lead to a job down 
the line."

Bradley basketball team falls to Evansville 92-62

The Bradley men's basket¬ 
ball team reached a new low 
Wednesday night in a loss to 
Evansville at Carver Arena. 

The Braves were ran off the 
floor by the visiting Purple Aces, 
losing 92-62 in a game that was 
never close. 

Bradley trailed 20-6 early in 
the game and 53-27 at halftime. 

Coach Geno Ford said the 
team was atrocious. 

"We were atrocious on both 
ends," Ford said. "Evansville's 
better than us. They destroyed us 
in the first game. But they're not 
that much better than us that the 
game should be that one-sided." 

BU fell to 6-18 overall and 1-11 
in Missouri Valley Conference 
play. 

This was the second time 
the Braves were beaten by 30 or 
more points at home this season. 
On Dec. 28, Wichita State beat 
Bradley by 39 points at Carver 
Arena. 

Sophomore center Jordan 
Prosser said the team wasn't 
good in any aspect of the game. 

"We just weren't ready to 
play," he said. "We came out flat. 
When they'd get a run going, 
we'd just fold. When that hap¬ 
pens, we need to come together 


as a team. Some players get into 
themselves instead of pulling 
together as a team." 

Evansville guards Colt Ryan 
and Denver Holmes combined 
for 47 points and 20 assists. The 
Purple Aces finished the game 
shooting 41-for-68 or 60%. 

Senior Taylor Brown led the 
Braves in scoring with 18 points. 
Junior Jake Eastman and Prosser 
also scored in double-figures 
with 11 and 10 points respec¬ 
tively. 

Prosser said he places the 
blame on the players and not the 
coaches. 

"The coaches have us ready 
all they can," he said. "We feel 
like we're ready. But when the 
ball goes up, we just collapse. 
We weren't talking on screens. 
Nobody was saying anything." 

Ford said that both the coach¬ 
es and players need to be better. 

"We didn't do a very good 
job of having carryover from 
preparation to the game," Ford 
said. "Obviously, we didn't do 
a very good job teaching them. 
It's almost like we were on tape 
delay on defense." 

The Braves next game is at 7 
p.m. tomorrow night on the road 
against Interstate 74 rival Illinois 
State. Bradley will return home 
next Wednesday against Indiana 
State.

Sports are defined by rivalries. 
Think to the great games of Magic 
and Bird. Barcelona and Real 
Madrid. Even Peyton Manning 
and Tom Brady. Rivalries make up 
the games that everyone remem¬ 
bers, and the true mark of every 
era. 

At a time where America is 
anxiously awaiting a boxing match 
that may never happen, everyone 
should be tuned into the great 
three-way battle in tennis.

In 
the 2008 Wimbledon Final, Nadal 
defeated Federer in the greatest 
match that I have ever seen. Nadal 
won the first two sets before drop¬ 
ping the next two to tiebreakers 
and surviving the final set to win 
in a tiebreaker. 

However, Djokovic threw a 
wrench into those two's plans for 
dominating the sport by steal¬ 
ing a championship in 2008, and 
then currently winning four of the 
last five Grand Slams. Djokovic 
has been unstoppable as of late, 
going 70-6 last year, including a 
43-match winning streak until a 
loss in the French Open. 

If someone isn't watching these 
Grand Slam semi-finals and finals 
matches, they're not only missing 
great tennis, they're missing some 
of the greatest sporting events of 
all time. 

Djokovic outlasted Nadal in 
the Australian Open last weekend 
after clashing for five hours and 
53 minutes. Not only was it the 
longest match in Grand Slam Final 
history, but Djokovic also battled 
back after dropping the fourth set 
in a tiebreaker to one of the best 
players in the world. 

Can anyone imagine watching 
his or her favorite athlete fight 
nearly six hours for a champion¬ 
ship? IPs one of the greatest sights 
to watch and can excite any sports 
fan. The passion, the fire and the 
skill level shown in these classics 
are must-see events. 

Yet, Djokovic only made it to 
the finals after winning the last 


two sets against Andy Murray in a 
five-set victory. Murray is another 
twist in these great tennis sagas 
because he is the loveable loser. In 
any other era, Murray would be 
at the top of tennis and battling 
for Grand Slam championships. 
However, he is has yet to break¬ 
through in a Grand Slam, although 
he reached the semi-finals in each 
event last year. 

The rivalry between Magic 
Johnson and Larry Bird is what 
carried the NBA through the 
1980's and gave each season a 
major storyline. Now imagine if 
Michael Jordan was bom 10 years 
earlier and could have joined in 
on the greatest rivalry in basket¬ 
ball. This is what tennis is going 
through right now. Federer, Nadal 
and Djokovic will all go down as 
some of the greatest tennis players 
in history, and it's a privilege that 
they're playing at the same time. 

I'm not the biggest tennis fan 
in the world, and I don't know the 
ins-and-outs of the sport entirely. 
However, I'm a fan of great athlet¬ 
ic spectacles, and this is what these 
rivalries bring each tournament. If 
anybody wants to see the best ten¬ 
nis players in the world battle time 
after time throughout the years, 
iPs time to tune in because this is 
what you don't want to miss. *

When Bryan Gaul was six 
years old, he told his mom that 
he wanted to be a professional 
soccer player. 

Gaul's dream became a real¬ 
ity when he was selected in last 
month's Major League Soccer 
supplemental draft. 

The 2011 MLS Cup Champion 
Los Angeles Galaxy used their 
first round pick to select the 
6-foot-5 standout from Bradley. 

"It was a roller coaster of emo¬ 
tions," Gaul said. "I woke up 
really early the day of the draft. 
They only had it on the Internet 
so you had to watch it on the 
little draft tracker...and watch 
your name pop up." 

Right before the draft was set 
to begin, an assistant coach from 
the Galaxy called Gaul and said 
the team really wanted to select 
him with its first pick. 

But with the Galaxy picking 
last in the first round the coach 
wasn't sure Gaul would fall to 
them. 


"After that call, I was just real¬ 
ly excited because that's the best 
team I can possibly play for in 
America," Gaul said. "I thought 
it'd be unbelievable if I could 
play for them." 

Surrounded by teammates in 
the Bradley locker 
room, Gaul anxiously 
waited for his name 
to pop up on the com¬ 
puter screen. 

One-by-one each 
team made their 
selection. After what 
seemed like an eterni¬ 
ty, it was the Galaxy's 
pick. 

"My computer 
was slow loading so 
it was stressing me 
out," Gaul said. "All 
of a sudden my name popped up 
for the LA Galaxy. It was incred¬ 
ible. It was a great feeling." 

Gaul spoke with the coach¬ 
ing staff not long after and was 
excited to get out to Los Angeles. 

The Galaxy are in their sec¬ 
ond week of preseason training 


and Gaul is quickly learning that 
being a professional is a lot differ¬ 
ent than playing in college. 

"You see how hard the guys 
work because it's their life," Gaul 
said. "Some of the guys have 
families, it's a really different out¬ 
look. From the first

you shake everyone's 
hand in the morning 
and greet everyone, 
They make you feel 
like family when you 
walk in the locker 
room." 

Gaul said he 
is awestruck 

about being team¬ 
mates with David 
Beckham, Landon 
Donovan and Robby 
Keane, who have all played at the 
highest level in club and interna¬ 
tional play. 

Former United States national 
soccer team coach Bruce Arena is 
the headman of the Galaxy. 

"Bruce Arena is probably one 
of the greatest coaches in United 


States history, which is unbe¬ 
lievable," Gaul said. "So to be 
around all of those people is just 
really great." 

Now that Gaul has reached 
the professional ranks, he credits 
Bradley for helping him improve 
not just as a soccer player, but 
also as a person. 

"I definitely improved my 
maturity and became more of a 
leader," Gaul said. "I owe that to 
the coaching staff obviously and 
the older guys who helped me in 
my first few years." 

With his college career in the 
rearview mirror, Gaul is focused 
on making the most of his boy¬ 
hood dream that after years of 
hard work and sacrifice has final¬ 
ly become a reality. 

"I definitely want to be a start¬ 
er and play all the time," Gaul 
said. "I'd eventually like to go to 
Europe and play for a top team 
over there. But at the moment, I 
just want to get my playing time 
and work as hard as possible and 
be successful for this club."

Junior psychology major 
Melissa Matheys spent last Friday 
night watching TV in her St. James 
Apartment as Cambridge Property 
employees sloshed through the 
sewage-soaked carpeting in her 
home. 

"Listening to the maintenance 
people walk around our apart¬ 
ment sounded like people walk¬ 
ing through puddles outside," she 
said. "All weekend our apartment 
smelled like toilet water." 

Last Friday evening around 7 
p.m., all the first-floor apartments 
in St. James unit 824 began to 
flood with sewage, some worse 
than others. 

"We knew something was 
wrong when my roommate came 
out of the bathroom and said 
there was water all over the floor," 
Matheys said. "We definitely got it 
the worst." 

Matheys said Cambridge main¬ 
tenance workers arrived to check 
the toilet, but when it wouldn't 
unclog they had to check the sump 
pump. 

'They had to check it and pull 


out whatever yvas blocking it, but 
in the process of that, our apart¬ 
ment got soaked," she said. "That 
was around 6:30 or 7:30, and by 
the time we finally had a cleaning 
crew it was 1:30 a.m." 

After removing water from the 
carpet, Matheys said the mainte¬ 
nance crew left fans in the apart¬ 
ment. 

"Those were there until 
Sunday," she said. "But our place 
still smelled like toilet water." 

After returning to shampoo 
and suction the carpets again on 
Sunday, Matheys learned that 
Cambridge was going to replace 
the carpets. 

"We got lucky because they 
were good about moving things 
out of our closets, so nothing was 
really ruined," she said. 

Senior advertising major Katie 
Nolan, Matheys's neighbor, said 
she was concerned with the elec¬ 
tric costs incurred from running 
the fans all weekend. 

"Cambridge said they couldn't 
really do anything about the 
electricity, but at least the car¬ 
pets will be replaced," she said. 
"Fortunately none of our stuff was 
ruined because we don't have rent¬ 


er's insurance." 

Cambridge Property Manager 
Jason Kesler said the cause of the 
leak was a backed up water sewer. 

In that situation, Kesler said, it 
is beneficial for a tenant to have 
renter's insurance because the 
complex would not be responsible 
for covering the cost of damaged 
personal items. 

"But it hasn't been brought to 
our attention that anything was 
seriously ruined," he said. 

Kesler said the company will 
continue to do follow-ups on the 
apartments. 

"We are going to go in and 
replace the carpets in two of the 
apartments, and the other two 
should be fine," he said. 

As for the tenants’ electric 
bills, Kesler said covering the cost 
depends on the circumstances. 

"That’s something we would 
discuss on a case by case situa¬ 
tion," he said. 

Kesler said a backup like that 
has not happened in the past. 

"The tenants are frustrated, of 
course, but with those things you 
never really know when it's going 
to happen." 


Emergency 
phones still 
provide security

On Oct. 30,1999, a McDonald's 
employee was robbed and fatally 
shot in the Main Street restau¬ 
rant's parking lot shortly after 
closing. The incident triggered 
fear throughout the Bradley com¬ 
munity. 

Within three months, emergen¬ 
cy blue light phones were installed 
on campus. Since its introduction 
in 2000, the emergency phones 
have provided students with a 
sense of security. 

"Emergency preparedness is 
always a good thing to have," 
said senior physics major Ryan 
Crawford. "It's better to have it 
and not need it, than to need it and 
not have it." 

Earlier in this school year, two 
additional emergency blue light 
phones were installed to accom¬ 
modate student residents living at 
Main Street Commons. The addi¬ 
tion of these phones brings the 
total number of emergency phones 
on campus to 75. 

Of all the emergency phones, 
roughly 30 of them are in high 
traffic areas on campus such as 
residential halls and academic 
buildings. The other 40 poles are 
located on the floors of parking 
garages and in St. James apart¬ 
ment complex. 

Although the Bradley 
University Police Department is 
unable to retrieve usage data from 
the phones. Police Chief Brian 
Joschko said the phones are used 
often. 

"We have had accidents record¬ 
ed with the phones, and they are 
used for the request of services, 
like a jumpstart or lock out [of a 
building]," he said. "So there cer¬ 
tainly is a value to having these 
phones." 

Joschko said even though 
the phones aren't often used in 
emergency situations, it doesn't 
mean they are not beneficial to the 
Bradley community. 

'They allow a student or vis-

ACBU to bring in larger acts with activity fee raise next fall

The activity fee increase from 
$130 to $170 set for next fall 
could give the Activities Council 
at Bradley University the buying 
power to bring in artists current¬ 
ly topping the charts. Assistant 
Director of Student Activities Dain 
Gotto said. Performers such as 
Nicki Minaj or Kid Cudi, previous¬ 
ly out of the question for the con¬ 
cert budget, could be fair game. 

"We have about $60,000 to 
spend each semester, but with 
this increase we will have about 
$100,000," Gotto said. "That gets 
us a much higher caliber of per¬ 
former but with much less of a 
gamble." 

The last time the activity fee 
increased was 2008, but perform¬ 
ers' fees have continued to rise. 


"Before the activity fee increase 
went into effect in 2009, it seemed 
almost impossible to put on a show 
that students would enjoy," Gotto 
said. "And with this increase, it'll 


be easier to get people who have 
a few hits right now rather than 
someone who might have a hit 
afterward or who had hits a few 
years ago." 

After the fall concert, which 
featured Taking Back Sunday and 
the Maine, only sold 1,810 tickets, 
as compared to 2,750 for Weezer 


in Sept. 2010 and 2,516 for Mike 
Posner/Jason DeRulo last spring, 
Gotto said ACBU had to be careful 
with funding. 

"With Taking Back Sunday, our 


ticket sales weren't so great. So 
we had to be much more cautious 
with our money for the spring 
concert," he said. 

But Gotto said things are look¬ 
ing up, especially after seeing 
spring performer DJ Redfoo of 
LMFAO at the Feb. 5 Super Bowl. 

"Once that hit my radar, it was 


four or five days before 
the Super Bowl," he 
said. "So it was really 
exciting to know that 
a few months after 
that Redfoo would be 
at the [Renaissance] 

Coliseum." 

In selecting an art¬ 
ist, Gotto said, ACBU 
looks for someone just 
stepping out on the 
music scene. 

"Weezer was much 
bigger than any other 
band we recently 
brought in, but we've 
been really fortunate to 
get artists who were 
really fresh on the 
music scene," Gotto 
said. "We love it when 
that happens, and it 
kind of happened with 
Redfoo [of LMFAO.] 

They're exploding on 
the scene right now." 

The key is combin¬ 
ing a well-known name 
with good timing and a 
manageable cost, Gotto said. 

"We've been really holding out 
for artists who work out perfectly 
routing-wise," he said. "We've 
had to really try to get those big- 
name performers at a lower price." 

Director of Student Activities 
Michelle Whited said ACBU has 
been fortunate with the perform¬ 
ers they have booked. 

"We've typically booked per¬ 
formers who are at a similar cali¬ 
ber, and we're lucky to get those 
bands just before they get huge 
because then their price skyrock¬ 
ets," she said. "The best example 
was Goo Goo Dolls in 1999. We 
booked them right before 'Iris' 
came out. Their price skyrocketed 
after that, but we had already had 
at the lower price." 


Gotto, who moved to his new 
job at Northern Illinois University 
this week, said he is looking for¬ 
ward to coming back for the spring 
concert. 

"I'm definitely excited for 
that," he said. "I'll be there to help 
out, but I also know it'll be a really 
fun show." 

Tickets for both the general 
admissions pit and regular seating 
tickets will go on sale for students 
on March 26 at 8 a.m. at the arena. 

Student tickets will be $10 each 
and every student can purchase 
up to 10 tickets with one ID. 

Faculty and staff tickets will 
go on sale March 29 for $20 and 
general admission tickets will go 
on sale April 2 for $30.

combat "Islamophobia"

The Muslim Student Association 
hosted Islam Awareness Week this 
past week to help students, faculty 
and members of the community 
better understand and appreciate 
the religion of Islam. 

This year's theme was 
"Islamophobia in the Western 
Media." Islamophobia is a phe¬ 
nomenon in which individu¬ 
als harbor an irrational preju¬ 
dice, hatred or fear of Islam and 
Muslims, believing that Islam is 
a violent political ideology rather 
than a religion. 

MSA hosted several speakers 
throughout the week with the pur¬ 
pose of addressing this misunder¬ 
standing. 

"[We are hosting these events] 
to help our fellow American 
brothers and sisters understand 
Shariah and to tackle ram¬ 
pant Islamophobia," said MSA 
President Bilaluddin Mohammad. 
"And to educate all the students 
and communities during the Islam 
Awareness Week." 

Mohammad said in recent years 
many different groups have been 
trying to generate Islamophobia 
and create the perception that 
Muslims shouldn't be a part of the 
American Society. 

"In the past couple of years, 
a group of conservative pundits, 
analysts and bloggers have identi¬ 
fied Shariah, or Islamic religious 
law, as a growing threat to the 
United States," he said. "These 
pundits and analysts argue that the 


steady adoption of Shariah's tenets 
is a strategy extremists are using 
to transform the United States into 
an Islamic state. But what is quite 
amazing is that the vast majorities 
who argue against Shariah know 
very little or nothing of what it is 
its definition, its scope or even the 
processes of implementation." 

In Islam, Shariah is the reli¬ 
gious teaching of Allah. Shariah 
governs the different spheres of 
a Muslim's life, such as worship, 
which includes prayer, fasting and 
pilgrimage. It also includes inter¬ 
action with others such as being 
honest, fulfilling oaths and being 
loyal, said Mohammed. 

Tonight the organization is 
hosting the last speaker of the five- 
day series at 7 p.m. in Neumiller 
Hall, room 145. Sabeel Ahmed will 
speak and examine a few of the 
personal laws and society based 
laws of the previous prophets and 
the lessons we can learn in our day 
and age. 

Ahmed was bom in India and 
moved to the US more than 15 
years ago. He is currently the 
Circle of North America Director 
of the GainPeace Project, an out¬ 
reach project of Islamic Circle of 
North America, and is a full time 
ambassador in the Muslim com¬ 
munity. 

Students, faculty and staff who 
are interested in learning more 
about the religion of Islam are 
invited to attend tonight's speak¬ 
er as well as congregation prayer 
which will be held this afternoon 
at 1 p.m. in the Garrett Center.

Bradley is continuing its efforts 
to "go green" by installing electric 
charging stations for cars around 
campus. 

Senior Director of Public 
Relations Kath Conver said add¬ 
ing charging stations is part of the 
university's sustainability initia¬ 
tive. 

"Bradley has installed three 
auto charging stations in the cam¬ 
pus parking decks to serve stu¬ 
dents, faculty and staff with elec¬ 
tric and hybrid cars," she said. 
"Two are located just inside the 
main entrance to the Main Street 
parking deck. One is located on the 
first level of the Duryea Avenue 
deck near the back." 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said the charg¬ 
ing stations were installed over 
break, and are now available for 
use. 

M We had an inquiry over a year 
ago from a prospective graduate 
student asking if we had a station," 
he said. "So we decided it was bet¬ 
ter to put them now as opposed to 
waiting too long." 

Anna said the profit will be 
minimal, but that's not the goal. 

'They are more of just a com¬ 
mitment to sustainability," he said. 


Junior English secondary edu¬ 
cation major Kara Salmon said she 
would consider buying a hybrid or 
electric car in the future. 

"I do not have a hybrid or elec¬ 
tric car, but I could see myself buy¬ 
ing one in the future," she said. "I 
think the cost of charging stations 
is reasonable. If I bought one of 
these cars, I would want charging 
stations to be readily available and 
convenient to use." 

Vice President of Student 
Affairs Alan Gaisky said adding 
electric charging stations was a 
logical decision because more and 
more companies are coming out 
with hybrids and electric cars. 

"I think it makes sense," he 
said. "In the future we are going 
to have more electric vehicles than 
we do now [on campus]. Everyone 
keeps saying wait another year, 
but sooner or later companies like 
Ford and GM will come out with 
an electric car that is more afford¬ 
able. College students would be 
the population to buy. University 
people in general might be more 
open, willing and passionate to 
buy." 

Conver said the charging sta¬ 
tions are easy to use and fairly 
inexpensive. 

"Each station has a screen with 
simple user-friendly instructions 
and a universal standard connec¬ 


tion," Conver said. "All major 
credit cards will be accepted at the 
stations and the cost is 75 cents 
per hour for charging. A fully dis¬ 
charged battery can be recharged 
in three to four hours." 

Freshman game design major 
Kyle Schemer said he thinks it's 
a good idea for students to have 
electric cars. 

"I think it's a good idea if the 
campus has a lot of students with 
electric cars, and the charging sta¬ 
tions are in demand," he said. 
"Then the school would benefit 
from them. But if there aren't 
many drivers with electric cars, 
then it would be hard to make a 
profit [because it's so cheap]." 

Some students said they are 
happy Bradley is "going green." 

"Having electric charging 
stations on campus could give 
Bradley's campus a competitive 
edge in terms of being economi¬ 
cally friendly and green," sopho¬ 
more international studies major 
Carrie Brinkmeier said. "I think 
that electric or hybrid cars, while 
not a solution to 100 percent oil- 
dependent vehicles, are still defi¬ 
nitely an improvement." 

Freshman psychology major 
Jordyn Cain said she agreed. 

"I think having an electric or 
hybrid car would be awesome," 
she said. "It would eliminate pol¬ 


lution from gas, and also save 
you time and money from refill¬ 
ing your gas tank all the time. 


Especially with the high prices 
now."

itor a means of contact to have questions 
answered," he said. "It doesn't have to 
be criminal in nature or be used by a 
victim of a crime. It is just a means to 
contact authority, providing a quicker 
response and a sense of safety and secu¬ 
rity on campus." 

In 1999, Student Senate passed a 
resolution requesting the university to 
install 17 new emergency telephones on 
campus. The resolution stated that the 
17 new emergency telephones would 
replace the 19 already existing tele¬ 
phones on campus. 

"If we have one emergency, if it saves 
one person's life or it if benefits that 
person, then it's justifiable," said Aaron 
Freeman, former All-School President, 
then student body president, in the Dec. 
3, 1999 issue of die Scout. "If someone 
is unable to call for help, that 7 s a detri¬ 
ment. We hope to God that we never 
have to use it, but if it helps even one 
person, then it 7 s worth it." 

Vice President of Student Affairs 
Alan Gaisky said safety on campus was 
not only a concern of Student Senate, 
but it was a joint concern of the Parents 
Board as well. He said it took about 60 
to 90 days from when Student Senate 
proposed the resolution to when the 
first emergency phone was installed. 

"It was like they were installed over 
night," he said. "I remember walking on 
campus and thinking 'Why didn't we 
do this five years ago?' It provided an 
immediate sense of comfort and secu¬ 
rity ... that you could feel and sense." 

After the emergency phones were 


gradually installed, they were used for 
both emergency and assistance reasons. 
Because they were new they were used 
more often, Gaisky said. 

"[The phones were installed] before 
there was any real use of cell phones," 
he said. 'They were there and people 
were willing to use them, whereas a 
person today might feel that it 7 s just as 
easy to use their cell phone. I was made 
aware by the student body that they 
have been used on a daily basis." 

Vice President of Business Affairs 
Gary Anna said because the phones 
were installed at a time when no one 
carried a cell phone, they were used 
simply to get in contact with others. 
And that only a handful of those calls 
were made in the event of an emergency. 

"I remember calling the office from 
one of the phones just to tell them if 
forgot something," he said. "It was just 
a convenience." 

Today, all calls made to any of the 
emergency poles are dispatched to 
the Peoria City Police Department. 
Depending on the 
situation, BUPD, 

Peoria PD and/ 
or the fire depart¬ 
ment will be dis¬ 
patched to the 
location of the 
emergency phone. 

Joschko said 
the department 
has made it a pri¬ 
ority to respond to 
every call, so even 
if a phone is acti¬ 


vated but no one is on the phone line, 
officer will be dispatched to the location. 

"I haven't used one before but [it is] 
beneficial," said junior biology major 
Andrew Kirby. "Especially with all tire 
muggings on campus. If your phone 
was taken you can use one of the [emer¬ 
gency] phones." 

Each phone is tested by BUPD offi¬ 
cers once each week, not only to make 
sure they work, but to make sure the 
reception is clear, Joschko said. 

Although Joschko said he is not 
actively pursuing to expand the pro¬ 
gram, he said adding emergency phones 
to off-campus streets is a place that will 
be evaluated because it is a central place 
where students reside. 

"Adding emergency phones off cam¬ 
pus is physically possible," he said. 
"However in order to place a phone on 
someone else's property we would have 
to handle legal issues and the resident 
would have to pay the electricity to run 
the [structure]. It would be a monetary 
investment, and not a cheap endeavor."

Sustainability priorities need reconsidering 


Bradley doesn't have the pur¬ 
est of sustainability records. 
According to greenreportcard.org, 
a C- overall. Granted, that's up 
from the D we received in 2010. 

However, the university con¬ 
tinues to make strides to improve 
it's environmental reputation. The 
report card is a guideline, and 
while we are excelling in some 
areas, there are other areas where 
we have fallen flat simply because 
it's not applicable to our campus. 

Some of our lowest grades fall 
under the categories of "green 
building" and "transportation." 
According to Gary Anna, Vice 
President of Business Affairs, the 
university is ensuring that the 
buildings we construct in the future 
be at high levels on the Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental 
Design rating scale, which is a 
worthwhile investment. 

It is a necessary push to make 
the future of our campus both 
more efficient and more conscien¬ 
tious, a standard our older build¬ 


ings are not up to par with. 

Transportation is another issue 
entirely, one it seems the univer¬ 
sity has tried to tackle by recently 
adding electric car charging sta¬ 
tions to parking decks. 

Bradley's rating of transporta¬ 
tion in the green report card states, 
"The university has not made pub¬ 
lic any programs or practices that 
encourage or facilitate the use of 
alternative forms of transporta¬ 
tion." 

While that may be true, it's 
also not the most pressing sustain¬ 
ability priority on campus. The 
problem is not that the university 
wants there to be availability for 
charging electric cars, but rather 
that the university may be catering 
more to an online report card than 
it is to its students. 

There are three charging sta¬ 
tions available; two are in the 
Duryea Avenue parking deck, and 
one is in the Main Street parking 
deck. That means in order to even 
use the stations, there is still a $50 


fee to be able to use the parking 
decks. On top of that, electric cars 
aren't yet in the foreseeable college 
student's budget. 

With such a lengthy list of 
priorities to attend to, using the 
budget for something that has 
no substantial use compared to 
something that would be used on 
a daily basis seems wasteful, no 
matter how small the investment 
may be. 

Over the past year-and-a-half 
the university has slowly intro¬ 
duced recycling bins to residence 
halls and buildings on campus. 
There are several buildings that 
still do not have bins, however 
three electric car charging stations 
have been installed on campus 
practically overnight. 

The advances Bradley has been 
making are tremendous and vital, 
but only if done for the right rea¬ 
sons. Looking good to a poten¬ 
tial student researching schools is 
important, but even more so is 
keeping a finger on the pulse of 


the student body already enrolled. 

To be sure, sustainability is not 
something to be ignored. Our most 
recent construction projects, such 
as Westlake Hall and the Hayden- 
Clark Alumni Center, have been 
built with the environment in 
mind, aiming to save energy and 
materials. 

Our cafeterias have become 
more mindful about food conser¬ 
vation and eliminating styrofoam. 
Recycling in residence halls and 
academic buildings has become far 
more accessible than it was a few 
years ago. These are all necessary 
advancements and changes that 
we have been glad to see imple¬ 
mented. 

We're well on our way to being 
a truly eco-friendly campus, but 
until there is a real need for charg¬ 
ing stations, we should at least get 
a recycling bin into every academic 
building.

Condoms 
do have expiration dates and should not be used past these as it 
increases the risk of breakage. They should also be kept in a safe 
place where you are sure they have not been tampered with.

If you don't urinate after having sex, can you really get a 
urinary tract infection? 

The short answer is yes. Women in general are more likely to get 
urinary tract infections because their urethra is shorter, meaning there 
is less distance from the bladder to the outside world. 

Women who are sexually active are at an even higher risk for UTIs. 
The opening to the urethra and the opening to the vagina are in very 
dose proximity to each other. Sex can be a messy business, and the 
possibility exists that bacteria could be pushed up the urethra during 
the act of intercourse. 

The theory behind urinating after sex is this flushes the urethra 
and pushes the bacteria back outside the body before it has a chance 
to take hold and create an infection. This does not mean that you have 
to urinate after sex to prevent an infection but it is a good precaution 
to take, and if you are someone who is prone to UTIs, it is strongly 
encouraged.

Van Halen has one 
of the craziest rock and 
roll stories this side of Guns 
'N' Roses. From the public 
divorces of every member without the last name 
Van Halen to the wild live shows, VH has been 
captivating audiences for a long time, even after 
"1984" was released. 

I still remember the first time I heard VH. I was in 
the car with my dad and "Jamie's Cryin'" came on the 
radio and I was blown away. Everything from David 
Lee Roth's sing/speak style of singing to the shredding of 
Eddie Van Halen was amazing. To this day, VH still rocks 
my socks, and I was really pumped to hear new tracks from 
the band with DLR for the first time in almost 30 years.

Fox will air the 500th episode of The 
Simpsons. The show is already the longest running scripted 
primetime series in American television history. To celebrate. 
Voice looks back at the other milestone episodes of the show. 

#1: "Simpsons Roasting on an Open Fire" (Dec. 

17,1989, Season 1) - With no Christmas bonus, Homer 
has no money to buy presents for the family. Hoping to 
win some money at the dog track, he instead adopts one 
of the racers, Santa's Little Helper, and the family has a 
wonderful Christmas. 


The first episode has some weird animation that feels 
out of place with the rest of the series, but it introduces the 
memorable characters perfectly. The pilot also has the first instance 
of what would be one of the most recurring themes of the show: 
Homer may not do everything right, but his heart is in the right place 
and he truly cares for his family. 



#300: "Barting Over" (Feb. 16, 

2003, Season 14) - Bart becomes an 
emancipated minor after discovering 
he starred in commercials as a baby, 
and that Homer has squandered 
all of his son's earnings. Bart 
leaves and gets his own place, 
then becomes friends with 
Tony Hawk. Homer works 
hard and eventually regains 
his son's trust. 

This episode falls into one 
of the series' longest running 
problems: an over reliance on 
guest stars in plots that don't really make 
any sense. Bart hangs out with Tony Hawk because they could get 
Tony Hawk on the show, not because it made any sense in a narrative. 


#100: "Sweet Seymour Skinner's Baadasssss Song" (April 28, 
1994, Season 5) - Principal Skinner is fired after Santa's Little Helper 
(who Bart brought for show and tell) escapes into the air ducts and 
causes chaos. As Bart feels responsible for this, he does everything he 
can to get Skinner his job back, even though the two rarely get along. 


#400: "You Kent Always Say What You Want" (May 20,2007, 
Season 18) - News anchor Kent Brockman is fired after cursing on 
the air, so he posts a web video the next day decrying the federal 
regulations on TV. He is quickly given his job back after other media 
members fear he will reveal more secrets about television. 


While Bart may not seem the type to help the principal of his 
school, his guilt feelings seem unexpectedly genuine. The episode is 
probably the best at defining the mutual respect that Bart and Skinner 
ultimately have for each other, a storyline that the series would 
go back to repeatedly, rarely with the level of success this episode 
achieves. 


One of the show's more political episodes, this episode takes a 
number of direct shots at the FCC and the Fox network and not in a 
very satirical way. Some of the political humor seems obvious, and 
therefore falls flat, but the ending, jokingly censored, makes up for any 
unfunny moments.

Watching it again for the first time 
in years, it's obvious that "The Phantom 
Menace" was Lucas making an independent 
film the only way he knew how.

Services like Netflix and YouTube have 
made the most recent films readily available 
to anyone. Can we find anything of value 
in the muck of b-movies, ambitious failures 
and exploitative crap-fests? We're going to 
find out in Dispatches from Instant View 
Purgatory. 

What're we watching: "Manic," a 2001 
psycho-drama and Sundance nominee 
starring Joseph Gordon-Levitt, Zooey 
Deschanel and Don Cheadle. 

What does it look like: Remember that 
girl in your high school who used every 
English class assignment as a way to show 
that she had feelings? This movie is her wet 
dream. 

What's going on: Levitt plays Lyle, the 
child of an abusive home who is committed 
to a juvenile mental institution after he 
viciously beats a boy with a baseball bat. 
There he comes in contact with a variety of 
other disturbed teens, including Deschanael 
playing a reclusive, depressed, night terrors 


stricken teenager. Cheadle plays the caring, 
if somewhat overworked, counselor for the 
teenagers. 

Why haven't we heard of this: "Manic" 
made all of $67,000 in its limited release and 
wasn't picked for any prizes. Also, it's pretty 
terrible. 

What works: In a movie where 
Deschanael and Levitt both receive top 
billing, neither has more than 20 lines. 
Strangely, the movie rests on Cheadle. He 
lends a wounded charm to the role of the 
counselor that mostly provides a constant in 
a film full of shifting moods and identities. 
That being said, there are times when he 
shifts violently from being Patch Adams to 
someone screaming on Beyond Scared Straight. 

What doesn't: For a movie ostensibly 
about the way choices permanently affect 
lives, nothing is very consistent. The 
characters often switch alliances, moods and 
motivations at an astonishing rate, leading 
to gritty and unnecessarily jarring tonal 


transitions. There may be a tender scene of 
friendship or love seconds before a scene of 
brutal violence and sexual assault. This isn't 
helped by camera work that's focused almost 
entirely on shooting the performers' faces in 
extreme close-up. 

Skip to: Picking "Manic" apart isn't a 
very fruitful exercise, but a few of the group 
therapy scenes are consistently interesting 
and there is a heartbreaking moment near the 
end of the film when Deschanael loses her 
only friend. 

The Verdict: "Manic" is a quiet film set 
in a location with a capacity to be interesting, 
but it is little more than a chore to sit through. 
The best moments of the film are brutally 
painful, and the ending is nothing but a 
pretentious whimper. 

What's coming up next: We get pervy, 
horrifying and slightly scary in '80s cult film, 
"Slumber Party Massacre."

The dead have taken over AMC, and people just can't seem to get enough. Based on the popular series of graphic novels by 
Robert Kirkman, The Walking Dead continues to be a hit with critics and audiences since its inception back in October 2010. 

This past weekend the series returned from its second season hiatus, picking up after the shocking cliffhanger that left Deputy 
Rick Grimes and his band of survivors killing an entire bam filled with the ravenous undead. Five episodes remain before the second 
season draws to a close, with a third season already confirmed. 

While Rick desperately tries to keep the peace between his people and Hershel's family, Shane continues his descent into paranoia 
and insanity. Having already met a grisly fate in the continuity of the comic books, Shane's rapidly deteriorating mental state in the 
aftermath of the bam shooting could signal his violent end as the second season finale looms. Rick's actions in the bar that concluded 
this week's episode imply that he has finally learned what it means to be a leader, making the hard decisions for the good of his 
people. 

The Walking Dead's second season has so far offered some spectacular character moments between the series' cast, but 
unfortunately it has come at the expense of the show's pacing and a significant drop in zombie killings. Thankfully, the resolution of 
the survivors' hunt for Sophia creates the foreboding sense that the rocky peace between them and Hershel's family is ending. 

As more people from the outside enter the fray and Rick makes increasingly tougher decisions on how to handle these situations, 
it becomes obvious that a major change is about to shake up this ragtag group of survivors. 

Ultimately, while the first half of this season wasn't able to deliver the shock and suspense of season one, the second half is 
shaping up quite nicely, promising more confrontations and more slayings of the undead to satisfy our weekly zombie fix. 


I am fascinated by the fact that people are still watching The Walking Dead. 

Whether it's the beyond sluggish pacing, inconsistent and poorly drawn characters or complete lack of gumption, the show is 
miss-able at best and forgettable at worst. Yet the show saunters on like the zombies it very occasionally shows, and the mid-season 
premiere continued to try to find the balance between action and character growth after the surprise reveal of the bam last year. 

To say the least. I'm still not sold on the show, even less so than I was in the still not great first season. The acting is serviceable 
and little more and the direction has suffered since Frank Darabont left the show. Scenes are shot blandly and rarely take advantage of 
television as a medium. 

That being said, the biggest problem with the show still plagues every second of programming. For a show about the zombie 
apocalypse, there never is a real sense of danger. The human protagonists rarely act as if their day-to-day life is threatened and only 
come in contact with the undead in situations where they seem to know what is coming. 

This isn't the way to set up a show about survival against all odds: it's the way to set up a soap opera. The status-quo is rarely 
upset and characters feel static. It seems impossible that a show this bloody, obscene and often disgusting would so pivotally lack 
guts. Instead, it's a dull, predictable and entirely uninspired waste of an hour timeslot.

Library. 
Seriously, 
Bradley... 
WTF?! 

Since my 
freshman 
year, the 
Bradley library has been a 
sore subject on our campus. In 
2009 the Scout reported that 
the Princeton Review named 
the library as the worst in the 
nation. In response the student 
body erupted with mockery for 
the building, the infrastructure, 
and lack of usable literature. 

The library's woes are not a 
new phenomena. In fact, a half 
century ago, campus was buzz¬ 


ing with animosity over the col¬ 
lections at the library. Times back 
then were very different. Bradley's 
student body was changing and its 
administration was discussing the 
construction of a new recreation 
center, a new building for one 
of its colleges and the need for 
updated housing. 

Yep, 1969 was incredibly differ¬ 
ent from today... 

In the mid 1960s, the Student 
Senate and the faculty began a 
push to update the library. The 
Scout ran many articles and edito¬ 
rials criticizing the library's collec¬ 
tions, and the Student and Faculty 
Senates passed multiple resolu¬ 
tions pushing for library updates. 
After several years of the battle 
between the students, faculty, and 


administration over the library, it 
all came to a head at the end of 
Feb. 1969. During the week of 
March 18, the tension had grown 
so great that University President 
Talman Van Arsdale announced 
he would hold a press conference 
in the Fieldhouse to address the 
issue. 

When Van Arsdale failed to 
meet the student's expectations, 
the students demonstrated and 
marched to the library. Over a two 
hour period, the students checked 
out over 5,000 books, prompting 
the university to shut down the 
library. 

In response a cohort of promi¬ 
nent student leaders including 
many student senators, the stu¬ 
dent body president, vice-presi¬ 
dent, treasurer, the senior class 
president and the Scout editor- 
in-chief took to "occupying" the 
library. Throughout the night, the 
students discussed a solution to 
the problem. 


The next morning. Van Arsdale 
invited the student body president 
to his office, and throughout the 
morning, the two presidents nego¬ 
tiated. In the end. Van Arsdale 
met the Student's requests. He 
announced a guaranteed increase 
of $1.5 million to library funding 
and to make it a focus of future 
Bradley expansions. 

Fifty years later, our occupying 
contemporaries would be proud to 
know their method was success¬ 
ful. Since the Princeton's Review's 
announcement, the university has 
taken great strides to improve the 
library. However, the library of 
today is not the library the stu¬ 
dents were demanding back in 
1969. Today it isn't books we are 
demanding, but more space, more 
tables, more power and more cof¬ 
fee. 

The library of 2012, just as it 
was in 2009, and possibly even 
in 1969, serves Bradley's campus 
as a central hub for social inter¬ 


action and student life. We go 
to the library to be "academi¬ 
cally productive," or at least to 
seem productive while catch¬ 
ing up on friends' weekends, 
recent relationship drama or 
just to mutually moan about 
a class. We may complain, but 
we secretly love it, and love 
complaining about it. I would 
boldly admit it serves campus 
today in ways that the Student 
Center can not, in that it is the 
center of student life. 

With all of that being said, I 
am positive that no one makes a 
trip to the library over their time 
on the Hilltop without at least 
once screaming, "Bradley... 
WTF?!"

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Braves' cold shooting from perimeter dooms them again

The Bradley men's basketball 
team hasn't shot the ball well all 
season and the theme continued 
Wednesday night in a 62-55 loss 
to Drake at Carver Arena. 

The Braves shot a dreadful 
0-for-20 from the perimeter, con¬ 
necting on no threes for the sec¬ 
ond time this year. 

"We've been offensively chal¬ 
lenged a lot of the year," coach 
Geno Ford said. "It's hard to play 
good offense when we shoot as 
poorly as that. We just couldn't 
buy one. I thought we battled. It's 
hard thing to fight through when 
we miss as many as we did." 

Bradley dropped to 7-21 
overall and 2-14 in the Missouri 
Valley Conference. The Braves 
are guaranteed to finish last in 
the MVC for the second consecu¬ 
tive season. 

"We don't play like a last 
place team that's disenchanted 
and doesn't have any purpose to 
what they're doing," Ford said. 
"Sometimes we play like a last 
place team from the standpoint 
we just don't score. We just don't 
score." 


With 9:35 remaining in the 
game Bradley trailed by 18-points 
but managed to cut the deficit to 
three with just over a minute left. 

The Braves did so without 
senior leading scorer Taylor 
Brown who left the game with a 
toe injury and played only seven 
scoreless minutes. 

"When you're taking away a 
guy that can score it's going to 
make it a little tougher on other 
guys to get those easy open shots 
because they just aren't avail¬ 
able," Ford said. 

Sophomore Walt Lemon Jr. 
picked up the scoring slack pour¬ 
ing in a game-high 22 points. 
Sophomore Jordan Prosser scored 
in double figures with 10 points 
and also added nine rebounds. 

Ford said the team is going 
to continue to work and try to 
improve with only three regular 
season games remaining. 

"It's been the best practice 
group I've ever had," Ford said. 
"They come to practice and 
work. We've gotten better. You 
need to win and we aren't quite 
able to do it. We're hanging and 
we haven't thrown in the towel. 
That's all you can ask for as a 
coach."

in conference play. The Braves sit 
in eighth place in the Missouri 
Valley and two games behind 
seventh. 

"It's all about placement in the 
tournament," Buscher said. "But 
for us, I think it's con¬ 
tinuing what we talk¬ 
ed about in the second 
half of the season, and 
especially trying to get 
clicking on all cylin¬ 
ders as we wind down 
the regular season." 

Last Friday, Bradley 
lost 77-60 to Indiana 
State. Bradley led 
29-27 at halftime, but 
a 55 percent shoot¬ 
ing percentage by the 
Sycamores in the second half cost 
the Braves down the stretch. 

Sophomore Catie O'Leary 


topped the Braves with 17 points, 
followed by Westcott with 11. 

Bradley has three consecu¬ 
tive home games starting tonight 
against Northern Iowa at 6 p.m.

the attention of College Baseball 
Daily who ranked him the No. 56 
player in college baseball. 

"It's an honor [to be named 
one of the top 100 players in 
college baseball]," Bircher said. 
"There are some fantastic players 
on the list. It's a great privilege to 
be mentioned in the same breath 
as those guys." 

Over the course of his career 
Bircher said he has grown men¬ 
tally and physically. He credits 
pitching coach John Corbin and 
his teammates for pushing him 
to get better. 

"I've gotten stronger in every 
aspect of my game," he said. "I've 
been able to throw harder and do 
more things with my pitches. It's 


been a real good environment for 
growing in every aspect, mental 
and physical." 

With the 2012 season begin¬ 
ning today, Bircher is focused 
on the team and turning Bradley 
into a winning program. 

"We have a lot of senior lead¬ 
ership," he said. "We have good 
older players as well as some 
younger talent. We could really 
make a splash and make a lot of 
noise in the conference. I think 
our goals for this season, just like 
any good team, is to win. Bottom 
line, we haven't had a really great 
season since I've been here. It's 
time. I'm really excited to see 
what we can do this year." 

Bircher is all but a lock to be 
drafted in June's MLB draft. He 
has dreamed of playing profes¬ 
sional baseball since the first day 


he began playing the game as a 
seven year old. 

"Ever since I've picked up a 
baseball and you see the guys on 
TV, you want to be out there with 
those guys," Bircher said. "God 
willing, there's going to be an 
opportunity for me to play and if 
I'm that lucky I just consider it a 
great blessing." 

Despite tremendous success 
Bircher said he isn't concerned 
with creating an individual lega¬ 
cy in his final year as a Brave. In 
the end, the only thing Bircher is 
concerned about is the team. 

"I want to make this season 
a turn around year so we can 
become a winning program," he 
said. "That's what's more impor¬ 
tant to me."

I love sports. Where else can 
you find someone as surprising as 
Jeremy Lin? Name anywhere else 
where a 6-foot-3 Asian-American 
basketball player from Harvard, 
who has slept on his brother's 
couch the past several months can 
tear up the NBA and break tons of 
records. 

Lin is the same guy that didn't 
get recruited out of high school 
after averaging more than 15 
points and seven assists a game 
for a team that won a California 
state championship. 

The same player who dominat¬ 
ed at Harvard but went undrafted 
in the 2010 draft. He even scored a 
career-high 30 points and picked 
up nine rebounds against the 
University of Connecticut and 
point guard Kemba Walker, a top- 
10 draft pick. 

Last season, Lin averaged 2.6 
points and 1.4 assists a night, 
appearing in only 29 games and 
making zero starts while moving 
back and forth from the NBA and 
the Developmental League. Two 
teams have cut him since the end 
of last season. 

This isn't Tim Tebow and how 


he willed his team to each vic¬ 
tory while performing below aver¬ 
age for most of the game. This is 
Lin, who has scored more than 20 
points and dished out more than 
seven assists in all five of his starts 
for the New York Knicks. Lin has 
scored 137 points through his first 
five starts, the most by any player 
since the NBA/ ABA merger. 

Linsanity only continues to 
improve after he rallied the Knicks 
from a 15-point deficit and hit 
a 3-pointer with 0.5 seconds left 
in the game against the Toronto 
Raptors on Tuesday to give New 
York a three-point victory. 

Of course, there are detractors. 
Boxer Floyd May weather Jr. tweet¬ 
ed, "Jeremy Lin is a good player 
but all the hype is because he's 
Asian. Black players do what he 
does every night and don't get the 
same praise." 

Yet that's where Mayweather is 
wrong. Lin is playing at a record 
pace regardless of skin color. 
College coaches never told a black 
basketball player as skilled as Lin 
that his only future was walking- 
on. The first time Lin went to a 
Pro-Am game in San Francisco, 
somebody went up to him and 
said, "Sorry, sir, there is no vol¬ 
leyball tonight. It's basketball." No 
player of any race in the NBA is 
playing as well as Lin right now. 

However, not everyone is a 
critic. After Jeremy Lin scored a 
career-high 38 points to go along 
with seven assists against the Los 
Angeles Lakers, Kobe Bryant said, 
"I think it's a great story. I think it's 


a testament to perseverance and 
hard work." 

No longer is Lin just a popular 
Asian-American basketball player. 
He's the new trend in New York 
and across the world. His jersey 
is sold out, he finally moved to an 
apartment and left his brother's 
couch, and traffic on the Knicks' 
website is up 3,000 percent. 

Say what you will about how 
long Lin can sustain the level he 
is playing at. This is a great story 
about how a guy overcame each 
obstacle that was placed in front of 
him and is now enjoying success 
against the best basketball players 
in the world. 

That's the great thing about 
sports. A player who can be over¬ 
looked by everybody shines at the 
highest level. That's what sports 
are all about. Lin seized the oppor¬ 
tunity that was given to him, and 
continues to produce at an all¬ 
world level. 

Forget how anyone thinks Lin 
will perform in the future, he's 
already a Linstant classic with six 
different endings and counting.

Bircher has been a well-known 
commodity in the Missouri 
Valley Conference, posting a sub 
four earned run average in his 
first three years on the Hilltop.

Students who use Quickcash 
for meals in Campustown may 
have found themselves unable 
to buy food at a few restaurants 
recently. 

Both Happy Fish Sushi 
and the Fieldhouse Bar & Grill 
have stopped accepting Bradley 


Quickcash. 

"We are in the process of 
implementing an upgrade to the 
university Quickcard system," 
Controller Pratima Gandhi said. 
"This upgrade is quite extensive 
as it is changing to a Windows- 
based program which will allow 
us to provide students with some 
additional features that were not 
available previously. One of the 


main features is the chip technol¬ 
ogy for [contactless] door access." 

Gandhi said the new technol¬ 
ogy would require all restaurants 
and stores that accept Quickcash 
to purchase new readers. 

"The Windows-based version 
requires vendors to upgrade their 
readers, similar to credit card read¬ 
ers, since the previous readers are 
obsolete and will not work with 


the new system," she said. "In 
addition, they are required to have 
a dedicated Internet connection." 

Because of the need for new 
readers, some businesses have 
decided to eliminate accepting 
Quickcash altogether, Gandhi said. 

"Due to these additional 
expenses and the volume of their

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Co-ed housing not likely for St. James next year

St. James Apartment room¬ 
mates Shelby Spierling and Ashley 
Kowalczyk were surprised when 
they were not allowed to add 
a male roommate this semester 
despite there being nothing in 
writing against it in their current 
lease. 

" Ashley told me she wanted our 
friend to live with us/' Spierling, 
a junior biology major, said. 
"She said she asked Cambridge 
[Property Management Inc.], and 
they said without a marriage cer¬ 
tificate men and women can't 
live together. I thought it seemed 
unfair, so I wanted to find it in the 
lease. I scoured [it] and couldn't 
find anything about co-habita¬ 
tion." 

Spierling said the lease stated 
the lessor must do business in 
accordance with the Fair Housing 
Law, meaning lessors cannot dis¬ 


criminate against lessees in regard 
to sex, race and marital status. 

"I looked further into the mari¬ 
tal status clause and found that 
a lessor is not allowed to ask for 
a marriage certificate," she said. 
"I was in shock and went to talk 
to Cambridge. I asked if I could 
have a male live with me, [and] 
they said no. They told me it was 
a Bradley policy, so I went to the 
Bradley housing department." 

Managing Broker at Cambridge 
Jason Kesler said the complex 
must follow Bradley policy, as it 
sits on university property. 

"Bradley does not allow co-ed 
living, therefore we do not allow 
co-ed living in St. James," he 
said. "It is a rule that is enforced 
through Bradley. We have proper¬ 
ties that do allow co-ed living. IPs 
the property owner's choice, as 
long as they are following the Fair 
Housing Laws." 

The policy is Business Manager 
Ken Goldin's, and he said he has 
no intention of changing it. 


"St. James reports to me 
and has since the day it 
was built," • he said. "We 
didn't have that in the 
dorms, so it seemed right 
to me to have it that way in 
St. James. Whether in print 
or not, that's the policy." 

Goldin is retiring at the 
end of the school year so 
there's a chance the poli¬ 
cy could change when he 
leaves, he said. 

"Everything changes," 
he said. "I never thought 
we'd distribute condoms 
on campus either, but that 
changed. I retire in May, so 
I'm not going to change it 
while I'm here, but I don't 
know what'll happen when 
I leave." 

Regardless of what's to 
come. Executive Director 
of Residential Living and 
Leadership Thomas said 
he supports keeping the policy 
in place. 


'There's a lot of value in the 
residential experience," he said. 
"Mixing genders throughout a 


dorm floor is fine, but in apart¬ 
ments it opens up issues that we

Sign-up time for Student Body Officer elections approaching

7 p.m., Feb. 28

With the end of Student Senate 
terms approaching, there is still 
one task left on the agenda. 
Student body officer elections. 

On Monday junior manage¬ 
ment and administration major 
Ethan Zentz was elected to the 
election sub-committee chair dur¬ 
ing senate's general assembly. 
Over the next month, he and his 
committee will work together to 


facilitate the election process. 

"I think Ethan was an excel¬ 
lent pick," Student Body President 
Tricia Anklan said. "He already 
has meeting dates planned, rooms 
reserved and a timeline made." 

To begin the process, there will 
be an informational meeting at 7 
p.m., Feb. 28 in meeting room six 
of the student center. This is an 
opportunity for all students inter¬ 
ested in running for the positions 
of president, vice president, trea¬ 
surer or secretary to learn more 


about elections and procedures, 
said Zentz. 

"Anyone can run for office," 
Zentz said. "You don't need any 
experience or involvement with 
Student Senate, but it will help." 

In order to qualify as a ticketed 
candidate, students must complete 
a petition requiring 150 signatures 
from members of the student body 
in support of the candidate. To 
appear on the ballot, students 
must turn in their petition at the 
mandatory candidate meeting on 


March 7. 

"Candidates 
should be enthusias¬ 
tic and able to move 
students," Zentz said. 

"Last year we had a 
record number of 
votes and that was 
because the candi¬ 
dates really played off 
each other." 

If students are 
unable to complete 
the petition by March 7, students 
are still able to run as a write-in on 
the ballot. 

"I hope that a lot of candidates 
run and that the student body 
cares," Zentz said. "[The election] 
determines who represents them 
and who guides and leads Student 
Senate. It also determines the 
changes made next year." 

Those interested in running for 
an SBO position will also need 
to be conscious of their actions 
during campaigning, said Zach 
Lattmann, the Internal Affairs 
Chair on senate. 

Last week, senate approved 
of the several provisions. 
Constitution changes defining 
offenses and consequences of poor 
candidate conduct were approved. 

"The biggest change is that there 
are now specific consequences for 
specific offenses," said Lattmann. 
"Those did not exist before we 
went through this process." 

Within Article X of the Student 
Senate Constitution, it is stated 
that candidates can receive major 
and minor offenses depending on 
the severity of the offense. 

A major offense is defined as 
"Any action in which any candi¬ 
date or campaign actively attempts 
to defame or damage an oppo¬ 
nent's reputation or character." 
Those convicted of a distributing 
false information about opposing

candidates are required to pay a 
$50 fine. 

As stated in the constitution, 
a minor offense is "Any deliber¬ 
ate action that disrupts or hinders 
an opponent's campaign." Minor 
offenses can include vandalizing 
or tearing down opponent's flyers 
or campaign materials. For each 
minor offense, convicted candi¬ 
dates will be fined $20. 

"When the constitution was 
originally written, they deferred 
to the [elections subcommittee] to 
determine offenses and the conse¬ 
quences of them," said Lattmann. 
"In practice it is easy for a sub¬ 
committee chairman to get cold 
feet and not handle or convict any¬ 
one [. . . ] It needed to get done." 

If a candidate is convicted of a 
major offense and receives another 
major or minor offense, that can be 
grounds for dismissal from elec¬ 
tions. 

"The constitution changes are 
going to benefit candidates and 
ensure there will be a clean and 
fair elections," Anklan said. 'They 
will also make it easier for senate 
to handle some situations." 

Those who cannot make the 
informational meeting on Feb. 28, 
but would like to qualify as a tick¬ 
eted candidate, can access a peti¬ 
tion on the Student Senate website. 
Candidates can begin to campaign 
on March 19 and elections will 
take place April 2-3.

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Turnstiles to be installed in the library for extra security

New security measures in the 
library will require students to 
have their IDs to enter the library 
at all times. 

Over spring break, turnstiles 
similar to those at the Markin 
Center will be installed inside the 
library's second set of doors where 
the current gates are. They will be 
equipped with swipe access and 
proximity sensors for those with 
both the new and old IDs. 

"The turnstiles are being 
installed for security purposes" 
said Barbara Galik, Executive 
Director of the Cullom-Davis 
Library. "Although there have not 
been any serious incidents in the 
library in the recent past, from 
conversations I have had with stu¬ 
dents, they have concerns about 
security in the library." 

While there have been concerns 
"about individuals not affiliated 


with the University being in the 
library," Glaik said the library will 
still be open to the public before 
10 p.m. 

'This will not prevent the pub¬ 
lic or other visitors from using the 
library," Galik said. "There will 
be a service gate that library staff 
will open and visitors will have to 
present a government issued ID 
or a student photo ID from a high 
school or university." 

Visitors will also be required to 
sign in and out when coming to 
the library. 

"I think it's a good idea because 
it would keep superfluous people 
out of the library," senior elemen¬ 
tary education major Sam Reginald 
said. 

During the summer of 2010, 
swipe card access was installed in 
the library so that only students 
could enter after 10 p.m. 

'The current system has been 
effective, provided students do not 
let anybody in behind them or 


give their ID to a non-student," 
said Galik. 

The library cannot just change 
the current system of swiping into 
the building to extend to the rest of 
the day because it must be avail¬ 
able for use by the public. 

"We are a U.S. Government 
depository and, as such, we have 
to be open to the public during 
some of our hours," said Galik. 

After 10 p.m., Bradley students 
and staff will still be required to 
swipe into the building as well as 
through the turnstiles. 

While some construction and 
installation of the turnstiles will 
begin this weekend, it shouldn't 
affect student routines. 

"I feel like it's not completely 
necessary, but it makes a lot of 
sense," said freshman animation 
major Eric Wu. "You need your ID 
to get into the dorms anyways, so 
it's not a big inconvenience."

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Trip to Dominican sharpens students' skills

The students of the Doctor of 
Physical Therapy program recently 
took a getaway to the Dominican 
Republic, not for vacation, but to 
sharpen their skills and put their 
physical therapy lessons into use. 

The program traveled to the 
Dominican Republic Jan. 21 - 29 
on a mission trip where students 
worked with locals. Doctor of 
Physical Therapy graduate stu¬ 
dents Mandy Wright and Sadie 
Salsman said the trip gave stu¬ 
dents an early look at working 
in the field. The students worked 
in a clinic and utilized what they 
learned in classes by practicing on 
Dominican patients. 

"We spent time in one of the 
clinics down there, treating thera¬ 
py patients," Salsman said. "The 
trip gave me real experience work¬ 
ing with people, which is some¬ 
thing you can't teach." 

Wright and Salsman said 
North woods Church in Peoria 
helped coordinate the opportu¬ 
nity. The church has a relation¬ 
ship established in the Dominican 
Republic and has volunteered for 
years. Wright said her professors 
were nothing but supportive for 
the opportunity, including assis¬ 
tant professor Melissa Peterson. 

"We have had faculty and stu¬ 


dents go on mission trips to the 
Dominican Republic and Haiti for 
about three years," Peterson said. 
"My first trip there was this past 
January with Mandy Wright." 

Peterson agreed the practice 
was a unique experience to her stu¬ 
dents' education and she encour¬ 
aged students to participate. The 
students got to work on typical PT 
issues, but also learned the stories 
behind their patients' pain. 

"I wanted to enable PT stu¬ 
dents to apply what they have 
been learning in PT school in a 
unique environment," she said. 
"The patients we worked with 
were very different from my 
patients in the U.S. in some ways, 
yet very much the same in others. 
Many patients arrived with com¬ 
plaints of back and neck pain, but 
their pain might be due to carrying 
buckets of water on their head for 
several miles, or spending every 
day bent over working in a field." 

Wright said the students had 
free time during the trip and used 
it to enjoy the local cuisine, past 
times, and the warm weather. 
Besides their mini-vacation, both 
Wright and Salsman said the trip 
was an amazing opportunity to 
develop their PT skills. 

"It was very fun," Salsman said. 
"Their culture is amazing and I 
would love to go back and work 
alongside the Dominicans again." 


After spending time abroad, 
Peterson said she's thankful for 
the opportunities Americans 
have. 

"I learned to be more appre¬ 
ciative of what I have here, but 
at the same time, I gained an 
appreciation for making do 
with much less," she said. "[The 
locals] seem to focus more on 
what they have, rather on what 
they are missing." 

In all, Wright said the 
Dominican Republic benefit- 
ted her education. She said the 
opportunity was irreplaceable 
and the extra experience will 
help her achieve her goals. 

"I have a constant fear in the 
back of my mind, 'Am I going to 
be a good PT?"' she said. "The 
only way to get better at some¬ 
thing is to practice and that is the 
single greatest opportunity this 
experience provided me." 

Wright said she encourages 
anyone to go on mission trips, 
whether they are interested in 
PT or not. 

"We all desire to feel needed; 
fortunately there is a world full 
of people who could use your 
talents and abilities," she said. 
"Get out of your comfort zone 
and make your comer of the 
world a better place."

Residence hall toilet paper will see an upgrade next fall

Students living in the resident 
halls next fall can expect some of 


the comforts of home, because the 
toilet paper in the dorms is receiv¬ 
ing an upgrade. 

"Dorms are where students live 


for eight months of the year, so it is 
basically home for us," said junior 
management and administration 
major Ethan Zentz. "I figured we 


should have decent toilet paper in 
the place that we live." 

Zentz began the campaign to 
upgrade toilet paper in the dorms 
last year. 

"Ethan approached me last 
spring," Director of Custodial 
Services Pat Dempsey said. "It was 
too late to purchase [new toilet 
paper] then, but we made plans 
for next semester." 

Zentz said he has has surveyed 
a variety of toilet paper, but the 
front-runner brand is still under 
wraps. 

"The company name is not 
important, since only those who 
work with custodial products 
would know it," he said. "It isn't 
something you find on your gro¬ 
cery store shelf. It is two-ply and 
quilted, so we should use less of 
it." 

Zentz and Student Senate have 
been comparing different toilet 
paper brands for the university to 
buy in June. 

"Ethan and the senate tested 
the paper by feel and we talked to 
distribution and compared cost," 
she said. "It's too early to get 
our concrete proposals, though. 
It's difficult for companies to give 
pricing now." 

Dempsey said while an 
improved brand of toilet paper is 
important, the price of the new 
paper is just as critical. 

"We can't predict how much 
paper the resident halls will use," 


she said. "They may consume 
more or less [than now]. We'll 
be walking a fine line of comfort 
verses price." 

Because the toilet paper will be 
thicker, Dempsey said less should 
be used. But if students do overuse 
it, the paper may not remain in the 
resident halls. 

"Next year's statistics 
will be important," she said. 
"Consumption may affect costs 
and we might need to review 
[whether or not to keep the new 
paper]. If it fails, we'll know pretty 
quickly. We want to be satisfactory 
to our students but don't want to 
blow our budget out of the ball¬ 
park." 

Dempsey said pricing will be 
done around April. 

"If pricing goes well, we'll go 
with [the chosen brand]," she said. 

Dempsey said summer break 
will serve as the perfect time to 
switch out the paper, despite all 
of the construction of the resident 
halls. 

"There will be a lot of construc¬ 
tion on campus and a number of 
buildings will be closed, but we 
can place [the new paper] into 
the halls that will be occupied," 
Dempsey said. 

Zentz said he agreed. 

"It needs to happen during the 
summer, when there is a gap of 
time in which no one lives in the 
dorms," he said.

Co-ed housing should be introduced at St. James 


There are plenty of roommate 
horror stories out there: A ran¬ 
dom pairing gone bad, a friend 
who turns out to be impossible 
to live with, a roommate who 
steals all your food. They hap¬ 
pen every year. And those people 
who started out optimistically end 
up searching for an escape route 
by mid-year. Of course, there are 
success stories as well, but every 
single semester someone ends up 
moving from one room to another 
in the residence halls. 

And it will happen regardless 
of gender, ethnicity or religion. 

So why does the university 
prohibit co-ed living when just as 
much conflict can occur between 
roommates of the same sex? 

The answer is simple. A roman¬ 
tic relationship gone sour can fuel 
a great deal more problems than a 
platonic pairing. Obviously men 
and women can live together with¬ 


out being in a relationship, but 
there are people who will decide 
to live with their significant other. 
Because of this, only permitting 
same-sex roommates in the dorms 
is a good idea, especially since 
college relationships are notorious 
for fizzling out in a hurry. 

The St. James Apartment 
Complex is another story. The 
apartments are not like a dorm 
where angry roommates can be 
moved out the next day. Students 
sign a lease, and breaking that 
lease is difficult. While the apart¬ 
ments are owned by the univer¬ 
sity, they're still very much their 
own unit. 

Freshmen and sophomores 
can't live at St. James, so by the 
time a student is signing a lease, 
most of them have already experi¬ 
enced two years of dorm life.

They know what they're getting 
into when they search for people 
to share an apartment with. They 
have more responsibility than in 
the dorms because there are bills 
to cover, rent to pay and dishes to 
do. And if someone of the oppo¬ 
site sex would be the best candi¬ 
date for that situation, then they 
should be allowed to live together. 

Granted, given the option, 
there would absolutely be boy¬ 
friends and girlfriends living 
together. But right now, there are 
gay and lesbian couples who live 
together in St. James, and chances 
are they thought through the con¬ 
sequences. If they have a problem, 
just like any other roommates, if s 
their job, not Bradley's, to work 
through it. 

It's unfortunate, then, that 
three or four friends who would 
be well-suited for apartment 
living can't live together solely 


because they aren't all the same 
sex. If they're responsible enough 
to rent an apartment, they should 
be responsible enough to select the 
people they live the best with. 

That being said, those rules 
aren't going to change anytime 
soon. On the administrative level, 
this system has been working just 
fine, so no one is going to shake 
it up. And St. James apartments 
are at complete occupancy, so the 
inability for co-ed living doesn't 
seem to decrease demand. 

But if someone feels passion¬ 
ately that they should be able to 
live with their best friend who 
happens to be of the opposite sex, 
they should fight for it. And the 
administration will listen. Until 
then, the policy won't be going 
anywhere unless students take 
matters into their own hands. 




How long is a virus contagious? I've heard it can 
only be transferred if the person affected still 
has a fever. 

That is not a simple answer each as virus has a different route of 
transmission and a different incubation period, or period when it is 
replicating in the body but necessary causing symptoms. 

Viruses can be transmitted by respiratory droplets, sexual contact, 
fecal-oral routes, or by fomites (viruses that are just floating through 
the are or resting on inanimate objects). Each virus has a differing 
amount of time that it can live without a host. The time of year can 
affect contagious rates, too. 

During*winter the humidity is lower allowing for viruses to live 
longer in the air and people tend to be more confined, giving you 
more opportunity to come in contact with someone with a virus. Let's 
use the example of the common cold virus (for you biology majors, 
rhino virus and corona viradae). It is usually transmitted by respira¬ 
tory secretions. The virus usually lives in a body for ten to fourteen 
days. You are contagious with this virus for two to three days prior 
to having symptoms. You are most contagious when your symptoms 
are the worst which is usually around days four to seven of infection. 
You continue to be contagious after your symptoms have resolved 
but not to the same degree. 

We usually encourage people stay home when they have a fever, 
but only because that is when they are most contagious, not the only 
time they are contagious. 


I run often but my family has a history of knee 
and leg circulation problems. Is it safe to contin¬ 
ue running a few times a week, or should I switch 
to a different type of cardio? 

Yes, it is safe for you to continue running. Knee problems can be, 
but are not necessarily, hereditary. Some can be due to weight, hip 
angles, and foot alignment, among other factors. Your family may 
have a predispostion for knee issues but this alone would not pre¬ 
clude you from any activity. 

If you do begin to experience knee pain, it may be a simple adjust¬ 
ment to something more serious, but it is always better to be active 
than not. If running is what you enjoy then I would encourage you 
to stick with it. 

As for leg circulation problems, running would be considered ben¬ 
eficial and not a risk factor for this condition. Because of gravity and 
the distance from the heart, blood in your legs is helped back to the 
heart by muscle contractions. The more frequently you contract your 
leg mudes, the better circulation you can have.

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When popular music historians 
look at the greatest musical 
innovation of the 2000s, they're 
going to point to the garage rock 
revolution. In those years, bands like 
The White Stripes, the Shins, Interpol 
and Yeah Yeah Yeahs helped to free 
rock from riff-less indie pioneers, 
repetitive punk-pop and the looming 
shadow of the Insane Clown Posse. 

The new rock groups had 
posture, swagger and a ferocious 
snarling sexuality that spawned 
a thousand knockoff groups that 
grasped at what the original groups 
were able to pull off. Some of them, 
however, actually grabbed hold of 
something special and carved out a 
niche. 

Heartless Bastards started out 
in 2005 with a little bit of country, a 
little bit of rock and roll and more 
bursting sexual angst than the entire 
run of "Donny and Marie." Lead 
singer Erika Wennerstrom combined 
the gentle whispery lyrics of femme 
fatales like Amanda Palmer with 
the bursting energy and sexuality of 
earth mother Neko Case to drive the 
band to fame, showcasing their work 
on several episodes of Friday Night 
Lights. 


Their newest album, "Arrow," 
on new label Partisan Records, had 
lofty expectations to bring the band 
to new underground success. For the 
most part, it's a success, despite some 
stumbles along the way. 

The first thing that hits listeners 
is going to be the sonic assault of the 
record. Even at its gentlest, "Arrow" 
hits you like a whiskey soaked 
punch near closing time. Heartless 
Bastards combine the best parts of 
The Eagles, The White Stripes and 
Ryan Adams into a blend that's as 
much garage rock as alt-country. For 
those who don't mind their guitar 
riffs to sound dangerously close to 
"Deliverance" or their percussion to 
be off a washboard are going to find 
something to really sink into. 

The musical choices don't 
mire the band lyrically, however. 
Wennerstrom combines non- 
sequiturs and breathy poetry to 
create lyrics that form a mood 
more than communicate complex 
emotions. On "Skin and Bone," she 
croons, "tearing up the sea/ and all 
I want to be/ was your/ I want it 
to be." For some, lines like this are

boring. Both tracks 
feel like a dirge and 
not in a compelling way. 

On the whole, it's 
nice to see a formerly 
unknown group head to 
a major independent label. 

Although they may not be burning 
up the radio waves. Heartless 
Bastards have carved themselves a 
place in the new rock canon, right 
between a dive bar, a Denny's and a 
strip club. "Arrow" is an utterly sexy, 
beautifully boozy and occasionally 
disgusting dive into a gin soaked 
America and it couldn't be a better 
bad place to be.

If action movies were all sent to a circle of hell, 
"Crank 2" would dominate lust. Jammed with as 
much over the top violence, ridiculous sexuality 
and rapid fire jokes as it can handle, it's a movie 
that 7 s aiming to satisfy all of the basest instincts of 
the viewer. 

Directors Neveldine/Taylor upped the ante 
from their first low budget action outing with a 
grander vision of cultural garbage and insanity, 
upping the intensity on every frame. Where 
the first movie opens with a lot of running and 
talking on cell phones, "Crank 2" has a gang 
member getting anally penetrated with a shotgun 
in the first four minutes. By no means is "Crank

The first "Spiderman" did a decent 
job introducing Peter Parker and his 
newfound powers as the web slinger, but 
it suffered from poor visual effects and 
some cheesy humor that was toned down 
in the later films. "Spiderman 2" put the 
problems with being the superhero front 
and center and is a far better film because 
of it. 

Peter has to choose between having 
a normal life or being Spiderman and, 
for a time, he chooses a regular existence. 
Though there is no doubt he will put the 
costume back on, Tobey Maguire does a 
great job at distinguishing between the 


two Peter Parkers: the carefree one who 
doesn't worry about stopping crime, 
and the tired, stressed one flying across 
Manhattan. The change is most apparent 
during a funny scene set to "Raindrops 
Keep Failin' On My Head." 

The film's best sequence is an 
exquisite action piece on a New York City 
subway train. Dr. Octopus destroys the 
train's brakes, so Spiderman is forced 
to slow the train to a halt with his webs, 
draining him of all his energy. It is a very 
human moment to see from a superhero, 
something that wasn't shown very often in 
previous films of the genre. 
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The thing most people 
forget about is that there 
is some fairly impressive 
character development here 
as well. Schwarzenegger's 
evolution from killing 
machine to something of a 
substitute father for John 
Connor brings tension to 
the inevitable climax and 
bonds the characters in 
unexpected ways. Plus there 
are few movies that have as 
many great Schwarzenegger 
one liners. It all adds up to 
making "Terminator 2" not 
only the best action movie 
ever, but a strong competitor 
for the best sequel ever. 


"A New Hope" is one of the greatest 
sci-fi films of all time. It took the familiar 
story about a young nobody forced into a 
world much bigger than him and placed 
it in a setting filled with aliens, spaceships 
and the Force. 

"The Empire Strikes Back" is even 
better. It is perfectly paced, very well acted 
and shot in a distinctively different way 
from the original. 

The middle part of a trilogy is usually 
the bleakest, and "The Empire Strikes 
Back" is no different. Han is frozen, Luke 
loses his hand and the Rebels are routed 
out of their base on Hoth. 


Darth Vader is given an expanded role 
in "The Empire Strikes Back," and it shows 
through James Earl Jones' excellent voice 
performance as the villain. The lightsaber 
duel between Luke and Vader might be 
the best of the franchise, and perfectly 
encapsulates Luke's struggle about facing 
his fears or giving into them and falling 
to the dark side. There is real character 
development here, something clearly 
lacking in Episodes I-III.

The first film in the "Star Trek" 
franchise, subtitled "The Motion 
Picture," was meant to be different 
from "Star Wars." It was made in 
the vein of "2001: A Space Odyssey" 
as a mystical, slow-moving movie 
about the crew of the Enterprise 
trying to make contact with an alien 
destroying nearly everything in its 
path. Very little happens throughout 
the overly long movie, leading 
fans to derisively nickname it "The 
Motionless Picture." 

Three years later, "Star Trek 
II" was released, and it improved 
on nearly everything. Instead of 
being philosophical, "Star Trek II" 
was more of an action movie with 
a clear villain and better character 
interactions. The villain, Khan 
Noonien Singh, previously appeared 


on an episode of the ori 
Star Trek TV series. Captlin Kirk 
marooned him on a planet in that 
episode, and now Khan has come 
back to get his revenge. 

The two space battles of the 
film are reminiscent of World War 
II submarine films, including an 
incredibly tense chase through 
a nebula. But it is the character 
development of Kirk that places 
the film as the best of the eleven 
movies in the franchise. The captain 
is faced with a no-win situation for 
the first time in his career, losing his 
best friend in the process. Though 
it features far more action than the 
first "Star Trek" film, "The Wrath 
of Khan" is also more introspective 
and emotional than "The Motion 
Picture."

Bradley... WTF?!" 
(What's the Facts) 


On a 
steamy day 
in August 
of 1928, 
Jennie Meta 
Constance 
was fatally 
attacked on 

Northwestern University's 
campus. She had been the head 
of the English department at 
Bradley for nine years prior 

to attending Northwestern to 

obtain her Ph. D. 

With the mugging having 
close ties to Bradley, a com¬ 
mittee gathered, consisting of 


then president of Bradley, F.R. 
Hamilton, several members of the 
faculty and representatives of var¬ 
ious women's clubs in Peoria to 
determine a suitable memorial for 
the woman's death. The commit¬ 
tee finally settled on a relatively 
revolutionary idea for the time 
at Bradley: a woman's dormitory. 
The building was to be named in 
honor of Constance. 

In order to get Constance's 
memorial built, it took a vil¬ 
lage. Literally. The members 
of the women's clubs in which 
Constance was affiliated with took 
up the responsibility of raising 


$75,000 to build the dormitory. 
(If you are an avid reader of this 
column, or just as nerdy as I am 
about Bradley's history, you will 
remember that this sum of money 
is the same as it took to build the 
Hartmann Center.) 

After selling many $100 
plaques to be hung in the new 
building, ground broke on Oct. 1, 
1930, and construction was com¬ 
plete on June 9, 1931. That follow¬ 
ing September 38 women moved 
into the newly furnished wom¬ 
en's dorm. Constance's memo¬ 
rial came complete with a living 
room, dining room, kitchen, house 
mom's quarters and an attic with 
a shuffleboard for the long Peoria 
winters. Speaking of winters, the 
fireplace from the living room is 
still visible today, making it one 
of two buildings on campus with 
a fireplace. 

Thirty years later, Constance 


Hall no longer housed women. In 
Sept. 1961 a motley group of men 
temporarily occupied the space. 
Although their stint may have 
been brief, their impact has not 
been. While living in the dormi¬ 
tory, 17 of the men formed a social 
fraternity nicknamed "Connie's 
Cats." This group would eventu¬ 
ally go on to gain a national char¬ 
ter and become the local chapter of 
Phi Kappa Tau (a.k.a the fraternity 
- Phi Tau.) 

Constance's memorial still 
stands on campus today. However 
it has been nearly a half century 
since a co-ed student has called 
it home. Since the men depart¬ 
ed, Constance Hall has stood as 
the home of the music portion 
of the Slane College of Fine Arts. 
Expanded in 2001 the building 
today stands at nearly 20,000 
square feet featuring practice 
rooms and music classroom space. 


Constance Hall, with . its 
many gabbles and whimsical 
look is often overshadowed by 
its stale neighbors of University 
Hall and Williams Hall. Nestled 
warmly on the residential side 
of campus, this quaint little 
cottage seems uniquely out 
of place. Having served as a 
women's dorm, a guy's dorm, 
a fraternity house and now the 
home to the music department, 
I would say Constance would 
be happy to know students still 
mutter her name to this day. 

The next time you walk past 
Constance Hall, with its quirky 
features and somewhat out of 
place nature, and wonder how 
it ended up where it is at and 
why, all you have to do is ask... 
Bradley, WTF?!

High-heeled shoes may cause more than some bargain for 


I have always been warned 
that wearing high heels, especially 
tall ones, is bad for your feet. 
Although it has never has stopped 
me from wearing heels, and it 
hasn't stopped millions of women 
around the globe from wearing 
them as well. 

Results published in last 
month's Journal of Applied 
Physiology, suggest that wearing 
heels for an extended amount of 
time changes the actual mechanics 
of how women walk. 

Scientists from University of 
Jyvaskyla in Finland examined the 
muscles of the leg and foot in both 
avid and occasional heel wearers. 
According to the report, the test 
group of the study consisted of 
nine habitual high-heeled wear¬ 
ing-women who had worn shoes 


with a minimum heel height of 
five centimeters. They wore the 
heel at least 40 hours per week 
for a minimum of two years. The 
control group consisted of 10 par¬ 
ticipants who wore heels for less 
than 10 hours per week. 

People who wore heels walked 
with shorter and more forceful 
strides than the control group and 
their feet were always in a flexed, 
toes-pointed position. This type of 
movement continued even when 
the women walked barefoot. As 
a result, there is greater strain on 
their calf muscles than on those of 
the control group. 

According to the New York 
Times article titled "A Scientific 
Look at the Dangers of High 
Heels", Dr. Cronin a researcher at 
the University of Jyvaskyla said 


"heel wearers walk less efficiently 
with or without heels, requiring 
more energy to cover the same 
amount of ground as people in 
flats and probably causing muscle 
fatigue." 

Dr. Cronin also said that risks of 
wearing heels can effect workouts, 
when women "abruptly" switch to 
gym shoes. 

"In a person who wears heels 
most of her working week," Dr. 
Cronin told the New York Times. 
"[The foot and leg positioning in 
heels] becomes the new default 
position for the joints and the 
structures within." Any chance to 
this default setting could increase 
injury risk. 

This isn't the only study done 
on the effect of the use of heels 
on the muscles and foot. In fact 


there have been many over the 
years advising women to think 
twice before wearing heels to work 
every day. But has that changed 
anything? No. 

There are still women who 
wear heels everyday of the week. 
Whether to increase height or com¬ 
plete an outfit, it seems that there 
will always be a reason to wear 
heels. 

But with studies showing that 
habitually wearing heels puts you 
risk for injury and poor muscle 
health, maybe it's about time we 
change our ways. 

Is a cute outfit with heels real¬ 
ly necessary all the time? I can't 
speak for everyone, but personally 
I would like to be in good health, 
active and quick on my feet even 
when I'm 80 years old. If there is 


a chance that wearing heels too 
often today will put a stunt on 
how active I can be and increase 
injury risk, then I don't think it's 
worth it. 

Of course there will always be 
that outfit or that dress that I have 
to wear heels, and I still will. But 
once I have a full-time job I'll be 
sure to leave the heels at home.

co-ed living," he said. "We had 
a Student Senate resolution that 
since Main Street Commons was a 
private entity, we should not dic¬ 
tate those rules to them." 

By not allowing co-ed living, 
Gaisky said, the university is try¬ 
ing to avoid serious instances 
where a roommate would want to 
move out. 


'The literature shows there is 
no real negative issue with co-ed 
living, it's just that the possibility 
always exists for a relationship to 
sour," he said. "Nasty breakups, 
sexual assault, unwanted preg- 
nancy-those kinds of issues out¬ 
weigh any benefits, particularly in 
a building we own." 

As far as gay and lesbian stu¬ 
dents living together, Gaisky said 
those situations are not easy to 
monitor. 

"It's a fair question, but we 
don't assume that it 7 s the case in 
housing," he said.

James" that the university would 
see how co-ed living went at Main 
Street Commons and then "allow 
it and start it at St. James in 2012," 
Gaisky said he has changed his 
mind. 

'That will probably certainly 
not happen for next year," he said. 
"The more I've thought about it, 
because it is a building we own, 
we should be consistent. And they 
have that option near campus with 
Main Street Commons."

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Bradley baseball team gets new season under way

The Bradley Braves baseball 
team started off the season with 
one win, two losses and one rain- 
out. 

While that may not seem like 
the ideal outcome to some, junior 
Jason Leblebijian saw some 
positives in the team's first few 
games. 

"I was very happy. It's tough 
going from indoors to outdoors, 
but hitters' swings were good, 
we were just a little late. Fielders 
did well for the most part. The 
biggest thing was how great out 
energy was on the field. That's 
the starting point for a good 
team." 

Elvis Dominguez, who is in 
his fourth year as the Braves' 
head coach, thought the team 
played well in its first games. 

"I thought overall we had 
a very good weekend. We've 
probably played 27 innings and 
we only had two bad innings. 
Unfortunately those two bad 
innings cost us that first game." 

Dominguez commented that 
Leblebijian has been part of the 
good he saw on the field. 

"He's been nursing a ham¬ 
string injury and to have him 
back on the field and the way he 
played was phenomenal." 

Leblebijian, whose batting 
average of .323 two seasons ago 
was the highest for a Bradley 
freshman since 2006, says in spite 
of those results, confidence is 
high among his teammates. 

"The confidence in guys is 
really coming around. It's not just 
wanting to be there, it's expecting 
to be there." 

Leblebijian believes that his 
teams' expecting to be there, ref¬ 
erencing the postseason, is one 
of the biggest differences he has 
seen Since his freshman year. 

"When we came in here, the 


program wasn't doing the best, 
but guys are really starting to 
buy into the system now. Guys 
are really starting to believe we 
can do it. If we believe it, and 
work at it at practice and try to 
get better every day, we can make 
a run at it." 

Junior Mike Tauchman also 
noted the change in his team¬ 
mates. 

"The belief in ourselves has 
gotten better every year. " 

Tauchman said that in the 
past, the Braves did not always 
give the opponent the proper 
respect. 

"A lot of times we would 
show up to the game and not be 
intimidated by the other team's 
reputation or another player's 
statistics. Now, it's the attitude 
of we are all here for a reason 
and that's because we are talent¬ 
ed baseball players, and we can 
compete with any team we play 
against when we're doing things 
the right way and playing hard." 

Tauchman has been an impor¬ 
tant piece for the Braves to con¬ 
tinue improving, something that 
is not lost on Dominguez. 

"He's one of the guys who's a 
marked guy because of the kind 
of years he's had. He's going to 
be pitched to very carefully." 

While it may get difficult at 
times on the field, Tauchman 
keeps things in proper perspec¬ 
tive. 

"Baseball is a game with so 
much failure in it. if you get out 
seven out of ten times you're 
having a good season." 

To win. The Braves must 
stay confidant, and according to 
Leblebijian, remember that no 
game is out of reach. 

"The second you let your 
guard down that's when you 
start giving up. As long as you 
truly believe, you can win that 
game."

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Braves season a roller 
coaster ride 



Bradley basketball coach Geno 
Ford's first year on the Hilltop has 
been a roller coaster ride. 

The season started with opti¬ 
mism like it always does for the 
Braves. With Bradley basketball the 
only game in town, expectations 
are going to be high. Predictions 
of a finish in the top half of the 
Missouri Valley Conference ran 
rampant with a run at the MVC 
title coming in 2013. 

That was never realistic. Not 
even legendary Duke coach Mike 
Krzyzewski could have taken this 
team from the basement of the 
MVC a year ago and made them 
into a contender this season. Not 
when you lose two senior guards 
such as Andrew Warren and Dodie 
Dunson, who carried the Braves a 
season ago. 

This team has way too many 
holes. The roster lacks depth, a 
true point guard to run Ford's 
high-tempo offense and generally 
lacks scorers. 

But did anyone expect them to 
be this bad? Bradley was picked 
to finish last in the MVC in the 
preseason, but I never would have 
thought they'd be three games out 
of ninth place with one game left 
on the schedule. 

Bradley is guaranteed to finish 
in sole possession of last place for 


the first time in school history. 

With another loss tomorrow 
night against 1-74 rival Illinois 
State, this will officially be the 
worst team in the history of the 
university. The Braves' 64-55 loss 
at Northern Iowa Wednesday tied 
the 1991-92 Bradley team for the 
most losses in school history. 

We are truly witnessing histori¬ 
cally bad times for the BU basket¬ 
ball program. 

"We don't play like a last 
place team that's disenchanted 
and doesn't have any purpose to 
what they're doing," Ford said. 
"Sometimes we play like a last 
place team from the standpoint we 
just don't score." 

Ford is right, the Braves don't 
score. They rank dead last in the 
MVC in points per game and field 
goal percentage. 

But it goes beyond that. 

Bradley doesn't always play 
defense either. The Braves rank 
second to last in the conference in 
points allowed per game. 

We're talking about a team that 
has given up 90 points three times 
this season at home. 

We're talking about a team that 
has been beaten by 30 points or 
more four times and lost 13 games 
by double-digits. 

Three weeks ago, Bradley 
looked like a disenchanted team. 
In the midst of a six-game losing 
streak, the Braves lost games by 23, 
24 and 30 points twice, including a 
despicable 92-62 loss to Evansville 
at Carver Arena. 

The team lacked effort, inten¬ 
sity and any semblance of pride. 

"If we can't get stops we can 
look disenchanted," Ford said. "If 
the other team has really got it 


going offensively, we just haven't 
had enough fire power to answer 
that. With that in mind, I think 
there's some games the other team 
really gets it cooking and then we 
can't answer for a while. I don't 
think it was ever a theme where 
they showed up to cash it in. 

"It's been the best practice 
group I've ever had. They come 
to practice and work. We've got¬ 
ten better. You need to win and 
we aren't quite able to do it. We're 
hanging and we haven't thrown in 
the towel. That's all you can ask 
for as a coach." 

To Ford's credit the team has 
rebounded. The Braves beat 
Indiana State 68-60 on Feb. 8 and 
have been competitive in their four 
straight losses. 

I thought Ford was the right 
man for the job when the univer¬ 
sity hired him to replace Jim Les 
in April, and nothing this season 
has changed my opinion. He's a 
tireless worker, is upbeat, has great 
personality and I think time will 
prove Ford is a great recruiter. 

So give him time because I have 
no doubt that Ford will turn this 
program around sooner rather 
than later, but there can be no 
more seasons like this. 

Bradley basketball should not 
be in last place in the MVC. The 
good news is I don't think they 
will be for much longer.

[Who is the greatest baseball player of all-time^ 


Barry Bonds Babe Ruth 


Make no doubt about it, Barry 
Bonds is the greatest baseball 
player who ever lived. His 762 
home runs, 14 All-Star game 
appearances and seven Most 
Valuable Player Awards are 
unmatched and unrivaled. 

OK, sure, he took steroids. 
But for the record, juicing was 
not illegal in baseball until 2003. 
Maybe he took the easy way out, 
but how can you calculate all the 
home runs he hit against pitchers 
taking steroids? If I can't figure 
out everybody who took steroids 
in the '90s, then I won't judge 
Bonds. 

One thing nobody can take 
away from Bonds is his astro¬ 
nomical numbers. He once hit 
73 home runs in a season - while 
walking 177 times. In 2004, Bonds 
had a .344 batting average with 
120 intentional walks, accounting 
for a .609 on-base percentage, the 
highest ever in a single season. 
He's had infamous water-splash¬ 
ing home runs, but don't forget 
his speed. He is the only player in 
MLB history with more than 500 
home runs and 500 stolen bases. 

Offensively he is a legend. 
Defensively, he won eight Gold 
Glove Awards. The only spot 
where Bonds falls short is that he 
finished without a World Series 
ring. 

It's up to the baseball writers 
to determine if he is worthy of the 
Hall of Fame for using steroids, 
but he already has my vote as the 
best player in baseball history.

In the debate of who the 
greatest baseball player of all- 
time is, there really is no debate. 
There is one player who stands 
above the rest. 

Babe Ruth is the greatest 
baseball player of all-time and 
it's not even close. 

Ruth broke into the big 
leagues in 1914 as a pitcher. He 
won 20 games twice and had a 
1.75 earned run average in 1916. 

When you take his pitching 
prowess and combine it with 
the fact that he's also the greatest 
hitter of all-time, it's easy to see 
why Ruth is the best of all-time. 

The Sultan of Swat dominat¬ 
ed the 1920s and early 1930s. 
He was hitting more home runs 
than entire teams, knocking a 
record 60 out of the park in 1927.

He is second in on base per¬ 
centage and RBIs.

When comparing players you 
have to take into account the 
era they played in. Ruth did not 
play in an offensive age like the 
game is today, and yet he still 
has some of the best statistics in 
baseball history.

Quad exhibit commemorates the cost of war

More than 240 pairs of civilian 
shoes and boots have been laid out 
on the Olin Quad since Wednesday 
to represent fallen United States 
Military personnel from Illinois or 
Iraqi civilian casualties. 

The exhibit, called "Eyes Wide 
Open," is one of several events 
hosted by the Peoria area and 
co-sponsored by groups such 
as American Friends Service 
Committee, the Peoria Area Peace 
Network, the Bradley Action 
Committee, Iraq Veterans Against 
War and Occupy Peoria. The pur¬ 
pose of the events is to educate 
students and the Peoria commu¬ 
nity members about the long-term 
effects of war. 

"[The events are] a joint effort 
between Bradley and community 
groups to raise awareness that 
while troops have been pulled out 
of Iraq, the damages of our long¬ 


term attacks on Iraq and other 
countries continues," Peoria Area 
Peace Network member Nancy 
Long said. "[The military boots] 
represent soldiers who died after 
returning home due to the effects 


of depleted uranium from our 
tank-buster bullets. Others chose 
suicide for relief from their memo¬ 
ries and their post-traumatic stress 
disorder. The civilian shoes are 
a representation of all the men, 
women and children who died 
because they were in the wrong 
place and time." 

Junior social work and sociol¬ 


ogy major Andrew Englebrecht, 
who helped coordinate the events 
as a member of Occupy Peoria, 
said he hopes the events give stu¬ 
dents a chance to reflect on the 
current and recent wars. 

"I believe in 
peace, and I'm 
not saying it 
has to be any¬ 
body's answers 
for them¬ 
selves," he 
said. "I think 
particularly on 
a campus set¬ 
ting that it is 
easy to get distracted, or caught 
up in day-to-day life, and maybe 
there are some other things out 
there that we as humans beings 
need to talk about or at least think 
about." 

Englebrecht said exhibits such 
as this open up a forum for impor¬ 
tant discussions. 

"I'd like to see a world where

With the May 1 enrollement 
deadline approaching, recruitment 
outlook is keeping up with the 
university's goal.

On Wednesday, North Korea agreed to stop 
nuclear testing, uranium enrichment and long- 
range missile launches. They also agreed to allow 
checks by nuclear inspectors. 

"These are concrete measures that we consider 
a positive first step toward complete and verifi¬ 
able denuclearization of the Korean peninsula in 
a peaceful manner," White House spokesman Jan 
Carney said. 

The State Department said in return for the 
policy change, the US is ready to send a requested 
240,000 metric-ton food aid package North Korea 
requested, and that more aid could be agreed 
upon based on need.

The mid-year retention rate 
indicates that a little more than 

96 percent of this year's freshman 
class returned for their second 
semester. 

"These numbers correspond 
with a very objective picture and 
result of the education and envi¬ 
ronment that we provide for our 
students," said Vice President of 
Student Affairs Alan Gaisky. 

The mid-year retention rate has 
decreased from last year's rate of 

97 percent, one of the highest rates 
Bradley has seen since the univer¬ 
sity began collecting data in 2001. 

"Last year, 24 students [did not 
register second semester]," Gaisky 
said. "Some were for economic 
reasons, some just didn't fit here, 
some were too far from home and 
for some, if they did not do well 


academically, for economic rea¬ 
sons their parents said they had 
to transfer to a community college 
. . . Many conflicts are because of 
economic reasons, especially with 
the challenging economy." 

Although this year's retention 
rate did not match last year's, 
Gaisky said he is not concerned. 

"There are few universities that 
keep track of this number," he 
said. "We are always concerned 
and curious about our retention 
rate. We like to think anything 
above 95 percent is good. If we 
should ever fall below that we'd 
be concerned." 

Freshman elementary educa¬ 
tion major Nimira Hussain said 
she thinks there are several rea¬ 
sons why students didn't come 
back second semester. 

"I know there were students 
who had financial issues and some 
had a problem with how small 


Bradley is," she said. "But [96 per¬ 
cent] is really high and we had 
a lot of students transfer in to 
Bradley." 

The average mid-year retention 
rate from 2001 to 2011 is a little 
more than 96 percent. Gaisky said 
he would like to see that number 
increase. 

"Personally I would like to see 
it at 97 percent and above," he 
said. "In terms of looking at the 
past 10 years of data and I see that 
number [97 percent] as the next 
stepping stone we would like to 
meet. It would be unrealistic to 
think we'd get 100 percent but itis 
more realistic to look for 97 per¬ 
cent since that has happened in the 
past and we'd certainly like to see 
that happen again." 

In addition to Bradley's educa¬ 
tion and environment, there are a 
lot of factors that have contribut¬ 
ed to the high mid-year retention 


rate, said Gaisky. 

"There are a lot of indi¬ 
rect changes that have 
been made since 2001," 
he said. "There are new 
facilities on campus, 
including the Renaissance 
Coliseum and we have 
also enhanced our tutor¬ 
ing program. Those are 
all tilings that contribute 
to our high retention rate, 
like pieces of a puzzle." 

Emily Goldberg, a 
freshman international 
studies major, said she 
thinks providing students 
with more financial assistance will 
help support the retention rate. 

"I think there should be more 
scholarship opportunities," she 
said. 'There are a lot but they 
should be made more accessible. 
Like essay scholarships so a broad¬ 
er range of students can qualify." 


Hussain also said she thinks 
more financial help would allow 
more students to stay enrolled. 

"I think there should be more 
on campus jobs that are available 
to all students, not just those who 
qualify for work-study," she said. 


Search for assistant director of student activities continues

No time has been wasted 
searching for a candidate to fill 
the position of assistant director of 
student activities. 

The national search for appli¬ 
cants was closed Thursday, receiv¬ 
ing more than 75 applications 
just shy of three weeks since the 
former assistant director Dain 
Gotto began his new position at 
Northern Illinois University. 

"There is a lot of interest," 
Director of the Lewis J. Burger 
Center and chair of the search com¬ 


mittee Katie McGinn said. 'The 
timing is really good. There are a 
lot of candidates who are going 
to be graduating [with masters' 
degrees] and are looking for jobs, 
and there are candidates already 
in student activities positions who 
are looking for a change . . . It's 
very promising." 

The search committee chaired 
by McGinn consists of six other 
members - three Bradley pro¬ 
fessionals and three students. 
Together, they will spend the next 
week sorting through candidates 
and planning the next step in the 
process. 


"There is quite a stack of appli¬ 
cations," said Crystal Rains, a stu¬ 
dent member of the committee. 
"I am looking forward to getting 
through them and bringing candi¬ 
dates to campus." 

Director of Student Activities 
Michelle Whited said they are 
looking for someone who has a 
background in advising students, 
event planning and budget man¬ 
agement. The candidate should 
also be creative and be able to 
make a commitment to the stu¬ 
dents, the Student Activities Office 
and the university, she said. 

'This position is very visible to 


students," said McGinn. "People 
come and go all the time but very 
rarely do they have such an impact 
on the students." 

Following interviews and cam¬ 
pus tours, McGinn said the start¬ 
ing date for the position is June 1. 

"We are on track and would be 
able to complete that goal," she 
said. "We're still early in the pro¬ 
cess but it's going to help us get 
someone in at that time so they can 
get their footing before the school 
year starts." 

Whited said without having the 
support of an assistant director 
of student activities, the Student 


Activities Office is still functioning 
well and working as a team. 

"Losing a staff member is never 
easy," she said. "However, we had 
time to prepare accordingly and 
are taking each day as it comes." 

The office of Student Affairs 
has received additional support 
from student organizations and 
staff members. 

"The Student Activities Office 
staff has made a commitment to 
continue to provide the best ser¬ 
vice we can to the campus com¬ 
munity," Whited said.

Reusable to-go containers will 
soon be available in more than just 
the dormitory cafeterias. Now the 
student center dining room will 
also be a part of the program. 

"We want to start this after 
Spring Break so we have a plan in 
place for picking up the used con¬ 
tainers/' said Ron Gibson, Director 
of Food Services. 

Students can use their reusable 
to-go containers, or clamshells, in 


the student center dining room, 
but the system of returning one 
and getting another or a token is 
not in place there. 

"People do ask about the 
to-go containers sometimes," said 
Michelle Powell, a staff member in 
the student center dining hall. "I 
tell students they can bring them 
in and fill them up, but we just 
can't exchange them here like they 
can in the dorms." 

Sophomore psychology major 
Andrew Gillen, who helped start 
the program in the dorm cafete¬ 


rias, said he plans on using his 
clamshell in the student center 
dining hall. 

"I will definitely use my [reus¬ 
able] to-go container here," he 
said. "I'm glad to see they are 
extending the program to the stu¬ 
dent center dining hall." 

While the to-go containers are 
making an impact in some parts of 
the building, not all food services 
in the student center will have the 
clamshell option. 

"They will be using the [same] 
re-usable to go containers we use

in the residential dining opera¬ 
tions," said Gibson. "To-go con¬ 
tainer use is being extended to the 
student center dining room only at 
this time." 

To-go containers are not the 
only new option that may be avail¬ 
able at the student center dining 
hall. 

"I am working with the com¬ 
pany now that makes [the clam¬ 
shells] on getting glasses and soup 
bowls as well," said Gibson. 

The clamshells will also be ben¬ 
eficial to faculty and community 
members who eat in the student 
center dining hall. 

"A lot of staff eat here, like 
secretaries and groundskeepers," 
Powell said. "Many times they 
will come in and take their food 
to-go so they can get back to their 
offices. A lot of times people come 
in off the street to eat because of 


the bus station outside." 

As for getting faculty and staff 
involved in the effort to reduce 
waste, Gibson said, "Hopefully 
they understand the need for sus¬ 
tainability as the students have." 

The transition is meant to be 
relatively simple and should have 
no effect on customers' wallets, 
even though there is an initial cost 
of getting a to-go container. 

"If everyone uses the program 
in the way it is intended there is 
no cost to the consumer," Gibson 
said. "You pay one time and as 
long as we get a token or container 
back each time, there are no more 
charges. Plus at the end of each 
year if your account is in good 
standing, there is a credit issued 
for your money back."

Westlake design rooted in fate of ninety-year-old tree

The trees scattered through¬ 
out Bradley's campus, some old 
enough to have seen the birth of 
the university, are just as rooted 
in Bradley's history as Lydia Moss 
Bradley herself. 

One tree in particular has 
loomed over Bradley Hall and 
Westlake Hall for nearly a century. 
That tree, a white oak, was in the 
way of the expanded Westlake 
Hall construction. But when the 
time came to remove the tree, the 
blueprints were instead tweaked 
to include curved walls that would 
surround the tree. 

"As the design for Westlake 
was being developed, we knew 
we had to run a new steam line," 
Vice President for Business Affairs 
Gary Anna said. "When that was 
determined, the question was 
whether we'd have to cut through 
the roots of the white oak." 

As it turns out, Anna said, the 
tree was salvageable. 

"Facilities was able to deter¬ 
mine that we could move the 
sidewalk and save the tree," he 
said. "At that time, the design for 
Westlake was still being devel¬ 
oped, so we figured if we worked 


around it, we could save the tree." 

The tree has been given extra 
attention since construction began, 
including additional feeding, 
watering and a protective fence 
surrounding it. 

'The notion was it should be 
fine," Anna said. "Trees, like a 
lot of things, can die for many 
reasons. We could always plant 
a new tree, but it's nice to keep 
something original on campus. 
The extra cost to save it wasn't 
back-breaking." 

Anna said the university is 
sensitive to the trees on campus 
because Lydia was particularly 
fond of them. 

"Mrs. Bradley, at her home, had 
a gingko tree and a buckeye tree 
in her backyard," he said. "She 
was obviously perceptive along 
those lines, and we want to respect 
that." 

Though the white oak tree will 
be saved, keeping it healthy will 
be a continuous responsibility. 

"We hired a tree company before 
we started. We had them come 
in and reduce the size and feed 
it," said Facilities Management 
Director Ron Doerzaph. "We 
fenced it in while they were work¬ 
ing around it to keep the tree safe. 
We're doing whatever we can to 


keep it healthy, 
but you never 
know with 
trees." 

The extra 
work is worth it, 

Doerzaph said. 

"We hate 
to remove big 
trees unless it's 
absolutely nec¬ 
essary," he said. 

"Because it's 
been there for 
so long, we've 
done everything 
to give it a fight¬ 
ing chance." 

Unfortunately, 
some trees have 
to be removed 
to make way 
for new build¬ 
ings, but Anna 
said the univer¬ 
sity still tries to 
honor the fallen. 

"There was 
a European copper beech where 
part of the Markin [Center] swim¬ 
ming pool is now. That's one of the 
larger species in the state, a beau¬ 
tiful tree, but we were unable to 
adjust the building design to save 
it. It had to be removed." 


But the whole tree was not 
wasted. 

"We saved the trunk and 
it's been stored out at Shea 
[Stadium]," Anna said. "The street 
behind Markin will have two cul- 
de-sacs. We are going to plant a 


new European copper beech [in 
one of them, and] we [also] want 
to take the trunk and sculpt it into 
a bench so students can still enjoy 
what we saved of it."

we can openly talk about these 
issues," he said. "[The events 
are] meant to be a memorial of 
those that lost their lives for the 
war." 

Lori Paton, member of the 
Clear Creek Friends Meeting, 
said while organizing the events 
several people impacted by the 
war have contacted them. 

"We have received contact 
from a disabled veteran who is 
having challenges re-adjusting 
to daily life, including finding 
a job he can perform now that 
he is disabled," she said. "We 
have also been contacted by a 
mother who lost her son, Aaron 
Barnes, to cancer brought on by 
his exposure to depleted urani¬ 
um. There will be a pair of white 
boots added to the exhibit to 
represent Aaron and all the other 
service personnel whose deaths 
are related to [depleted uranium] 
exposure." 

Paton said the exhibit is 
unique because it recognizes the 
suicide deaths of veterans. 

"Sojourners magazine reports 
there are nearly 1000 sui¬ 
cide attempts by veterans per 


month," she said. "I hope every¬ 
one takes a few minutes to visit 
the exhibit and reflect on the 
cost of this war. I also hope it 
sparks a determination in our 
community to reach out to those 
who are trying to pick up the 
pieces now that the war is over." 

The Eyes Wide Open exhibit 
will be open on the Olin Quad 
from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., weather 
permitting, until Sunday at 5 
p.m. 

Tomorrow the movie 
"Soldiers of Conscience" will be 
shown in Neumiller Hall from 
2-4 p.m. with commentary from 
author Camilo Mejia. 

"Mejia was a member of 
the Florida National Guard 
and was deployed to Iraq for 
combat," Paton said. "[He] has 
authored a book about his expe¬ 
rience and has appeared on '60 
Minutes.' After witnessing the 
war crimes against Iraqi detain¬ 
ees, he became a conscientious 
objector to war and was court- 
martialed. Camilo can tell his 
story in full at his appearance 
Saturday, so I don't want to give 
too much away." 


excited about the school, and I’m 
sure the marketing campaign and 
that construction will be finished 
next year has helped."

In addition to new marketing 
ideas, Andrews said the 'Go Far, Go 
Bradley' tagline was also introduced 
as part of the plan. The slogan can be 
found on prospective student mate¬ 
rials and banisters on the streetlights 
around campus. 

"'Go Far, Go Bradley' appeared 
on all of our communications to 
reinforce that a Bradley education 
takes you places," she said. 

Andrews said she is thrilled to 
share the university with potential 
students and hope those who go 
with Bradley indeed go far," she 
said. 

Andrews said Bradley is also try¬ 
ing to attract potential students from 
out of state on the East and West 
Coasts as well by using permanent 
admissions representatives. 

"This is the first year in over a 
decade that we have a permanent 
admissions representative resid¬ 
ing on the East Coast," she said. 
'This semester is also the first that 
we have an admissions representa¬ 
tive residing in California. We have 
a highly engaged and supportive 
alumni base on both coasts who 
are interested in increasing the vis¬ 
ibility of the university on a national 
level."

Senate involvement gives forum for student voices 


A single voice can raise con¬ 
cerns, question administration 
and support initiatives. And with 
a single voice, a problem can be 
transformed into a solution. 

Some may not believe it, but a 
single voice on Bradley's campus 
can achieve a lot. 

As a small university with only 
3,000 undergraduates, many mem¬ 
bers of the administration, faculty 
and staff value the concerns and 
opinions of the student body. Not 
just the student body as a whole, 
but individual concerns as well. 

Members of the university 
make themselves available to 
students every day of the week. 
Either through email or personal 
meetings, students can interact 


and speak to some of the major 
players on campus. 

University President Joanne 
Glasser even holds office hours 
once a month to allow students 
to voice their concerns. This is 
something that students at larger 
universities are most likely unable 
to do. 

Granted not every problem 
or concern of students can be 
addressed, students still have the 
opportunity to have their voices 
heard, and that is important. 

The administration tries its best 
to stay transparent and allow stu¬ 
dents to have a say in the type 
of education and environment 
Bradley provides to its students. 
The problem is, there aren't many 


students taking advantage of it. 

It's easy to complain or moan 
and groan about problems on cam¬ 
pus, but it's harder to do some¬ 
thing about it. Nothing is going 
to change until someone takes the 
initiative to speak up. 

Student Body Officer elections 
are nearly a month a way and sen¬ 
ate is calling for leaders who are 
proactive and motivated. Those 
who are vocal about their com¬ 
plaints and want to see changes on 
campus should consider getting 
involved. 

Sure, if you have a problem you 
can reverse it by speaking to an 
administration member yourself, 
but by joining Student Senate, you 
gain a built-in support team. Over 


the past three years, many changes 
have been made, but some of the 
larger changes have been possible 
because of Student Senate. 

One voice can make a differ¬ 
ence, but many voices can make a 
change. Through Student Senate, 
free condoms have been brought 
on to campus and into dorms, and 
the MAP Grant was rallied for, and 
is still, providing financial support 
for students. Both of these changes 
have positively influenced stu¬ 
dent-life across campus and both 
initiatives were spearheaded by 
Student Body Officers. 

It's time that students step up to 
the plate and be the difference they 
wish to see.

Sustainability needs to be managed one step at a time 


The students of Bradley's 
Sustainability Committee would 
like to respond to the sustain¬ 
ability editorial published in The 
Scout two weeks ago. 

The Sustainable Endowments 
Institute that evaluates the sustain¬ 
ability efforts of Bradley University 
is in the process of revising its 
grading policy. Consequently no 
university Report Cards were 
issued in fall of 2011. Bradley's 
C- grade was issued in the fall 
of 2010 and reflects sustainability 
initiatives from the fall of 2009 to 
the summer of 2010. 

At that time, Bradley's sus¬ 
tainability program consisted 
of a pilot recycling program in 
University Hall, cane-sugar based 
take-out containers in Geisert caf¬ 
eteria, eliminating cafeteria trays, 
purchasing 12 percent of the uni¬ 
versity's food locally, and tem¬ 


perature setbacks. 

The incredible sustainability 
improvements Bradley has made 
in the past 18 months are not 
reflected in our C- grade from SET 

Changes since that time 
include: 

• Eliminating disposable 
take out containers in Geisert 
and Williams cafeterias, replacing 
them with reusable "clamshells" 

• Implementing a recy¬ 
cling program in all university 
residence halls, as well as Baker, 
Jobst, Olin, Sisson, Burgess and 
Swords Halls 

• Composting food waste 

• Committing to receive 
LEED gold certification on 
Westlake Hall and LEED silver on 
the Alumni Center 

• Installing 30 Halsey Taylor 
water filters and dispensers. 


which have refilled over 200,000 
water bottles to date 

• Composting 68 tons of 
landscape waste in 2010 and 83 
tons in 2011 

• Installing 3 charging sta¬ 
tions for electric cars 

The Sustainability Committee 
continues to seek ways to make 
Bradley a more environmen¬ 
tally friendly campus. The recy¬ 
cling program continues to grow 
and will be implemented in all 
academic buildings prior to the 
completion of this academic year. 
Clamshells will soon replace 
Styrofoam containers in the 
Student Center. 

Sustainability efforts (like 
Bradley's recycling) program take 
time, resources, and, most impor¬ 
tantly, people to maintain them. 

The Sustainability Committee 
does not limit itself to complet¬ 


ing one initiative at a time. We 
evaluate each initiative carefully 
and work to ensure that Bradley 
implements innovative, cost effec¬ 
tive, and meaningful sustain¬ 
ability programs that minimize 
Bradley's environmental impact 
as much as possible.

There are three things in this life that are all but 
certain: death, taxes, and Hollywood pandering to itself 
at the Academy Awards. Hollywood once again proved 
its vanity by awarding the art-house films with the big 
prizes while ignoring the blockbusters that delighted 
audiences and critics alike. 

Billy Crystal returned to host the awards for the 
ninth time, representing the Academy's attempt to restore 
the ceremony to a more traditional format after the 
controversial 2011 show. Crystal displayed a lot of energy 
for a veteran Academy host, bouncing off Justin Bieber 
and footage from 2011's biggest films with the heart of 
a comic in his prime. He gave off more vigor than the 
awards currently deserve. 

The Academy remained as predictable as ever this 
year, with clear favorites "Hugo" and "The Artist" 
walking away with five awards between each of them. 
"The Artist" came out on top, winning the awards for 
Best Actor and Best Director in addition to Best Picture. 
Hugo won most of the technical awards, including Best 
Cinematography and Best Visual Effects. 

Other major awards included Meryl Streep's third 
win as Best Actress for "The Iron Lady" (in a surprising 
upset after "The Help's" Viola Davis was considered to 
be a sure thing), Octavia Spencer for Best Supporting 
Actress in "The Help" and Christopher Plummer for Best 
Supporting Actor in "Beginners." Of the lesser awards, 
"Rango" walked away with Best Animated Film, "Man or 


Muppet" from "The Muppets" was awarded Best Original 
Song and the box office hit "The Girl with the Dragon 
Tattoo" scored Best Editing. 

There is no doubt that some of the films which won 
deserved their awards. "The Artist" and "Hugo" are, 
according to critics and average film-goers, love letters to 
the early eras of cinema. However, the fact remains that 
the Academy is only interested in nominating films they 
consider worthy of recognition, mostly consisting of films 
either made independently or concerning historical and 
dramatic material. 

Common audiences yearn for the years when iconic 
films like "Gone With the Wind," "The Godfather" and 
"Rocky" went home with the top prize, but those years are 
long gone. 

In a year where audiences laughed, cried and cheered 
for such diverse films as "Drive" and the last chapter of 
"Harry Potter," it is downright criminal that these films did 
not get any type of recognition. 

Not even highlights such as memorable presentations 
from Robert Downey Jr., Emma Stone, the cast of 
"Bridesmaids" or the "Muppets"' intro to a Cirque 
Du Soleil show could mask the disappointment of the 
snubbing of another year of fantastic films in favor of 
obvious dramatic pictures. 

Unless the Academy begins recognizing a wider range 
of films that both they and audiences enjoy, the Oscars 
will risk losing their status as a relevant gauge of effective 
moviemaking.

I desperately want to remake "Gone." 

It's been out for a week, but I think 
America is ready for a good version 
of "Gone." Movie theaters could have 
posters up that said something like "See 
the original version of 'Gone'" and right 
next to it, there could be a poster saying, 

"Hey, here's a version of 'Gone' that's 
actually a lot more watchable." I think this 
would work. 

As it stands, "Gone" is something of 
a thriller. Amanda Seyfried plays a girl 
who after a harrowing year of having 
both her parents die, being committed 
to a mental institution, being kidnapped 
by a psychopath and being committed to 
another mental institution (do you get it? 

She's sort of crazy! The writers really want 
us to know that!), is living quietly with her 
studious sister until one day, her sister is 
mysteriously kidnapped. Seyfried thinks 
the kidnapper is after her, goes to the 
police and is essentially laughed out of the 
station. 

Really, the whole movie hinges on 
Seyfried. The cops don't believe her, her 
friends don't believe her and she's packing 
a .38 revolver and looking for the truth the 
only way a giant-eyed blonde crazy girl can. 

That being said, she handles it well. There's a 
lot of great work establishing her character as 
a deeply wounded person with plenty of issues 
to get through, but the movie sticks her with 
so much terrible dialogue, awful problems to 
solve and logical inconsistencies that you can't 
help but laugh as she holds up a locksmith in a 
parking lot in broad daylight. 

Seyfried's performance is one of the few 
bright spots of the whole film. The rest of the 
cast, made up almost entirely of people who 
look like they have appeared in maybe one 
episode of Law and Order , are dull at best and 
poorly written at worst. Making things even 
more logically problematic, Seyfried seems 
to live in a world where every disturbed 
neighbor, janitor and hardware store clerk is 
an expert eye witness who is willing to tell 
her anything she needs to know after a couple 
of lies from her. 

Although the camera work, action sequences 
and general plot are almost unbelievably weak, 
there are moments of distilled greatness here. Near 
the end of the film, we watch as Seyfried approaches 
the killer's hideout, talking to him on the phone. It's 
a chilling, quiet scene as the two unstable characters 
mince words in the darkness, both moving to the 
inevitable conclusion. 

The ending is also dynamite, pulling no punches 
in the brutality department and offering a great 
conclusion that is sadly undone by a second ending 
that comes all of 30 seconds later. I can't spoil what 
happens in those final few seconds, but it is one 
of the single dumbest moments I've ever seen 
committed to film and it's an insult to the rest of the 
movie. 

Look, I know people aren't watching "Gone" 
looking for high art. Hell, I couldn't really explain 
why I saw it and in a couple months, people will 
probably forget that it was a movie but we deserve 
better and frankly, Amanda Seyfried deserves better. 
It's too bad that she had to prove it in a rarely 
entertaining, almost never thrilling mystery movie. 
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People have been reading and performing 
Shakespeare for centuries. No writer has been 
studied more in schools or adapted into more 
films. Every English major at Bradley (including 
myself) has to take one Shakespeare course to 
graduate, sometimes leading to either love or 
hatred of the writer. 

But I never really considered how to make 
fun of the Bard until I saw "The Complete 
Works of William Shakespeare (Abridged)" at 
the Hartmann Center. 

Ross Cochran, Josiah Williams and Kevin 
Logsdon play host to the very self-aware play. 
The show jams nearly all 36 plays into one 
90-minute production (with all of the second act 
reserved for "Hamlet"), and making them funny 
in the process. 

The three cast members play all the roles, 
whether by a quick run-through of "Romeo 
and Juliet" or turning "Titus Andronicus" 
into a bloody cooking show. Each one throws 
themselves into the role they're playing, no 
matter how silly or weird they have to get. They 
have great chemistry together and a good sense 
of comic timing, which is necessary for this fast- 
moving show. 

Many plays are peppered with pop culture 
references from the 21st century, including 
Rebecca Black's "Friday" and Beyonce's "Single 
Ladies." None of these references are obvious, so 
they don't get in the way of the main jokes about 
Shakespeare, but they can still seem out of place 
jfind slightly forced. 


The most satirical element comes from the 
comedies, which are rolled together into one 
bizarre story. As the show points out, most of 
the comedies have very similar plots and use the 
same tropes, such as cross-dressing, over and 
over again. 

The history plays are also put together into 
a football game, a joke that ends before it gets 
repetitive or unfunny. The quick pace of the 
show means very little is dwelt upon; the show 
goes from joke to joke easily, making it fun for 
the most part. However, while these parts are 
funny, the histories and comedies probably don't 
get the attention they deserve. 

Act II, which focuses entirely on "Hamlet," 
is the definite highlight, as Shakespeare's 
greatest tragedy is given the importance it 
requires in the show. The second act features the 
most audience interaction of the show, with the 
three cast members leading the crowd in various 
activities. 

Without a doubt, a decent amount of 
knowledge about Shakespeare's plays is 
required before seeing the show. When all 16 
comedies are rolled into one quick scene, the 
rapid-fire way the jokes are told will be lost by 
anyone not familiar with the material. But for 
fans of Shakespeare, the play is a must-see. This 
is undoubtedly a show for English and theatre 
majors.

How regularly should men have prostate exams? 

A prostate exam is physical exam that can be used as part of the screening for pros¬ 
tate cancer. The current recommendation is that men over the age of 50 should be offered 
a prostate screening every year that consists of a prostate exam and a lab test called PSA. 
Recent studies have suggested that this is too frequent and performing this screening 
every four years would be adequate. 

Men over the age of 75 are also excluded from these recommendations as prostate 
cancer is a very slow growing cancer and if it has not developed by this age it is unlikely 
to affect the individual's life span. 


Some birth controls limit a woman's period to four times a year. Is 
that really safe, and could it affect fertility later on? 

When birth control pills were initially introduced in the 1%0's, the reason they contin¬ 
ued to give women monthly periods had very little to do with medical reasons and much 
more for the acceptance of the pill. Early birth controls had significantly more estrogen in 
them than current products and with that came significantly more side effects. 

Women often experienced nausea, vomiting, and breast tenderness, all of which also 
occur in pregnancy. If women had a period every month they could be assured that they 
were not pregnant. In addition, it made their periods much more predictable and lighter. 

Finally, it showed women that "everything still worked" and if they stopped taking the 
pill they could become pregnant. 

Now that oral contraceptives are more accepted, more weight can be placed on the 
science rather than the product appeal, and it is not medically necessary to have bleeding 
every month. It also has no greater effect on future fertility than the traditional pill packag¬ 
ing. These products are currently marketed as Seasonale or Seasonique but multiple other 
oral contraceptive pills can be taken this way if instructed by your physician.

Bradley baseball team takes two of three in weekend set

After a 2-1 weekend, the 
Bradley Braves baseball team 
finds itself back at .500, sporting 
a 3-3 record. 

Several of the Braves pro¬ 
duced extraordinary perfor¬ 
mances over the weekend, 
including starting pitcher Joe 
Bircher holding University of 
Arkansas-Little Rock scoreless 
through eight innings, shortstop 
Jason Leblebijian ripping seven 
RBI's against UALR, and John 
Nasshan following up Bircher's 
performance with a one run ball 
game against Belmont. 

"He knows everyone is out to 
get him and pitches to him care¬ 
fully and he still produced," said 
coach Elvis Dominguez, referenc¬ 
ing Leblebijian's performance. 
"More importantly, he was able 
to come through in clutch situa¬ 
tions." 

Leblebijian had three hits, 
including one home run, against 
UALR as the Braves never fell 
behind. 

"He did it with runners in 
scoring position," Dominguez 
said. "When the pressure was on, 
that's when he managed to tough 
it through. That's what you really 
need." 

Dominguez was also 
impressed with the pitching 
performances he received on 
Saturday. While Bircher is expect¬ 
ed to be the ace of the team, 
Nasshan does not always get as 
much attention even though he 
has pitched well recently. 

"He had a good outing the 
week before and he went out and 
pitched outstandingly again," 
Dominguez said. "He gave up a 
run in the first inning and never 
gave up another after that." 

Dominguez also said he has 
never.had a pitcher quite like 
Bircher, who struck out eleven in 
his second start of the season. 

"I've been blessed to coach 
a lot of good arms," he said. 
"Joe's a different kind of pitcher. 
He commands three pitches. He's 
not a power thrower but he really 
knows how to pitch. I think that's 


what makes him successful." 

While the individual perfor¬ 
mances were certainly impres¬ 
sive, Dominguez thought what 
stood out most was which teams 
the Braves defeated this week¬ 
end. 

"We went up against two 
teams that went to the NCAA 
Regionals last year," he said. 
'The way we came out and com¬ 
peted and we never had one bad 
inning, I think was a testament to 
the kids, their mental approach, 
their energy and their focus for 
the entire game. We never had a 
lull for eighteen innings." 

Leblebijian said early season 
wins over two quality teams 
gives the Braves confidence. 

"Those are the teams you 
want to play early in the season," 
he said. "It gets you ready for 
conference play. Being able to 
beat them shows us and people 
around the nation that we're 
ready, and can beat some of the 
best teams out there." 

Leblebijian did admit he was 
satisfied with his performance 
over the weekend, although he 
is quick to put the focus back on 
the team. 

"I was very happy with it," he 
said. "I was seeing the ball well. 
The most important thing is that 
we walked away with a victory. 
It made [playing well] that much 
better." 

With the offense and pitch¬ 
ing staff running on all cylin¬ 
ders, the Braves hope to con¬ 
tinue their winning ways as the 
road trip takes them to Memphis, 
Tennessee this weekend. 

While Leblebijian's commit¬ 
ment to a team focus may sound 
cliche to some, in his mind, and 
through his actions on the field, 
it is clear he truly believes it, and 
believes it will carry the Braves 
to victories. 

"You've really got to work to 
move forward and try to just 
worry about your next at bat, or 
your next opportunity to help 
your team win," Leblebijian said. 

If the Braves can do that, there 
is no telling how far they might 
go this season.

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Boxing preparing for an 
exciting spring

Spring is always the best time 
for sports. March Madness, the 
beginning of another baseball sea¬ 
son, and both the NBA and NHL 
playoffs are set to begin. Yet this 
year there is another sport to add 
to the list: boxing. 

Boxing may be missing the high¬ 
ly anticipated Floyd Mayweather 
versus Manny Pacquaio match¬ 
up but instead three fights are 
worthy of the big stage and may 
provide more fireworks than a 
Mayweather and Pacquiao show¬ 
down. 

Fans have to get used to the fact 
that their fantasy matchup will, 
in all likelihood, never happen. 
Instead, it will give good box¬ 
ers a chance to jump up to the 
next level and take the torch from 
the 35-year-old Mayweather and 
33-year-old Pacquaio. 

Floyd Mayweather (42-0, 26 
KOs) vs. Miguel Cotto (37-2, 30 
KOs): May 5 

For the first time in five years, 
Mayweather is going to fight some¬ 
body that is a formidable oppo¬ 
nent. Although I was wishing for 
this fight four years ago, Cotto is 
going to be a tough matchup for the 
undefeated champion. In Cotto's 
two losses, he was knocked out 
to Antonio Margarito, who likely 


cheated by using illegal hand- 
wraps, and to Pacquiao, where 
Cotto had to drop extra weight 
to fight the smaller Pacquiao and 
he looked like he had less energy 
than usual. However, Mayweather 
will let Cotto fight at his natural 
weight, where Cotto has shined in 
his last three fights, all knockouts. 

I'm not ready to say that Cotto 
is going to upset Mayweather 
because I can't side against a fight¬ 
er who has been as dominant as 
he has been in the last decade. Yet, 
Cotto is hungry and is going to 
be looking for an upset, but can 
he handle the quickest fighter in 
boxing?

Manny Pacquiao (54-3-2, 38 
KOs) vs. Timothy Bradley (28-0, 
12 KOs): June 9

November, Pacquiao decided to 
fight another high-level opponent. 
Pacquiao is looking to retire in the 
next year or two, and Bradley is 
going to try and send him out of 
boxing with a loss. 

However, Bradley has been 
hiding behind his undefeated 
record. He refused to fight Amir 
Khan because he didn't want to 
risk it, and was holding out for the 
past three years to fight Pacquiao. 
Although he finally gets his wish, 
he better make the most of it, 
otherwise he will just be another 
fighter with an inflated record 
against poor opponents. 

Pacquiao doesn't have much 
time left in his career, and I suspect 


that he will do his best to knock 
out Bradley in style to add pres¬ 
sure to Mayweather for a fight 
next November. 

Prediction: Pacquiao knocks out 
Bradley in the eighth round. 

Amir Khan (28-2, 18 KOs) vs. 
LaMont Peterson (30-1-1,15 KOs): 
May 19 

If you aren't an average boxing 
fan, you may not have heard of 
either of these fighters. Fortunately, 
this is your chance to meet Khan 
and Peterson, where the winner 
will become the new face of boxing 
in the future. These two are fight¬ 
ing in a rematch from a December 
fight, where Peterson won in a 
decision - but Khan quickly point¬ 
ed out a man who was talking 
with the judges ointhe fight for 
a few rounds and was later seen 
celebrating with Peterson. 

Khan is the face of British box¬ 
ing, and for good reason. He has 
some deadly punches, and has 
knocked out some of the tough¬ 
est boxers in his weight class. 
However, Peterson's win against 
Khan in December was his first 
statement victory, but it was in 
his hometown with questionable 
judges.

"That's where I want to be at 
the end of the game," he said. "I 
wish the shot would have went 
down but it didn't. Like coach 
said, I got to stay in the gym 
and keep shooting them because 
next time I guarantee you I make 
them." 

It was the last game at Carver 
Arena in the careers of seniors 
Taylor Brown, Charonn Woods 
and Anthony Thompson, though 


Brown missed the game with an 
injury. 

Bradley struggled from the 
field as they have all season, 
shooting just over 30 percent for 
the game. 

But the Braves didn't let its 
shooting struggles affect its game 
on the other end of the floor. The 
team played great defense down 
the stretch and held Illinois State 
to just 35 percent from the field. 

Junior Dyricus Simms-

The Scout examined the top 
five greatest moments from 
NCAA tournament history: 

5. 2010 Butler Bulldogs 

In one of the most improb¬ 
able runs in tournament history, 
the Butler Bulldogs out of the 
Horizon League bested national 
powers Syracuse, Kansas State 
and Michigan State to advance all 
the way to the national title game 
in their home city of Indianapolis. 
A Gordon Hayward prayer from 
half court was almost answered 
as time expired, but Butler fell to 
Duke 61-59. 

4. 1979 Michigan State-Indiana 
State 

Larry Bird's Indiana State 
Sycamores became the first mid¬ 
major school to advance to the 
National Championship game 
in the modem era of the tour¬ 
nament. Standing in their way 
was Magic Johnson's Michigan 
State Spartans. In the game that 
put March Madness on the map, 
Johnson's Spartans beat Bird's 
Sycamores 75-64, foreshadowing 
future showdowns in the NBA. 

3.1992 Duke-Kentucky 

It's one of the most replayed 
shots in the history of basket¬ 
ball. With 2.1 seconds remaining 
and Duke trailing Kentucky 103- 
102, the Blue Devil's Grant Hill 
threw a length-of-the-court pass 
to teammate Christian Laettner at 
the top of the key. Laettner drib¬ 
bled once and hit a turnaround 
jumper as time expired to send 
Duke back to the Final Four for 
the fifth straight season. 

2.1985 Villanova-Georgetown 

The 8th-seeded Villanova 
Wildcats matched up with 
the defending national cham¬ 
pions and heavily favored 
Georgetown Hoyas in the title 
game. Georgetown's big man and 
future No. 1 overall pick Patrick 
Ewing had led the Hoyas to a 
35-2 record entering the game. 
Villanova played the perfect 
game, shooting 78 percent from 
the field to win 66-64 becoming 
the lowest seed to ever win a 
NCAA Tournament. 

1.1983 N.C. State-Houston 

N.C. State completed a 
magical run by defeating 
Houston and their "Phi Slamma 
Jamma" team in the National 
Championship 54-52. N.C. State's 
Lorenzo Charles caught Derrick 
Whitenberg's 3-point air ball and 
dunked it home as time expired 
to give the Wolfpack the win. 
After the winning basket, coach 
Jimmy Valvano ran onto the floor 
looking for someone to hug in 
one of the most iconic images in 
tournament history.

Student Body Officer cfandi- 
dates have only a few days left to 
campaign and get the word out 
about their ticket. Student Body 
Officer elections will begin at 8 
a.m. on Monday, April 2 and will 
conclude at 5 p.m. on Tuesday, 
April 3. 

Starting Monday students will 
be able to vote on MyBU for stu¬ 
dents to serve in the positions 
of student body president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer.

At last Sunday's Student Body 
Officer candidate debates, there 
were about 100 students in atten¬ 
dance, the highest turnout of stu¬ 
dents the debate has had in a few 
years said current Student Body 
President Trida Anklan. 

"Students who attended the 
debates were able to hear from 
all of the candidates," said elec¬ 
tion sub-committee chair Ethan 
Zentz. "I think that walking out of 
the debates students had a better 
understanding of who they will 
vote for." 

This year there are a total of 
20 candidates campaigning, the 
highest number of Student Body 
Officer candidates Student Senate 
has seen since 2001, said Director 
of Student Activities Michelle 
Whited. 

Six students are campaigning 
for student body president, and 
of those six, four are campaigning 
with a full ticket including candi¬ 
dates for vice president, secretary 
and treasurer. 

"I believe that a runoff will 
happen for all four positions," said 
Whited.

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Senate aims to improve off-campus safety, lighting

Two seniors on Student Senate 
are proactively working to make 
things brighter and safer for stu¬ 
dents who live off-campus. 

For the past month. Student 
Senate City and Local Affairs Chair 
senior Ty Allemen and Justin Reeg, 
the campus safety chair, have been 
brainstorming ideas and meeting 
with local community officials in 
order to find ways to make areas 
of off-campus residences more 
safe. 

'There have been longtime con¬ 
cerns that off-campus lighting has 
been insufficient, especially from 
a safety perspective," said Reeg. 
"Multiple scholarly studies have 
indicated that improved street 
lighting can lead to a decrease in 
crime in the area. With the mul¬ 
titude of robberies, burglaries, 
property damage incidents that 
have occurred over the past few 
years in off-campus areas, I think 
that this project can have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on helping to deter 
crime that could take place in the 
future." 

Together, Allemen and Reeg 
agreed that not only should light¬ 
ing be improved, but emergency 
safety posts should be installed 


on several streets located south of 
campus. 

Together they drafted a senate 
resolution of locations they would 
like to see both emergency safety 
posts and an increased amount of 
lighting. They propose that sever¬ 
al streets be addressed including: 
W. Ayers Ave., W. Callender Ave., 
W. Moss Ave., W. Barker Ave., 
N. Cooper St., W. Laura St., N. 
Underhill St., N. Elmwood Ave., 
N. Institute PL, and N. Glenwood 
Ave. 

"The lighting is bad on off- 
campus streets where a lot of stu¬ 
dents live," said Allemen. "And a 
lot of the crime that occurs is off- 
campus, rather than on-campus, 
where everything is lit." 

After speaking with Bradley 
University Police Chief Brian 
Joschko, Allemen and Reeg 
reached out to local neighborhood 
associations and officials, includ¬ 
ing Peoria Councilman Ryan 
Spain. 

"[Spain] seems very excited 
to pursue this project and he 
would like to be on the commis¬ 
sion that determines the feasibility 
for implementing the safety mea¬ 
sures on the original resolution," 
said Allemen. "As far as immedi¬ 
ate action, Spain is going to set 
up a meeting with Chief Joshko 


and the Peoria Police Department 
Chief to go over the logistics of this 
project and get their opinion on 
the matter." 

In addition to Spain, Allemen 
and Reeg have spoken with the 
local Moss-Bradley Neighborhood 
Association and plan to speak 
with Bradley administration for 
support. 

"The local neighborhood asso¬ 
ciation was definitely behind the 
resolution," Allemen said. "And 
we hope that this can also be a 
sustainability project for Peoria." 

On Wednesday, April 4^' 
Allemen and Reeg along with 

Spain will be speaking at the 
Moss-Bradley Neighborhood 
Association meeting for a second 
time. 

"I didn't anticipate [meeting 
with local officials and associa¬ 
tions] but I don't mind doing the 
extra work," said Allemen. "I'd 
like to see [the resolution] pass 
before I graduate." 

Allemen said they plan to 
present an official resolution to 
Student Senate, proposing that 
Bradley administration address 
off-campus safety issues in the 
next few weeks. Senate members 
will then vote on the proposal and 
based on approval will be sent to 
the President's Cabinet.

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Engineering gender gap shows little change over past decade

Women surpass men in num¬ 
ber in nearly every field of study 
except engineering, according to 
the U.S. Department of Education. 
And Bradley reflects that trend. 

Of the 20 students per average 
engineering class, there are usually 
only a few females. And that num¬ 
ber hasn't changed much over the 
past decade, said Assistant Dean 
in the College of Engineering and 
Technology Julie Reyer. 

"We have seen those numbers 
increase very, very slightly since 
I came to Bradley [in 2002]," she 
said. "We tend to be in line with 
the national average. But here, 
it's not uncommon to be the only 
female in the class." 

A reason for that, senior 
mechanical engineering major 
Alyssa Macuk said, is that female 
students are not often encouraged 
to become engineers. 

"A lot of girls I know who are 
engineers have parents who are 
also engineers, so that's why they 
do it. My dad is an engineer," she 
said. "But even girls who are good 
at math and science aren't encour¬ 
aged to become engineers. My sis¬ 
ter is like that, and she's really 
outgoing. So people tell her, 'I 
don't picture you as an engineer/ 
but how do they know what an 
engineer looks like?" 

Even for girls who are not inter¬ 
ested in pursuing a math- and 
science-heavy career, there is a lot 
of variation in engineering, Macuk 
said. 

"I think there's just not as much 
information on what you can do 
as an engineer," she said. "People 
think, 'I don't like playing with 
Legos, therefore I shouldn't be an 
engineer.' But there's a lot more to 


it than that." 

Since engineering still has a 
boys' club feel, Macuk said the 
females have to be particularly 
motivated. 

"I feel like guys look up to the 
girls in the engineering classes. 
The girls tend to be a little more 
organized, a little more prepared," 
she said. "There are stereotypes, 
but they tend to be outside the 
engineering world. The idea that 
because you're outgoing, you can't 


start in engineering." 

Like Macuk, Reyer said there 
are many misconceptions about 
what engineering is. 

"Back when I was in high 
school, if you liked math and sci¬ 
ence, you went to school to be a 
doctor, a scientist or an engineer," 
she said. "But engineers tend to 
be more introverted. They don't 
go around telling people what it 
is that they do, and that's why 
people don't really know about it. 

It's just not

also be analytical-I face that one 
the most." 

Reyer said female engineers 
tend to face challenges that are 
more psychological than academic. 

"Girls are good at math, and 
they are good at science," she said. 
"But they have more of a depreci¬ 
ating attitude. With boys, if they 
all get a 'B' on a test, they're happy 
with it. Girls will beat themselves 
up because they didn't get the 
'A.' Sometimes that leads them to 
change majors when they really 
shouldn't." 

Psychological effects begin in 
high school, Reyer said. 

"In those high school years, 
especially for girls, there's a stigma 
for being too smart," she said. 
"They tend to play that down, 
and then they might not take the 
classes they need to get a strong

for success. 

"Scholastically, there's noth¬ 
ing they need to work on," she 
said. "But they have to overcome 
themselves and expectations about 
what they should be doing. They 
have to deal with working in class¬ 
es and offices with more men than 
women, and people of the same 
gender tend to gather together." 

Reyer said females in engineer¬ 
ing tends to receive more atten¬ 
tion than gender divides in other 
majors. 

"The numbers haven't changed 
much since I was in school," she 
said. "But I don't hear much 
concern about how many more 
females there are in nursing, or 
why we have so few males going 
into elementary education." 

As to why there is still an engi¬ 
neering gender gap, Reyer said 
there are still limits to be pushed.

"Forty years before me, my 
mother was the only female 
accountant in the room. That's 
not the case anymore," she said. 
"Engineering just hasn't broken 
the boundaries yet." 

Associate Dean of the College 
of Engineering and Technology Joe 
Emanuel came to Bradley in 1967, 
when there were no female engi¬ 
neering faculty members. 

"Back then we had maybe one 
or two female students, no more 
than that," he said. 

Over the past few decades, 
Emanuel has noticed trends 
among the students. 

"We went through a period 
where the only women we would 
get in the college were top high 
school students. Now we see more 
of a range," he said. "It's not only 
women who were in the top 10 
percent of their graduating class. 
And that's a good thing." 

Emanuel said even average¬ 
performing female students are 
interested in studying engineer¬ 
ing. 

"If you look at the GPA's, 
there's some in the top, some in 


the middle, but that's how it has 
always been with the men," he 
said. "So the women are beginning 
to look like the men in terms of 
distribution." 

From 1969 until 2002, there was 
only one female faculty member in 
engineering-Rita Newton. Reyer 
was the second to arrive, and 
now there are a total of five. And 
Newton was a key role model for 
female students, Emanuel said. 

"She was here about 30 years, 
and a lot of the women who came 
in during the earlier years defi¬ 
nitely saw her as a role model," he 
said. "They could see themselves 
doing what she had done." 

In addition to a scholarship 
that every female in the college 
receives, Reyer said having female 
faculty has helped attract women 
to engineering.

When the weather gets warmer, I tend to bum once 
and then tan the rest of the summer. Is it okay to let 
my skin get one bad burn a year, or could that have 
serious consequences later? 


Any bum is a bad burn. Every sunburn increases the risk of skin 
cancer. Each bum increases the risk and it is a cumulative effect 
over your lifetime. Sunburns when you are younger are even worse. 
Blistering bums when you are younger than 18 significantly increase 
your risk of developing melanoma, a deadly form of skin cancer and 
more than five sunburns can more than double your risk. 

Squamous cell cancer and basal cell cancer are two other types of 
skin cancer and they develop based on the cumulative amount of sun 
you receive over your lifetime. They are often found on face, ears, 
hands and other places most exposed to the sun. Melanoma develops 
in places that may experience short intense bums. Family history, fair 
skin, and having multiple, larger moles, also increase the risk of mela¬ 
noma developing. 

The best advice is not to get burned. 

If you do get a sunburn make sure to stay hydrated as you lose 
more fluids through burned skin. Take cool showers and use lots of 
moisturizing cream to reduce blistering. Try not to peel the bum or 
blisters if possible. Hydrocortisone and aloe are also helpful. 


What's the best way to treat a hangover? I've heard 
water and greasy foods help, but that usually leaves 

me feeling nauseous. Any other tips? 


Obviously, the best way to treat a hangover is not to get a hangover 
in the first place. That being said, water is the best ’’cure” for a hang¬ 
over. Alcohol is very dehydrating to the body. The kidneys have to 
pull a lot of water from the body to help clear all of the byproducts of 
alcohol. The resulting dehydration is believed to be part of what causes 
the headache and other symptoms of a hangover. 

Drinking water after already being dehydrated takes a long time 
to recover and sports drinks may be more helpful. Drinking it before 
is much more effective. Adding a glass of water for every one to two 
alcoholic beverages consumed will significantly decrease the likeli¬ 
hood of a hangover. Even drinking a glass of water before going to 
bed after drinking can be helpful. Caffeine and greasy foods have also 
been reported as being helpful with hangovers but it is unclear why 
these help.

In a shocking announcement, 
men's basketball coach Geno Ford 
has decided to leave the program 
after just one season on the Hilltop 
to coach a YMCA-30-and over 
team.

Castro cruises to BU

After

Mitt Romney's appearance on 
campus, the Bradley chapter of 
Studying Towards a Leaderless 
Independent Nation (STALIN) 
announced recently it had invit¬ 
ed former Cuban President Fidel 
Castro to speak at Bradley on 
May 1st. 

STALIN President junior 
Anatoli Firsov said the decision 
was made after seeing how many 
students attended the event for 
Romney. 

"If 1,000 people will come to 
hear a rich man like that, how 
many will come to hear an 
85-year-old speak for hours on 
all the faults of our society and 
our education system?" he said. 

Firsov admitted that Castro 
was wary at first about speaking 
at Bradley. 

"When we told his people 
that Peoria was the home of a 
Fortune 500 company, his inter¬ 
est changed dramatically," Firsov 
said. "Sure, Caterpillar has deals 
with other communist nations, 
like China, but that still doesn't 
mean they should be making bil¬ 
lions of dollars, even if they do 
reinvest in places like this school 
that gives me an education." 

STALIN member Anna 
Pretovna said she was most 
interested in hearing what Castro 
would say about the school. 

"Education is a weapon whose 
effect depends on who holds it in 
their hands and at whom it is 
aimed," she said. 'The univer¬ 
sity cannot be an ivory tower, far 
away from the society, removed 
from the practical accomplish¬ 


ments of the coming revolution. 
If that attitude is maintained, the 
university will continue giving our 
society lawyers we do not need." 

University President Joanne 
Glasser said she was surprised 
when members of STALIN made 
the proposal, but ultimately 
accepted the idea. 

"We strive to create a school 
filled with independent thinkers 
that care about political issues, and 
look at those issues from all sides, 
even ones that wanted to have 
nuclear missiles pointed at our 
country," Glasser said. 

Student reaction to the 
announcement of Castro's speech 
was mixed. 

Senior economics major Rich 
Bissell was unhappy about the 
decision due to Castro's politics. 

"I can't believe they're allow¬ 
ing this," said Bissell. "Not only 
does he not like the United States, 
he shut down the mafia's brothels 
in the '60s. He took Havana and 
turned it from New Orleans into 
Detroit."

"Knight to E-7," Ford exclaimed 
as the giddy basketball coach 
jumped onto his chair and exalted 
a roar. 

The win gives Ford the oppor¬ 
tunity to coach the women's tennis 
team after Petersen resigned to 
join the Skillz That Killz dodgeball 
team for the national tournament 
next month in Las Vegas. 

"Finally," Ford said, "I'm 
average height for the ath¬ 


letes that I will be coaching." 

Some of the women's tennis 
players are thrilled that Ford was 
the victor.

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Returned lydia statue occupies campus once again

As the sun rose over campus 
Tuesday morning, students and 
faculty gawked in horror at the 
empty platform in Founder's 
Circle. The statue of Bradley's 
beloved founder Lydia Moss- 
Bradley was missing.

Bradley University Police Chief 
Brian Joschko said they received 
an anonymous tip Wednesday as 
to who might have Lydia. 

"We got a note that said, 'Lydia 
was part of the one percent, and 
we need at least one of them on 
our side. We're taking her for 
the Occupy Peoria celebratory 
parade/" he said. "We sent out an 
email after she went missing ask¬ 
ing for students to be on the look¬ 


out for an angry group of people 
that they may have seen protest¬ 
ing at Main Street and University 
Street but we haven't had any luck 
so far." 

A rally for Lydia was hosted 
on the quad Thursday, drawing 
a crowd of thousands. University 
President Joanne Glasser 
approached the podium to speak, 
but without Lydia there, she said 
the grief was too immense to 
address the crowd. 

Moments later. Vice President 
for Student Affairs Alan Gaisky 
took to the podium in a fit of rage. 

"I don't know who took Lydia, 
and I don't know what they 
want," he said. "But I have a very 
particular set of skills, skills I have 
acquired over a very long career. 
Return the statue, whoever you 
are. If you don't, I will look for 
you, and I will make you answer 
to the Board of Trustees." 

The crowd erupted into cheers 
and chants for Lydia to return 
home, and then began mobilizing 
to downtown Peoria to stop the 
parade. 

The crowd was headed by 
Gaisky and graduate student Kyle 
Malinowski, who said he pledged 
to find the statue, strap it to his 


back and return 
it to it's spot in 
Founder's Circle. 

"Without the 
statue, it's just a 
glorified parking 
lot," Malinowski 
said. "I refuse to 
spend the rest of 
my life at Bradley 
if Lydia's not 

right there with

me. 

The crowd 
descended on the 
parade, which 
consisted of one 
pickup truck with 
Lydia standing in 
the back, draped 
with signs, and 
forced the car to 
a halt. 

'This commu¬ 
nity recognizes 
Lydia Moss- 
Bradley, and we knew that if she 
was on board with us, everyone 
would pay attention," said Jerry 
Hines, the driver of the truck. 
"We're on our way to some real 
reform." 

As promised, Malinowski car¬ 
ried Lydia safely back to her plat¬ 


form on campus. 

"This is a special, special day 
for all of us," Gaisky said. "Thanks 
to Kyle's bravery, he will have 
a statue of his own right next to 
Lydia, where he belongs." 

The statue will be unveiled at 
noon on May 3. A picnic lunch and 
luau will follow.

Last Friday night junior civil 
engineer major Michael Klein 
met a girl at a bar. After a cab 
ride home, he said it was clear he 
was going to get lucky that night. 
Although only a few minutes into 
sex, things became hotter than he 


anticipated. 

"It was fun until I thought my 
penis was on fire," he said. "I seri¬ 
ously thought God was punishing 
me for bringing the drunk girl 
home." 

Klein said he had to stop short¬ 
ly after a "burning" feeling began 
and smoke began to surface, even 
though his sexual partner felt 


nothing at all. 

"I wasn't sure but I thought it 
might be the condom so I changed 
it, " he said. "But once we got 
started again, the feeling and the 
smoke only got worse. She was 
mad when I stopped, but I just 
couldn't do it. I've had a rash all 
week because of it." 

Klein isn't the only student 


experiencing an uncomfortable 
sexual sensation while having sex. 
Hundreds of other male students 
have had similar complaints. 

"We have had several com¬ 
plaints that discomfort and smoke 
has occurred while using con¬ 
doms provided by the university," 
said Coordinator of the Alcohol 
Education and Awareness Program 
at the Wellness Center Lyndsey 
Hawkins. 'The rash can really 
happen from anything, but 
the smoke, well there must be 
some kinky college sex going 
on. I'm surprised we haven't 
heard about squeaking beds 
in Heitz. We don't know what 
to do. Normally we just have 
creepy kids tell us the con¬ 
doms are too small." 

Hawkins said the distribu¬ 
tion program has remained 
consistent, including the 
brand and type of condoms 
provided. Because of this, they 
are not sure what is causing 
the problem she said. 

"We've have had every 
member of HEAT [Help 
Empower and Teach] in the 
Wellness center for three 
days," she said. "We are rip¬ 
ping open every single con¬ 
dom until we get to the bottom 
of this. It's been crazy down 
here. We were event think¬ 
ing about having the HEAT 
executive board sample the 
condoms in the office so we 
can record reactions." 

The Health Center has been 


also been experiencing a fren¬ 
zy of their own. Male students 
have been rushing into the cen¬ 
ter for examination of a rash that 
appeared on their penis after hav¬ 
ing sex with condoms provided by 
the university. 

"Sex is a messy business," said 
the Margaret Jones. "People who 
get too rough can experience a 
similar rash as a result of lack of 
lubrication. But this rash is the 
most disgusting rash I have seen 
in a long time. It looks like three 
different STI's are in one spot. 
Ruh-roh." 

Jones said not only is this rash 
something they have never wit¬ 
nessed, but more than 300 male 
students on campus have been 
affected by it. 

"I've never seen the health cen¬ 
ter so busy," she said. "We are 
pre-booked nearly two weeks out 
in advance, and I had to call in 
extra physicians from the Pediatric 
Hospital. In the mean time, we 
have been handing out free sam¬ 
ples of petroleum jelly to students 
outside of Bradley Hall. We are 
doing what we can to relieve their 
discomfort." 

Currently all condoms have 
been removed from dorms and 
distribution locations. Students are 
strongly encouraged to either dis¬ 
pose of unused condoms or return 
them to the Wellness Center. 
Health center employees and 
Peoria officials are still investigat¬ 
ing the epidemic, Hawkins said.

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Some words do not have a place in lighthearted lingo 


We've become a nation of navel- 
gazers. The slightest mention of 
anything that resembled any small 
part of our childhood is met with 
either waves of approval or vicious 
defense. News of schlock auteur 
Michael Bay's revamp of "Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles" to give the 
characters a back story that makes 
sense, apparently involving them 
being aliens, lead to fan backlash 
for seemingly no reason. 

Things were going expectedly 
until Robbie Rist, infamous for 
his portrayal of Cousin Oliver 
on The Brady Bunch, wrote on 
his Facebook wall, "the brutal 


rape of our childhood continues." 

That's when I started to care. 

We've reached the point in 
our culture where words have no 
meaning. People will say "liter¬ 
ally" when they are talking about 
something that almost certainly 
didn't happen, every member of 
the pseudo-intelligista say "irre- 
gardless" without acting like it's a 
word and will use the most power¬ 
ful words when with no regard for 
meaning. No word has suffered 
more from this phenomenon than 
the word "rape." 

Depending on who you ask, 
whether it's Kim Novak who 
thinks it's hearing your music in 


a movie, Tyler the Creator using 
it as an easy rhyme or Johnny 
Depp and Kristen Stewart who 
believe it's being photographed, 
rape can mean anything now but it 
almost certainly doesn't mean the 
brutal physical, sexual and emo¬ 
tional assault inflicted on millions 
of women a year. 

I'm not trying to say that peo¬ 
ple should never use or talk about 
rape. In order to raise awareness 
and to be honest with the prob¬ 
lems facing people throughout the 
world, we must be able to talk 
about the subject explicitly and 
without fear. Popular culture has 
been able to address issues of sex¬ 


ual assault effectively while being 
frank about the topic. 

As a writer for multiple publi¬ 
cations who has been writing for 
years, I understand that the mean¬ 
ings of words change. People move 
past the taboo and embrace some¬ 
thing rather than let the mean¬ 
ing define their existence. That 
still doesn't make it appropriate to 
say things like referring to being 
raped by assignments or that some 
director is sexually assaulting your 
childhood. 

This isn't about political cor¬ 
rectness. This isn't about stopping 
speech or impeding freedoms. This 
is about common decency, caring 


for people who are marginalized 
for being assaulted and reaching 
out to everyone who is in pain. 
There is no reason to compare the 
trivialities of your daily existence 
with the pain that so many people 
around the world are haunted by 
every day of their lives.

In New 
York City last weekend, protesters 
held a "Million Hoodie March," 
saying not enough has been done 
to discover the truth. 

People wear hoodies all the 
time. Maybe it's because they're 
comfortable. Maybe they like the 
design on the front, or the way 
it can keep their head warm and 
dry. Not because they want to be a 
gangsta.

Opinion from another school: "North Koreans lose again 11

Yesterday, President Obama 
returned from a three-day trip to 
Seoul in which he met with lead¬ 
ers from South Korea, China, and 
Russia to discuss nuclear security 
and proliferation. 

Now, in any discussion regard¬ 
ing this matter, there are a num¬ 
ber of topics that will inevitably 
be raised, including how to draw 
down the nuclear arsenals of the 
Cold War powers, how to ensure 
that nuclear weapons don't fall 
into the hands of terrorists, and 
what to do about North Korea. 
All three are extremely pressing 
issues, but the latter clearly over¬ 
shadowed the other two. 


North Korea, formally the 
Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea (DPRK), is one of three non- 
NPT states that possess nuclear 
weapons (the other two being 
India and Pakistan), as it demon¬ 
strated to the world in October 
2006 when it conducted an under¬ 
ground nuclear weapons test. But 
having a nuclear weapon doesn't 
give you much bargaining power 
unless you have a way of deploy¬ 
ing it via a missile, which is exactly 
what the North Koreans have been 
working on building for the past 
several years. 

This, of course, is a very bad 
thing. A North Korea capable of 
firing a rocket with nuclear war¬ 
heads strapped to it is a benefit to 
no one. The U.S. has tried several 


times to halt the DPRK's nuclear 
development program, only to 
have Kim Jong D, when he was 
still alive, back out in an attempt to 
milk more concessions out of the 
American government. 

In the latest attempt to squelch 
North Korea's nuclear ambitions, 
Washington brokered a deal with 
Pyongyang at the end of last 
month in which it agreed to allow 
international inspectors to monitor 
its nuclear facilities and to sus¬ 
pend its plans to launch a rocket in 
return for some 240,000 metric tons 
of food. Predictably enough. North 
Korea is now saying it's going to 
carry out the rocket launch any¬ 
way, and is going to do it in about 
two or three weeks' time. 

The rocket is supposed to 


carry a satellite into orbit, though 
attempts in 2006 and 2009 to do the 
same resulted once in the rocket 
blowing up seconds after liftoff 
and the second time with it plung¬ 
ing into the ocean. In any event, 
if this next launch is successfully 
carried out, everyone loses. 

The biggest losers might just 
be-as they have almost always 
been-the civilian population of 
North Korea. They desperately 
need the food aid that Washington 
has promised them, and they're 
not going to get it if their govern¬ 
ment once again goes back on its 
promise. North Korea is perhaps 
the worst place to live on earth, 
with nearly everyone slowly dying 
of starvation and suffering from 
malnourishment. For this reason. 


North Koreans are about three 
or four inches shorter than their 
fellow peninsula-dwellers to the 
south. Some two million North 
Koreans are estimated to have died 
in the 1990s because of widespread 
famine and natural disasters. 

North Korea has always done 
nothing but disservices to its own 
people and to the world at large. 
President Bush was unable to pre¬ 
vent it from developing nuclear 
technology, which it subsequently 
shared with another equally unsta¬ 
ble regime in Syria. More so than 
any of his myriad other failures, 
that may prove to be the most 
catastrophic.

to finish the job. " 

Another issue is things just 
do not seem to be breaking the 
Braves way. 

"We haven't beaten ourselves 
as far as making errors or any¬ 
thing like that," Dominguez said. 
"Anytime we hit a ball, we hit it 
at somebody. Anytime we make 
a pitch, it happens to go for extra 
bases." 

Dominguez took 
to a similar defense 
of Joe Bircher, the ace 
of the Braves pitching 
rotation. 

"It was three 
pitches," he said. 

"You take those three 
pitches away and he 
wins 5-0. They could 
have hit them on the 
ground, or hit them 
in the air, but they 
happened to hit them over the 
fence?' 

Unfortunately, those breaks 
are simply a part of the game, 
although that does not mean 
Bircher took the loss any easier. 

"I think he felt worse than 
anybody in the club that he 
wasn't able to come through 
after having a three run lead," 
Dominguez said. 

It was immediately apparent 
that Bircher was not pleased with 
his performance last week. 


"I'm not really ecstatic about 
it but I gave us a chance to win," 
he said. "Sometimes things just 
aren't going to go your way. 
Three home runs...there's no 
defense for that." 

Even with the loss against 
Southern Illinois Bircher is play¬ 
ing well sporting a 3-1 record 
with an ERA of 3.40. Bircher 
admits it can be infu¬ 
riating at times when 
seemingly small 
occurences within 
the game decide the 
outcome of a well- 
played game. 

"It can definitely 
get frustrating," he 
said. "Bottom line is 
it's a team game. If 
you don't show frus¬ 
tration and just stick 
to it, good things are 
going to happen." 

Bircher believes the Braves are 
better than their win-loss totals. If 
the breaks start falling their way, 
perhaps the record will begin to 
represent the talent in the club¬ 
house. 

"I think we've been playing 
a lot better than the record indi¬ 
cates. I think that we're [starting 
to realize] we can beat any team 
we play. We're really going to 
have a quality season from here 
on out."

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The curious case of 
Tiger Woods 



At this time last week. Tiger 
Woods was still looking for his 
first win at an official PGA event 
since his life came crashing down 
on him in late 2009. 

Now, Tiger is the favorite by 
many odds-makers to win the 
Masters at Augusta National next 
weekend. 

What changed? 

If anyone needed proof that 
golf revolved around Tiger, check 
out the media next week when 
they are discussing the Masters. 
How can a guy with one victory in 
three years be considered the best 
golfer on the planet? 

Expectations for Tiger are 
unprecedented. Imagine LeBron 
James averaging two points a 
game for two years and people 
still going to games saying he's 
the best player on the court.

I'll be in front 
of my television watching Tiger 
Woods and hoping to see great¬ 
ness.

Senate election results in run-off for all positions

Student Senate voting came to 
a close Tuesday night, but the race 
isn't over yet. Because candidates 
were unable to receive the major¬ 
ity vote needed to win, more than 
50 percent of the votes, the elec¬ 
tions for each Student Body Officer 
position will continue in a run-off. 

A total of 1,724 votes were cast 
on Monday and Tuesday, 33 more 


votes than the 1,691 votes placed 
in the 2011 Student Body Officer 
election. 

"[More students] voted this year 
than the first election last year," 
said Election Sub-Committee 
Chair junior Ethan Zentz. "But 
I was hoping that more people 
would vote." 

Junior Alan Bukingolts and 
senior Ivan Gonzalez-Gimenez 
will both participate in a run-off 
for the position of Student Body 


President. Of the total number of 
votes placed, a candidate need¬ 
ed 839 votes to win. Burkingolts 
received 394 votes with Gonzalez 
close behind with 303 votes. 

"I feel confident and I want to 
thank the supporters who voted 
for me," said Burkingolts. "I think 
this next election will be a lot dif¬ 
ferent and that I will have to work 
harder to get votes." 

Presidential candidate junior 
Emily Corona, with 299 votes, lost 


a spot in the run-off campaign by 
only five votes. 

For the position of vice-presi¬ 
dent, junior Clint Boone and junior 
Bailey Miller will compete in a 
run-off. Boone received 391 votes 
and Miller received 311 votes. 

Freshman Dashawn Cason had 
the most votes of any individual 
candidate for any position in the 
election. For the position of sec-

The Garrett Cultural Center 
policy requiring student groups 
to pay for additional event secu¬ 
rity will now be paid for by the 
university. 

"We heard from the students 
that they'd greatly appreciate if the 
university would not charge them 
for additional police security," said 
Vice President for Student Affairs 
Alan Gaisky. "We discussed that 
with the President's Cabinet and 
decided it'd be a good thing if 


we didn't charge students for on- 
campus activities." 

The Garrett Cultural Center is a 
space often used by multicultural 
groups for parties and events. The 
former policy, which had been in 
place for a few years, stated "...A 
minimum of two police officers 
will be in attendance at each event. 
Campus Police will wand every¬ 
one entering a party. Effective 
the Fall Semester 2008 the Dance 
Party Sponsoring Organization 
will be responsible for paying $20 
per hour for each Campus Police 
on duty working the event." 


While elements of the former 
policy, such as a mandatory guest 
list, will still be included, Gaisky 
said the amended policy will take 
effect immediately. 

"We're going to take this policy 
across the board," he said. "Any 
university-approved party on 
campus, if it should need security, 
will be covered by the university." 

The policy will be up for re- 
evaluation next spring, Gaisky 
said. 

"We will take a look at it again 
this time next year," he said. "The 
more events groups can have on 


campus, the better it will be for 
everyone." 

Bradley University Police Chief 
Brian Joschko said security costs 
for the events will vary, but stu¬ 
dents will not be responsible for 
them. 

"The previous rate charged by 
policy was $20 per hour per officer 
for police 

services," he said. " The actu¬ 
al security cost of those events 
depends on numerous factors, but 
primarily revolve around officer

He was transported to Methodist 
Hospital.

Both the suspect and victim were 
banned from Bradley property.

Body found at Illinois Wesleyan 

A fraternity at Illinois Wesleyan University is on 
interim suspension since Wednesday while the university 
investigates the death of a student. 

The fraternity. Sigma Pi, had a party in White Pines 
State Park where 18-year-old Brandon Landau of New 
York died last month. He was found unresponsive with 
his lower body in a stream and his upper body on a log. 
Karla Camey-Hall, Illinois Wesleyan's vice president 
of student affairs, said the fraternity's party at the park 
wasn't registered as required by university policy. 

Camey-Hall said the suspension will continue until an 
All-University Judicial Council hearing is held, likely in 
mid-April. The Winnebago County coroner said Landau 
had alcohol and marijuana in his system but the cause of 
his death remains under investigation.

Three killed at Oikos Univ., Calif. 

Authorities identified Wednesday six of the seven 
people who were gunned down at the California 
religious college Oikos University this week. 

The accused gunman, 43-year-old former stu¬ 
dent One L. Goh, sat in an Alameda County jail 
Wednesday morning, booked on charges of murder 
and kidnapping. Authorities said Goh was upset he 
had been expelled from Oikos University, a small col¬ 
lege in Oakland that caters primarily to the Korean- 
American Christian community. 

In all, seven people were killed and three were 
wounded. The victims, six women and one man, 
ranged in age from 21 to 40 and hailed from countries 
including Korea, Nepal, Nigeria and the Philippines. 
With the exception of a secretary, all of them were 
students. It isn't immediately clear why Goh was 
expelled from the college.

It has been nearly two weeks 
since tickets for the Bradley 
University Student Activities 
Spring Concert featuring Girl Talk, 
Breathe Carolina and The Ready 
Set went on sale to students, and 
sales are not as strong as past 
shows. 

As of 5 p.m. Thursday, only 490 
tickets total had been sold, 30 of 
them to the public. In comparison, 
1,100 tickets were sold on the first 
day for the Jason Derulo and Mike 
Posner concert last spring. 

In one day Taking Back Sunday 
sold 200 tickets, about half the 
amount that Girl Talk has sold in 
two weeks. 

"I'm not worried," said Director 
of Student Activities Michelle 
Whited. "We've seen an indication 
from students that they are not in 
a rush to get tickets because of the 
general admission pit. I think this 
will be a show where students will 
buy tickets the day of the concert." 

President of ACBU Bryant Au 
said he agrees with Whited. 

"I expect for ticket sales to go 
up closer to the concert date and 
that there will be a large number 
of walk-ups," he said. "I would 
encourage people to buy tickets 
soon because when they buy tick¬ 


ets it will determine when they 
will be able to enter the arena 
using the flight-system." 

Although ACBU is not worried 
about the current low ticket sales, 
some students believe that it is a 
reflection of interest. 

"I think it's because of student 
interest," said junior marketing 
major Shayne Christe. "I don't 
really want to pay to watch some 
guy DJ and I don't know friends 
that are going . . . Actually I'm 
surprised there are even 400 tick¬ 
ets sold." 

Freshman management and 
administration major Holly 
Alguire said she had no idea who 
Girl Talk was and she isn't plan¬ 
ning on attending. 

"I think ticket sales are low 
because of the group," she said. 
"My brother showed me who it 
is and it seems cool, but no one is 
going." 

Whited said that another rea¬ 
son ticket sales are low is because 
ACBU has not started a push 
for public ticket sales. In the 
next week, they will be running 
Facebook advertisements, post fly¬ 
ers in the malls as well as use City 
Link Bus, Billboards and radio 
advertising. 

"[Concert coordinator] Matt 
Olivero came up with the idea of 
advertising on buses and if s some¬ 


thing we haven't done before," she 
said. "The whole thought was that 
we could reach the high school age 
group." 


In addition, ACBU will be 
placing advertisements in other 
university student newspapers 
including Illinois State University, 


University of Illinois, Eureka 
College and Illinois Wesleyan 
University.

The Smith Career Center ben¬ 
efits students all year long by read¬ 
ing resumes, coordinating job fairs 
and setting up summer intern¬ 
ships. Now, the SCC has gone 
further and created the Internship 
Fund Award, a scholarship for stu¬ 
dents with unpaid internships. 

"We're very excited to offer 
this award," said Dawn Koeltzow, 
Associate Director of the 
Springer Center for Excellence in 
Internships. "This is our pilot year 
to see how things go." 

According to the Internship 
Fund Award application, its pur¬ 
pose is to "reduce financial barri¬ 
ers which prevent some students 
from pursuing experience in their 
career field of interest." 

Koeltzow said the fund will 
help support students with intern¬ 
ships that are unpaid or with a low 
stipend. 


"We will do anything we can 
to help break the financial barrier 
that students face," she said. "We 
met with students [in the past] 
who said they didn't have enough 
financial resources to partake in 
internships. We feel that [these 
internships] are so important for 
students' careers." 

The award is available to stu¬ 
dents with sophomore, junior or 
senior standing at the time of the 
summer internship and the stu¬ 
dent must be enrolled as a full¬ 
time undergraduate at Bradley. 
Incoming freshmen and students 
who graduate in May are not eli¬ 
gible. 

The scholarship will also help 
support students who receive an 
internship opportunity with alum¬ 
ni, Koeltzow said. 

'There is a lot of alumni oppor¬ 
tunities for students," she said. 
"[The internships] might require 
travel and IFA could encourage 
students to take the opportunities. 


It will help them do that [with the 
financial award]." 

The amount of the scholar¬ 
ship awarded will be based on 
student participation said Jane 
Linnenburger, Executive Director 
of the Smith Career Center. 

"We will give away five awards 
of $1,000 or it could be more 
[awards with lower increments of 
money]," she said. "It will depend 
on student level of interest and the 
selection committee." 

Linnenburger said she was 
inspired to start the award after 
seeing the financial internship 
awards given out at bigger uni¬ 
versities. 

"We want students to recognize 
the value of these internships," 
she said. "Students expect to earn 
wages in the summer to help pay 
for college, so this will help offset 
costs for students." 

The Marjorie and Bill Springer 
Center for Excellence in Internships 
will help fund the award. 


"This year we decided to explore 
finding sources and see if we could 
divide the amount of funds from 
the Smith Career Center for this," 
said Linnenburger. "[The Springer 
Center] was established in 2005, 
and it is endowed, so we can use 
some of the interest income from 
that source and others to devote to 
the funding." 

Applications are available in 
the Smith Career Center or on 
the center's website. Applicants 
are encouraged to meet with their 
career advisors to discuss their 
applied, secured or accepted sum¬ 
mer internship. Mandatory credit 


hours vary per college, as well as 
GPA and work hour requirements. 

To qualify, students must sub¬ 
mit the completed application, a 
personal statement and a letter of 
support no later than 5 p.m. on 
May 1. The internship must also 
be registered with the SCC, which 
students can do while meeting 
with their advisors.

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Ambassadors compile bucket list tradition

What do you want to do 
before you die? It's a question that 
leaves some quivering in fear and 
others performing life-altering 
triumphs. 

The Bradley Ambassadors are 
composing a hybrid bucket list, 
attempting to address the same 
question but to a lesser extreme:

you leave Bradley? 

Consisting of elements of 
scrapbooks, scavenger hunts and 
yearbooks, the ambassadors are 
encouraging students from all 
grade levels to get involved in 
a variety of different traditions 
before their time at Bradley meets 
its end. 

Ashley Pierce, junior at-risk 
prevention major and member of 
Bradley Ambassador's leadership 
board, said the idea for the bucket 
list came from previous years' list 
of 10 things to do before gradu¬ 
ation.

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New shuttle service on campus offers more destinations

Students now have one more 
option for off-campus bus trans¬ 
portation than the Peoria Charter 
bus service. 

Lincolnland Express (LEX) 
shuttle service added the Michel 
Student Center to its pick-up and 
drop-off locations. 

'The owner [Bob Frazier] has 
been wanting to [add service to 
Bradley] for a long time, we just 
had to work it into our current 
routes," Head of Reservations at 
LEX Trinity Brock said. 

Other destinations include 
downtown Chicago, Chicago 
O'Hare Airport, Midway 
Airport, Bloomington, 

Springfield, Carbondale and 
Indianapolis. They offer service 
to other college campuses as well 
including University of Illinois 
Champaign-Urbana, Eastern 
Illinois University, Southern 
Illinois University-Carbondale 
and Illinois State University. 


"We offer a lot of services that 
Peoria Charter doesn't offer," 
Frazier said. "Such as service to 
the Chicago suburbs and down¬ 
town Chicago." 

Shuttle service at some loca¬ 
tions, including Bradley, is on an 
as-needed basis, meaning that 
unless someone makes a reserva¬ 
tion, the shuttle does not come to 
sit in front of the student center. 
People can make reservations by 
using the website or by phone. 

This does not mean that walk- 
ups are not welcome. If there is 
a shuttle sitting in front of the 
student center that has room on 
it, anyone can ride, Frazier said. 

Service to downtown Chicago 
is at Union Street Station, and sub¬ 
urbs include Joliet, Woodridge, 
Northbrook, Old Orchard, Tinley 
Park and both Oakbrook Mall 
and Woodfield Mall. 

LEX offers service to the sub¬ 
urbs every day of the week and 
is working on extending its shut¬ 
tle service to St. Louis. 

"I'm very pleased with the 


response I've received from 
students through the website," 
Frazier said. 

The online system LEX uses 
allows passengers to create an 
account to save time for return 
customers. The system allows 
people to load money onto their 
online account for later trips if 
they want. 

"Parents can go on [the web¬ 
site] and put money on their stu¬ 
dent's account and make reser¬ 
vations for their student," Brock 
said. "Anyone can use it, but 
students and their parents use it 
most often." 

Students get a $1 discount on 
their ticket price, which changes 
depending on how many people 
are on the shuttle. If there are 
more people on the shuttle, the 
less the price of an individual 
ticket will be, every tenth ride 
is free.

Secondary education majors are history following curriculum change

A curriculum change for social 
studies and history secondary 
education majors was approved 
by the faculty senate last Thursday 
evening. A major in history sec¬ 
ondary education will no longer 
be available. 

"We are combining the best of 
both programs," said Dean Cantu, 
chair of the teacher education 
department. "We are taking the 


breadth of preparation from the 
social studies program and com¬ 
bining it with the depth of prepa¬ 
ration in the history program." 

The change will affect incoming 
freshmen, who will not have the 
option to major in history second¬ 
ary education, only social stud¬ 
ies secondary education. Students 
already in the program will have 
the option to switch but will not be 
required to and can still finish in 
the history program if they choose. 

"I do not think I will switch, but 


I would be more inclined to take 
different classes offered through 
the new major," said junior history 
secondary education major Adam 
Grosman. 

Efforts to change the curricu¬ 
lum in both the history and edu¬ 
cation departments have been on 
going for years. 

"We've been talking about it 
for two or three years but the actu¬ 
al change has been in the works 
for about a year," said Stacey 
Robertson, the chair of the history

department. 

Because the plans have been 
discussed for years, many people 
have had a significant impact on 
the planning and executing of the 
change. 

"John Williams, the former 
chair of the history department, 
and Stacy Robertson, the cur¬ 
rent chair, have helped to draft 
the plans for the revised major," 
said Cantu. 'The teacher educa¬ 
tion department has been working 
very closely with the department 
of history." 

The change was drafted in 
response to surveys of advisers 
from high schools and middle 
schools as well as changes in 
national standards. 

"The [school districts] want 
someone who has the[wide extent] 
of preparation, but they want them 
to be really strong in history," 
said Cantu. "People coming out 
of school with a degree in social 
studies have a very good chance 
that they will be teaching history." 

The National Council for the 
Social Studies has a set of stan¬ 
dards for college requirements. 
Colleges which meet the standards 
get national recognition from the 
NCSS. 

"I think it's going to be a fan¬ 


tastic change," said Robertson. 
"Students will have a terrific blend 
of classes including economics, 
political science and sociology in 
addition to the history foundation 
which is going to give students 
what they need to be marketable 
and really have a great knowledge 
base to be excellent teachers." 

The changes are in line with 
new national standards from the 
NCSS, which are reviewed and 
revised every seven years and 
would allow Bradley to continue 
to have national recognition from 
NCSS. 

Senior social studies secondary 
education major Jacob Larson said 
he is optimistic about the change 
in the program. 

"From my experience in the 
social studies program, I fully trust 
the parties involved in the devel¬ 
opment of the new curriculum," 
he said. 'The change will con¬ 
tinue to give future graduates a 
competitive advantage in the job 
market and in the 21st century 
classroom." 

While new classes are still in 
the developmental stages, such as 
a course on the Early American 
Republic, the curriculum change 
should not affect any faculty 
employment.

Garrett Center policy change a positive decision 


Last semester students 
expressed their unhappiness and 
frustration toward the party policy 
of the Garrett Cultural Center. 

Among the rules and regula¬ 
tions that came along with hosting 
an event at the center, there are a 
few specific parts of the policy that 
seem unfair to students. 

Specifically that organizations 
must submit a guest list two days 
prior to the event and that campus 
police must not only be present, 
but the student organization must 
pay them. 

The policy, as stated in "Garrett 
Center policy change secures stu¬ 
dents' wallets," had required host 
student organizations to pay $20 
per hour for each campus police 
officer on duty working the event. 

Several students said that since 
the event is hosted by a student 
organization and takes place on 
campus, then students should 
have to pay. 

In the Dec. 2 article "Garrett 
Center Policy Upsets Students," 
Vice President of the Association 
of Latin American Students 


Marybel Parra argued the policy 
was unfair. 

"'We have to pay $200 plus 
in order to have a party/" she 
said. "'Part of that money goes to 
the [BUPD] when, in reality, we 
shouldn't have to pay them pocket 
change for doing their daily job, 
protecting students.'" 

But recently, students' concerns 
have been acknowledged. Vice 
President of Student Affairs Alan 
Gaisky said the President's Cabinet 
decided to no longer charge stu¬ 
dents for security of on-campus 
activities. This not only includes 
events at the Garrett Center but 
all campus events where security 
would be necessary. 

The change in policy is one 
that shows the value student voic¬ 
es have on campus and the stu¬ 
dents' ability to work with policies 
and administration on campus. 
Reconsidering the current policy 
and deciding the cost of secu¬ 
rity was a university responsibil¬ 
ity and was a smart choice for the 
President's Cabinet. 

Even though last semester 


Bradley University Police Chief 
Brian Joschko said he would like 
to see a campus-wide shared 
responsibility to pay for securi¬ 
ty at student-hosted events, the 
change in policy assists organiza¬ 
tions with limited funds and won't 
deter hosting social or fund raising 
events. 

It also ensures that all student 
events, including ones frater¬ 
nities, sororities, clubs and stu¬ 
dent groups host, will not have 
the concern of funding security. 
Furthermore, it will allow organi¬ 
zations to host fundraising con¬ 
certs, speakers, events and gath¬ 
ers without additional financial 
concern. 

If the change in policy had 
the reverse outcome and the 
President's Cabinet decided that 
paying for security should be a 
shared responsibility, student 
organizations would have been 
unsatisfied, which could have 
caused damage to the relationship 
between the administration and 
students. 

This is certainly a success for 


the student organizations, specifi¬ 
cally those who expressed con¬ 
cerns about the Garrett Center 
policy. 

Although they are appreciative, 
some students have still expressed 
concern about the requirement for 
a guest list. 

The Garrett Center staff said 
the reasoning behind requiring a 
guest list is because of conflicts 
and safety threats caused by stu¬ 
dents, are often non-Bradley stu¬ 
dents, who have attended events 
at the center. 

Student's arguments, though 
valid, disregard the fact that by 
providing a guest list the BUPD 
can better determine how much 
security should be present. 

It's great that student leaders 
have expressed their concerns, and 
made a change. It will be a positive 
change for student organizations. 

It is important that we, as stu¬ 
dents, continue to vocalize both 
positive and negative opinions. 
But sometimes beggars can't be 
choosers.

Supreme Court gives the OK to minor offense strip searches 


While the U.S. Supreme Court 
is focused on whether the gov¬ 
ernment can force people to buy 
health care, it's time to question 
how smart these people actually 
are. 

Monday, the Supreme Court 
ruled with a 5-4 vote that a man's 
civil rights weren't violated when 
he was strip searched after an 
arrest on a minor offense. 

Ladies and gentlemen, say 
hello to your justice system. 

Thus if you are arrested for 
any offense, the authorities are 
allowed to subject you to a strip 
search even if they have no reason 
to do so. 

"Every detainee who will be 
admitted to the general population 
[in jail /prison] may be required 
to undergo a close visual inspec¬ 
tion while undressed," Justice 
Anthony M. Kennedy wrote, who 
voted in favor of the searches. 

Kennedy noted that many peo¬ 
ple detained for minor offenses 
could turn out to be dangerous 
criminals. He pointed toward the 


Oklahoma City bomber, who was 
first arrested on driving without 
a license plate and later a terror¬ 
ist involved in the 9/11 hijacking 
was ticketed two days before for 
speeding. 

I guess littering is a telltale sign 
for the area's next serial killer. 

Remember the Fourth 
Amendment that guards 
Americans against unreason¬ 
able searches and seizures? It's 
the main reason why police are 
required to get a warrant to search 
through somebody's belongings. 
Apparently, that doesn't extend to 
keeping your clothes on. 

And these are the people that 
get to decide the law of the land? 

Justice Stephen G. Breyer, who 
voted against the searches, wrote 
that the searches were "a serious 
affront to human dignity and to 
individual privacy." 

The Supreme Court ruling 
arose from the arrest of Albert W. 
Florence from New Jersey in 2005. 
He was in the passenger seat of his 
BMW, with his wife driving, when 


a state trooper pulled them over 
for speeding. He had an outstand¬ 
ing warrant for an unpaid fine 
(although the information was 
wrong and he had already paid 
it), and he was arrested and sub¬ 
sequently strip searched in prison. 

It's enough to have me walk 
through the fancy metal detectors 
and take the occasional pat down 
from the TSA at the airport, when 
I still read about the periodic knife 
or gun slipping through security. 
But if I have a parking ticket, the 
police are justified to strip search 
me? 

What's Justice Kennedy's 
response? "Gangs do coerce 
inmates who have access to the 
outside world, such as people 
serving their time on the week¬ 
ends to sneak things into the jail," 
he wrote. 

So I should be willing to drop 
my pants because I might be a 
lackey for gang members in jail? 

"Even when carried out in a 
respectful manner, and even 
absent any touching, such searches 


are inherently harmful, humiliat¬ 
ing, and degrading," Breyer wrote 
in the dissent. "I have found no 
convincing reason indicating that, 
in the absence of reasonable suspi¬ 
cion, involuntary strip searches of 
those arrested for minor offenses 
are necessary in order to further 
the penal interests mentioned. 
And there are strong reasons to 
believe they are not justified." 

Before their ruling, strip search¬ 
es were forbidden by statutes in at 
least 10 states and at odds against 
many international human rights 
treaties. 

Next time the police stop by 
your apartment due to a noise 
disturbance, get ready to disrobe 
thanks to the morons in the robes.

One of the most fruitless endeavors 
in being a music fan is to try to follow 
buzz bands. Breaking on the blogosphere 
before slowly ending up in commercials, 
movie trailers and seeping into your 
subconscious, these groups roar onto the 
scene before fizzling out quickly, like the 
world's worst firework. 

The last few years have been a 
dumping ground for these groups. 

Whether it was The xx. Bat for Lashes, Girls 
or Sleigh Bells, these groups usually put 
out a single, beloved album before fading 
from consciousness and being forgotten 
by the masses. I'm not saying these groups 
are bad. By all means, I liked what all of 
the above groups released, but they have 
an expiration date and it's going to leave 
nothing but a bad taste in your mouth 
when you revisit them. 

This is why I have some concern for 
Tanlines. After coming together in 2008, the 
NYC duo released their first official album, 
aptly titled "Mixed Emotions," a few weeks 
ago to massive critical acclaim. That being 
said, I find it dull, repetitive and expected. 

Independent rock has been struggling 
to survive the damage done to it by 
over saturation in the mid 2000s and to 
survive, most of them turned to gimmicks. 
Tanlines is no exception, cramming so 
many electronic effects into tribal drum 
and bongo backed beats that it plays 
like a combination of TV on the Radio 
and Animal Collective at their most self- 
indulgent. 




That being said, some of the songs 
are sure to jump at listeners. "All of Me" 
is a great, extremely tight chunk of head¬ 
banging acid house mixed with a touch 
of dubstep and the spoken word-meets 
baritone crooning of LCD Soundsystem. 

It's sure to be something of a hip club hit in 
the vein of MGMT's "Kids." Likewise, "Yes 
Way" manages to mix earnest emotion with 
a beat that you can't help but dance to. 

The problem comes in the form of a 
lack of nuance. Tanlines borrows heavily 
from all of the bands listed above, whether 
it's in song style, pacing or eclectic 
instrument use. They even go so far as to 
actively steal the chorus of The Beach Boys 
classic "I Know There's an Answer," for 
their not even subpar electric death march, 
"Lost Somewhere." 

I felt like I was going back through 
a lot of my favorite records of all time 
while listening to Tanlines but instead 
of feeling nostalgic, it felt exploitative, 
calculated and capitalistic. While this sort 
of musical swiping is sure to land a deal 
soundtracking an episode of Jersey Shore , 
it doesn't deserve to sully your iPod or be 
remembered in six months.

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At the end of its first season. The Killing 
alienated many of its viewers with its 
plot developments. The drama about the 
investigation of a murdered teenage girl 
revealed that its big discovery never actually 
happened and that many pieces of evidence, 
up to that point, were red herrings that went 
nowhere. 

Now, with last Sunday's two-part premiere 
"Reflections/My Lucky Day," the show 
continues to spin its wheels but not go anywhere 
in a disappointing and boring way. 

The Killing focuses on Detective Sarah 
Linden, played by Mireille Enos, the lead 
investigator into the murder of teenager Rosie 
Larsen, who was found in the trunk of a 
submerged car in the first episode of the series. 
What should be a compelling and exciting police 
drama that bypasses the standard procedural 
route is unfortunately bogged down in other 
plot points that aren't nearly as interesting as the 
writers want them to be. 

Since this is serialized television, the show 
obviously doesn't simply focus on the murder 
of a teenage girl. There are conspiracies and 
political schemes, which of course all tie back 
to the murder. Every action is carried out by 
characters that you will quickly lose interest in. 

Over the course of an hour-long episode, 
not much happens for the first 50 minutes. After 
the final commercial break is when anything of 
value occurs. 

This is a miniseries storyline put into 15 
episodes (so far), with no real end in sight. 

When only a tiny bit of new information is 


revealed about the central plot after two hours, 
it continues to be clear that this show will be 
stretched out until AMC ends it, at which point 
the final answers to all the questions will likely 
be uninteresting. Maybe if something exciting 
happened, it would still be worth watching 
week-to-week. 

But more than anything. The Killing is 
boring. The series has no sense of humor, 
something that 7 s required in a serialized drama. 
Shows like The Sopranos and Breaking Bad, which 
never back down from violence, still have some 
darkly funny moments that don't seem out of 
place among any tense scenes. The Killing stays 
away from any sort of humor at all, taking 
out any real personalities from the characters. 
They have dry conversations about the plot, 
sidestepping any opportunities for character 
development. 

The Killing is frustrating since what's 
presented on screen isn't necessarily bad, but it's 
just been done before on many other shows. The 
actors, especially Enos, are all very good, even if 
their characters aren't that interesting. The show 
is perfectly shot, with a dark tone that presents a 
gloomy feeling over all the action. 

Good cinematography and acting can't 
help an uninteresting story that seemingly will 
never end. And when a show makes some of its 
already dull moments turn out to be completely 
unnecessary, it's really hard to care about where 
it's all going to end.

retary, he received 561 votes of 
the 771 votes need to win. Junior 
candidate Daniel Shanley, who 
received 343 total votes, won a 
spot in the run-off election for the 
position.

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Chicago Bulls are 
surprising without Rose

If you had told me the day the 
NBA lockout ended, that come 
April the Chicago Bulls would 
sport the best record in the league 
despite missing MVP Derrick Rose 
for 21 games, Rip Hamilton only 
taking to the court 17 times, and 
Luol Deng missing nine games, I 
would have thought you could not 
possibly be serious. 

Yet that is exactly the case as 
the Bulls charge towards the end 
of the regular season and into the 
playoffs. Not only do the Bulls 
lead the league in victories, but 
also have the largest scoring dif¬ 
ferential, allow the second fewest 
points per game, and have the best 
road record in the NBA. 

They have exceeded all expec¬ 
tations, given the absence of three 
of their greatest offensive weap¬ 
ons. I believe it speaks to the effec¬ 
tiveness of coach Tom Thibodeau 
and his staff, and gives credence to 
the notion that Thibodeau should 
absolutely be the first person to 
ever repeat as Coach of the Year. 

The evidence is on the court, as 
remarkably the Bulls have com¬ 
piled a 14-7 record without Rose. 
The Bulls face many formidable 


foes in the Eastern Conference, 
none more talented than the 
Miami Heat. 

By now, most are aware of the 
talents that were taken to South 
Beach, and the results have been 
impressive. With nearly 100 victo¬ 
ries since the start of last season, 
and a playoff exit handed to Rose 
and Co. that no Bulls fan will soon 
forget, the Heat have made their 
presence known. 

LeBron James, Dwayne Wade, 
and Chris Bosh all pose individual 
difficulties for the Bulls. Not to 
mention an improved support¬ 
ing cast highlighted by additions 
such as defensive specialist Shane 
Battier, rookie Norris Cole, and 
a healthy Udonis Haslem. I have 
seen no evidence to support the 
notion that the Bulls as currently 
comprised could beat the Heat 
in a seven-game series. The clos¬ 
est thing anyone has to compare 
resulted in a 4-1 series loss for the 
Bulls last May. 

This does not even touch on 
the challenge that lies in what¬ 
ever team emerges out west. The 
Oklahoma City Thunder proved 
they can certainly beat the Bulls 
without Rose, and they are as good 
of a defensive team as the Bulls. 
They will have trouble stopping 
Russell Westbrook, Kevin Durant, 
James Harden, Serge Ibaka and 
the championship experience 
of Kendrick Perkins and Derek 
Fisher. 

Even outside of the Heat and 
Thunder, the Bulls will not make 
it through the playoffs unchal¬ 


lenged. The Indiana Pacers and 
Philadelphia 76ers have both 
posed serious matchup problems 
at times, exemplified in Bulls loss¬ 
es Jan. 25 and Feb. 1 respectively. 
In both losses, the Bulls never 
reached 45 percent shooting and 
were outrebounded. Along with 
the fact that one can never count 
the wizened Boston Celtics out 
as they have taken control of the 
Atlantic Division behind a five 
game winning streak recently. 

The point is it has been great 
seeing the near constant effort 
the team gives Thibodeau night 
in and night out with Rose sit¬ 
ting. But that does not mean fans 
should even think for a second the 
Bulls stand a chance in the playoffs 
without Rose. It goes much deeper 
than missing his 23 points and 
eight assists a night along with an 
apparent never-ending supply of 
clutch moments. His will to win 
and refusal to give up on any play 
or game is what drives this Bulls 
team. 

Rose has what we all know 
Jordan had, what we think Lebron 
lacks and what we have seen Kobe 
display. Rose wants to win at all 
costs. Always. The point is, with 
Rose, the task of winning a cham¬ 
pionship is difficult. Without him, 
it's seemingly unfathomable.

Zimmerman charged with murder 

The special prosecutor in the Trayvon Martin case 
went for maximum Wednesday, bringing a second- 
degree murder charge against George Zimmerman, 
the neighborhood watch volunteer who shot the 
unarmed teenager. 

Zimmerman was jailed in Sanford, the site of the 
Feb. 26 shooting that began the nationwide debate 
over racial profiling and self-defense. He has a charge 
that carries a minimum of 25 years in prison and a 
maximum sentence that could put him in prison for 
life. Mark O'Mara, Zimmerman's new attorney, said 
Zimmerman will plead not guilty and will invoke 
Florida's "stand your ground" law, which gives people 
wide leeway to use deadly force without having to 
retreat in the face of danger. 

The prosecutor's decision followed a 45-day 
campaign by Martin's parents to have Zimmerman 
arrested, despite his claim that he shot Martin in self- 
defense.

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Pepsi contract comes to a close; Coca-Cola a possibility

Cross your fingers, Coca-Cola 
fans: the university's contract with 
Pepsi is coming to an end. 

"The university controls pour¬ 
ing rights to the campus, and 
we've gone with Pepsi for awhile," 
said Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna. "After we 
work through the dining services 
contract at the end of this year, we 
will turn our focus to the pouring 
[and vending] rights." 

Anna said a final decision may 
not be made until the middle of 
next school year. 

"We are going to look at the full 
array of our options and get feed¬ 
back," he said. "Soda consumption 
has declined, so you also look to 
health drinks and juices that go 
along with the brand." 

Shifting to another brand 
would make certain products 
unavailable, however. 

"If you're a Mountain Dew fan, 
you want to drink Mountain Dew, 


not an off-brand. And Mountain 
Dew is Pepsi," he said. "Most peo¬ 
ple have a preference to a product 
or an array of products, and you'd 
prefer not to lose that." 

Anna said Bradley has been a 
predominantly Pepsi campus. 

"Probably for the better part of 
ten years we have vended Pepsi," 
he said. "At one time we sold both 
Pepsi and Coca-Cola products, but 
we sold them both out of Pepsi 
machines." 

Another point to consider, 
Anna said, is a shift toward conve¬ 
nience stores. 

"We beef up convenience store 
availability, and vending becomes 
less of a puzzle piece on campus," 
he said. 

The final decision will include 
input from a variety of sources, 
including students, administration 
and the dining services. 

"Our bottom line is always stu¬ 
dent interest, but we also want 
the decision to be cost-effective," 
Anna said. 

Student opinions showed that 


the rivalry between the product 
lines is strong. 

"I'd pick Coke," said junior 
German major Avrien Anderson. 
"You can only get Pepsi on this 
campus and it's so frustrating. I 
don't drink Pepsi because it has a 
weird after-taste." 

Junior accounting major Amy 
Stramich also said she was a Coke 
fan. 

"I like the taste of Coke better 
and Coke has Sprite, which is a lot 
better than Sierra Mist," she said. 

Freshmen AEP major Daniel 
Giron and junior accounting major 
Chaunice Allen said they were 
pro-Pepsi. 

"I'm not much of a Coke guy 
anyway, and [the Pepsi product] 
Brisk is the best," Giron said. 

Allen said Pepsi is the trendier 
option. 

"[Pepsi] tastes better because 
it's sweeter than Coke," she said. 
"I also think Pepsi is young. Coke 
is classic, but Pepsi is modem."

A resolution proposing an of 
increase lighting and safety to 
streets of off-campus residences 
was unanimously passed during 
Student Senate's general assembly 
meeting on Monday.

Student Senate City and Local 
Affairs Chair Senior Ty Allemen 
and Justin Reeg, the campus safe¬ 
ty chair, have met with local com¬ 
munity officials and brainstormed 
ways to bring more safety to off- 
campus residences. 

"I'm really just happy to have 
gotten this piece of legislation 
passed," said Allemen. "It just 
goes to show that any student can 
make a difference on this campus, 
whether they a first year student, 
or a senior with one foot out the 
door. Also I believe through all 
of the work Justin and I have 
done, whether it be working with 
members of the city government 
or the neighborhood associations, 
will help foster a better relation¬ 
ship between student body and 
the residents of Peoria. 

Together, Allemen and Reeg 
agreed that not only should light¬ 
ing be improved, but emergency 
safety posts should installed on 


several streets located South of 
campus. 

Together they drafted the reso¬ 
lution of locations they would 
like to see both emergency safety 
posts and an increased amount 
of lighting. The resolution rec¬ 
ommends that a committee, 
consisting of members of the 
student body, the administration, 
the Moss-Bradley Residential 
Association, the Bradley 
University Police Department and 
the City of Peoria be composed in 
order to determine the feasibility 
of improving safety on off-cam¬ 
pus streets. 

As part of the resolution, it is 
suggested "that the commission 
has a tangible plan to implement 
these actions by December 31, 
2012 ." 

In determining feasibility, 
Allemen and Reeg suggest the 
committee considers improv¬ 
ing street lighting, by replacing 
or adding new light poles, and 
installing emergency safety posts. 

"They're going to look at a lot 
of factors," said Alleman during 
Monday's general assembly meet¬ 
ing. "They're the experts and they 
are the ones with the equipment 
and tools they need, we're just 
giving them an outline to work 
with, it's up to them to accept it 


and look into it." 

As far as funding the project, 
Reeg said during Monday's gen¬ 
eral assembly meeting that light¬ 
ing would be taken care of by the 
city of Peoria, but the emergency 
safety poles would most likely be 
a financial responsibility of the 
university." 

"The cost of the [emergency] 
light posts will most likely be 
from Bradley," he said. "But if we 
can put turnstiles in the library 
for safety they can probably 
afford light posts." 

As stated in the resolution: 
"Bradley University is a large 
stakeholder in the surrounding 
off-campus community . .. and is 
located in a an urban area where 
the city's crime index (448.6) 
is significantly higher than the 
national average (319.1) as of 
2010, according to data provided 
by the city of Peoria." 

'There have been longtime 
concerns that off-campus lighting 
has been insufficient, especially 
from a safety perspective," said 
Reeg in last week's article "Senate 
aims to improve off-campus 
safety, lighting." " I think that 
this project can have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on helping to deter 
crime that could take place in the 
future."

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Fraternity hopes to bridge gap between councils

A new organization has recent¬ 
ly been granted membership in 
the Interfratemity Council with 
the goal of enhancing Greek unity 
across campus. 

Kappa Alpha Psi Fraternity, Inc. 
was unanimously voted as a pre¬ 
liminary member of IFC on April 2. 

At a national level, Kappa Alpha 
Psi has dual membership in two 
governing bodies of Greek life, the 
National Pan-Hellenic Council and 
the National Interfraternity Council, 
therefore giving Kappa Alpha Psi the 
ability to become a member of both 
councils on campus. 

"Having dual membership in 


both is a good idea for just to bridge 
the gap between the NIC and NPHC 
communities and promote Greek 
unity," said Vice President of Kappa 
Alpha Psi Chris Stephens. 

Jesse Koch, the associate director 
of fraternity and sorority life, said 
he thinks the fraternity's decision 
to obtain dual membership made 
sense. 

"They have the same mission and 
values and this will help increase 
collaboration, develop friendships 
and relationships," he said. 

As part as IFC's membership pol¬ 
icies, all chapters must hold an aver¬ 
age GPA of 2.5. Kappa Alpha Psi does 
not meet the GPA requirement and 
as a result was only granted prelimi¬ 
nary membership. If they achieve a 


2.5 GPA this semester, the organiza¬ 
tion is eligible for full membership 
in the fall. 

Even with preliminary member¬ 
ship and the inability to vote, Kappa 
Alpha Psi is still able to voice their 
opinion, attend council meetings 
and events as well as serve on com¬ 
mittees. 

"We will be studying and we are 
revamping study tables [to raise 
the GPA]," said Kappa Alpha Psi 
President Aaron Griffin. "We also 
have started a program to tutor kids 
and help them study. This has moti¬ 
vated the brothers academically 
because we don't want to tell [the 
kids we are tutoring] to achieve aca¬ 
demically and study when we are 
not doing that ourselves." 


Through dual membership, 
Stephens said he hopes it will bring 
both communities together. 

"In a way, all the Greek hous¬ 
es are separated," he said. "Being 
a member of both councils will 
increase collaboration and uplift the 
campus." 

IFC President Walter Prescott 
said he believes, through develop¬ 
ing individual friendships between 
both councils, they will see signifi¬ 
cant results. 

"A lot of councils have pushed 
for Greek unity," he said. "As well as 
awareness and participation in each 
other's events. We're going to do our 
best to get our councils to support 
each other and develop relation¬ 
ships." 


In addition Kappa Alpha Psi, 
Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity, Inc. 
also has dual membership in both 
the NIC and NPHC councils. Both 
Stephens and Griffin said they 
would encourage the fraternity to 
seek membership in IFC. 

"I think it's important to progress 
this gradually," Prescott said. "You 
have to do it the right time. Kappa 
Alpha Psi felt it was the right time 
for them, but it's up to [the chapter 
of Alpha Phi Alpha] to decide if it's 
right for them. We're happy to have 
Kappa Alpha Psi and we are always 
looking to expand." 


Professor participates in St. Bafdrick's philanthropy event

The latest buzz around campus 
is about Danielle Glassmeyer, an 
English professor who shaved 
her head yesterday for the St. 
Baldrick's Foundation event on 
campus. 

The event, mainly organized by 
Pi Kappa Alpha Fraternity, started 
in 2000 when three reinsur¬ 
ance executives tumeS their St. 
Patrick's Day party into a head 
shaving benefit to raise money for 
children with cancer. Bradley's St. 
Baldrick's organization had a goal 
to raise $25,000, and 40 partici¬ 
pants are were willing to let go of 
their locks. 

"I heard about this 15 years ago 
through family who participated 
out east," Glassmeyer said. "A 
few years ago, I heard about it [on 
Bradley's campus]. I wanted it to 
be a challenge that would gener¬ 
ate serious contributions." 
Glassmeyer, who has donated her 
hair to Locks of Love in the past, 
had her head shaved by one of 
her English students yesterday in 
Olin Quad. Glassmeyer set a goal 
to raise $5000, and is still hoping 
for online donations even though 
the event is over. 

"I'd rather set [my goal] high 
then low," she said. "I figured out 
that we have about 500 faculty 
members. If everyone put in $10, 
there would be a chance [of reach¬ 
ing the goal]. It's not breaking 
anyone's bank." 

Glassmeyer said she was inspired 
to go bald mostly by her niece, 
Brenna. 

"I have a 17-year-old niece who 
had childhood leukemia," she 
said. "Now she's 12 years post¬ 
chemotherapy. I wanted to try to 
say something about how happy I 
am that she's with us." 

The Body Project, a Bradley orga¬ 
nization promoting healthy body 
image, was also an inspiration for 
Glassmeyer. 

"I wanted to start discussions on 



why we have a par¬ 
ticular expectation 
about how particular 
bodies should look," 
she said. "[Women 
who have illnesses 
and are bald] have 
this layer of shame. 

I want to contribute 
to the discussion of 
why we have that 
shame and embar¬ 
rassment over hair. 

I'm anticipating 
strange looks at 
the grocery store. 

But this is a gesture 
towards women and 
children who don't 
have the choice [to 
be bald]." 

Glassmeyer said she hopes she 
can reach her goal of $5000 
through online donations after 
the event, but said the action 
of shaving her head has a big¬ 
ger impact than money. She has 
nearly $1900 as of Wednesday. 
"It's okay if I don't get to my 
goal [on Thursday]," she said. "I 
just want to spread the word for 
professors or other females to do 
it in the future." 

Rachel Tuma, a family friend 
of Glassmeyer's, is a registered 
nurse at OSF St. Francis who is 
also participating in the event 
after hearing about it from 
Glassmeyer. 

"[Tuma] will reach out far 
beyond Bradley," she said. "It's 
an exciting and hopeful thing, 
that it will get out to the com¬ 
munity to folks who are nearby 
but don't know about it." 

Despite St. Baldrick's tagline of 
its participants being heroes, 
Glassmeyer said the title wasn't 
her motivation. 

"I'm not stepping up to be a 
hero," she said. "I'm making a 
gesture that has the potential to 
make a ripple effect."

Bradley will host the American 
Society of Civil Engineers National 
Conference of the Great Lakes 
2012, an engineering competi¬ 
tion for civil engineering majors 
throughout the Midwest. 

The yearly conference will 
feature various competitions on 
April 20, in Eureka at Eureka Lake, 
and April 21 at the Renaissance 
Coliseum. 

Because of the popularity of the 
event and the interest from stu¬ 
dents across the Midwest, ASCE 
Conference Chair Karla Blanco 
said they are anticipating a good 
turnout. 

"We're expecting about 550 
[people]... from 17 other schools. 


such as Northwestern University, 
Purdue University and University 
of Illinois," she said. 

Because of the large number of 
schools involved, this is the first 
time in over a decade that Bradley 
will host the event. 

"I only know of one other time 
[Bradley hosted] and it was 15 
years ago," said Blanco. "There are 
18 schools that it [the competition] 
will rotate between." 


As part of conference, there 
are seven different competitions 
including concrete canoe, steel 
bridge, geotechnical, wastewater 
treatment, surveying and techni¬ 
cal paper. 

With the opportunity at hand, 
Blanco said they are hoping to 
test students' knowledge and push 
them through a series of differ¬ 
ent contests with other schools' 
programs. 


"We're hoping that they can 
take what they learned in the 
classroom and apply it to real 
world applications through differ¬ 
ent competitions," she said. "It's 
also a chance to network with area 
professionals." 

Each school enters one team 
of students to participate in each 
event. This year 45 Bradley stu¬ 
dents will participate in the week¬ 
end's event. 

Junior civil engineering major 
Chris Ott is one of four team mem¬ 
bers who will participate in the 
geotechnical competition next 
weekend. Ott said he is confident 
that the team will do well. 

"I am looking forward to seeing 
if all the hard work that we put 
into the project pays off and if our 


design works," he said. "As well 
as meeting and networking with 
other engineers." 

Coordinating the event has 
been a combined effort of profes¬ 
sors of the civil engineering and 
construction department, local 
professionals and the Bradley 
ASCE chapter. 

Regardless of the field of engi¬ 
neering or major, Blanco said stu¬ 
dents from all majors are encour¬ 
aged to come to the competitions. 

"We would love more people to 
come and watch," she said.

Students, faculty, staff, and 
alumni are teaming up in the fight 
against breast cancer by participat¬ 
ing in the Susan G. Komen Race 
for the Cure on May 12. 

"We have raised just over $1,500 
and we expect to reach our goal of 
$2,500 through this week's fund¬ 
raiser and the. pink geranium sale 
later this month," said Janet Lange, 
the team captain and executive 
director of continuing education 
and professional development. 

The team currently has around 
40 members and they are encour¬ 
aging members of the Bradley 
community to join. 

"We need a great many Bradley 
students, faculty, staff, alumni and 
friends to sign up for the Race for 
the Cure as runners, donors or 
Spirit Walkers," said Lange. 

This year's Race for the Cure 
is on May 12; the same day as 
Bradley's graduations ceremony. 
While many people will be unable 
to participate due to conflicts with 
graduation, Lange hopes people 
will join the team anyways.

According to the American 
Cancer Society, more than 
225,000 new cases of breast can¬ 
cer will be diagnosed in women 
in 2012 and it is the second 
leading cause of cancer death 
in women.

"We 
may have a sister, mother, aunt 
or friend who is a survivor, and 
many of our Bradley faculty 
and staff members, including 
President Glasser, are breast 
cancer survivors." 

Lange, who is the team cap¬ 
tain, said she has a personal 
stake in supporting breast can¬ 
cer research. 

"I lost one of my closest 
friends to breast cancer at a very 
young age," she said. "I partici¬ 
pate every year in her memory, 
and I hope that Bradley will 
come out strong this year for 
all the breast cancer survivors." 

While much of the support 
for the team comes from alum¬ 
ni, faculty and staff, the team 
relies on support from students 
as well. 

"The STARS in the 
Admissions office will be help¬ 
ing us with a project later this 
month, when the student vis¬ 
its are less frequent," said Lange. 
"Chi Omega is also interested in 
getting involved because breast 


cancer funding is one of the chap¬ 
ter's charities." 

To fundraise, the team is hav¬ 
ing a pink geranium sale to raise 


money for the cause. The preorder 
form can be found on their web¬ 
site, www.bradley.edu/teambrad- 
ley.

Dining overhaul requires greater transparency 


Bradley's current food provid¬ 
er, Eurest, provides every food 
item sold on campus. That covers 
everything from food served in the 
dining halls to chicken sandwiches 
served in the Student Center to 
the pizza sold at Center Court. 
But this year was the last year of 
Eurest's contract to provide those 
services to campus. 

Early this school year, a com¬ 
mittee was formed to examine 
other food provider options. The 
committee is made up of both 
faculty members and students. All 
we know is that they are sup¬ 
posed to give a recommendation 
to President Glasser, who has the 
final say. But the decision process 
has been shrouded in mystery. 

All we have learned has been 
minimal, including generally 
repetitive statements saying that 
yes, the contract is ending and yes, 
they are looking at other options. 

However, this week dining ser¬ 
vice employees received a letter 


from Eurest indicating that their 
contract with Bradley will end in 
June. The letter stated that Eurest 
workers' "employment...will 
end permanently as of June 10, 
2012." The letter also stated, "It is 
expected that a new dining service 
operator will immediately resume 
services previously managed by 
Eurest and in that process may 
interview employees previously 
under contract..." 

A single letter distributed to 
Eurest employees across campus 
revealed more information than 
what has been exposed to the 
student body. Vice President of 
Business Affairs Gary Anna said 
the university will not make a 
statement about the upcoming 
change until contracts with the 
incoming food service provider 
are finalized. But the students 
deserve to know what is going on. 

This is not a decision to be taken 
lightly, and we are not accusing 
the university of making a poor 


decision in leaving Eurest. But the 
manner that administration has 
handled this has been completely 
void of transparency. It's under¬ 
standable that some things, like 
specific business models, have 
to be kept under wraps. But we 
don't even know what criteria the 
committee used in their consider¬ 
ations. 

Students deserve to know 
what kinds of changes are com¬ 
ing to Bradley, especially when it 
involves something that will affect 
every student who eats on cam¬ 
pus. With a new food provider, 
will there be a change in cost? Will 
vegan and vegetarian options be a 
priority? Will food change in the 
Student Center and Center Court? 
Will meal plans change? 

We don't know. 

The process as a whole has 
been vague. According to Anna, 
a final decision will be made by 
the end of May, but that's obvious, 
considering the employees' con¬ 


tracts end June 10. The names of 
the companies, the process and the 
deciding factors are all secretive 
when they don't have to be. 

In addition to the lack of com¬ 
munication from administra¬ 
tion, there has been little student 
involvement. 

If anyone needs to have a voice 
in the university's impending new 
food service contract, it's the stu¬ 
dents. They are the ones who will 
be eating it and paying for it. They 
are the ones who should have a 
hand in deciding what food they 
will be offered for the duration of 
their time at Bradley. 

That, coupled with how heavi¬ 
ly guarded every facet of this deci¬ 
sion has been, makes it seem like 
students have no business know¬ 
ing what will happen with the 
food contract. Considering their 
tuition money funds that cost, 
they deserve more from the uni¬ 
versity than declining to comment.

I heard that ticks are expected to be really bad 
this year because the mild winter didn't kill them 
off. What should you do if you find one, and how 
harmful are they to your health? 

Tick season in Illinois is generally considered April through July 
although a few hang around into the fall months. Ticks are usually 
located on grasses and shrubs and climb onto a person as it walks by. 
They cannot jump or fly so you typically have to come in contact with 
the plants they are on. If you plan on being in a possible tick-infested 
area, such as heavy wooded areas or tall grass and weeds, wear pro¬ 
tective clothing (long sleeves that are light in color, long pants, sturdy 
shoes and a hat) and use insect repellent. 

If you find a tick that has attached itself to you, remove it as 
promptly as possible. The best way to do this is to take a tweezers and 
grab as close to the skin as possible. Gently but firmly pull it straight 
out. Do not twist or the jerk the tick. A common misconception is to 
bum the tick, apply alcohol, lotion or nail polish prior to removing it. 
All of these things will cause more irritation to you than to the tick. 

Ticks can carry a variety of diseases, most recognized include 
Lyme Disease and Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever, but others such as 
ehrlichiosis or tularemia are coming as well. Lyme Disease-carrying 
ticks are currently not found with any frequency in Illinois but if you 
travel to Michigan or Wisconsin, they are found there. All of these 
things can be treated with antibiotics if caught early so if you notice a 
rash or unexplained fever after a tick bite you should see your doctor. 


I get migraines every once in awhile, and I've 
heard that coffee helps. I haven't tried it yet, but 
is that true? 


Yes, but it is not the coffee, it's the caffeine. Caffeine, as most of 
us know, affects the nervous system by stimulating it. We've all used 
it for an eye-opener in the morning or to help with That all-nighter. 
Another property of caffeine is that it constricts or shrinks blood ves¬ 
sels. The absolute cause of migraines is not yet known, however, one 
of many theories involves vessel spasm in the brain. It is thought that 
caffeine, by constricting the blood vessels, helps to prevent or alleviate 
the spasm. Caffeine is found in a variety of products including coffee, 
soda and chocolate. It is also found in the common headache medica¬ 
tion, Excedrin (along with ibuprofen and acetaminophen). Caffeine 
can also create headaches if you use it frequently and then stop, so as 
with most things, use with moderation.

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MINAJ ENTERS THE SOPHOMORE SLUMP

Nicki Minaj has been the "it" girl of rap for about a year 
now, surprisingly by releasing so little of her own music. 
She's had memorable guest spots all over the place, even 
appearing with the boys of The Lonely Island for the far 
too catchy "The Creep," and she's become something of 
a household name. 

It's really strange that she decided to shoot herself 
in the leg with her sophomore album "Pink Friday: 

Roman Reloaded." 

Where Minaj has made a point of being the 
loudest, filthiest and fastest lady MC in the room, 
here, it feels like she's sleep walking through track 
after track of dance-pop that feels like it would 
be more at home on a Katy Perry album or a 
Britney Spears record circa "Toxic."

That being said, the beats are the most fun thing to listen 
to here. I bobbed my head through the back half of the 
record, despite insipid rhymes and dull performances 
from almost everyone. Minaj knows what it takes to 
get her songs played in the clubs and you have to be 
thankful of that if you're going to sit through this 
whole record. 

That being said, Minaj does deliver a few 
memorable rhymes, despite all of her blunders on 
the album. She tears through "HOV Lane," giving 
the sort of raw, manic performance that put her on 
the map. 

On "Right By My Side," she gives the inevitable 
break-up song a couple of great biting lines full of 
remorse, saying "I only argue with him/ when the 
Lakers on/ other than that/ I'm getting my Marc 
Jacobs on."

If you see a poster for Lifetime's new 
series The Client List , you'll probably expect 
it to be the erotic adventures of a high-class 
escort, similar to Showtime's Secret Diary of 
a Call Girl. The advertisements for the show 
almost exclusively feature its star, Jennifer 
Love Hewitt, lying around in lingerie. 

What you'll get instead is a show that 
wants to be sentimental and feel-good but 
falls flat on both attempts, mostly due to 
its flat, uninteresting characters that you'll 
know as much about at the end of the 
episode as you did in the beginning. 

Hewitt plays Riley Parks, an out-of- 
work mom who gets a job as a masseuse 
at The Rub, a parlor where some of the 
clients get more than just massages. Riley 
is surprised by this at first, but due to her 
money problems, she agrees to go along 
with the "extras." 

Her co-workers at the salon have names 
but no personalities, outside of the double 
entendres they drop occasionally. When 
one talks about her tips, she says "The

harder I work, the bigger they get." Riley 
tells another that she has a firm grip after 
shaking hands. "That's why I make the big 
bucks," her co-worker replies. They're not 
funny, just incredibly groan-worthy and 
the only real memorable dialogue from the 
premiere. 

Riley then becomes an amateur 
psychiatrist to a client, helping both he 
and his wife with their marriage in an 
annoying, cloying scene meant to show 
just how good Riley is at this job: she can 
help men physically and emotionally at the 
same time! Because this is Lifetime, we're 
supposed to care and cheer for her, but since 
the character is so uninteresting, there's no 
feeling attached to Riley at all. She's just 
there. 

If all of this sounds familiar, it means 
you watch too much Lifetime. In 2010, 
Hewitt starred in a made-for-TV movie 
with the same name and plot, but different 
characters and a self-contained story for 
a two-hour movie. This series has at least 


a full season of episodes to tell its story, 
though it's not hard to guess what will 
happen over the course of those episodes 
after watching the pilot. 

Hewitt isn't terrible in the role, but her 
exaggerated Texas accent is. Apparently, 
the only way the writers could make their 
characters Texans is to have them say 
"y'all" a lot for absolutely no reason. We 
know nothing else about the characters, 
and the series appears to have no interest in 
developing them any further. 

The Client List isn't even worthy of being 
a guilty pleasure show. Nothing about it 
is fun or sexy or original. Just like most 
everything else on Lifetime, it's something 
that considers itself edgy, but is nowhere 
near as controversial as the network wants 
it to be. 

There's nothing special about The Client 
List , and that is its biggest failure. A show 
like this can't be afraid of holding back, but 
that's exactly what it's doing.

That's where the "C" in GCB comes in. 
The acts of retaliation are never outright 
mean. They include gossip and insults 
through public prayer at church and schemes 
veiled in Bible verses and the Lord's work. 

The ringleader of all this is the pintsized 
power-house that is Carlene Cockbum. 
Blonde, bodacious and always in sky-high 
heels, the church-alite is brought to life by the 
one and only Kristen Chenowith, a Broadjway 
legend from "Wicked," with a hilarious voice, 
excellent comedic timing and a set of pipes 
that could make Aretha jealous. Amanda, 
Carlene and a host of other animated Texans 
make this deliciously soapy parable a must 
watch. 

On a night filled with nothing but crime 
dramas and reality TV, there is certainly room 
for a show like GCB on network airtime. In 
some ways, the show does mock organized 
religion, but it never mocks faith. It points 
out the irony of man trying to play God 
and the dilemma that many people raised 
in religion face when it comes to living in 
modem society. The great thing about GCB 
is that it never tries to be something its not, 
just like Mary Magdalene. That simplicity 
makes it precisely what ABC needs to satisfy 
its Desperate Housewives market. Watch out.

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Library receives new painting and sculpture donations

An anonymous donor donated 
11 sculptures and a painting to be 
displayed inside and outside the 
library. 

"This is the first time in my 


15-year tenure at Bradley that we 
have received such an important 
and large gift of art," executive 
director of the Cullom-Davis 
Library Barbara Galik said. "In 
my experience, art is not generally 
given, which makes this donation 
even more special." 


The works were created by 
three artists all who have reached 
some level of national and interna¬ 
tional prominence, Galik said. 

The painting, by James Winn, is 
titled "The Thicket" and hangs on 
the southeast side of the first floor. 

The sculptures are by art¬ 
ists with ties to Bradley, Nita 
Sunderland and Preston Jackson. 

Sunderland is a retired Bradley 
Professor and Jackson is a Bradley 
artist in residence, the owner of 
The Raven Gallery in Peoria and 
a former professor of sculpture at 
the School of the Art Institute in 
Chicago. 

A collection of dragon sculp¬ 
tures by Sunderland can be found 
on the second and third floors of 
the library, overlooking the atri¬ 
um. Other works by Sunderland 
include a pair of sculptures titled 
"Knight Bound and The Prisoner" 
and "The Woman of Sarajevo," on 
the first floor. 

Outside is another one of 
Sunderland's works, titled "Three 
Women of Ur." The sculpture can 
be found behind the library near 
Bradley Avenue in the center of a 
circle of benches. 

"Nita Sunderland is a former 
Bradley professor and her works 
are highly collectible," said Galik. 
"Her art is displayed outside 
Peoria City Hall and at other pub¬ 
lic places in the community and 
elsewhere.

A collection of original pieces 
by Jackson is also featured in the 
library. Three are near the second 
floor elevator and one is on the 
third floor.

Main Street Commons retains freshmen from pilot program

While Main Street Commons 
will not be home to freshmen next 
school year, the apartment com¬ 
plex was successful in pleasing 
most of the underclassmen who 
called it home. 

"Almost all of the freshmen 
that were part of the Main Street 
program are staying in Main Street 
for next school year," said Greg 
Colwell, general manager at Main 
Street Commons. 

Information about the number 
of 2012-13 leases that have been 


signed has not been released, but 
Colwell said "phase two," or the 
second set of apartments in the 
building, has been moving for¬ 
ward. 

"All of the drawings and every¬ 
thing [for "phase two"] have been 
put together," he said. "We actu¬ 
ally have more leases signed this 
year than last. We are ahead of last 
year's phase." 

Despite the increase in leases, 
Colwell said a few apartments are 
still available. 

"We still do have a couple of 
bunk beds and two bedrooms 
open, but all of our three bed¬ 


rooms are taken," he said. 

Colwell said the loss of fresh¬ 
men in Main Street for next school 
year won't be a big change for the 
apartment complex. 

"It's not too different," he said. 
"It just changes our focus onto dif¬ 
ferent [academic] classes. It's no 
different than last year [with the 
freshmen] in that aspect." 

Freshman mechanical engineer¬ 
ing major Matt Heinrich was one 
of the freshmen in the pilot pro¬ 
gram at Main Street. He said he 
will continue to live there for his 
sophomore year. 

"I'm living here next year 


because I enjoy all of the amenities 
and moving to a dorm and giving 
up all these things would be too 
different," he said. "Plus, living 
here a second year would mean 
that I wouldn't have to haul any 
of my stuff back to my hometown 
because of my 12-month lease." 

However, not all residents will 
be renewing leases at Main Street. 

"No, I will not be living at 
Main Street next year," said junior 
English major Nicole Larson. "I 
feel that Main Street commons is 
a glorified dorm building with 
a kitchen. Yes, having your own 
bathroom and living space is nice. 


but I expected to not be bothered 
with events or the staff entering 
my apartment without notifying 
me. It just wasn't what I expected. 

Larson said the apartment 
wasn't what she had hoped for. 

"It's silly to be paying twice 
what living in a house cost for an 
apartment that isn't very big," she 
said.

Men's track and field returns after 20 years

While most colleges are wor¬ 
rying about which sports to cut, 
Bradley decided to reinstate its 
men's outdoor track and field 
team for the 2012 season. 

The same program that pro¬ 
duced a silver medalist in the 
broad jump at the 1932 Summer 
Olympics is competing for the 
first time since 1992. 

"It's real special to be able 
to bring the traditions back to 
the Hilltop," sophomore Nathan 
Davis said. "It's a good chance 
for us to improve in both in the 
distance events and cross country 
in the faU." 

Bradley will only participate 
in distance events with cross 
country runners and have no 
immediate plans on adding more 
athletes specifically for track. 


"I wouldn't say never, but 
that's not something that is 
on the radar screen currently," 
Athletic Director Michael Cross 
said. "One of the biggest factors 
is that we don't have a facility 
to run. We would have facility 
costs and unless we had a full out 
commitment we're just not going 
to be able to do it. In my opinion, 
it's better to focus on Brings that 
you can do well, as opposed to 
doing things just to fill out roster 
spots."

Robber caught after chase through St. James

An aggravated robbery at Papa 
John's Saturday night ended with 
an arrest after a foot chase through 
the St. James Apartment Complex. 

Employees at Papa John's on 
Bourland Ave. called authorities 
around 1 a.m. to report the rob¬ 
bery.

Clark had continued performing 
even after he suffered a stroke in 2004, which affected 
his ability to speak and walk. 

Dubbed "America's oldest teen," Clark's work 
included "American Bandstand," hosting various 
game shows and founding the Dick Clark Foundation, 
which supplied movies, game and music shows, beau¬ 
ty contests and more to TV.

6-year-old arrested for 
assulting principal 

Police in Georgia defended their decision Tuesday to 
handcuff and arrest a 6-year-old elementary student after 
the school called to report a juvenile had assaulted a princi¬ 
pal and was damaging school property. 

Milledgeville police said they were called to Creekside 
Elementary School last Friday for an unruly juvenile, who 
was allegedly throwing a tantrum. According to their 
report, when the officer arrived, he observed kindergartner 
Saleda Johnson on the floor of the principal's office scream¬ 
ing and crying. The officer said he noticed damage to school 
property and he tried to calm the resisting girl, but ended 
up placing her in handcuffs for "her safety." 

Johnson's mother said her daughter was suspended 
and cannot return to school until August. The 6-year-old 
was initially charged as a juvenile with simple battery of 
a schoolteacher and criminal damage to property, but the 
police chief said the girl would not be charged because of 
her age. Johnson will be monitored by social agencies.

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As retirement nears, Goldin recalls favorite BU memories

After this school year, a man 
who has shaped Bradley with his 
behind-the-scenes work for half a 
century is retiring. 

Ken Goldin, Bradley's Business 
Manager, has been on campus 
for a majority of his life, where 
he started as a custodian in the 
fall of 1958. Goldin also earned 
his undergraduate and master's 
degrees here, and his children and 
several nieces and nephews have 
attended the university as well. 

Currently, Goldin's duties 
include overseeing food service, 
the bookstore, parking, the Student 
Center, St. James and off-campus 
housing. He also represents the 
university on several boards in the 
Peoria area. 

Although he now holds differ¬ 
ent responsibilities, Goldin said his 
favorite past position was working 
with student housing. 

"I was the Director of Housing a 
long time ago," he said. "I enjoyed 
trying to accommodate a little over 
2,000 students. It was satisfying to 
set up roommates and trying to 
get students into their preferred 
dorms." 

While Goldin has held a variety 
of titles throughout his years at 
Bradley, one best kept secret is the 
off-campus work he has contribut¬ 


ed. Goldin represents the univer¬ 
sity in liquor commissions, works 
with the community to set up off- 
campus housing, is involved with 
Easter Seals and roast committees, 
took part in "Save the Madison 
Theatre" movement and is vice 
chairman on several Peoria boards. 

"All of these activities, which 
the university encouraged me to 
take part in, showed the commu¬ 
nity that Bradley was part of it and 
was committed to them," he said. 

A major transformation to cam¬ 
pus throughout the years is the 
expansion of off-campus living, 
Goldin said. 

"I tell kids that I play monopoly 
with real money," he said. "We've 
purchased more than 150 hous¬ 
es and tom down and utilized 
the space. As the university has 
grown. I'm the person who has 
been assigned to go find the land." 

Goldin said a big change over 
the years 'has been the increase 
in material objects belonging to 
students. 

"When students used to [move 
in at Bradley], they would bring 
everything they needed in the 
backseat of their dad's car," he 
said. "Now they need minivans or 
pickups and U-Hauls. They need 
more things for school, includ¬ 
ing electronics. Over the years, 
the university has had to rewire 
the buildings for the increase of 


electronics. The hi-fi 
at one time was the 
enjoyment [of going 
away to college]." 

When Goldin 
was part of Student 
Activities, he said 
putting on concerts 
in the old Robertson 
Memorial Field 
House were some of 
his favorite memories. 

"Until '82 we did 
all the entertaining for 
central Illinois," he 
said. "I really enjoyed 
bringing people to 
Peoria and meeting 
them personally, sell¬ 
ing out the Robertson 
Memorial Field 
House. The commu¬ 
nity really supported 

the activities we put 

// 

on. 

When President Gerald Ford 
stopped at Bradley in the 1970s, 
Goldin said he received a pin with 
Ford's name on it for his involve¬ 
ment in coordinating the event. He 
said it is something he treasures 
very much. 

Vice President for Business 
Affairs Gary Anna said the uni¬ 
versity is not looking for Goldin's 
replacement at the moment. 

"At this time, we are not doing 
a search, but that doesn't mean it 


won't happen later, or that some of 
Mr. Goldin's responsibilities will 
disappear after he retires," he said. 
"They won't. I'll assume them in 
the interim. There's an assessment 
taking place." 

Goldin said he will miss the 
sense of community between 
Peoria and Bradley and the enthu¬ 
siasm from students the most. 

"Each year all of our students 
are more intelligent," he said. "I'm 
proud of this institution and it has 


a wonderful track record. I won't 
be surrounded by young people 
anymore [when I retire], so it will 
be a disappointment." 

Despite his retirement, Goldin 
said Bradley will continue to move 
forward. 

"Being a part of this univer¬ 
sity by being an alum and in the 
administration has given me a lot 
of pride," he said. "The future 
looks very bright for Bradley." 


Attendance high for first Late Night BU Thursday event

Late Night BU hosted its first 
Thursday night event last week, 
and participation from the stu¬ 


dent body exceeded the Wellness 
Center's expectations. 

Director of Wellness Programs 
Melissa Sage-Bollenbach said they 
wanted to see if a LNBU on a 


Thursday night had as much inter¬ 
est as a weekend event. 

"We actually were going to try 
it out last April," she said. "But 
we ended up moving it at the 


last minute. We decided we still 
wanted to try it again this year to 
see if students would come out 
and support a Late Night event on 
a Thursday and clearly they did." 

ACBU Coordinator Crystal 
Rains said part of the motivation 
for hosting a Thursday event was 
because of student drinking. 

"Studies show that students are 
drinking frequently on Thursday 
nights," she said. "So we wanted 
to try a LNBU on a Thursday night 
to see if it would serve our pur¬ 
pose and give students another 
option." 

The exact number of students 
in attendance has not been official¬ 
ly calculated, but Sage-Bollenbach 
said an estimate of 850 students 
attended. The average number 
of students in attendance at this 
year's Late Night events is 1,300. 

"For me that exceeded my 
expectations," she said. "I am 
excited about the turn out and that 
demonstrated that students want 
more Thursday events." 

The event had a military theme, 
one LNBU has not pursued before. 
Bradley's Chapter of the Reserve 
Officers' Training Corps spon¬ 
sored and helped coordinate the 
event, said Director of Student 
Activities Michelle Whited. 

"I thought it went great," she 
said. "Better than I thought it 
would for an experiment on a 
Thursday night and some of it can 
be attributed to ROTC for putting 
the word out." 

Freshman management and 
administration major Dee Barbaro 
attended the event last Thursday 
and said she would go again if 
they hosted another LNBU on a 


Thursday. 

"I liked it," she said. "Less hap¬ 
pens on Thursdays so a lot of 
people went. I thought the theme 
was good too." 

Although the Wellness Center 
saw the first Thursday LNBU as 
a success, they are not planning 
to host another in the near future. 

"Our dates for next year are 
already set," Sage-Bollenbach 
said. "I wouldn't rule out that we 
wouldn't never do it again. But 
knowing that having something 
on a Friday or Saturday draws a 
larger crowd we would probably 
stay with those nights." 

Even though LNBU isn't 
planning on hosting any more 
Thursday events, Sage-Bollenbach 
said she is pushing student orga¬ 
nizations to host more Thursday 
night events. 

"We've been encouraging 
students to host Thursday night 
events for over two years," Whited 
said. "There is a fund set aside 
for student organizations to host 
Thursday, Friday or Saturday 
events and some student groups 
have used it. If a student group 
wanted to host an event, the funds 
are there and any given week we 
need more late night events." 

Sage-Bollenbach said LNBU 
has significantly grown since the 
program began in 2008 and stu¬ 
dents can look forward to fun and 
new themes next year. 

'This year we have had the 
highest average attendance num¬ 
ber," she said. 'That speaks well 
that students enjoy [LNBU events] 
and want to come out. As long as 
they do that I would love to see the 
program grow."

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Behind the scenes with BUPD: Not your average Saturday night 


Fast response time provides comfort

For the first time, my Saturday 
night ended in a police car. No, I 
didn't commit a crime and I wasn't 
arrested, either. I voluntarily agreed 
to ride alongside a Bradley Police 
officer during 



the third shift 
from 11 p.m. 
to 2 a.m. to 
observe. 

This was 
my first expe¬ 
rience in a 
law enforce¬ 
ment vehicle and I wasn't sure 
what to expect. I hopped into the 
sport utility vehicle with Officer 
Matthew Gama, who was friend¬ 
ly and helpful by explaining his 
actions and other procedures. 


"When you're trained you can 
tell when someone says they have 
had three or five drinks that they 
really have had seven to 10," he 
said. "All we ask is to be honest, 
cooperative and tell us the truth. 
Then nothing will happen." 

Qose to 1 a.m., Gama and I 
were driving on the south side 
of campus when a call came in 
reporting an armed robbery at 
Papa John's. Within seconds, 
Gama slammed on the accelera¬ 
tion and turned on the lights and 
sirens. I clenched on to the door 
handle as we swerved through 
the streets making our way over 
to St. James. 

Let me tell you, riding in a 
squad car with the sirens on and 
traffic yielding to you is awesome. 
In my mind, we were about to 
speed into a life-threatening chase

We started off the night rid¬ 
ing through the patrolling bound¬ 
aries, creating a circle around 
Bradley, going as far as the St. 
James Complex, behind Main 
Street Commons and to streets of 
off-campus houses on the south 
side of campus. 

During that time, Gama 
explained that he starts each shift 
looking out for parties and as he 
patrols through the night he is 
looking for open alcohol on pub¬ 
lic grounds (sidewalks, streets, 
etc.), and people who are stagger¬ 
ing and/or under the influence of 
alcohol. He also said he looks for 
people who look like they don't 
belong in the Bradley community, 
which after four-and-a-half years 
at Bradley, isn't hard for him to tell. 

Our first stop of the night was 
on Bradley Ave. Two male stu¬ 
dents were walking eastward 
when Gama spotted that one stu¬ 
dent was carrying open alcohol, 
something I didn't even notice. As 
we pulled over, the student tossed 
a beer can into the grass. Gama did 
not give out drinking tickets, but 
rather asked the male to empty out 
the can he threw in the grass and 
two other beer cans that were in his 
backpack. 

With a new policy instated this 
year, the BUPD is no longer enforc¬ 
ing zero tolerance of underage 
drinking on campus. Gama said 
in past years students used to run 
from the police at parties, lie to 
officers and were scared. He said 
he has even seen students trying 
to escape houses from second and 
third floor windows in fear of get¬ 
ting a drinking ticket. But with 
a relaxed policy about drinking 
on campus, students have become 
more up front and honest to offi¬ 
cers. 

Since August, he has only given 
about 10 drinking tickets. He said 
10 tickets is a high number in com¬ 
parison to other officers, but lower 
than the number of tickets he gave 
in previous years when he gave out 
too many to count. 


where shots would be fired. 

We slowed down as we came 
into the the St. James Complex 
and an officer radioed in that 
the suspect had fled southbound 
through St. James. 

Seconds after that call was 
made, a male matching the 
description of the suspect crossed 
the street in front of the vehicle. 

Gama stepped out of the car 
and ordered the man down on the 
ground. The suspect was hesitant 
for a moment and almost looked 
confused. But just as Gama 
walked closer the suspect took off 
running and Gama did too. 

I watched Gama chase the sus¬ 
pect until they were out of sight, 
curving around the apartment 
complexes. I, on the other hand, 
was too nervous to step out of 
the car. 

It had only been a minute 
before assistance came to the 
scene. I watched as four to five 
law enforcement vehicles swerved 
into St. James traveling in the 
direction Gama and the suspect 
were running. Along with BUPD, 
officers from Peoria County, the 
City of Peoria and the K-9 unit 
were present. 

Although I wasn't able to see 
the chase, I was able to listen 
to the conversations of officers 
on the radio. Within 10 minutes, 
Gama said he "spearheaded" the 
suspect to the ground and with 
help he was put into custody. 

As it turned out, it wasn't an 
armed robbery, but it still puts 
into perspective how dangerous 
campus can be. 

If the suspect was bold enough 
to rob Papa John's, one would 
think nothing would stop him 
from trying to rob any student, 
especially if they are walking 
alone. Although campus may 
seem unsafe, I take comfort in the 
fact that, in under five minutes, 
multiple officers from different 
stations were at the scene.

Routine ride-along took turn for the risky

A Saturday night on cam¬ 
pus takes on a different form 
when you're sitting in a Bradley 
University 
Police 
Department 
vehicle. 

Especially 
when you 
voluntarily 
put yourself 
there. 

I spent my Saturday night with 
BUPD Sgt. Nora Fales on third 
shift, starting the night at 11 p.m. 
I had participated in a BUPD ride- 
along two years ago, and it had 
been a fairly tame night. This time, 
however, I was able to experience 
what happens behind the scenes 
when a robbery near campus takes 
place. 

It was a muggy Saturday night, 
and campus seemed more active 
than usual. Fredonia Ave. was 
especially crowded, so Fales and 
I spent some extra time patrolling 
the area. 

A car with a headlight out 
drove by, but she let it slide. 

"I try not 
to get bogged 
down with 
traffic stops 
on nights like 
this with a lot 
of kids out," 
she said. 

After 23 
years with the 
BUPD, Fales 
has learned 
that students don't always per¬ 
ceive the police as protectors. 

"Some students think we're 
just picking on them, but they 
don't realize that we do all this to 
keep them safe, and to make sure 
we are visible to people who are 
not students," she said. 

We walked to many fraternity 
houses, stopping to speak to mem¬ 
bers of the executive boards. It was 
a preventative measure to notify 
the houses that if the music got too 
loud, members of the surrounding 
neighborhood might complain. 
Even though she did not give out 


any tickets, some students were 
still clearly uneasy when speaking 
with Fales. 

In the course of the evening, I 
noticed there seemed to be a few 
different types of student-officer 
interactions. 

Some students were incredibly 
talkative and told Fales everything 
from when they received their most 
recent drinking ticket to what their 
friends were doing that evening. 
Others fled the area when Fales 
approached a house to talk to the 
members. 

Others would yell insults or 
make obscene gestures as the squad 
car drove by. 

I know what it's like to be on 
the side of the students, avoiding 
eye contact with the officers even if 
you have done nothing wrong, but 
it's different to be in the squad car, 
on the receiving end of those suspi¬ 
cious glances and catcalls. 

"People have the innate fear of 
the police, but we have a job to 
do," Fales said. "I think sometimes 
students think we are just here to 
write them tickets, but we're here 
to protect them." 

That night, I did not see a single 
ticket handed out, but I did see 


what the BUPD does when some¬ 
thing potentially dangerous hap¬ 
pens. 

While driving past the St. James 
Complex just before 1 a.m., an 
alarm rang out through the squad 
car, and I heard someone say over 
the radio, "Armed robbery-Papa 
John's." 

At that point, we were hardly 
a block away from Papa John's 
on Bourland Ave. Fales sped back 
to Papa John's and slammed the 
brakes as an employee ran out. 

"We just got robbed!" he said, 
and we quickly turned around 
when he pointed out that the 


suspect headed right through St. 
James. 

To put the situation in perspec¬ 
tive, I live in St. James. It would 
not be out of the ordinary for me 
to be walking outside my build¬ 
ing after midnight on a weekend. 
In fact, there were a few groups of 
students I noticed watching as we 
raced down the street. The suspect 
was running right past them, and 
I was terrified that he might be 
dangerous. 

But then, like the hundreds of 
"Cops" episodes I have watched 
over the years, I noticed a man run¬ 
ning near the fence with an officer 
just behind him. Fales slammed on 
the brakes, parked the car and ran 
toward the man, yelling for him to 
get on the ground. 

At that point, all I could think 
was that he might have a gun, 
and I should probably sink as 
far into the seat as possible. But I 
watched instead as two Bradley 
officers and two Peoria police offi¬ 
cers tackled the suspect and placed 
him in handcuffs. He looked at me 
yelling something inaudible, and I 
was suddenly immensely grateful 
that the officers arrived on scene as 
quickly as they did. 

The suspect was placed in 
another car and taken to Papa 
John's, where he was positively 
identified as the suspect. After the 
ordeal ended, I watched as two 
officers and a German shepherd 
searched the area for any items the 
suspect may have left behind while 
running. 

I was most surprised with the 
officers' demeanors; they acted like 
anyone else who had been doing a 
job for many years. They were calm, 
going through the motions, mak¬ 
ing conversation with each other. 
Bradley and Peoria police officers 
work closely on many cases, and 
because.of that, it was sometimes 
hard to distinguish between the 
two. 

By the end of the night, I was 
exhausted. But I had a new appre¬ 
ciation for the officers on that late 
night shift; as one officer said before 
dropping me off, "It's only 3 a.m., 
our night is just beginning."

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Honoring beloved Bradley coach is a university effort

Next fall Lydia Moss Bradley 
won't be the only statue on cam¬ 
pus. 

A.J. "Robbie" Robertson, who 
coached football, basketball and 
baseball from 1920 until his death 
in 1946, will have a statue placed 
on the west side of campus near 
the Renaissance Coliseum. 

"I think history is important 
and A. J. Robertson is especially 
important in Bradley history and 
this is a way to keep it alive," 
said Executive Director of Donor 
Relations Kathy Fuller, who is 
overseeing the project. 

Robertson, who also served as 
the athletic director, was a beloved 
and respected coach. He also has the 
most wins as head coach in Bradley 
basketball history with a 316-187 
record. 

"It carries on the tradition that 
people have a tendency to forget," 
said Robertson's son William 'Corky' 
Robertson. "The name will be on 
campus and generations coming up 
can see the statue and ask 'what 
did he do?' and see that he brought 


Bradley to national recognition." 

The bronze statue will be 
revealed to the Bradley community 
during next year's Homecoming 
Weekend. Upon completion, the 
statue will stand at 6-feet tall and is 
expected to weigh 500 pounds. 

The life-size sculpture is being 
created on campus by associate pro¬ 
fessor of sculpture Fisher Stolz and 
adjunct professor Jaci Willis in the 
Heuser Art Center. 

Stolz and Willis said they first 
began planning and sculpting the 
Robertson piece last summer. 

"We went to the Strawberry 
Field Festival in Elmwood last sum¬ 
mer," Stolz said. "We began sculpting 
the armature there so people could 
see the process." 

Stolz and Willis have been work¬ 
ing on the sculpture during spare 
time in between teaching classes 
throughout the week and will con¬ 
tinue working until the unveil¬ 
ing in October. The entire project 
will require more than five molds 
including molds of rubber, plaster, 
ceramic shell and wax. 

Willis said they have gone 
through more than 500 pounds 
of clay so far and it took a week

for Fisher just to add hair to the 
sculpture. 

"I've met with the two sculptors 
and I think they have done a won¬ 
derful job," said Corky Robertson. 
"I tried to indicate some of his man¬ 
nerisms and I think they got them.” 

During the last few years of his 
time on campus, the Field House, 
which served as the arena for men's 
basketball, was being planned and 
constructed. Robertson died before 
the opening of the Field House in 
1949 and it was dedicated as the 
Robertson Memorial Field House 
during the first men’s basketball 
game in the building. 

Since the Field House was torn 


down in 2008 to make way for the 
Renaissance Coliseum, Fuller said 
they wanted to continue to honor 
Robertson. 

"When the Field House came 
down, we were looking for a way 
to continue that dedication," Fuller 
said. 


Corky Robertson said he is 
appreciative of the university's 
effort to honor his father. 

"The family is very humble and 
proud," he said. "It's really a great 
feeling. Not everyone will get a stat¬ 
ue of their father."

The senior class has seen this 
undertaking unfold nearly in its 
entirety. But the incoming fresh¬ 
men may be witness to an entirely

There are some Israeli citizens 
who disagree with their elected 
officials and their statements, 
instead seeking out the Iranian 
citizens directly, conveying pas¬ 
sive messages of peace and love. 

Writers, teachers and graphic 
designers Ronny Edri and Michal 
Tamir are leading a campaign on 
"IsraelLovesIran.com," encour¬ 
aging fellow Israelis to join in 
on the positive conversation sur¬ 
rounding the similarities between 
the people of Jewish and Islamic 
states. 

The website makes a strong 
effort to address all "fathers, 
mothers, children, brothers and 
sisters" of Iran. The campaign's 
leader, Edri, wants them to know 
that "war is not on his radar." His 
artistic creations, containing imag¬ 
es of Israeli citizens advocating 


solution, are finally receiving the 
close inspection they need. 

That doesn't necessarily mean 
Geisert Hall will be knocked down 
to make way for suite-style living;

It's rare that an artist as focused on 
mixing, artistic experimentation and pure 
danceability as Girl Talk comes to Bradley 
and yet, Tuesday at 8 p.m., the mashup 
pioneer will be bringing his own brand of 
radio sampling, bass heavy, genre defining 
experimental music to the Renaissance 
Coliseum. 

Girl Talk, real name Gregg Gillis, has been 
defining the sound of the mashup genre since 
his landmark 2006 album "Night Ripper," and 
he helped to define the idea of sampling music 
in contemporary radio, while embracing pop 
hits of years gone by. 

"Instead of doing one or two songs 
layered on top of each other, I wanted to 
make it more involved, with a lot of different 
music on top of each other," Gillis said. "So, I 
feel, a lot of what I hear sometimes is remixes 
or other people doing mashups, I think it's 
cool to have their own perspective. With my 
particular project, I never wanted to take pop 
music and make it OK for anyone to listen to." 

Gillis takes radio pop seriously, saying 
that he believed that the power of bringing 
a variety of music from several different 
eras makes it easier to show what pop music 
means and how it has changed. 

"In my music, I like to touch on the 
history of pop, the history of radio pop and 
never make it OK to listen to for everyone 
else," Gillis said. "That's kind of the big thing 
for me is that I'm going to sample current 
radio rap and current radio pop and I'm going 
to sample old radio rap and pop. That's been 


the big thing for me. I don't 
want people to hear it and say, 

'well now I can listen to this.' That 
was kind of the idea when I started 
the project, to keep people open minded 
about pop music, particularly in the early 
days I was playing in serious clubs and I 
wanted to bring the pop in. I wanted to say, 
'yeah. I'm playing Madonna and I'm playing 
Hall and Oates,' and I never wanted to be 
confrontational about that." 

That's certainly the case with Gillis' 
work now. On his newest record, "All 
Day," he artfully combines the memorable 
piano solo from Derek and the Domino's 
"Layla," Madness' "Our House" and a 
host of contemporary rap giving a solid, 
irresistible dance beat. It's the kind of energy 
that transfers into perfect, utterly irresistible 
electro that dares you not to have a good time. 

Gillis said that people attending the show 
can expect a concert experience like few others 
at his performance on campus. 

"With the show, we always try to have it 
be a spectacle. I never really came out of the 
scene of playing with DJs at clubs and I think 
as the years have gone on. I've been proud 
of the shows and we always try to raise th£ 
bar and we always try to bring the party and 
bring the spectacle and do something that's 
like no other show around. Y'know, from my 
history. I'm really proud of where the show 
has come from and where it's going and if 
people are into it, we'll take them on a ride."

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For the last four weeks, audiences worldwide have flocked to movie theaters in 
droves to see Gary Ross' adaptation of Suzanne Collins' 'The Hunger Games." This 
young adult novel, like "Twilight" and "Harry Potter" before it, is poised to spark a global 
phenomenon. 

What is it that gives films such as "Hunger Games" this much power? Certainly 
studios have tried to copy the Potter/Twilight formula before, with mixed results. "Percy 
Jackson and the Lightning Thief," 'The Golden Compass" and "Eragon" all attempted to 
turn a strong cult following into box office gold, but to no avail. 

What separates those failed adaptations from the cinematic juggernauts of "Harry 
Potter," "Twilight" and now "The Hunger Games" is the fan base. While several young 
adult series have very loyal followings, they pale in comparison to the readers who make 
the Boy Wizard, Sparkling Bloodsuckers and the Girl on Fire million (or even billion) 
dollar franchises. 

The tween audience lives and breathes young adult sci-fi/fantasy novels. Anxiety and 
hormone-ridden teenagers such as Harry Potter, Bella Swan and Katniss Everdeen act as 
surrogates for their numerous readers, who feel like they are living the adventures of their 
heroes as they read about their larger-than-life exploits. 

As the economy grows worse, producers search for that rare property that attracts 
both men and women of all ages. "Harry Potter" was one of those rare franchises. 
"Twilight" appealed almost exclusively to women, but the husbands and boyfriends who 
were dragged with them to the films contributed greatly to that series' enormous financial 
success. 

Now "The Hunger Games" have come along, and with "Potter" gone and "Twilight" 
ending this year, Katniss Everdeen is ready to become the next big thing in Hollywood. 
Collins' trilogy of post-apocalyptic survival novels has entranced readers on a global 
scale, amassing a fan base large enough and just as loyal to rival the likes of "Twilight" 
and "Potter." 

The presence of a strong female protagonist caught in a love triangle draws in the 
girls, while the unforgiving action, violence and science fiction aspects attract the boys. 
Unlike "Twilight," there's something here for everyone. Guys will go see the movie and 
read the books because they want to, not just to please their lady friends. 

It also helps that "The Hunger Games" is an extremely well-made film that adapts 
the source without betraying the fans, simultaneously introducing casual moviegoers to 
the brilliance of Collins' unique world. Failure to keep the novel's core themes and stories 
intact was what doomed films like "Percy Jackson," "The Golden Compass" and "Eragon" 
into underperforming in theaters. 

However, unlike "Harry Potter" and "Twilight," which had multiple novels to 
maintain a long running franchise, "The Hunger Games" is merely a trilogy. Either 
Hollywood will go the route of the last two franchises and split the finale into two films, 
or they will accept the series is coming to an end and seek out the next big fan-fueled 
phenomenon. 

Whatever the future holds, the fact remains that "The Hunger Games" has won the 
coveted role of the new franchise to look out for, with the odds increasingly in its favor.

CABIN IN THE WOODS’ 

SHINES NEW LIGHT ON

It's rare that a movie 
trailer opts to reveal 
almost nothing about the 
plot of the movie. The 
Joss Whedon produced 
"Cabin in the Woods" 
opts to do directly that 
and is a much stronger 
film as a result. 

Gleefully playing 
with slasher tropes, five 
friends travel out to the 
eponymous removed 
house for a weekend of 
drunken debauchery. 
Each of the friends very 
obviously embodies a 
classic stereotype, with 
Chris Hemsworth of "Thor" 
stealing the show as a sociology 
major who slowly feels himself 
turning into a jockish, sex-crazed 
archetype. 

Viewers always are about two 
steps ahead of the protagonists as 


the world of an underground bunker 
filled with balding office drones 
delight in controlling the fates of 
the homy teenagers. Even this isn't 
everything about the unnamed 
groups and as the film builds to 
a gloriously gory crescendo, their 
mysterious motives become clear. 

"Cabin in the Woods" is going to 
be vastly different things for different 
people. Those who have poured 
over Whedon's oeuvre, particularly 
Dollhouse and Buffy the Vampire Slayer, 
are going to find plenty of nods to 
the shows they love and loads of 
actors returning to play variations on 
their iconic roles. For those versed 
in horror movies from mid '80s to 
present, the movie is a grab-bag 
of often twisted by hysterical pop- 
culture references, with everything 
from "The Evil Dead" to "Scream" to 
"The Ring" to "The Strangers." 

For those looking for little 
more than a straight horror ride.

positions in various Detroit boards 
and clubs. 

Gaisky said Ford fit all the cri¬ 
teria Bradley looks for in a com¬ 
mencement speaker. 

"We look for someone who is, 
in general, well-known to most 
people," he said. "We also want 
someone who is successful in his 
or her professional area. If there 
is a more [well-known] American 
company than Ford, then I don't 
know it." 

Bradley asked Ford to speak 
because of his many endeavors, 
said Shelley Epstein, Vice President 
for Communications. 

"Mr. Ford was asked to be our 
commencement speaker because 
of his many outstanding profes¬ 
sional accomplishments and his 
broad business and academic 
background," he said. 

Senior mathematics major Greg 
Van Asch said Ford will have cred¬ 
ible knowledge on today's econ¬ 
omy. 

'To be honest, I was unaware 
as to who the speaker would be," 
he said. "Knowing it is the chair¬ 
man of Ford, I feel that his address 
to the graduating class could be 
about the state of the economy.

How far will the NHL 
go before cracking down?

The reactions were rampant but 
similar in Chicago. The fans hated 
it, the players hated it and the 
coaches hated it. 

Phoenix Coyotes' forward Raffi 
Torres launched a monster check 
into Chicago Blackhawks' forward 
Marian Hossa, which sent Hossa's 
head straight to the ice, and later 
straight the hospital via an ambu¬ 
lance. The United Center was up 
in arms when a penalty wasn't 
called on Torres, but rather on 
Chicago's forward Brandon Bollig 
for a retaliatory fight after the play. 

How far will the NHL go before 
cracking down severely on play¬ 
ers' sending earth-rattling hits or 
enforcers fighting throughout the 
season? 

Will it take a player being 
immediately sent to the hospital 
on a stretcher and neck brace? Will 
it take a broken neck on the ice? 
Will the NHL wait until a player 
dies? 

Eight suspensions have already 
been dished out in the 2012 Stanley 
Cup playoffs, as of Tuesday night. 
People have already questioned 
NHL disciplinarian Brendan 
Shanahan's idea of illegal hits 
when he suspended Blawkhawks' 
forward Andrew Shaw for three 
games for a hit on Coyotes' goal- 
tender Mike Smith. Yet, Nashville 


Predators' defenseman Shea 
Weber received a $2,500 fine for 
slamming Detroit Red Wings' cen¬ 
ter Henrik Zetterberg's head into 
the Plexiglas. 

"I'm kidding myself if I say I 
understand the way hits have been 
called in these playoffs," Michelle 
Beadle, an ESPN personality, post¬ 
ed on her Twitter page. 

With Hossa's injury, what kind 
of message is the NHL sending 
if it suspends Torres for multiple 
games for a hard hit, but only a 
small fine is given for Weber's 
smash when Zetterberg wasn't 
injured? 

If Hossa gets up, does that 
make the play any less severe? 

Minnesota high school hock¬ 
ey player Jack Jablonski, who 
made headlines across the nation 
when he was paralyzed after 
being checked from behind, was 
just discharged from the hospital 
Wednesday morning, after spend¬ 
ing 111 days there. 

Yes, hockey is a physical sport 
and the playoffs bring up the com¬ 
petitiveness from each team and 
player involved. That's one of the 
great things about the NHL play¬ 
offs. However, at what cost does 
health need be sacrificed before 
the NHL realizes that these play¬ 
ers' lives are in danger? 

"Raffi Torres hit on Hossa is 
sickening, predatory [and] mind¬ 
less." John Buccigross, anoth¬ 
er ESPN personality, posted on 
Twitter. 

I know it's not the popular sen¬ 
timent, but I understand the refer¬ 
ees not calling a penalty on Torres 
during the play. Watching it in 
real-time, it's tough to see Torres 
leave his feet and it looked like he 


drove his shoulder into Hossa's 
chest not head. However, slow- 
motion replays make it look bad, 
and the injury sending Hossa to 
the hospital makes it look worse. 

Thus, I don't blame the refer¬ 
ees as much as the Blackhawks' 
bench does. But I do blame the 
NHL for not being ahead of these 
issues and allowing these types of 
problems to go on. When will they 
catch up with the rest of the world 
and talk about player safety? 

The NFL stepped up to the 
plate, and made their decisions 
on protecting defenseless play¬ 
ers, kickoff returners and quar¬ 
terbacks. Whether you think they 
have gone too far or not, I at least 
appreciate the NFL trying to stop 
the injuries, especially blows to 
the head. 

"The playoffs, not saying just 
based off the hits, it's not real hock¬ 
ey," my sister Nikki Nightengale, a 
high school hockey player, texted 
me Tuesday night. "All they do 
is fight and most of the goals are 
garbage goals." 

Yet, the NHL just turns the 
other cheek. Three enforcers died 
in the offseason after a career of 
punches to the head. Do we have 
to wait to a death on the ice before 
the NHL considers this a problem? 

If the NHL doesn't care about 
the player's health, then who will?

Girl Talk's Tuesday night per¬ 
formance sold 186 tickets on the 
day of the show, but ticket sales 
did not meet expectations. 

Girl Talk, along with Breathe 
Carolina and The Ready Set, 
performed at the Arena for the 
Activities Council of Bradley 
University's Spring Concert which 
sold the lowest amount of ticket 
sales ACBU has seen in recent 
years. 

"I thought it was awesome, 
but the turnout wasn't what we 
hoped," said ACBU President 
Bryant Au. "None of the circum¬ 
stances were in our favor. It is 
unfortunate that the numbers 
don't reflect how good of a show 
it was." 

A total of 885 tickets were sold 
for Tuesday's concert, 585 tickets 
were sold to students, 54 were sold 
to faculty and staff and 135 tickets 
were sold to the public. 

Girl Talk's concert sold 249 less 
tickets than the fall concert, which 
sold a total of 1,134 tickets, 600 of 
them to students, faculty and staff. 

Taking Back Sunday's perfor¬ 
mance sold 55 percent less tick¬ 
ets than the previous show, Jason 
Derulo and Mike Posner last 
spring, which sold 2,516 tickets. 

"It was a good concert," ACBU 
Concert Coordinator Matt Olivero 
said. "I still would have liked to 
have seen more students but we 
did everything we could to market 
the event and spread the word to 
get people out to the show."

There's a plaque in Barbara 
Carraway's office painted a serene 
blue on its wooden frame. The 
back of it displays two columns 
of messy cursive names in pencil 
and pen. 

It was the fall of 1982 and 
Carraway was the new Director 
of Residential Living at Bradley. 
She planned on going to the first 
Lovelace/Sisson Hall staff meet¬ 
ing (now Baker Hall), and when 
she arrived a group of young men 
in suits presented her with the 
plaque. 

"I walked into the hall and all 
of these guys were dressed up for 
the meeting and I thought, 'Oh, 
this is nice,"' Carraway said. "And 
then they gave me this plaque. It 
has always been a treasure to me." 

Carraway has worked with stu¬ 
dents at Bradley for more than 
three decades, serving as a profes¬ 
sional counselor, the Director of 
Residential Living and is currently 
the Executive Director of Student 
Support Services. After this school 
year, she is retiring. 

With 34 years at Bradley, 
Carraway is used to receiving gifts 
and gratitude from the students 


she's influenced. 

"I love getting announcements 
to weddings from people I've met 
from [residential] staff and meet¬ 
ing children of staff members who 
now go to Bradley," she said. 

Working with Student Support 
Services, Carraway said she helps 
students going through rough 
times. 

"I help students with anything 
that keeps them from going to 
class or doing well in class, wheth¬ 
er it's a disability, death in the 
family or illness," she said. "We let 
professors know [what's going on 
with the students]." 

Deborah Fischer, Director of the 
Center for Learning Assistance, 
works for Carraway. 

"Barbara is amazing," she said. 
"She has been such a great mentor 
to me. I have learned how to be a 
better leader and person through 
her advice and actions." 

Carraway is very involved in 
student activities, something she 
said is important with her pro¬ 
fession. She has been a judge for 
Bradley Idol since its inception, an 
advisor to Rotaract and an advi¬ 
sor to a sorority chapter once on 
campus. 

Joyce Shotick, Executive 
Director of Student Development 


and Health & Transitional Services, 
said a search committee conducted 
six Skype interviews with selected 
candidates to replace Carraway. 

"It will be a major challenge 
to find an individual who has the 
breadth and depth of both stu¬ 
dent affairs and academic affairs 
that will ensure student success at 
Bradley," Shotick said. "Barbara 
Carraway has been a tremendous 
liaison and advocate for students 
in need." 

Carraway said she will miss 
being a part of the Bradley family 
the most. 

"My daughter and one of my 
sons went to school here," she 
said. "I got my master's degree 
here. My husband teaches here. 
Bradley is a family for me." 

Fischer said the Bradley com¬ 
munity will miss Carraway as 
well. 

"I enjoy listening to her tell 
stories about spending time with 
students," she said. "She will go 
to lunch, have coffee or just hang 
out with students. She truly loves 
it. Anyone can tell by watching her 
walk across the quad." 

The plaque in her office is a 
reminder of all the support 
Carraway has provided students 
over the years. She said it was a 


blessing. 

"The best thing about my job 
is being there when someone is in 
need, whatever the situation may 


be," she said. "There's a saying in 
residential staff: 'we should make 
a difference'. I hope I did here." 


Summer construction will bring updates to residence halls

Bathrooms and roofs will get 
attention this summer, but cam¬ 
pus housing isn't likely to see 
any major overhauls for another 
decade. 


Executive Director for 
Residential Life and Leadership 
Nathan Thomas said the housing 
consultants, who surveyed stu¬ 
dents earlier this year about what 
they prefer in a campus residence, 
have compiled data about Bradley 
and other comparable institutions. 


"They are putting together pos¬ 
sible plans for the future, and the 
future is more like 10 to 15 years 
from now rather than immediate 
things," he said. "But we are still 
committing to those immediate 
things, like safety and cleanliness 
in housing."

The consultants have created 
scenarios and comparisons, and 
they presented those findings to 
the Board of Trustees on Thursday. 
But as of now, there are no con¬ 
crete plans in place, Thomas said. 

"I imagine the plan for next 
year will be that a more long-term, 
strategic plan is put together," he 
said. 

So even though students won't 
be seeing a brand-new dorm 
building anytime soon, some resi¬ 
dence halls will have noticeable 
improvements by next move-in 
day, Thomas said. 

'To me, looking at long-term 
housing is a real positive for the 
students, and a real positive for 
the university," he said. "But that 
doesn't mean we're going to stop 
upgrading the dorms as they are 
now." 

Thomas said some of the build¬ 
ings to see upgrades will be Heitz 
Hall, Williams Hall and Geisert 
Hall. 

"We're finishing Heitz, and 
it will be available for students 
next year. We have more demand 
for Heitz than we have rooms 
available, and we're losing about 
50 beds with the remodel," he 
said. "We will finish the heating 
and cooling, as well as renovating 
floors two and four. We will be 
done with all that come move-in 
day. That construction will begin 
the second students move out." 

Construction on the Williams 


Hall lounges will continue as well, 
but it will break for finals, he said. 

"Williams' lounges will be fin¬ 
ished during the summer, and the 
work we're currently doing will 
stop on study day, and continue 
after finals," Thomas said. 

And in Geisert, as well as 
other residence halls, bathroom 
improvements will be a main 
focus, he said. 

"In Geisert, we're out for bid on 
redoing the bathrooms. It depends 
on the bid how many floors we'll 
do," Thomas said. "We may do 
all of it, a half, a third, but we're 
committed to beginning bathroom 
work and completing them over 
the next couple years. Across the 
board, our major project will be 
renovating resident hall bath¬ 
rooms." 

Thomas also said Elmwood 
Hall, which was closed this year 
because the extra rooms were not 
a necessity, should be open at the 
start of next year. 

"We anticipate Elmwood will 
be open in the fall," he said. "We 
will be working on the floors and 
the ceilings before it opens again." 

As the university considers 
plans for the future, Thomas said 
students indicated one essential 
component in moving forward. 

"We've continued to see that 
students are very price-conscious, 
and that's something we need to 
maintain," he said.

1. Romney visit gathers community

Mitt Romney visited Bradley on the eve of his win in the Illinois 
Republican primary. Mar. 19. He addressed a crowd of about 1,000 
students, faculty and community members and took questions from a 
handful of people in the audience. 

Romney's appearance was a last-minute decision, and students 
were informed less than three days prior to the event. For hours. 
Founder's Circle was crowded with news vehicles and national press 
personnel as they prepared for the speech. 

That same day, Rick Santorum, who was also running for GOP nomi¬ 
nee, made a stop at Davis Brothers Pizza in East Peoria. 

2. Renaissance Campaign completed 


After three years of construction and more than $161 million raised, 
the Campaign for a Bradley Renaissance is on the eve of its completion. 

The campaign surpassed its original goal by more than $11 million, 
making it the most lucrative fundraising effort in Bradley history. 

The Markin Center, the Renaissance Coliseum, the Main Street park¬ 
ing deck, the renovation and expansion of Westlake Hall and the con¬ 
struction of the Hayden-Clark Alumni Center were all products from 
the campaign. 

Money generated from the campaign was also used for 79 new schol¬ 
arships and $15 million will be used for scholarship assistance. 

The most recent project was the alumni center, opening its doors 
during Homecoming Week. A new quad, located in front of the alumni 
center, was also debuted during the festivities. 

Westlake Hall will open its doors in the fall semester, concluding the 
campaign. 


3. Free condoms available on campus 

Beginning in January, free condoms were available on campus to 
students for the first time. As a result of a Student Senate resolution, 
the president's cabinet voted in October to support and implement the 
resolution, which requested that free condoms be available in residence 
hall offices and in the Wellness Center. 

During office hours, students were able to pick-up one package of 10 
Trojan brand condoms without having to sign-up or provide a student 
ID. 

The program was successful and program coordinators said they had 
few problems. 

This was not the first year that condoms were provided on campus. 
The Wellness Center previously had a program where students who 
attended a Help Empower and Teach sexual education class were able 
to pick up 15 condoms a month for one dollar.

As a result of routine examinations and early detec¬ 
tion, Glasser said she did not need any additional treat- 
ment such as follow-up radiation or chemotherapy. 
Joanne G asser was ^ secon( J ft me the president has been diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer and received treatment for the 
disease. She was first diagnosed in December 2008. 

Even though this is her second time battling a life-threatening disease, 
Glasser said she has never considered stepping down from her position 
as president. 



6. Eurest dining contract expires 

Bradley's nearly 60-year-old contract with Eurest, the university's 
food provider, ended this year. The change means that every food item 
sold on campus will be swapped for other products in June, and the uni¬ 
versity has not revealed if a new company has been selected. 

Eurest currently employs 108 staff members at Bradley. In a letter they 
received April 9, employees were told that the new company Bradley 
chooses may interview former employees to hire "with the intention to 
maintain continuity of services." The contract ends officially on June 10 
of this year. 


It seems like the Activities 
Council of Bradley University 
couldn't catch a break this year. 

ACBU hosted Taking Back 
Sunday, The Maine and The Bad 
Rabbits for the Fall Concert. In 
comparison to the Jason Derulo and 
Mike Posner 2011 spring concert, 
ticket sales dropped by 55 percent. 

In February, ACBU announced 
that DJ Redfoo from LMFAO would 
perform at the spring concert.

Armed robbery calls for instant text alerts 


Shortly after midnight on April 
20, students received a safety alert 
email about an armed robbery at 
Jimmy John's on Main Street about 
an hour before. 

There were two male suspects, 
one who was armed with a revolv¬ 
er and fired a shot inside the res¬ 
taurant. No one was injured, and 
the suspects fled the scene. 

The robbery took place at about 
10:45 p.m. Approximately an hour 
later, students were notified of the 
incident via email. A text message 
was not issued and a campus wide 
alarm did not sound. 

For some students who live in 
Main Street Commons, the rob¬ 
bery took place right next door, 
and the two suspects fled into the 
Bradley community with a loaded 
gun. 

Bradley University Police Chief 
Brian Joschko said in this case, 
there was no imminent threat to 
campus, and therefore, the email 
was enough. 

"When you get a text message, 
it should tell you to do something 
or not do something," he said. 


"The email is more informative." 

It should also be noted, Joschko 
said, that the ForeWarn alert 
includes a PA announcement 
throughout the campus, as well as 
an alert posted on the Bradley web 
site home page. 

Joshcko said he could not tell 
the Scout exactly where the sus¬ 
pects fled following the robbery, 
but that they were running away 
from Main Street. Because the sus¬ 
pects were not running toward 
campus, Joshcko decided not to 
send a text. 

However, the Scout spoke with 
another officer of the BUPD who 
said he believed a text should have 
been sent. 

In some cases, an alert may be 
unnecessary. Too many ForeWarn 
alerts can desensitize the situation 
like they did two years ago, when 
students' reactions to the three 
alerts within a month involved 
more eye-rolling than running to 
safety. 

This, however, was not one 
of those times. At 11 p.m. on a 
Thursday night, students are 


active on campus. Not to men¬ 
tion the lobby of Jimmy John's is 
usually still open for pedestrians. 
Behind Jimmy John's and Main 
Street Commons, on streets like 
Underhill, there is a large popula¬ 
tion of students who live in rental 
houses and apartment complexes. 

These student residences were 
only a few blocks away from the 
robbery and should have been 
notified of the crime. Not to men¬ 
tion the large number of commu¬ 
nity members that live in the area 
as well. 

Because a ForeWarn text was 
not sent, students who were going 
to the restaurant or even walking 
on the streets behind the establish¬ 
ment could have potentially been 
put in danger. 

Luckily, in this case, no one was 
injured. But the police have no 
way of knowing what those men 
planned to do after their stop at 
Jimmy John's. 

If the Bradley University Police 
Department is worried about giv¬ 
ing off the perception that Bradley 
is dangerous, guess what: some¬ 


times, it is. 

Bradley is located in an urban 
setting and while students are 
constantly reminded to walk in 
groups after dark and be conscious 
of their surroundings, students 
have been the victim of muggings 
and threats throughout the past 
few years. 

Although we acknowledge that 
sending an email in a timely mat¬ 
ter was an appropriate decision, 
we feel that a ForeWarn text would 
have better benefitted the student 
body. 

Because the BUPD did not send 
a text when two suspects were 
running through the neighbor¬ 
hood with a loaded gun, you have 
to wonder - when is an appropri¬ 
ate time to send a text? What is it 
going to take for the police to alert 
the university that they could be 
in danger? 

If an incident involving a weap¬ 
on happens close to-campus again, 
we hope the Bradley community's 
first indication is not a letter to 
their inbox. 
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All letters to the editor must 
be received by 5 p.m. Tuesday 
in Sisson Hall 319 or emailed 
to bradleyscout@gmail.com 
for inclusion in Friday's issue. 
Letters longer than 500 words 
will not be accepted.

UWIRE: Student-loan act should be extended

An issue that both President 
Barack Obama and Republican 
presidential candidate Mitt 
Romney actually agree on can 
only mean two things for America 
— either the Mayans were right or 
it's something that should be seri¬ 
ously considered. 

With Congress' College Cost 
Reduction and Access Act, which 
decreased the interest rate on fed¬ 
eral student loans from 6.8 percent 
to 3.4 percent, set to expire July 
1, both class-equality advocate 
Obama and champion for the pri¬ 
vate sector Romney have finally 
found some common ground. Not 
extending the act could cripple 
the future generation of college 


students and workforce beyond 
repair. 

According to The Atlantic, the 
typical college tuition has tripled 
over the last 30 years, yet the 
earnings gap between college 
graduates and high school gradu¬ 
ates has also tripled during the 
same timeframe, from 75 percent 
in 1979 to 230 percent in 2003. 

This "paradox of college costs," 
as The Atlantic calls it, means that 
it is now just as expensive to go 
to college as it is not to go. And 
when considering that tuition in 
Florida is set to escalate yet again 
— the State University System 
sustained a $300 billion funding 
cut in next year's budget — loans 
will have an even bigger pres¬ 
ence in Florida students' battle 
against a 9 percent unemploy¬ 
ment rate, according to the Tampa 


Bay Times. 

If the act is not renewed, stu¬ 
dents would watch those loan 
rates double overnight — a differ¬ 
ence of about $1,000, according to 
the Washington Post. 

The only hitch in the plan, 
and the issue giving pause to 
Congressional action, is the $6 
billion it would cost to extend 
the program for another year, 
according to the Post. However, 
it's worth noting that the cost 
could have been almost com¬ 
pletely covered by the extra rev¬ 
enue brought in from the "Buffett 
Rule," a tax plan recently defeated 
by Congress that would place a 
minimum tax of 30 percent on 
American millionaires. 

There is no easy solution to 
helping today's college students 
when 50 percent of recent grads 


are unemployed or underem¬ 
ployed, as Romney told reporters 
Monday. Without changes to gov¬ 
ernment spending, this tempo¬ 
rary solution to boosting job pros¬ 
pects for students will become 
a repeated discussion. However, 
with severe cuts to federal aid 
programs and 7.4 million students 
across the U.S. affected by the act, 
according to the Chicago Tribune, 
it is necessary to preserving the 
future of the economy. 

Romney and Obama have 
realized that this is not a party 
issue and Congress should too. 
Creating opportunities for future 
generations is a platform that all 
allege to work toward, and actu¬ 
ally finding a solution to turn 
words into action would secure 
votes on either side of the political 
spectrum.

The summer blockbuster 
season is coming. Hollywood has prepared a large slate of sequels, 
prequels, remakes and reboots for our rapid consumption in the 
upcoming months. But which offerings are truly worth seeing? 

Marvel Comics’ “The Avengers” will be the first film out the 
door, with its release on May 4 making it the first blockbuster of 
the summer season.

Not content to simply do as 
she’s told, Merida makes a pact with a witch that unleashes an 
evil curse upon the land, which she alone must stop. The Scottish 
locale, combined with this being Pixar’s first fairy tale film and the 

first to have a female lead, will make this an interesting entry in the 
Pixar canon. 

Also of note is “Prometheus,” director Ridley Scott’s return to the 
science fiction genre. The film chronicles a team of scientists and 
archaeologists who visit an alien world only to discover a dark 
secret about mankind’s beginnings. While the director hasn’t fully 
confirmed it, this may be a prequel to the first “Alien” film meant 
to shed light on the origins of the mysterious space jockey and the 
titular alien Xenomorphs. With Scott returning to his sci-fi roots 
with the “Alien” franchise, the director is poised for a welcome 
return to the masterpieces of his early filmmaking career. Should 
this suceed, we will have an amazing, thought-provoking science 
fiction film on our hands the likes of which we will never forget. 

When July rolls around, two iconic superheroes will wage war at 
the box office.

noting he has the ability to carry 
a team during one of his hot 
streaks. 

Dominguez commented on 
the lineup and how having Max 
Murphy, a freshman outfielder 
who leads the team in slug¬ 
ging and runs bat¬ 
ted in, has benefited 
Party ka. 

"They key is the 
guy that hits behind 
him, normally Max 
Murphy, who has 
been able to produce 
as well," he said. 

"Greg has seen more 
pitches to hit and 
gives us a presence 
in the middle of the 
lineup that is tough 
for guys to pitch 
around." 

The baseball 
team has seen their 
share of tough losses 
on the schedule, so 
being able to move 
on quickly has been 
imperative for the 
Braves this season. 

Dominguez 
believes baseball, 
more than other 
sports, requires 
short-term memory to move onto 
the next at bat, or pitch or ball 
game. 

"It's just one game or one at 
bat and you've got to turn around 


and be just as good tomorrow," 
he said. 

Touching on those struggles, 
Jason Leblebijian, one of the best 
all-around hitters on the team the 
last two seasons, has only man¬ 
aged a .250 batting average on 
the year. However, Leblebijian 
came through in a big way 
Wednesday evening 
against Northern 
Illinois, as himself 
and Bob Schuch each 
hit solo home runs in 
the eighth inning. He 
went three for four 
and had two RBIs to 
get out of his slump. 

"I'm really 

happy for Jason," 
Dominguez said. 
"He's a kid who had 
very high expecta¬ 
tions for himself. He 
didn't have a very 
good game offensive¬ 
ly [Tuesday] night, 
but he bounced back 
today. I think that's 
the sign of a great 
leader." 

Dominguez 
said he believes 
Leblebijian is consis¬ 
tently having quality 
at bats but the hits 
just don't always 
fall. If they start to 
fall along with the continued pro¬ 
duction of players like Partyka 
and Murphy, there is no telling 
how far the Braves can go.

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Luck the right choice 
for the Indianapolis Colts 



What we've known for months 
finally became reality Thursday 
night. 

Quarterbacks Andrew Luck 
and Robert Griffin III were drafted 
No. 1 and No. 2 overall by the 
Indianapolis Colts and Washington 
Redskins, respectively. 

The NFL draft is an imper¬ 
fect science. For every Peyton 
Manning, John Elway and Cam 
Newton there is a Tim Couch, 
Ryan Leaf and Akili Smith. 

But I would be willing to bet 
money that Luck and Griffin will 
both be great quarterbacks in the 
NFL.

As an Indianapolis native and 
diehard Colts fan, I couldn't be 
more thrilled to land the most pro 
ready quarterback ever.

There is little doubt Luck is 
one of those rare once in a genera¬ 
tion quarterbacks. He is the surest 
thing the draft has maybe ever 
seen. 

But now that the draft evalu¬ 
ation process is over, the real fun 
can begin.

Perfect game_20 strikeouts 


Saturday, Chicago White Sox's 
Philip Humber threw the 21st 
perfect game in MLB history 
against the Seattle Mariners. 

Yes, striking- out 20 batters in 
a game is more rare, but that's 
an individual performance. As 
baseball is more of a team sport, 
a perfect game exemplifies what 
a team is. 

Humber struck out nine, leav¬ 
ing 18 outs to be recorded by his 
fielders. An error turns a perfect 
game into a no-hitter. One bad 
read in the outfield or bad hop in 
the infield and the Mariners are 
able to record a hit. 

Let alone, one walk by 
Humber, one hit by pitch, one 
hanging breaking ball and that 
game is no longer perfect. 

Not to take anything away 
from a 20-strikeout performance, 
but in a team sport, I think this is 
more impressive. 

Everything has to go perfect, 
which it did. For Humber, he 
had to make every pitch, and for 
his fielders, they had to make 
every play. There have been 230 
no-hitters in baseball since 1900 
and only 21 perfect games. How 
remarkable is that? 

Sure, throwing 20 strikeouts 
in a game is extraordinary, but 
nothing can compete with being 
perfect.

A perfect game is consid¬ 
ered one of the greatest feats a 
pitcher can accomplish in base¬ 
ball - 27 runners up, 27 runners 
down. No exceptions. It is an 
achievement that has only been 
accomplished twenty-one times 
in Major League history. 

Still, I believe Kerry Wood's 
twenty-strikeout game on May 
6, 1998 against the Houston 
Astros was more remarkable. 

It is true that Wood allowed 
one hit and sent a batter to first 
by hitting him. However, Wood 
truly dominated the Astros that 
day in a way Humber never 
dominated the Seattle Mariners. 

This is not to take anything 
away from Humber. He pitched 
one of the greatest games ever 
pitched in major league history; 
just not quite as great as Kerry 
Wood's twenty-strikeout game. 

Wood was able to dictate 
the way the Astros approached 
the plate and attempted to 
bat against them better than 
Humber was. 

Woods 20 strikeouts tied a 
major league record for the most 
in a nine-inning ballgame that 
still stands today.
